Lose  Control  of  Treasury 

for  First  Time  in 

Many  Years. 

Reform  Movement  Inaug- 
urated By  Mayor  Weaver 
Sweeps  the  State. 

Philadelphia.    Nov.    8.— The    political 
Ttvolution  in  this  city  and  in  the  state 
yesterday  was  the  greatest  that  has  oc- 
j  curred  in  Pennsylvania  in  nearly  a  gen- 
eration.    Xhtre  have  been  previous  up- 
'  heavals   but    this    is    the  first    time    In 
i  years  that  every  office  for  which  there 
I  was   any   semblance    of   a   contest    has 
I  been  lost  to  the  regular  Republicans.  It 
lis  also  the  tirst  time  in  a  quarter  of  a' 
jcenturj'    that    the    regular    Republicans! 
j  have  been   defeated   for  control   of   the  i 
state    treasury.      Memorable    contests  j 
have  been  waged  against  the  Republl-  : 
cans  for  the  ofiice  but  without  success 
and   it   is  worthy   of   note   that  yester- 
day's   election    was    the    first    that    has 
been  held  for  the  place  since  the  death 
of  former  United  States  Senator  Quay. 
The    plurality    of    William    H.    Berry, 
who  was  nominated  by  the  Democrats' 
Independent   party,   Lincoln   party   and 
Prohibltionisis  for  state  treasurer,   will 
be    nearly    100,000    and    may    go    above 
those  figures.      J.     Lee    Plummer,     the 


Columbus,  Ohio,  Nov.  8.— John  M. 
Pattison,  Democrat,  will  be  the  next 
governor  of  Ohio  and  his  party  as- 
sociates on  the  state  ticket  have  also 
all  been  elected,  according  to  the  in- 
dications of  precinct  returns  and  county 
plurality  figures  received  here  up  to  11 
o'clock   this   morning. 

The  exact  figures  are  unknown  ami 
may  not  be  known  today,  but  there 
seems  no  reason  to  doubt  the  success 
of  the  entire  Democratic  state  ticket 
by  at  kast  a  safe  plurality,  while 
Chairman  Garber  claims  36,000  plurality 

for  Pattison  and  the  Democratic  ticket. 
Up  to  11  o'clock.  Chairman  Dick  had 
refu.std  to  admit  otficially  the  defeat 
of  his  ticket,  but  it  was  understood  at 
Republican  headquarters  that  the  re- 
port from  county  chairmen  indicated 
that  result.  Governor  Herrick,  Chair- 
man Dick  and  Elmer  Dover,  of  the  na- 
tloiial  committee  were  in  consultation 
all  morning  and  a  statement  was 
promised  later  in  the  day. 

Both    houses    of    the    legislature    will 
be    Democratic,    the    last    hope    of    the 
Republicans    vanishing    with    the      re- 
port that  the  Hamilton  county  delega 
lion  was  solidly  Democratic.

A  MOVEMENT  IS  DEVELOPING  TO 

OVERTHROW  CHINESE  DYNASTY 


Hearst  Refuses  to  Admit  Defeat  and  De- 
mands a  Recount  of  the  Ballots. 

Is  Supported  by  W.  T.  Jerome,  Who  Is 
Re-elected  by  a  Small  Majority.

Columbus,  Ohio,  Nov.  8.— Both  Chair- 
man Dick  of  the  Republican  comnilttte 
and  Chairman  Garber,  of  the  Demo- 
cratic committee  were  still  claiming 
the  election  of  their  entire  state  tickets 
today,  but  neither  would  give  out  any 
statement  of  tigures.  The  amount  of 
ecratcliing  t>f  tickets  has  caused  very 
Blow  counting  and  it  is  even  doubtful 
whether  the  result  will  be  positively 
known  until  tonight. 

The  Kepubluan  counties  throughout 
the  state  show  enormous  Republican 
losses  and  the  Democi-ats  have  gained 
almost  everywhere.  It  is  a  question, 
however,  whether  they  havp  gained 
enough  to  overcome  the  250,0(i(rplurality 
of  Jast  year  with  which  their  ratio  of 
gain  is  compared.  Both  chairmen 
have  .sent  messages  to  the  county 
chairmen  urging  prompt  reporting  of 
results  and  each  hoped  to  have  dorinlte 
figures  during  the  morning.  From  the 
figures  now  in,  it  seems  that  Pattison 
will  certainly  carry  his  entire  ticket, 
with  him,  if  he  is  elected,  and  that  on 
the  other  hand  Herrlek  might  be  elected 
and  be  the  only  Republican  to  pull 
through.  The  governor  has  been  run- 
ning ahead  of  his  ticket  in  almost  all 
sections,  although  the  exact  reverse 
was  expected  on  account  of  the  bitter 
per-sonai  tight  against  his  re-election. 

In  this.  Franklin  county,  the  full  re- 
turns give  Heirick  a  plurality  of  1,874 
while  Harris  (Rep.)  for  lieutenant 
governor  has  only  1.111  pluralllty  and 
the  nearest  of  the  other  Republican 
candidates  Klrtley  for  "board  of  public 
works,  is  nearly  200  votes  behind  the 
governor. 

The  Ohio  .State  Journal  (Republican), 
in  an  eight  o'clock  extra,  says  that 
from  Incomplete  reports  from  seventy- 
six  of  the  eighty-eight  counties.  It  ap- 
pears that  Herrick  Is  2,500  votes  ahead 
of  Pattison  and  that  estimating  the 
other  counties  by  the  same  ratio  of  loss 
Herrick  would  be  winner  by  2,350. 

At  9:30  Chairiflan  Garber  returned  to 
Democratic  headiiuarters  after  break- 
fast, and  after  reading  additional  dis- 
patches from  county  chairmen,  said: 

"The  Indications  are  that  Pattison  is 
elected  by  from  40,000  to  .10,000,  exceed- 
ing my,  estimates  considerably.  We 
have  carried  both  houses  of  the  legis- 
lature and  will  have  the  largest  major- 
ity there  we  ever  had." 

At  that  hour  Chairman  Dick  was  not 
at  Republican  headquarters,  and  in  his 
absence  no  figures  would  be  gi\-en  out, 
but  his  earlier  claims  that  Herrick  was 
elected  were  still  maintained. 


Philadelphia  was  as  follows:  W.  H. 
Berry  (Fusion)  134,797;  J.  L.  Plummer 
(Rep.)  98,760;  R.  B.  Rlngler  (.Socialist) 
1,319;  E.  J.  Drugmand  (Socialist)  188. 

The  proposed  $4,000,000  loan  for  the 
abolition  of  grade  crossings  was  carried 
by  a  large  majority. 

The  highest  total  vote  cast  for  any 
one  office  was  that  for  sheriff,  the  vote 
being  255,292.  The  total  vote  for  presi- 
dent last  year  was  281.654.  The  city 
partly  claimi  that  inasmuch  as  51.000 
alleged  fraudulent  names  were  ctricken 
from  the  voting  lists  since  the  fight 
against  the  Republican  organization 
began  last  May  the  vote  cast  yesterday 
was  the  highest  ever  polled  In  the  city. 

The  regular  Republicans  carried  only 
fourteen  of  the  forty-two  wards  for 
their  local  ticket.  Plummer  for  state 
treasurer  carried  sixteen.  One  of  the 
surprises  of  the  election  was  the  loss 
by  the  regular  Republicans  of  United 
State*  Senator  Penrose's  ward.  It  gave 
the  (Tity  party  a  plurality  of  fifty,  but 
Plummer  carried  it  by  fifty-two  votes. 
Insurance  Commissioner  David  Martin, 
at  one  time  the  Republican  leader  of 
the  city,  lost  his  ward  yesterday  for  the 
first  time  in  thirty  years. 

David  H.  Lane,  the  veteran  leader, 
upon  whom  much  of  the  work  of  the 
Republican  campaign  fell,  also  lost  his 
ward,  the  twentieth.

.She  summoned  the  emperor  and  asked 
what  he  knew  of  the  outrage,  where- 
upon the  emperor  showed  much  confus- 
ion. At  a  signal  from  th«  empress  a 
party  of  guards  appeared  and  led  the 
emperor  to  a  hall  where  he  has  been 
since  confined,  no  one  having  access  to 
him  and  food  being  thrust  in  through 
a  window.  The  Hochl  Shimbun  says 
the  emperor  occasionally  raises  shrieks 
like  those  of  a  lunatic. 


New  York,  Nov.  8.— Whether  George 
IB.  McClellan  or  William  R.  Hearst  Is 
1  to  be  the  next  mayor  of  the  Greater 
New  York,  must  be  decided  by  the 
courts.  Full  returns  from  every  elec- 
tion district  give  McClellan  a  plurality 
of  3,485,  but  this  is  so  small— only  a 
I'ltle  more  than  one-half  of  1  per  cent 
01  the  vote  cast— that  ar  recount  and  re- 
Inspectlon  of  the  ballots  might  easily 
sweep  it  away  and  show  Hearst  ihe 
winner.  Indignant  at  what  he  believed 
to  be  suspicious  holding  back  of  re- 
turns last  night  and  roused  to  passion- 
ate resentment  by  stories  of  violence 
and  outrage  at  the  polls  told  at  his 
headquarters  by  scores  of  his  followers, 
Mr.  Hearst  refused  to  admit  defeat  and 
declared  that  he  would  see  that  every 
man  that  voted  for  him  got  a  fair 
count  of  his  vote.  In  his  demand  for  a 
recount,  Mr.  Hearst  is  supported  by 
District  Attorney  Jerome,  himself  vic- 
torious In  his  single-handed  fight 
against  the  great  Tammany  machine. 
Mr.  Jerome  said  today:  "I  shall  imme- 
diately institute  an  investigation  of  the 
frauds  perpetrated  by  Tammany  at  the 
polls.  If  the  facts  warrant  I  shall  be- 
gin an  immediate  prosecution  against 
those  guilty  of  crime." 

Bird  S.  Coler,  elected  president  of  the 
borough  of  Brooklyn  on  the  Municipal 
Ownership  league  ticket,  also  supports 
Mr.  Hearst's  contention  that  he  was 
rightfully  elected.    Mr.  Coler  said: 

"Mr.  Hearst  has  been  elected  by  10,- 
000  votes.  He  has  been  cheated  by  tne 
tremendous  frauds  of  Tammany  hall. 
There  is  no  doubt  whatever  of  his  elec- 
tion. I  shall  work  night  and  day  to 
see  that  justice  is  done.

The  stock  market  showed  some  sen- 
sitiveness to  the  Hearst  vote  and  to  the 
fact  that  the  Municipal  Ownership 
league  will  have  representation  on  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment 
which  controls  municipal  franchisee. 
Stocks  of  the  several  of  the  local  cor- 
porations operating  under  city  fran- 
chises ran  off  rather  sharply  on  a  feel- 
ing that  the  Hearst  representation  will 
be  able  to  influence  the  city's  policy  in 
the  granting  of  future  franchises.  Mr. 
Hearst  has  contended  that  the  city  haa 
not  been  properly  compensated  for 
valuable  privileges  granted  to  corp<jr- 
atlons  in  recent  years?. 

In  the  commercial  district  practical- 
ly all  bets  made  on  McClellan  will  be 
held  up  pending  developments.  Con- 
servative estimates  make  the  amount 
wagered  on  McClellan  at  not  less  thin 
$200,000  while  probably  half  that  much 
was  bet  on  Jerome.  A  few  Jerome  bets 
were  cashed  this  morning  but  the  staiit'?- 
holders  have  decided  not  to  pay  .ho 
bulk  of  the  Jerome  money  until  the 
official  count  is  In.  Bets  on  McClellan 
may  be  held  up  indefinitely,  or,  at 
least,  until  the  courts  decide  the  con- 
test. A  broker  today  offered  to  bet 
$l,tK)0  that  the  official  recount  would 
show  that  Hearst  had  been  elecicl 
mayor.

San  Francisco,  Nov.  8.— .Shortly  be- 
fore midnight  last  night  a  fire  started

St.  Paul,  Nov.  s.— A  hearing  was  held 
before  the  statfe"  railr^^d  and  warehouse 
commission  yest\^rday  on  the  question  put 
forth  by  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  rail- 
road as  to  whether  it  Is  obliged  to  accept 
4V2  cents  as  its  share  on  shipments  from 
Ely  to  points  beyond  the  Twin  Cities.  It 
had  an  agreement  with  the  roads  by 
which  It  was  to  get  4^i  cents  as  its  share 
on  shipments  of  lumber  to  St.  Paul,  but 
did  not  think  this  applies  to  shipments 
beyond  the  cities.

Who  Hammers  Coins  lnt»  Young  and 
Growing  Trees. 

East  Eddington,  Me.,  Nov.  S.— "For 
more  than  half  my  life,"  said  Isaac 
Clewley,  "I  have  been  spending  from 
$5  to  $6  a  year  lo  make  sure  that  peo- 
ple will  get  mad  and  curse  me  years 
after  I  am  dead.  It  Is  not  a  very  noble 
ambition,  but  I  think  I  am  getting  my 
pay  as  I  go  along  In  laughing  to  my- 
self. I  have  been  a  collector  of  odd 
and  rare  coins  from  a  boy,  and^avo 
made  a  good  Income  from  the  business 
as  a  side  line.  Now  and  again  1  buy 
coins  that  I  cannot  sell  at  a  profit. 
Sometimes  I  am  Imposed  upon  by 
shrewd  men  In  my  own  business, 
though  more  often  the  value  of  my 
purchases  takes  a  sudden  drop  while 
I  hold  them  for  a  rise. 

"In  the  latter  case  I  never  try  to  re-, 
trleve  my  fortune  by  holding  on.  If 
the  coins  are  .silver  or  gold,  I  sell  them 
for  their  value  as  metal.  In  case  they 
are  copper  or  nickel.  I  add  them  to 
what  I  call  my  'curse  fund,'  and  leave 
them  for  the  coming  generations  to 
find. 

To  do  this  I  fill  my  pockets  with  old 


copper  cents  and  2-cent  pieces  and 
queer  Canadian  currency  of  small 
value,  and  go  out  into  the  sappling 
spruce  and  pine  woods  and  drive  thetji 
edgewise  Into  the  wood,  leaving  them 
hidden  from  sight  below  the  bark.  In 
this  manner  I  have  gone  through  the 
forests  of  Eastern  Maine  until  I  have 
used  up  perhaps- 100  pounds  of  copper 
and  brass.  In  a  few  years  the  scar 
made  by  the  entering  coin  heals  over, 
leaving  a  smooth  surface,  after  which 
the  tree  keeps  on  growing  until  it  is 
big  enough  to  make  into  a  sawlog, 
when  it  is  cut  and  taken  to  the  mill. 

"It  is  very  Interesting  to  sit  back  and 
smoke  my  pipe  and  conjecture  what 
kind  of  words  the  mill  man  will  use 
when  his  eaw  dashes  Into  a  copper 
cent.  I  can  Imagine  the  style  of

President  and  Cabinet  Arc 

Greatly  Interested  in 

the  Elections. 


Not  Regarded  That  Na- 
tional Issues  Entered 
Into  Contests. 


Washington,  Nov.  8— Keen  Interest  in 
the  result  of  yesterday's  elections  was 
manifested  today  in  administration  and 
political  circles  gfuerally.  President 
Roosevelt  and  the  cabinet  members 
were  Informed  of  the  latest  returns 
from  the  doubtful  states  and  cities, 
many  messages  from  private  sources, 
as  well  as  news  received  by  the  press 
association,  being  conveyed  promptly 
to  the  White  House.  It  is  not  re- 
garded that  national  issues  entered  to 
any  extent  in  the  elections,  altliougli  in 
Massachusetts  the  question  of  reci- 
procity  figured   in   a   material  way. 

Stirprlse  was  created  by  the 
tremendous  revulsion  of  polftical  senti- 
ment in  Pensylv.-mia  and  Ohio  and  by 
the  closeness  of  the  vole  fur  mayor  in 
New  York.  On  the  face  of  the  returns 
now  in  George  B.  MiClellan  was  elect- 
ed mayor  of  New  York  by  a  plurality 
of  3.486.  Cliarges  of  gross  fraud  and 
corruption  are  made  by  William  R. 
Hearst,  the  mayoralty  candidate  of  the 
Municipal  Ownership  league,  who 
claims  that  a  recount  of  the  ballots 
will  show  his  election.  He  proposed  to 
have  tlie  l,iM8  boxes  eontainmg  tlie  bal- 
lots taken  before  the  board  of  alder- 
men for  a  recount  of  the  vote  and  has 
declared  his  purpose  to  carry  his  con- 
test for  the  offlec  to  the  lourt  of  last 
resort.  All  wagers  on  the  contest  for 
mayor  and  for  district  attorney  have 
been  held  up  pending  a  determination 
of  the  result  bv  t*e  final  official  au- 
thority.      William    T.    Jerome,    the    in- 


dependent candidate  for  district  attor- 
ney in  New  York,  is  re-elected  by  a 
plurality  variously  estimated  at  from 
4,000  to  9,000.  He  has  Joined  hands  with 
Mr.  Hearst  in  an  effort  to  develop  any 
corruption  that  may  have  been  prac- 
ticed and  the  promise  is  given  that  the 
Tammany  organization  shall  have  live- 
ly times  in  sustaining  its  claims  to 
McClellan's   election. 

In  Piiiladelphia  bosslsm  was  the  issue 
and  it  was  defeated.  It  is  pointed  out 
here,  however,  that  party  politics  cuts 
little  figure  in  the  Pennsylvania  elec- 
tions, and  the  same  is  said  of  the  elec- 
tions in  Ohio.  Yesterday  was  the  first 
time  In  a  quarter  of  a  century  that 
Philadelphia  has  cast  its  votes  against 
tlie  Republican  party.  In  the  state, 
William  Berry,  candidate  for  state 
treasurer  of  the  Demacratic,  Independ- 
ent, Lincoln  and  Prohibition  parties 
was  elected  by  a  majority  of  100,000. 
President  Roosevelt  carried  the  state 
last  year  by  half  a  million  majority. 

The  result  In  Ohio  appears  from  pres- 
ent return  to  have  been  analogous  to 
that  in  Pennsylvania.  The  election  of 
Pattison.  Democratic  candidate  for  gov- 
ernor, Is  claimed  by  the  state  organi- 
zation by  3i>,(i00. 

Returns  from  other  states  excited  lit- 
tle interest  in  the  national  capital.  The 
Poe  disfranchising  amendment  in  Mary- 
land was  SAvamped  overwhelmingly  and 
the  Republicans  appear  to  have  "made 
considerable  gains  in  the  legislature. 
Virginia  went  Democratic  by  a  some- 
what reduced  majority,  Swanson,  for 
governor,  and  the  entire  Democratic 
ticket  being  elected.  In  Rhode  Island, 
Utter.  Republican,  Is  elected  governor 
by  5,000  plurality,  and  the  entirt^  Repub- 
lican ticket  was  successful.  Providence 
elected  a  Republican  mayor  for  the 
first  time  In  eleven  years.  In  Massa- 
chusetts the  Republican  state  ticket 
was  elected.  Guild,  for  governor  having 
about  23,0fiO  majority,  and  Draper  for 
lieutenant  governor,  pullinp  through 
with  a  malority  of  about  2.000.  New 
Jersey  and  Nebraska  were  swept  by  the 
Republicans.  Kentucky,  while  the  re- 
turns are  slow  In  being  received,  ap- 
pears to  be  Democratic  by  a  reduced 
majority.

HOLLOW  OAK  WAS  HIS  HOML 

"Navvy"  of  Windsor  Forest  Died  in 
Windsor  Workhouse. 

London,  Nov.  8. — At  the  workhouse 
In  Wind.sor  there  has  recently  died  a 
remarkable  character  In  the  person  of 
William  Tongle,  better  known  as 
"Navvy,"  who  for  many  years  lived  in 
the  hollow  of  an  oak  tree  In  Windsor 
forest.  Born  at  the  Nursery  cottage, 
Windsor  Grtat  park,  nearly  eighty 
years  ago,  his  great  ambUion  was  to 
be  a  royal  keeper,  and  in  time  his 
father,  who  was  the  head  nurseryman, 
obtained  for  him  the  position  of  extra 
keeper  during  the  bird  breeding  sea- 
son. 

After  his  father's  death  "Navvy" 
took  up  his  abode  In  a  hollow  tree,  be- 
tween Cranborne  tower  and  the  Flem- 
ish farm,  and  in  a  short  time  became 
well  known  to  everybody  living  near 
the  forest  by  reason  of  his  eccentrici- 
ties. Many  of  the  gentry  supplied  him 
regularly  with  food,  and  his  larder  was 
always  well   stocked. 

He  always  raised  his  hat  respect- 
fully when  he  met  a  carriage,  and 
Queen  Victoria,  when  driving  through 
the  park,  used  to  take  notice  of  the  old 
man.  In  the  winter  he  slept  inside  his 
tree,  but  during  the  summer  months  he 
took  his  rest  beneath  the  overlianging

A  few  years  age  the  authorities 
turned  him  out  of  his  home,  and  he 
took  up  his  quarters  In  the  Windsor 
workhouse,  where  he  lived  peacefully ' 
till  his  death,  a  few  days  ago,  at  the 
age  of  79.

Is  Great  Northern  Presi- 
dent In  Control  of 
Rival  Road? 

New  York,  Nov.  8.— Coincident  with  the 
departure  of  J.  J.  Hill  for  London,  cable 
messages  have  been  received  from  abroml 
to  the  eftect  that  J.  J.  Hill  and  J.  P. 
Morgan  have  bought  control  of  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific.  The  rumors  may  be 
taken  to  account,  in  part,  for  the  strength 

of  the  stock,  although  they  probably 
emanate    from   .sxKCulative    pools. 

if  it  were  possible  for  Mr. '  Hill  to  se- 
cure control  of  Canadian  Pacific  he  would 
thereby  come  to  dominate  the  railroad 
feituation  on  this  continent  to  a  degree 
never  before  dreamed  of.  He  would  abso- 
lutely dominate  the  entire  traffic  for  the 
Northwest,  Alaska  and  the  growing  in- 
dustries of  British  Columbia.  He  would 
piactically  have  a  double  line  across  the 
continent  and  would  control  trans-Pacirte 
traffic  and  export  traffic  from  the  North- 
west, both  toward  the  gulf  and  through 
Poston  and  Northern  ports.  The  Soo 
line,  controlled  by  Canadian  P.icilic,  is 
the  greatest  exialmg  menace  to  the  Hill 
lines. 

In  railro.ad  circles,  and  more  espe- 
cially in  Canadian  Pacific  circles,  it  is 
believed  to  l>e  impossible  for  either  Mr. 
Hill  or  any  other  American  interest  to 
Becure  control  of  Canadian  Pacific. 
Tlie  resolutions  that  underlie  this  be- 
lief  may    be  outlined ,iis   follows:

It  is  doubtful  if  any  .syndicate  of  Am- 
erican bankers  or  railroads  would  un- 
dertake to  control  the  great  Canadian 
liighway.

adian Pacltic  stock,  declines  to  say  a 
word  when  a.sked  about  a  report  that  th«^ 
control  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  propertv 
had   passed  to   the  Morgan-Hill   interests.

NOT  A  MUSICAL  PEOPLE. 

Few  Irish  National  Airs  Fxcept  Those  of 
Aboriginal  Celts. 

Dublin,  Nov.  8.— Speaking  at  tlie  annual 
meeting  of  the  Fels-Cecll,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Mahaffy  said  that  the  report  of  the  so- 
ciety on  the  progress  of  music  in  Ire- 
land was  not  so  encouraging  as  it  ought 
to  be.  Their  first  difficuliy  was  the  fact 
that  the  Irish  were  really  not  a  musical 
nation.  When  they  went  into  the  coun- 
try they  never 'heard  national  music  or 
any  otlier  music  Ijeing  sung  by  the  peo- 
ple. As  for  the  taste  of  the  city  of  Dub- 
lin, it  was  notorious  that  they  could  got 
a  much  larger  and  more  enthusiastic  au- 
dience to  listen  to  Balfe's  "Bohemian 
Girl"  than  to  Wagner's  "Meistersinger." 
He  would  be  met  by  the  statement  that 
there  was  in  Ireland  a  splendid  body  of 
enilody  which  was  not  to  be  exceeded  by 
that  of  any  other  nation  In  Europe.  His 
researches  had  taught  him  that  this  mu- 
sic was  extremely  old,  that  the  Celtic 
nation  was  not  musical,  and  that  a  great 
body  of  these  melodies  hSd  come  down 
from  the  Celtic  Inhabitants,  the  r'irbolgs, 
or  the  Norsemen,  who  invaded  the  coun- 
try some  centuries  ago.  It  was  true  that 
in  Ireland  there  was  the  great  body  of 
song,  but  that  well  had  run  drj-,  and 
they  tlid  no*  find  now  that  passionate 
love  of  music  amongst  the  Irish  peo- 
ple.

FARM  LESSONS 
FOR  CHILDREN 

Western  States  Making 

Agriculture  a  Primary 

School  Study. 

Lincoln,  Neb..  J^ov.  8.— Under  a  new  law 
in  this  state  all  teacliers  in  the  primary 
and  secondary  grades  must  be  able  to  im- 
part the  rudiiBcnts  of  agriculture  to  their 
pupils,  to  tell  them  something  of  the  soil, 
Its  constituents,  its  culture,  how  it  id 
seeded  and  how  tie  crops  are  liarvested. 
It  is  not  supposedjthat  every  teacher  wili 
L>e  able  to  iarm,  neither  is  it  proposed  to 
make  of  eveo  pupil  u  practical  ligricul- 
turiat.  The  aim  l-sjto  instill  into  the  minds 
of  the  childAii  a  love  and  rcsi>eet  for  | 
agriculture,  to  mulie  plain  its  po.ssil)ilities,  I 
and  in  tiie  end  to  make  more  farmers. 

This  new  departure  has  come  rathei 
from  the  farmers  tlian  from  the  tduca- 
lors,  although  ilu'  latter  have  been  quick 
to  see  the  advantages  of  tlie  new  system. 
Scattered  through  tiie  West  are  thou- 
sands of  men  who  have  made  comfort- 
able fortunes  at  farming.  They  like  their 
vocation,  and  they  believe  more  men 
ought  to  be  pursuing  it.  They  believe 
also  that  there  will  never  be  much  else 
in  the  West  than  farming,  and  that  the 
thing  to  do  Is  to  shape  the  educational 
policy  of  this  section  so  as  to  produce 
more  farmers  and  fewer  professional 
men. 

Some    Western    states    have    established 
experimental  higli  .schools  where  agricul- 
ture is  taught  to  advanced  pupils.     These  j 
have  not  been  very  successful.    The  error  , 
lay  in  not  beginning  the  instruction  in  the 
lower  grades.     That  mistake  is  now  to  be 
remedied.    The  advocatas  of  the  new  plan 
insist    that    the    present    educational    sys- 
,  tern    has    turned    out    too    many    trained  ! 
dreamers   and   trained   thinker.s.   and   tliat 
it  is  high  time  that  its  product  be  trained 
dcK;rs. 

Missouri,  Iowa  and  Nebraska  unlvor- 
sRies  liave  been  offering  for  several  years 
normal  courses  in  agriculture  for  leacliers 
who  desire  to  or  must  give  such  instruc- 
tion. This  step  h:»s  received  the  recogni- 
tion of  state  superintendents,  who  award 
certiflcatea  on  t!ie  agreement  to  accept 
satisfactory  work  in  agriculture  in  lieu  of 
any  science.  Tiie  result  has  been  to  in- 
terest many  teachers  and  to  give  rise  to 
chairs  of  agriculture  in  the  state  normal 
schools.  Other  nearby  states  are  follow- 
ing suit. 

in  Colorado  Senator  Patterson  has  of- 
fered $2,500  in  gold  as  prizes  to  be  distrib- 
uted among  the  children  of  the  state  for 
the  best  cereal  seeds  raised  witliin  the 
next  tliree  yotus.  The  competition  is  open 
to  every  boy  or  girl  under  18. 

In  Nebraska  and  Kansas  two  great  corn 
states,  corn  imprpvement  is  the  end 
sought.  Bac4;*of  tjie  movement  is  the  in- 
fluence of  the  statA  college  of  agriculture, 
the  farmers"  institutes,  the  Com  Im- 
provers' assodiation  and  the  agricultural 
shows.  In  forty-two  counties  this  j  ear 
competitions  havoi  been  held,  the  object 
of  which  is  to  induce  the  boys  and  girls 
to  study  the  principles  and  conditions  of 
plant  growth.  The  public  schools  have 
in  many  Instances  taken  up  the  work  of 
corn-growing  under  the  direction  of  the 
county  superintendent.  In  some  the 
Farmers'  Institute  association  of  the 
neighborhood  or  of  the  country  has  or- 
ganized corn-growing  contests  and  ar- 
ranged for  a  list  of  prizes.  In  others  the 
teachers  have  urged  the  boys  to  grow  a 
patch  of  corn  of  their  own  and  prepare 
to  exhibit  It  at  -the  .school  when  har- 
vested the  next  fall.  The  merchants  and 
business    men    generally     of     the     small 


towns  have  caught  the  spirit  and  offered 
prizes.

TRIAL  OF  GRAHAM 
LOOKS  LIKE  FARCE 

Fat  Janitor  of  the  Iowa 

Statehouse  Resists 

Discharge. 

Des  Moines,  Iowa.  Nov.  S.— The  trial  of 
Tcm  Graham,  the  man  who  is  said  to  be 
too  fat  to  l»e  a  janitor  at  the  statehouse, 
has  come  to  be  a  farce  and  laughing 
stock  of  the  capital  city  and  the  slate. 
Graham  was  discharged  two  weeks  ago 
because,  Cu.stodian  McCurdy  .said,  he 
was  loo  fat.  He  weighs  270  pounds,  l»ut  is 
6  feet  4  inches  and  walks  erect  and  firm. 
Being  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  war,  he  noti- 
fied McCurdy  that  he  would  not  be  dis-  1 
charged,  but  would  hold  hift  job  under 
the  soldiers'  preference  law  passed  by 
the  last   legislature. 

Ths  announcement  was  hailed  with  de- 
light by  the  old  soldiers  of  the  state, 
and  Graham  has  received  scores  of  let- 
ters urging  him  to  stand  by  his  guns  and 
work  on  to  the  bitter  end.  An  attempt 
to  enroll  the  governor  in  the  tight  on 
Graham   failed. 

Under  the  preference  law  soldiers  may 
not  be  discharged  from  positions  under 
the  state  or  in  cities  of  the  state  except 
for  cause.  Graham  demanded  trial  and 
his  demand  caused  him  to  be  brouglit 
before  McCurdy  yesterday.  He  was 
represented  by  Senator  C.  C.  Dowell  and 
Judge  Charles  McKenzie,  two  of  the  best 
known  lawyers   in   Des  Moine.s. 

•Where  is  the  judgeT'  asked  Senator 
Dowell 

•I  am  the  Judge,"  said  Custodian  Mc- 
Curdy. 

"But  you  are  the  prosecuting  witness, 
laughed   the  senator.     After  the  law  was 
looked  up  it    apl)eared    that    no   provision 


had  been  made  for  a  judge  in  such  ca.ses 
and  the  case  came  to  trial  before  Mc- 
Curdy,   who   had    brought   the   charges. 

"I  want   a   jury."    said   Tom   Graliam. 

"The  law  doesn't  pro\'ide  for  a  jury," 
replied    McCurdy.

"That  appears  to  be  about   it." 

Under  this  farcical  situation  the  trial 
proc<»eded.  As  prosecutor  McCurdy  ex- 
amined all  the  witne.sses.  The  trial  will 
continue  several  days.  Graham's  law 
yers  are  ready  with  a  writ  of  certiorari 
to  got  the  proceedings  reviewed  by  the 
district  court  in  the  event  of  a  decision 
against    their    client.

SOLDIER  WHOWON 

Three  Crosses  Is  Barred  Because  He  Is  a 
Jew. 

St.  Peter.sburg.  Nov.  S.— The  world  will 
be  keenly  interested  in  the  fate  of  two  of 
Russia's  military  heroes,  respectively 
the  most  distinguished  and  most  obscure 
warriors.  one  Gen.  Linevitch.  the 
other  Private  Schwarza  of  the  Twenty- 
.second  East  Siberian  rifleg.  Linievitch's 
achievements  are  matter.s  of  history: 
Schwarza  took  an  active  part  in  every 
big  engagement  fought  during  th<^  whole 
campaign,  received  eleven  wounds,  was 
rewarded  with  three  crosses  that  of  Saint 
George,  for  saving  the  lives  of  com- 
rades,   the    medal    for    rescuing    his    own 


officer  from  drowning  in  the  Talu  river, 
and  the  Golden  Cross  for  gallantly  de- 
stroying a  Japanese  powder  magazine  at 
the  imminent  risk  of  his  own  life. 

At  the  battle  of  Mukden,  Schwarza. 
who  was  irrepressibly  brave,  was  left 
for  dead  among  a  heap  of  corpses,  but 
the  Japanese  treated  and  restored  him 
and  sent  him  a  prisoner  to  Matzuyama. 
Scarcely  were  his  wounds  healed  when 
Schwarza.  eager  to  return  to  the  tight 
again,  slip|>ed  away  and  actually  madu 
good  his  escape,  not  only  from  Matsu- 
yama,  but  from  J.apan,  and  found  hi.s 
way  to  Moscow,  where  he  has  now  ar- 
rived to  visit  relatives.  The  police,  how- 
ever, have  explained  to  Schwarza  that, 
being  a  mere  Hebrew,  he  posses.sed  no 
right  to  reside  in  the  capital  city  of  Rus- 
sia, and  must  immediately  move  on  to 
the  so-called  Jewish  pale  of  settlement, 
where  there  is  literally  weeping  and 
wailing  and  gna.shing  of  teetli.  Schwarza 
and  his  comrades  are  sincerely  glad  to 
learn  that  a  grateful  country  will  reward 
their  commander.  Gen.  Lini«viteh,  with 
the  post  of  viceroy,  but  would  be  more 
glad  to  learn  how  they  th<«m.selves  could 
merit  the  right  of  living  in  Moscow  and 
St.    Petersburg.

DR.  PAHON'S 
TALK^DEEP 

Noted  Educator  Goes  Deep 

Into  Question  of 

Authority. 

Takes  Up  Different  Re- 
ligious Views  Before  a 
Large  Audience. 

Br.  Francis  L.  Patton's  lecture  at  the 
First  Presbyterian  churcli  last  even- 
ing was  somewhat  deeper,  and  natural- 
ly demanded  more  thought  of  the  hear- 
ers than  the  one  he  gave  there  on  the 
night   before. 

"The  Seat  of  Authority  in  Religion" 
was  hia  topic  and  he  went  into  the 
^  argument  like  a  Princeton  football 
player  after  a  Harvard  man  who  has 
the  ball.  He  did  not  plunge  in  to  be 
covered  over  entirely  with  hia  subject 
but  rather  kept  his  head  away  above 
the  surface  and  talked  thinkingly  upon 
what  he  thought;  what  others  thought 
and  what  particular  line  of  thought  was 

the  truth. 

He  did  not  seem  to  think,  with  other.'J, 
that  there  are  three  seats  of  authority 
in  religion:  reason,  the  church  and  the 
scriptures,  although  he  admitted  that 
such  theories  were  not  altogether  ab- 
surd. In  fact,  he  took  up  each  of  these 
and  gave  their  favorable  as  well  as  un- 
favorable .sides.  But  his  ultimate  con- 
clusions made  it  certain  that  he  be- 
lieved that  the  highest  seat  of  authority 
in  religion  was  the  Bible  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  if  a  standing  vote  had  been 
taken  on  the  proposition,  the  majority 
of  the  large  audience  present  last  ev^r'u- 
ing  would  have  stood  with  him. 

Dr.  Pat  ton  said  in  part: 

"As  John  Milton  says,  let's  not  find 
fault  with  our  religion,  but  I  believe 
that  this  theory  that  there  are  three 
seats  of  authority  in  religion,  reason, 
the  church  and  the  scriptures,  is 
wrong  for  they  are  not  co-ordinate. 

"Religion  is  a  thing  you  can't  lock 
up  in  a  book  or  put  in  charge  of  a  cor- 
poration. If  that  is  what  you  mean, 
you  are  evading  the  argument.  You 
are  choosing  to  eliminate  every  dlB- 
tinction  in  the  church  and  baptize  the 
residue  as  Christianity.  The  question 
is,  where  is  blessed  information  en 
Christianity  lodged? 

"One  answer  is  in  the  church  and  an- 
other is  in  the  book.  So  we  must  con- 
sider these  answers.  When  you  come 
to  the  church,  you  have  difficulties  and 
there  is  no  use  dodging  them.  I  am 
not  one  of  those  who  think  it  is  silly  to 
make  extravagant  claims  about  the 
church. 

"Xow  then,  let  us  regard  those  who 
regard  the  church  as  a  corporation.  As 
there  are  a  number  of  corporations, 
which  is  the  church?  How  are  you 
going  to  te.st  this?  I  tell  you,  I  don't 
know  so  much  about  this  corporation 
thing. 

"Now.  then,  suppose  we  found  the 
church— I  don't  say  that  it  is  Presby- 
terian or  I  don't  say  that  it  is  Roman 
Catholic— suppose  you  found  this 
church,  what  function  does  It  have? 
One  is  that  the  corporation  is  merely 
a  trustee,  holding  certain  deposits  c'f 
faith.  In  fact,  it  Is  what  lawyers 
call  a  holding  a  corporation.  Now, 
then,  I  tell  you  that  the  securities  are 
more  important  than  the  trustee. 

"Now.  then,  we  have  satislied  our- 
selves that  the  church  is  a  trustee  for 
the  deposits  of  faith.  What  I  want  to 
know  is.  has  .the  church  kept  that 
trust?  I  want  to  know  whether  the 
church  has  squandered  any  of  the  trust 
or  corrupted  the  original  deposits? 

"This  trusteeship  has  been  ?oing  on 
for  a  long  time,  and  now,  in  IJtOS,  we 
ask  for  an  accounting.  We  want  to 
know  what  the  assets  of  the  church 
are?  Are  there  any  vouchers'."  Any 
receipts?  Oh,  yes,  right  here."  and  the 
noted   educator  slapi>ed   his   lean   hand 


on  the  Bible  In  front  of  him  abouJ^  four 
times. 

Dr.  Patton  took  up  the  argument  o* 
the  different  churches,  including  the 
Roman  Catholic  church  and  the  Church 
of  England.     He  did  not  belittle  either. 

,  He  took  up  every  side  of  the  q\iestion 

i  fairly. 

'  "There  are  others,"  he  continued. "who 
say  that  the  church  is  merely  a  loose 
organization  of  persons,  who  style 
themselves  Christians.  Perhaps  you 
seek  to  convert  a  man  to  Christianity, 
and  he  asks  you  why  he  should  believe 
as  you  do.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  about 
the  Monroe  doctrine,  and  yet  we  would 
all  ^ght  for  it.  it  is  an  idea.  What 
are  you  going  to  do  when  some  one 
challenges  the  Christian  life,  you  are 
going  to  try  to  cbnvert  him,  are  you 
not?  Can  you  do  that?  I  belong  to 
an  Institution  where  they  have  what 
is  known  as  the  Princeton  spirit,  but 
I  have  never  yet  seen  a  Yale  tnan  con- 
verted to  that  Princeton  spirit. 

"Then  you  go  to  the  scriptures.  The 
Bible  is  a  Judge  of  this  controversy  as 
well  as  a  party  to  it.  There  ought  to 
be  some  bond  of  union  in  a  church. 
The  meaning  of  the  Bible  is  that  a 
man    cannot    get    along    without    some 

,  kind  of  a  creed,  a  big  one  or  a  small  ■ 

'  one.     If  we  believe   the  Bible  is   true,  ] 

I  we  believe  that  it  will  bear  scrutiny,  j 
If  we  are  going  to  believe  in  this  book,  : 
we  are  not  going  to  shut  it  up. 

"Railroads   are   in   the  habit   of   tj|k- 1 
ing   great    liberties    with    the    physical  [ 
geography    of    the    country,    and    each  | 
line  will  claim  the  shortest  route  from 
Chicago  to  New  York.     So  each  creed  : 

i  claims  that  its  own  interpretation  of , 
the  Bible  is  correct.  But  men  who  be-  j 
lieve  in  the  scriptures  should  modify  i 
them."  I 

Dr.  Patton's  arguments  were  fol-  | 
lowed  with  great  interest  last  evening,  i 
end  he  could  be  heard  in  every  part 
of  the  large  church.  No  ministers  were  } 
allowed  on  the  platform,  so  that  the  j 
speaker  did  not  have  to  turn  to  them 
every  once  in  a  while.  Their  presence  , 
there  Monday  evening  made  this  oblig-  j 
atory,  and  the  result  was  that  the ; 
main  body  of  hearers  lost  a  sentence  i 
every  now  and  then.

HE  COMMENDS 
J.  E.  COPLEY 

Prominent  Man  Believes 

HisGood  Work  Has  Been 

Overlooked. 

A  well-known  Duluth  man  believes  that 

not  enough  commendation  has  been  given 

J.    E.    Cooley   for   his   work   on    the   state 

board  of  eciualization.  He  recalls  that 
last  year,  when  the  stale  board  saw  fit  to 
raise  the  valuation  of  property  through- 
out the  state  on  such  articles  as  mer- 
chandise, lumber  and  household  furniture, 
thereby  increasing  the  slate  valuation  by 
about  $20,000,CNX),  an  awful  howl  went  up, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  rate  went  down 
accordingly.     He  says: 

"When  the  increase  was  made  last  year, 
Mr.  Cooley,  the  represtntative  from  Du- 
luth and  this  district,  was  criticised  very 
severely  for  the  actions  of  the  state  board 
of  equalizers,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  he  worked  bard  to  keep  the  raise 
from  being  made.  Being  only  one  out  of 
twenty-one  members  of  the  board,  he 
could  not  get  complete  control,  but  he 
did  succeed  in  keeping  the  raise  in  this 
district  so  low  that  the  Twin  Cities 
threatened  to  take  the  matter  into  the 
courts,  claiming  that  St.  Louis  county 
was  escaping  its  just  portion  of  the  state 
tax. 

"This  year,  by  the  hardest  kind  of  work, 
Mr.  Cooley  succeeded  in  holding  this 
county's  valuation  on  the  state  board  of 
equalization  down  to  the  figures  returned 
by  the  county  board  of  eijualization.  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis  got  an  Increase  of  about  J4,- 
000,000. 

'"I  have  been  obser\-ing  since  that  time 
that,  of  course,  nobody  is  given  credit  this 
year,  althouch  criticisms  were  free  last 
year.  This,  I  presume,  Is  the  way  with 
human  nature:  When  you  tread  on 
some  man's  corns  he  will  kick,  but  when 
you  keep  somebody  else  from  doing  it,  he 
will  pass  you  by  without  even  saying 
Thank  you."  "

E.  Johnston  In  the  Shenandoah  valley. 
Afterward  he  acted  as  an  independ-Mit 
scout  for  the  noted  cavalry  leader,  G^n. 
J.  E.  B.  Stuart,  and  was  intrusted  with 
many  hazardous  and  important  duties. 
His  most  brilliant  feat  was  the  capture 
of  Gen.  Stoughton  at  that  L'nion  offi- 
cer's headquarters.  Scarcely  less  dar- 
ing was  his  capture  of  Gen.  Sheridan's 
entire  supply  train,  which  he  accom- 
plished by  a  raid  Into  Union  lines.  Aft- 
er the  war  he  opened  a  law  office  in 
Warrenton,  Va.  From  1878  to  1885  he 
was  American  consul  at  Hongkong.  On 
his  return  to  the  United  States  he  es- 
tablished  himself   in    California.

— Duke,  a 
wise  and  benevolent  collie  doe:,  has  col- 
lected nearly  Jl.OOO  for  the  Railway 
Servants'  orphanage,  an  admirable  in- 
stitution whose  name  describes  It  suffi- 
ciently. The  silent  but  insistent  Duke 
is  a  familiar  flgun-  to  travelers  on  the 
Northeastern  railway  between  this  city 
and   York  and   Leeds. 

One  day  the  collie  got  out  of  a  train 
at  Darlington  and  as  none  of  the  pas- 
sengers  admitted   ownership     he     was 


taken  in  charge  by  Stationmaster  Laid- 
ler.  He  advertised  that  the  dog  was 
awaiting  a  claimant,  but  no  appli- 
cation was  received.  The  stationmaster 
thought  the  collie  might  be  turned  to 
good  account.  Accordingly  a  saddl-j, 
with  two  collection  boxes  attached,  waa 
made  for  Duke,  who  was  tht»n  sent 
out  to  solicit  donations  for  the  orphan- 
age.

ALCOHOLIC  CANDY. 

The  so-called  "Uqueur-chocolates" 
which  have  recently  groT\n  into  popu- 
lar favor  in  London  are  reported  to 
contain  over  5  ,  per  cent  of  pure  al- 
cohol. Until  a  few  years  ago,  says  tha 
Lancet,  sweets  containing  a  liquid  pre- 
peration,  chiefly  alcoiiol,  surrounded 
by  a  hardened  mass  of  sugar,  were 
somewhat  extensively  manufactured. 
The  excise  authorities  woke  up  to  the 
fact  that  revenue  was  being  lost  to 
them,  and  the  practice  was  stopped, 
some  other  fluid  replacing  the  alcohol. 
That  the  liqueur-chocolates  will  bo 
promptly  suppressed  for  the  same 
reason  is  probable.  As  the  Lancet 
points  out,  however,  the  traffic  should 
be  condemned  on  other  and  more  Im- 
portant grounds— namely,  that  It 
might  readily  lead  to  actual  poisoning 
in  the  case  of  young  children,  or  to  the 
unconscious  formation  of  an  alcohol 
habit  In  older  persons.

Yesterday  afternoon  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Travel  class  of  the 
Twentieth  Century  club  was  lield  at 
the  club  room  of  the  library.  The 
speaker  of  the  afternoon  was  Mrs.  John 
McLeod,  who  spoke  on  "Early  English 
Literature."  The  subject  was  ably 
handled.  Mrs.  McLeod  began  by  tell- 
ing of  the  few  pieces  of  early  English 
poetry  which  have  been  preserved  and 
discovered,  and  telling  of  the  stories 
which  were  told  in  these  poems.

She  re- 
lated the  story  of  Beowolf,  as  related 
In  the  poem  of  the  same  name,  telling 
of  his  encounter  with  Grendel,  the 
awful  monster  which  infested  the  hall 
of  the  king  of  the  West  Danes.  The 
development  of  the  old  English  litera- 
ture to  the  time  of  Chaucer  was  told 
in  an  interesting  way.  The  prologue  of 
the  "Canterbury  Tales  "  was  spoken  of 
briefly,  and  the  marvelous  delineation 
of  character  of  this  early  winter.  The 
afternoon  was  a  most  instructive  one.

GRAFT  DETHRONED. 

"It  is  a  revolution,  sire,"  announced  Courtier  Bossism 
to  King  Graft  this  morning. 

An  aroused  and  indignant  citizenship,  voting  accord- 
ing to  its  conscience  and  not  according  to  party  affili- 
ations, obeying  the  dictates  of  public  policy  and  laughin? 
at  the  party  lash,  yesterday  administered  a  crushing  re- 
buke to  graft  and  its  satellites,  the  bosses. 

In  New  York  the  re-election  of  Jerome  without  any 
party  support  whatever  is  one  of  the  most  significant 
political  incidents  in  the  history  of  the  county.  The 
slender  plurality  given  Tammany's  candidate  for  mayor, 
George  B.  McClellan,  is  another  incident  of  great  signifi- 
cance. The  ability  and  respectability  of  the  candidate 
himself  were  barely  sufficient  to  drag  him  out  of  the 
sUme  of  his  associations  and  re-elect  him.  Tammany 
lost  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  the  control  of  the  finan- 
cial board  that  directs  the  expenditures  of  public  money. 
Its  defeat  is  sweeping  and  well-merited'. 

In  Pennsylvania,  rock-ribbed  Republican,  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  state  treasurer,  the  principal  office 
contested  for.  was  elected  by  loo.ooo  through  independent 
■votes  c^t  by  men  who  wished  to  rebuke  corruption. 

In  Philadelphia,  the  Republican  local  ticket  was 
Bwamped  under  a  sea  of  independent  votes,  and  the  City 
party  ticket,  supported  by  the  honest  citizenship  of  the 
connnunity,  won  by  45,000  votes,  whereas  last  year  the 
Republican  ticket  carried  the  city  by  180,000. 

In  Ohio,  where  the  situation  is  still  in  doubt,  enor- 
mous Republican  pluralities  have  been  overturned  and 
swept  away  by  the  revolt  against  bossism  and  corruption. 
In  Maryland.  Senator  Gorman,  typical  boss  and  poli- 
tical corruptionist,  lost  his  sway,  the  revolt  against  him 
being  led  by  Governor  Warfield  and  Senator  Rayner, 
members  of  his  own  party.  His  constitutional  amend- 
ment, the  real  test  of  the  campaign,  is  crushingly  de- 
feated, and  Republican  state  officers  have  been  elected. 

In  New  Jersey  Senator  Colby,  the  young  man  who 
made  a  bitter  and  determined  fight  against  the  corrupt 
machine  of  his  own  party,  was  triumphantly  elected. 

There  is  but  one  blot  on  the  face  of  the  returns — San 
Francisco.  Schmitz,  whose  administration  has  stood  for 
vice  and  rampant  criminality,  was  re-elected  by  15.000, 
dcfe.iting  tlie  candidate  of  the  fused  Republicans  and 
Democrats.  The  reports  of  grand  juries,  the  undenied 
charges  of  the  respectable  newspapers  of  the  community, 
and  the  general  knowledge  of  conditions  under  the  re- 
gime of  Schmitz  were  not  enough  to  turn  the  result. 

But  in  every  other  place  where  the  fight  was  for 
good  government  and  against  graft,  the  results  were 
unmistakable.  Bosses  were  overthrown,  and  party 
lines  were  utterly  disregarded. 

The  American  people  have  started  to  clean  their 
Augean  stables;  the  work  has  just  begun. 


The  board  has  shown  its  acquaintance  with  the  need  by 

levying  and  collecting  taxes  from  the  people  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  one.  It  has  taken  action  on  the  ques- 
tion of  locating  the  new  building,  and  some  months  ago 
instructed  the  county  attorney  to  begin  condemnation 
proceedings  to  acquire  a  site.  It  met  an  obstacle  here 
in  the  form  of  a  judicial  finding  that  a  law  passed  last 
winter  required  a  part  of  the  responsibility  to  rest  with 
a  courthouse  commission.  Since  then  nothing  has  been 
done. 

Why? 

Have  the  county  commissioners  changed  their  minds 
about  the  need  of  a  courthouse?  No,  they  have  not.  The 
only  reason  no  further  action  has  been  taken  is  that  it  is 
necessary  to  invoke  the  courthouse  commission,  as  re- 
quired by  law,  in  order  to  proceed,  and  this,  in  effect 
the  board  refuses  to  do. 

In  other  words,  the  county  board  is  permitting  a  feel- 
ing of  jealousy  to  interfere  with  its  performance  of  an 
obvious  duty,  one  it  has  long  ago  recognized.  The  need 
of  a  new  building  is  as  great  as  ever;  in  fact  it  grows 
greater  every  day.  Yet  the  board  remains  idle,  and 
permits  a  disgraceful  condition  of  affairs  to  continue,  for 
no  better  reason  than  that  it  is  jealous  of  the  proposed 
courthouse  commission,  and  is  determined  that  if  it 
can  not  build  the  courthouse,  nobody  else  shall. 

This  is  a  petty  and  untenable  and  childish  position. 
Because  it  cannot  be  the  whole  thing,  it  refuses  to  play. 

If  the  courthouse  commission  law  had  had  its  in- 
ception in  a  belief  that  the  county  board  is  not  a  proper 
body  to  handle  a  work  of  such  importance— which  is  not 
the  case— the  present  position  of  the  members  of  the 
board  would  go  a  long  way  toward  justifying  that  belief. 
Such  an  attitude  of  pettishness  and  pique  is  hardly  con- 
sistent with  the  attitude  the  public  has  a  right  to  expect 
from  a  board  to  which  it  entrusts  such  an  important 
function  as  the  building  of  a  $500,000  courthouse.

A   STOLEN  EULOGY. 

John  D.  Rockefeller's  literary  apologist,  Marcus  M. 
Brown  of  Cleveland,  appears  to  be  convinced  on  the  face 
of  the  returns  of  literary  pilfering. 

Some  weeks  ago  The  Herald  reviewed  a  little  volume 
frotri  the  pen  of  Mr.  Brown,  wherein  the  charges  against 
Rockefeller— some  of  them  at  least— were  taken  up  and 
made  light  of.  and  wherein  pages  of  fulsome  eulogy 
labored  to  make  out  Mr.  Rockefeller  the  greatest  public: 
benefactor  of  the  age. 

Since  then  a  man  down  in  South  Omaha  has  got  hold 
of  the  book,  and  he  read  it  with  interest  quickened  by 
a  certain  vague  familiarity  about  many  of  its  line?. 
Puzzling  his  brains  to  account  for  the  familiarity,  he 
conjured  up  his  recollection  of  Robert  G.  Ingersoll's 
famous  speech  on  Lincoln.  Then  he  worked  the  'deadly 
parallel"  on  Mr.  Brown  and  sent  the  result  to  Mr. 
Bryan's  Commoner,  v.hich  published  it.  For  instance, 
Mr.  Ingersoll  said  of  Lincoln:  ''He  was  severe  with  him- 
self and  for  that  reason  was  lenient  with  others."  Mr. 
Brown  remarked  of  Mr.  Rockefeller:  "He  was  rigid 
with  himself  and  so  easy  with  others."  Mr.  Ingersoll 
further  said  of  Lincoln:  "He  was  as  patient  as  destiny." 
Curiously  enough  Mr.  Brown  said  that  Rockefeller  "Is 
as  patient  as  destiny."  Mr.  Ingersoll  said  of  Lincoln: 
'He  did  merciful  things  as  stealthily  as  others  commit 
crimes."  Mr.  Brown  said  of  Rockefeller:  "He  does 
merciful  things  as  much  under  cover  as  others  commit 
crimes."    And  so  on,  for  sentence  after  sentence. 

A  Milwaukee  man  also  found  things  in  Brown's  book 
that  stirred  his  recollections,  and  he,  besides  bringing  up 
Ingersoll's  Lincoln  speech,  found  similar  curious  coin- 
cidences in  Ingersoll's  speech  on  Thomas  Paine.  For 
instance.  Ingersoll  said  of  Paine:  "If  to  be  in  advance 
of  your  time,  to  be  a  pioneer  in  the  direction  of  right,  is 
greatness.  Thomas  Paine  was  great."  Brown  said  of 
Rockefeller:  "If  to  live  in  advance  of  one's  time,  to  be 
the  first  upon  the  ground  in  the  direction  of  progress,  Is 
greatness,  John  D.  Rockefeller  is  great." 

If  Paine  was  great,  if  Rockefeller  is  great,  surely 
Brown  is  great,  too.  At  least,  his  courage  is  great,  to 
bring  into  a  book  so  sure  of  general  comment  pilfering 
so  brazen  as  that  from  works  so  well  known  as  those  of 

Ingersoll. 

But  those  afflicted  with  great  lack  of  admiration  for 
Rockefeller  will  probably  find  something  eminently  fit- 
ting in  the  fact  that  his  eulogy  was  stolen. 


ANOTHER  PRECEDENT  BROKEN. 

This  is  nut  the  only  country  where  precedent,  that 
hoary  old  sinner  that  stands  in  the  way  of  justice  and 
fair  play,  impeding  the  pathway  of  progress  with  strands 
of  prejudice,  conservatism  and  sloth,  is  getting  hard 
knocks. 

There  is  a  story  from  England,  just  lately  come  over, 
which  shows  that  the  ruler  of  the  British  Empire  can 
think  more  of  the  suffering  among  his  people  than  of 
piecedent,  even  though  such  a  course  shocks  into  breath- 
.lessness  the  members  of  his  court.  There  is  much  suffer- 
ing in  England  among  the  unemployed.  There  are  thou- 
sands of  them  that  want  work  they  can't  get.  They  arc 
hungry.  Worse  than  that,  their  wives  and  children  are 
hungry  and  half-clothed.  Suicides,  crimes  and  murders 
have  resulted  from  the  suffering  among  the  unemployed. 
One  man  killed  his  whole  family.  Another  man.  who 
found  a  job  after  six  months'  search,  fell  dead  as  he  was

There  was  precdent  again,  standing  grimly  between 
the  hungry  and  the  personal  appeal  to  their  king  upon 
which^iey  had  built  so  many  modest  hopes.  But  it  did 
not  end  there.  The  king  thought  it  over  again.  He  was 
a  man.  as  well  as  king,  and  nothing  but  the  accident  of 
birth  prevented  his  being  one  of  those  starving  ones.  He 
cleared  precedent  out  of  the  way  with  an  impatient  brush 
of  his  royal  hand,  and  he  sent  for  and  received  the  depu- 
tation from  the  unemployed. 

What  he  can  do  to  relieve  the  suffering  is  limited. 
What  he  is  going  to  do,  or  try  to  do.  has  not  yet  ap- 
peared. But  his  people  know  that  he  feels  for  them,  and 
that  in  sweeping  precedent  aside  he  showed  a  willing- 
ness to  do  everything  in  his  power.  They  are  still  hun- 
gry, but  their  hearts  are  warmer  than  they  would  have 
been  had  he  permitted  his  humanity  to  be  stifled  by  pre- 
cedent.

"Where    are 


Several  collapsed  political  booms  may  be  had  cheaply 
today. 


"The  Wisconsin  Lumber  and  Cattle  com- 
pany has  2a,000  acres  of  land  on  the  south 
shore  of  Lake  Superior,  nine  miles  east 
of  Port  Wing,  which  is  to  be  used  ex- 
clusively for  stock  raising,"  said  Charles 
F.  Mattern,  one  of  the  managers  of  th« 
ranch,  who  is  registered  at  the  Lenox. 

"Our  specialty  will  be  Galloway  cattle, 
a  very  tine  breed,  that  has  as  yet  hardly 
been  introduced  into  the  West.  This 
variety  Is  not  valued  so  much  for  beel 
as  for  its  other  good  QuaUtles.  The 
thoroughbreds  such  aa  we  handle  arc 
worth  not  less  than  f200  or  $300  apiece,  and 
individual  animals  range  much  higher  in 
price.  One  of  our  bulls  on  the  Wisconsin 
farm  was  imporled  direct  from  Scotland, 
and  cost  $2,500. 

"As  yet  we  have  little  more  than  gotten 
started,  and  only  have  a  few  animals  on 
the  ranch.  More  will  be  brought  in  next 
year,  and  we  shall  probably  place  10,000 
head  of  sheep  and  several  hundred  head 
of  common  beef  cattle  on  the  place.  None 
of  the  stock  will  be  kept  through  the 
winter,  but  will  be  disposed  of  in  the 
fall,  it  being  our  intention  to  buy  such 
stock  in  the  spring,  keep  it  until  as  late 
in  the  fall  as  po.sslble.  and  then  dispose  of 
it  at  whatever  price  we  may.  Wlien 
things  get  to  running  nicely  we  expect  tu 
handle  several  thousand  head  of  market 
cattle  in  this  manner  every  summer,  in 
addition  to  our  regular  busiuess  of  raising 
thoroughbreds.  We  will  have  about  350 
head  of  Galloways,  and  no  difficulty  will 
be  experienced  in  disposing  of  all  we  can 
raise.  All  of  these  animals  will  be  regis- 
tered tliorouilibreds. 

"What  we  have  done  this  year  has  bern 
a  good  deal  in  ilie  nature  of  an  experi- 
ment, and  we  are  waiting  to  see  how 
the  stock  will  winter.  We  have  a  good 
location,  with  oui-ljarns  well  protected 
from  the  elements,  and  there  is  every  rea- 
son to  believe  tliat  the  stock,  which  is  of 
a  hardy  variety,  will  come  out  well  in  the 
spring.  Next  winter  we  will,  of  course, 
have  a  good  many  more  animals.  The 
Galloway  is  coal  black  as  to  color,  with 
hair  four  or  live  inches  long.  Tlie  hides 
are  valuable,  bringing,  in  some  instances, 
tiOO  or  more. 

"There  Is  no  question  concerning  the 
ultimate  success  of  the  ranch,  l^have  had 
six  years"  experience  on  a  Colorado  ranch, 
and  have  traveled  over  eretty  much  of 
the  Western  cattle  country,  but  nowhere 
did  1  find  conditions  better  suited  to 
tlie  raising  of  cuillc.  In  going  West  the 
people  have  pas.sod  up  some  of  the  finest 
land  in  the  country  right  here  in  Minne- 
sota and  Wisconsin.  The  hay  crops  are 
simply  immen.se.  Last  summer  1  saw 
timothy  growing  to  a  height  of  six  feet 
on  some  of  the  olii  logging  roads.  There 
are  two  crops  of  clover.  Other  kinds  of 
grasses,  as  well  u.s  grains  and  vegetables, 
grow  there  to  en.ual  advantage.  Grass 
crops,  with  plenty  of  water,  are  sure 
every  jear,  which  is  more  than  can  be 
said  of  a  good  many  districts  in  the  West. 
Out  thera  catte  sometimes  die  by  the 
hundreds  during  dry  seasons.  It  is  the 
stump  lands  of  N'irthorn  Wisconsin  and 
Minne.sota  that  will  make  the  coming 
millionaires. 

""Our  company,  capitalized  at  $1,000,000 
and  incorporated,  is  controlled  by  the 
same  people  that  run  a  similar  ranch  on 
a  smaller  scale  in  Iowa.  We  will  get  our 
Galloways  from  tiiere.  The  Wisconsin 
farm  is  larger  than  the  one  In  Iowa,  an'i 
exceeds  in  size  many  of  the  Western 
rancties.  We  have  a  500-foot  dock  ex- 
tending into  the  lake,  so  that  boats  may 
land  right  at  the  ranch." 
«  •  • 
"The  more  the  amateur  reads  about 
photography  the  less  he  knows  about  it," 
.said  E.  A.  Eddy  of  Lake  Nebagamon, 
Wis.,  at  the  McKay.  '"A  person  can  buy 
books  of  instruction  by  the  score,  but 
when  he  reads  them  all  he  finds  at  the 
end  that  he  knows  less  than  when  he 
began.  They  all  tell  a  lot  of  seemingly 
unnecessary  things,  and  leave  some  of  the 
necessary    things    unsaid. 

"In  tho  developing,  tor  instance,  a  big 
gap  is  left  in  the  instrucliouns.  1  spoiled 
at  least  a  dozen  pluiea  before  1  became 
aware  of  this  fact.  The  plates  were  not 
really  spoiled,  or  at  least  they  would  not 
have  been  if  I  had  known  what  course 
to  pursue  in  developing  them.  In  every 
case  1  neglected  to  put  the  plates  in  tlae 
hnal  finishing  chemicals,  and.  strange 
as  it  may  seem,  my  book  of  instructions 
had  nothing  to  say  on  this  point.  I 
haven't  been  able  yet  to  find  one  that 
told  you  just  what  to  do  when  this  stage 
iij    reached. 

'  "A  lot  of  people  take  their  plates  and 
films  10  professionals  to  have  thera  de- 
veloped. To  me.  developing  is  more  fun 
that  the  actual  taking  of  the  pictures. 
I  do  not  see  why  anyone  should  want 
the  services  of  a  professional.  There  is 
something  intensely  interesting  about 
watching  the  photograph  taking  form  in 
the  dark  roum.  There  is  a  certain  fas- 
cination about  photography,  anyway,  anl 
the  farther  you  get  into  it  the  farther 
vou  want  to  go.  Also,  the  photograph 
habit  costs  a  person  more  money  than 
he  intends  to  spend  when  he  first  takes 
an   interest  in   it. 

■"I  haven"t  had  much  time  as  yet  to  try 
my  luck  with  birds  and  beasts  of  the 
forest,  although  I  imagine  that  thciv 
must  be  a  g<K)d  dial  of  pleasure  in  hunt- 
ing game  with  a  camera.  As  far  as  the 
actual  taking  of  the  photograph  Is  con- 
cerned, it  would  reiilly  be  easier  to  snap 
a  bird  or  animal,  once  you  had  it  in  po- 
sition, than  to  take  an  interior  scent-,  for 
not  .so  much  science  would  be  required  in 
getting  good  re.'^ults.  The  most  diffi- 
cult part,  of  course,  would  be  in  getting 
the  suijject  in  the  proper  position,  and 
this,  1  suppose,  is  why  wild  animal  pho- 
tographv  is  said  to  be  so  hard."

FINED  FOR  HIS  FOLLY. 


Paris,  Xov.  8.— Nothing  could  better 
show  the  patriotic  temper  of  the  French 
people  at  present  and  the  failure  of  tht 
more  extreme  representatives  of  •Pa- 
cificism" to  find  ail  audience  for  their 
doctrines,  than  the  way  in  which  the 
Paris  and  the  provincial  public  have 
Just  received  certain  anarchic  efforts 
to  tamper  with  the  allegiance  of  th^ 
young  recruits  on  tlie  eve  of  their  de- 
parture for  tlieir  regiments. 

So  long  as  "pacificis"  remained  a 
matter  of  literature  and  pure  human- 
Itarianisn,  public  opinion  here  paid 
little  attention  to  it,  although  its  adop- 
tion as  an  article  of  the  program  of 
certain  political  leaders  n1>  doubt  led 
Germany  to  believe  that  the  French 
tempcrment  had  radically  changed,  and 
that  the  moment  was  favorable  for 
browbeating  this  nation  into  submis- 
sion. But  the  lucubrations  of  a  social- 
istic professor.  M.  Herve,  whi>  drew 
the  logical  conclusion  of  the  vague  in- 
ternationalism of  his  party,  and  ap- 
pealed to  the  reservists  to  strike,  at- 
tracted public  attention.  The  attitude 
of  Germany  in  tiio  Morocco  question 
fortunately  revealed  the  rislcs  which 
the  sophisms  of  internationalism  en- 
tailed for  France.  Just  before  his  death 
the  late  M.  Cobles  raised  an  indignant 
voice  of  warning  among  his  compan- 
ions. Tiie  doctrines  of  M.  Herve,  how- 
ever, remained  part  of  the  socialistic 
propaganda. 

When  the  'International  Anti-Militar- 
ist Association  of  Working  Men"  sent 
out  a  violent  appeal  to  the  conscripts 
to  refu.«e  all  obedience  to  their  oiflcers. 
to  fire  on  them  if  ordered  to  use  their 
rillis  during  strike  disturbances,  and  if 
orders  for  mobilization  were  given  to 
retort  by  insurrection,  since  "all  war  is 
criminal,"  an  outburst  of  indignation 
was  raised  in  all  quarters.  The  «iues- 
tl'in  which  Frenchmen  immediately 
put  to  themselves  was  where  the  money 
came  from  to  pay  for  the  placarding 
here  and  there  In  the  provinces  of  such 
expensive  posters.  Certain  maneuvers 
upon  which  public  opinion  is  now  en- 
lightened have  had  the  result  of  put-

HOME  FOR  OLD  MEN 

Provided  for  By  the  Will  of  a  Chicago 
Millionaire. 

Chicago.  Nov.  8.— A  liome  for  old  men 
and  a  iwssible  contest  by  the  wodow  are 
dependant  on  the  contents  of  the  will  of 
the  late  James  C.  King,  thrice  a  million- 
ire,  who  died  last  Wednesday. 
Mr.  King,  who  was  75  years  old  at  his 
death,  fell  a  great  interest  In  old  men 
He  sympathized  with  their  distress,  and 
he  read  with  interest  everytning  printed 
legarding  the  age  limit  of  45  years  and 
old  age  pensions.  Not  long  before  his 
death,  commenting  on  the  recent  address 
delivered  l)efore  the  Commercial  club  by- 
Frank  A.  Vanderlip,  the  Xew  York 
banker,  he  said: 

"Some    one    ought    to   provide    a    home 
for  the  old  men   who  have  struggled  all 
their    lives    without    being   aUe    to   make 
I  adequate  provision  for  their  old  age." 

Mr.  King  left  an  estate  valued  at 
around  $3,500,000.  His  will  was  drawn  five 
years  ago.  Even  at  that  tim*"  he  was 
interested  in  old  men.  Whether  he 
clianged  so  as  to  provide  a  home  for 
them  is  not  known  definitely,  but  those 
who  have  seen  the  will  say  it  makes  a 
large  provision  for  some  charity  in  which 
Mr.   King  was  interested. 

Mrs.  King  is  said  to  have  received  $300,- 
000  from  her  eldorly  husband  during  tlie 
three  years  of  their  married  life,  and  if 
the  will  does  not  mention  her  among  the 
beenflciaries.  it  is  believed  she  will  con- 
test It.    She  has  declined  to  talk. 


WAS  KNOWN 
INWJLUTH 

Milton  Franklin  Andrews 

at  One  Time  Lived 

Here. 


Bessie  Bouton,  His  Alleg- 
ed Victim,  Was  With 
Him  Then. 


Milton  Franklin  Andrews,  the  gambler 
and  alleged  murderer,  who  shot  himself  in 
San  Francisco  in  order  to  avoid  arrest, 
was  well  known  among  the  sporting  fra- 
ternity In  Duluth. 

Andrews  had  several  times  visited  this 
city  and  made  Duluth  his  home  for  sev- 
eral montlis  at  one  time. 

According  to  the  statements  of  the 
police  here,  he  was  known  as  a  profes- 
sional gambler,  but  sufficient  evidence 
could  never  be  secured  to  warrant  his 
arrest. 

The  last  time  he  was  in  Duluth  was  In 
June,  lam.  At  that  time  he  had  no  occu- 
pation, and  it  was  claimed  that  he  made 
his  living  entirely  from  the  proceeds  of 
his  gambling.  He  was  accompanied  by 
Bessie  Bouton,  the  woman  whom  he  is 
claimi-d  to  have  murdered  at  Colorado 
Springs.  They  made  their  headquarters 
at  a  local  hotel,  and  Andrews  was  well 
known  to  all  the  gamblers  and  saloon 
men  in  the  city. 

Andrews  was  aocu.sed  of  having  mur- 
dered the  woman  on  Mount  Cutler,  and 
to  have  fled  from  Colorado  to  Australia, 
but  he  denied  the  charge  in  a  statement 
made  before  his  suicide,  claiming  that  he 
was  1,0()0  miles  away  from  the  place  when 
the  crime  was  committed.  The  local  police 
know  little  concerning  tlie  Bouton  woman, 
beyond  the  fact  that  she  passed  as  the 
wife  of  Andrews  while  In  the  city. 

Andrews  is  also  said  to  have  lived  in 
Duluth  for  a  number  of  months  several 
years  ago.  This  was  during  the  time  that 
Iwan  Hanson  was  chief  of  police,  and 
none  of  the  officers  at  present  on  the 
force  remember  much  concerning  him. 
On  his  last  visit  here  lie  stayed  but  a  few 
week.s.  and  left  the  city  under  suspicion. 
He  was  charged  with  having  fleeced  some 
poker  players,  and  the  officers  were  sent 
to  bring  him  into  headquarters  for  an  ex- 
amination. Before  they  could  find  him  he 
left  the  city,  and  he  probably  went  from 
could  never  l>e  secured  to  warrant  his 
have  murdered  the  woman  who  passed  as 
his  wife  in  Duluth.

McClellan,  228,651;  Hearst,  225,166; 
Ivins,  137.019. 

W^illiam  Travers  Jerome,  independent 
candidate  for  district  attorney,  was 
apparently  elected.  With  forty-six 
election  districts  to  be  reported  today, 
he  had  a  lead  of  3,534  votes  over  Os- 
borne, the  Tammany  candidate.  The 
new  city  government,  exclusive  of  the 
board  of  aldermen,  will  be  coiiitituted 
as  follows;

At  an  early  hour  this  morning  Will- 
lam  R.  Hearst  left  his  headquarters  in 
the  Hoffman  house  for  his  residence, 
following  a  conference  with  his  cam- 
paign managers  and  the  heads  of  the 
Municipal  Ownership  ticket,  including 
Justice  Seabury,  Senator  Ford,  J.  G. 
Phelps  Stokes,  Clarence  S.  Hearn  and 
Max  Ihmsen. 

—  Mr.  Hearst  himself  would  make  no 
statement,  and  referred  all  question- 
ers to  Mr.  Ihmsen.  The  latter  said 
that  Mr.  Hearst  claimed  his  election 
as  mayor  by  a  good  majority.  That  a 
fraudulent  vote  of  at  least  40,000  had 
been  cast  in  Greater  New  York  was  the 
claim  of  the  Hearst  managers.  It  had 
been  decided,  Mr.  Ihm.sen  said,  to  de- 
mand a  recount  of  the  entire  ticket,  if 
after  195  ballot  boxes,  said  to  be  miss- 
ing, had  been  located  and  counted,  it 
was  found  Mr.  Hearst  still  lacked  suf- 
ficient votes  to  elect  him. 

For  some  days  past  the  stocks  of  local 
traction  and  other  corporations  doing 
business  on  municipal  franchises  were 
somewhat  nervous  on  the  presumption 
that  the  Municipal  Ownership  ticket 
might  succeed.  It  was  expected  that 
these  stocks  would  be  strong  on  today's 
market  in  view  of  McClellan's  re-elec- 
tion, but  this  expectation  was  not  real- 
ized in  full.  Consolidated  Gas  and  Met- 
ropolitan Street  railway  opened  a  point 
or  so  up  than  Monday's  closing  but  im- 
mediately began  to  sell  off  on  a  feeling 
that  the  Hearst  represeiitation  on  the 
board  of  estimate  will  necessarily  have 
an  effect  on  future  franchises.  Met- 
ropolitan seemed  to  be  vulnerable  on 
the  argument  that  the  company's  plans 
for  subway  lines  may  be  interferr>d 
with  through  the  Municipal  Ownership 
influence  in  the  board  of  estimate.

HEARST  fo^ONTEST. 

Makes  Arrangements  at  Once  to  Demand 
Recount  of  Votes. 

New  York,  Nov.  8.— Election  day 
came  to  a  close  with  a  dramatic  scene 
at  the  Hoffman  house  where  William 
R.  Hearst  gathered  his  friends  and  ad- 
visers around  him  to  begin  the  prepara- 
tion of  his  legal  contest  of  the  returns 
which  indicated  the  success  of  hi.s 
Democratic  opponent,  George  B.  Mc- 
Clellan. As  the  late  vote  came  In 
showing  McClellan  only  a  few  thousand 
ahead,  and  as  it  was  noticed  that  fig- 
ures from  some  of  the  East  side  dis- 
tricts were  missing,  Mr.  Hearst  said 
he  believed  he  was  being  cheated  out 
of  a  hard-fought  and  honestly  won 
victory  and  announct^  his  intention  to 
make  a  contest  in  the  courts.  He  sent 
out  a  call  at  once  for  the  members  of 
the  law  committee  of  the  Municipal 
Ownership  league  and  soon  they  began 
to  arrive,  many  of  them  in  evening 
clothes,  they  having  been  found  at 
social  gatherings  or  at  the  theaters.  At 
the  hotel  waiting  for  the  lawyers  wers 
scores  of  Hearst  voters  with  stories  of 
violence  and  outrage  at  polling  places 
where  they  had  gone  to  cast  their  bal- 
lots. Men  were  coming  into  the  hotel 
constantly  with  bruised  and  bleeding 
faces.  One  man  had  his  arm  broken 
and  another's  head  was  cut  so  badly 
that  Mr.  Hearst  had  him  put  to  bed  in 
the  hotel.  Reports  were  brought  in 
telling  of  one  man  having  had  his  eye 
gouged  out  and  of  a  Hearst  m.an  whose 
finger  had  been  chewed  off  in  a  polling 
place. 

After  considering  the  .situation  fully, 
Mr.  Hearst  gave  out  the  following 
statement,  which  is  repeated  today  In 
his  newspaper,  the  Evening  Journal: 

"We  have-  won  this  election.  All 
Tammany's  fraud,  all  Tammany's  cor- 
ruption, all  Tainmany's  intimidation 
and  violence,  all  Tammany's  false 
registration,  illegal  voting  and  dis- 
honest count  have  not  been  able  to 
overcome  a  great  popular  majority. 
The  recount  will  show  that  we  have 
won  the  election  by  many  thousands  of 
votes. 

"I  shall  fight  this  battle  to  the  end. 
in  behalf  of  the  people  who  have  cast 
their  votes  for  me  and  who  shall  not  be 
disfranchised  bf  any  effort  of  criminal 
bosses. 

"WILLIAM  RANDOLPH  HEARST." 

District  Attorney  Jerome  announced 
today  that  he  will  do  all  he  can  to  see 
that  there  is  a  fair  count  of  the  vote 
for.  mayor.  He  gave  orders  to  his  as- 
sistants that  the  returns  from  the 
Eighteenth  and  Sixth  assembly  districts 
be  guaVded  carefully.  Tammany  Lead- 
er Charles  F.  Murphy  is  leader  of  the 
Eighteenth,  and  Congressman  Timothy 
D.  Sullivan  is  leader  of  the  Sixth  dis- 
trict.    Mr.  Jerome  said: 

"Take  these  returns  from  the  Eigh- 
teenth and  Sixth  assembly  districts 
and  lock  them  up.  Guard  them  care- 
fully. They  may  cut  a  big  figure  in 
this  count.  I  propose  to  see  that  there 
is  a  fair  count  in  this  contest,  no  mat- 
ter whom  it  hurts." 

The  Evening  Journal  also  prints  a 
notice  that  bets  on  the  mayoralty 
should  not  be  paid,  declaring  that  the 
offlcial  count  will  show  Hearst  elected. 

Mr.  Hearst  In  making  his  contest  may 
demand  that  each  of  the  1.948  ballot 
boxes  used  in  the  election  be  brought 
before  the  board  of  aldermen  and  a 
count  of  the  ballots  made  by  that  body. 
Then  if  dissatisfied  Mr.  Hearst  may 
throw  the  whole  matter  int<i  the  courts 
for  decision  and  if  that  is  done  the  bat- 
tle probably  will  be  a  long  and  intri- 
cate one.

This  includes  salaries,  supplies,  repairs 
and  furniture. 

Mrs.  Mary  Grant  was  appointed  text- 
book librarian  at  the  Winona  normal  to 
succeed  Miss  Klmer.  who  had  resigned  on 
account  of  ill  health,  and  Miss  Elizabeth 
Thompson  was  app;jinied  assistant  in  tlu- 
elementary  scliuol  to  tiike  the  place  of 
Miss  Mary  Ricli.   who  had  resigned. 

IMplonias  wore  granted  to  eight  gradu- 
ates of  the  Winona  normal,  who  had 
completed  the  course. 

A  resolution  was  passed  asking  the 
state  auditor  to  set  aside  $1.12o  for  a  nor- 
mal school  boitrd  fund  to  be  shared  pro 
r,ita  to  the  funds  for  the  five  schools.

George  Swifte  Seeks  to  Be  Adjudged  Lord

On  a  recent  Saturday  be- 
tween 200,000  and  300,000  birds  were  tossed 
does  or  i  '"  competitions  in  various  parts  of  En- 
gland, and  .some  of  these  feathered  ath- 
letes raced  to  London  from  Retford  and 
Branston.  Journeys  of  127  and  113  miles, 
respectively.  The  conditions  were  ideal; 
the  weather  was  beautifully  clear  and  a 
fresh  wind  was  blowing  to  help  the  birds 
on  their  way;  and  yet  under  such  favor- 
able circumstances  few  of  the  birds  at- 
tained a  speed  of  a  mile  in  a  minute, 
which  in  these  days  of  swift  locomotion 
is  beginning  to  be  considered  compara- 
tively slow. 

Bf'tte»r  times  were  made  not  long  ago 
when  1,<JOO  pigeons  were  tossed  at  Tem- 
plecombe  to  race  to  London.  Assisted 
by  a  southwest  wind,  they  traveled  so 
rapidly  that  many  of  them  had  reached 
their  cotes  some  time  before  their  o^^•ne^8 
e\cn  thought  of  looking  for  thorn.  Ono 
bird  aotuaJly  covered  108  miles  in  ninety- 
fcur  minutes,  maintaining  throughout  the 
l«-ng  journey  a  speed  of  nearly  sixty-nine

A  very  remarkable  Journey,  which  illus- 
trates the  endurance  and  courage  of  a 
pigeon,  was  made  some  time  ago  hy  a 
bird  called  Silver  Queen,  belonging  to  a 
member  of  the  homing  club  of  South 
Ultsburg.  Qn  Aug.  7.  15W.  this  bird. 
with  several  others,  was  lilier.ated  from 
the  roof  of  the  Brown  Palace  hotel,  Den- 
\(r,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  gathering 
of  people  interested.  The  pigeons,  wh<Mi 
released,  made  several  circles  in  the  air; 
then  all  of  them  flew  eastward.  Thev 
were  first  heard  of  four  days  later,  when 
a  letter,  dated  Aug.  11,  reached  the  I»itts- 
burg  club  from  Henry  Homeyr  of  Zick- 
rick  county,  S.  D.,  saying  that  a  carrier 
pigeon  arrived  at  his  place  that  after- 
noon, just  after  the  last  of  several  terrific 
hailstorms  had  cleared  away.  Mr.  Hom- 
eyer  fed  and  watered  the  bird,  which, 
afterward  identified  as  Eilver  Queen,  re- 
sumed its  flight  as  though  quite  refreshed. 

Three  weeks  more  pass<>d,  and  as  no 
further  news  of  any  one  of  the  five  birds 
was  received  they  were  given  up  as  lost. 
But  on  Sept.  G.  Albert  Greb  of  Pittsburg, 
the  owner  of  Silver  Queen,  while  in  his 
loft  early  in  the  morning,  was  astonished 
by  seeing  his  bird  perched  upon  the  win- 
dow sill.  She  had  this  accomplished  a 
flight  of  l.TOO  miles  within  a  period  of 
thirty  days,  during  which  she  passed 
through  many  most  severe  storms  of  hail, 
rain  and  wind,  in  a  magnificently  success- 
ful effort  to  reach  her  home  and  mate.

As  an  indication  of  the  wide  area  of 
the  disturbances,  the  Glaziers'  corpora- 
tion has  ascertained  that  over  70,000 
window  panes  were  smashed. 

Governor  Kaulbars  denies  the  report 
that  he  has  been  transferred  to  the 
governor   generalship   of   Finland. 

Vienna,  Nov.  8.— The  strike  on  the 
state'  railroads  is  spreading  and  threat- 
ens to  become  general.  About  10,000 
employes  are  already  affected,  and  the 
engineers  on  all  the  lines  in  Bohemia 
have  decided  to  join  In  the  strike. 
Several  factories  have  been  compelled 
to  restrict  or  suspend  their  production, 
owing  to  lack  of  coal. 

St.  Petersburg.  Nov.  8.— A  govern- 
ment proclamation  is  published  today 
calling  attention  to  the  difficult  posi- 
tion of  the  troops  during  the  disorders 
of  the  past  week.  It  declares  that  they 
simply  performed  their  duty,  and 
should  be  praised  rather  than  blamed 
for  preserving  order,  especially  in  the 
streets  of  the  capital.

"The  increase  will  be  about  50  cents  a 

pair   on   $3.50   and   $5   shoes,    chielly   in 

the     grades     made      for      men.       The 

women's  shoes  will  not  be  affected   to 

such  an   extent,   and   In   the   very   fine 

class  of  men's  shoes  no  material  change 

will  be  made  In  the  prices.  The  med- 
ium lines  of  men's  shoes  are  the  ones 
most  affected. 

"Already  an  increase  in  the  price  of 
.shoes  has  been  noted.  The  price  of 
leather  to  the  manufacturer  has  been 
raised  by  the  trust,  and  a  consequent 
Increase  in  the  wholesale  and  retail 
price  has  been  found  necessary.  Du- 
luth will  feel  the  effects  of  this  with 
every  other  city  in  the  country.  To 
continue  in  the  business  it  will  be  nec- 
essary for  all  dealers  to  get  more  money 
at  retail  for  their  goods,  or  else  to  dis- 
pose of  an  inferior  quality  at  the  old 
price. 

"Leading  shoe  men  say  that  leather  is 
higher  today  than  it  has  ever  been  in 
their  recollection.  The  advance  in 
prices  during  the  last  few  months,  in 
the  words  of  J.  H.  Selz,  has  compelled 
the  shoe  manufacturers  to  advance  the 
prices  to  wholesalers  and  jobbers,  but 
nothing  in  comparison  to  the  advance  in 
leather.  Shoe  manufacturers  at  first 
thought  it  was  not  going  to  be  per- 
manent, but  it  has  got  beyond  all  con- 
trol, and  there  is  no  telling  where  is 
will  end. 

"Mr.  Selz  is  authority  for  the  state- 
ment that  Western  manufacturers 
have  not  advanced  prices  to  the  extent 
of  manufacturers  in  the  East,  the  ad- 
vance being  only  on  certain  grades. 
But  it  looks  very  much  as  if  there  were 
going  to  be  an  advance  all  along  the 
line.  Retailers  will  be  compelled  to 
pay  $3.25  or  $3.50  for  shoes  that  for- 
merly sold  for  $3,  and  a  proportionate 
incrjease  will  extend  to  other  grades." 

It  appears  to  be  the  general  senti- 
ment among  Duluth  shoe*  dealers  that 
the  increase  in  the  retail  price  of  shoes 
will  be  necessary  in  a  short  time  now. 
It  is  said  that  all  the  new  lines  now 
being  turned  out  by  the  factories  are 
commanding  a  higher  price  tlian  the 
old. 

Throe  of  the  leading  manufacturers 
of  the  East,  who  maintain  their  own 
retail  stores,  are  considering  the  ad- 
visability of  making  a  shoe  to  retail 
at  $4,  and  to  do  away  with  the  line 
they  have  been  selling  for  $3.50.

IN  ADVANCE 

The  Mutual  Apportions  Its 
Dividends  Before  Know- 
ing the  Earnings. 

The  Insurance  Investigat- 
ing Committee  Has  Re- 
sumed Its  Sessions. 


New  York,  Nov.  8. — After  a  two 
Avet-ks"  Interruption  because  of  the 
campaign,  the  legislative  committee 
today  resumed  its  investigation  of  tlie 
life  insurance  companies.  The  ex- 
tended recess  was  taken  that  the  as- 
semblymen who  were  candidates,  might 
be  in  their  districts  duiing  the  election. 
All  of  the  members  except  Assembly- 
man John  McKeown  (Dem.)  of  Brook- 
lyn, were  elected.  One  of  the  members 
said  the  defeat  or  McKeown  would  not 
affect  the  constitutionality  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, as  his  term  would  not  expire 
until  the  end  of  the  year  when  the  com- 
mit tee  hoped  the  hearings  would  end. 
The  flrst  witness  was  Emory  McClin- 
tock,  actuary  of  the  Mnlnal  Life  In- 
surance company,  who  submitted  today 
a  statement  of  earnings  and  dividend.s 
of  the  company  for  Ave  years  which 
showed  that  in  1904,  the  realized  earn- 
ings of  the  company  were  16,624.677. 
The  total  dividends  for  this  year  were 


$2,714,.S49.  of  which  $538,504  were  an- 
nual dividends. 

Mr.  McClintock  was  asked  as  to  the 
method  of  arriving  at  the  amount  of 
dividends  to  be  apportioned  each  year 
and  in  answer  to  questions  from  Mr. 
Hughes  said  that  the  apportionment 
of  dividends  for  1904  was  estimated 
and  made  up  in  November.  1903,  before 
it  was  known  that  the  earnings  of  1904 
would  be  $6,624,677.  The  earnings  of 
1903  were  $5,563,861.  and  witness  said 
there  was  no  assumed  amount  of  in- 
crea.se  taken  into  account  when  the 
dividends  were  made  up.  It  was  ar- 
rived at  by  taking  into  consideration 
the  general  run  of  business.  A  com- 
mitteeman asked:  '"But  why  not  give 
more  dividends  if  the  company  can  af- 
ford it?" 

"We  fix  the  rate  with  due  regrard  to 
the  circumstances  of  the  company," 
said  the  witness.  '.'If  we  can  afford  it. 
we  give  more;  if  not,  then  we  give 
less."

He  leaves  a  wife 
and  daughter.  his  parents,  four 
borthers  and  two  sisters,  who  are  Fred, 
a  stationary  engineer  in  Duluth:  Ed- 
ward, stoktr  at  No.  3  fire  hall;  Henry, 
second  engineer  of  the  steamer  Corona; 
George,  a  eigarmaker,  and  Me53dam<  s

ANGERED  ON 
THEJANGES 

Residents  Think  North- 
ern Pacific  and  Great 
Northern  Unfair. 


Protest  Against  Their  Re- 
fusal to  Send  Cars 
North. 


Some  range  people  are  wondering.  It 
is  said,  what  further  exclamations  of 
dissatisfaction  President  Roosevelt 
would  make  regarding  the  present 
system  of  railroad  regulation  if  he 
were   to   visit   the  Head   of   the   Lakes. 

For  some  time  they  have  been  smart- 
ing under  the  rule  made  by  the  Great 
Northern  and  Northern  Pacific  roads 
not  to  allow  their  freight  cars  to  be 
run  up  on  the  range  and  this  condition 
of  affairs  has  resulted  in  the  boosting 
of  prices  for  different  commodities  in 
some  of  the  range  towns. 

Of  course,  the  price  .situation  Is  not 
really  critical  yet,  but  a  well-known 
local  wholesale  grocery  house  has  been 
obliged  to  increase  the  prices  of  some 
of  its  shipments  because  it  was  neces- 
sary to  transfer  the  go<>d8  from  Great 
Northern  and  Northern  Pacific  cars  to 
those  belonging  to  the  Dululh  &  Iron 
Range  and  Duluth,  Missabe  &  North- 
ern cars,  in  Duluth. 

The  towns  on  the  D.  &  I.  R.  road 
liave  suffered  the  most  from  the  roads" 
ruling  as  the  Great  Northern  road 
touches  some  of  the  towns  on  the 
Mesaba  range. 

Some  of  the  range  people  do  not 
think  tliat  the  Northern  Pacific  and 
Great  Northern  are  acting  fairly  in 
this  matter.  They  say  that  the  cars 
would  not  be  tied  up  by  trips  on  the 
range  as  the  distances  are  short  and 
they  would  be  unloaded  and  sent  back 
in  a  very  short  length  of  time.  They 
declare  that  the  cars  would  not  be 
tied  up  as  much  by  the  trips  on  the 
range  as  they  are  now  right  in  the 
Duluth  yards. 

"I  think  the  way  cars  are  handled  in 
the  Dululh  yards  is  very  unsatisfactory- 
The  switching  charges  are  too  high;  it 
takes  too  long  to  handle  the  cars  and  it 
is  almost  necessary  to  go  down  and 
grease  the  palms  of  the  switchmen  to 
get  any  satisfaction  at  all,"  said  one 
indignant  citizen  much  interested  In 
the  range,  today. 

There  are  other  people  who  think  that 
the  roads  and  the  terminal  company 
might  do  better  than  they  have  been 
doing  to  relieve  the  situation  here.  The 
roads  maintain  that  they  are  doing  the 
best  they  can  with  short  handed  switch- 
ing crews.  They  declare  that  they  ire 
unable  to  secure  enough  exeprienced 
railroad  men  to  work  in  the  yards. 

Because  of  the  refusal  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific  and  Great  Northern  roads 
to  allow  a  single  one  of  their  freight 
cars  on  the  ranges,  one  man  who  buys 
considerable  baled  hay  to  be  shipped 
to  points  on  the  Vermillion  range,  is 
now  securing  it  in  Southern  Wiscon-jin 
Instead  of  from  Duluth  concerns.  He 
can  buy  it  in  Wisconsin  and  'have  it 
shipped  directly  over  the  Northwestern 
which  permits  its  cars  to  be  sent  north 
of  Duluth.  If  he  continued  to  buy  hay 
from  Duluth  concerns  as  in  tlie  past, 
the  cost  would  be  much  greater  as  it 
would  have  to  be  transferred  from 
Northern  Pacific  or  Great  Northern  to 
Iron  Range  cars  here  in  Duluth. 

The  car  tie-up  is  still  verj'  serious. 

GENERAL  HOUSE  CLEANING 

Promised  Minnesota  Democrats  by  Hearst 
Supporters  in  State. 

St.  Paul,  Nov.  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Judge  Buck  of  Winona,  in  an 
interview,  is  quoted  In  the  Dispatch  as 
saying  today  that  In  view  of  the  won- 
derful showing  made  In  New  York  by 
Hearst  that  the  Hearst  element  of  the 
Democratic  party  in  Miinineoota  is 
coming  to  Its  own.  Judge  Buck  says 
that  the  Hearst  element  will  be 
stronger  than  ever,  and  that  it  will 
eventually  overthrow  the  dominant 
element  in  the  Democratic  party  and 
assume  control.  This  means  that 
Frank  Day,  the  governor's  secretary, 
must  step  out  as  chairman  of  tlie  Dem- 
ocratic state  committee;  that  Dick 
O'Connor  will  be  deposed  as  boss  of 
the  party  in  St.  Paul,  and  that  there 
will  be  a  general  house  cleaning.  A 
big  meeting  of  the  Hearst  supporters 
is  soon  to  be  held  in  Minneapolis,  at 
which  things  will  be  done.  This  atti- 
tude of  the  Hearst  men  is  not  take 
as  one  of  hostility  to  Governor  John- 
son.

THE  STOCKS

Except  Reading,  Which 

Made  Another  of  Its 

Sensational  Rises. 

Market  Was  Strong  at 

Opening,  But  Reacted 

on  Liquidation. 


New  York,  Nov.  8.— Opening  prices  in 
the  stock  market  today  were  higher 
than  on  Monday  and  a  number  of  spe- 
cialties shot  upward  smartly.  The 
changes  otherwise  were  small.  Union 
Pacific  and  Copper  were  conspicuous 
for  small  declines.  Reading  jumped  Irs 
on  running  sales  of  5,000  shares,  Brook- 
lyn Transit,  Pressed  Steet  Car,  Havana 
Electric,  Railway  Steel  Spring  and  Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical  rose  a  point 
and  Locomotive,  Havana  Electric  pre- 
ferred and  United  States  Pipe  large 
fractions.  Consolidated  Gas  declined  %. 

Stocks  did  not  retain  their  opening 
gains  long,  professional  trade  realizing 
and  putting  out  large  lines  of  the  more 
volatile  specialties.  This  selling  wiped 
out  the  advances  and  drove  a  numbei 
of  the  standard  stocks  nearly  a  point  be- 
low Monday's  closing.  Northern  Pacillc, 
Atlantic  Coast  Line,  Duluth,  South 
Shore  &  Atlantic  and  Brooklyn 
Transit  lost  l,  Consolidated  Gas 
2  and  General  Electric  2'4.  Met- 
ropolitan Street  Railway,  which  had 
sold  2  points  up  at  125%  reacted  to  122%. 
A  subsequent  bulge  in  Reading  to  140% 
or  3%  over  Monday's  final  price  benefitted 
the  general  railroad  list  slightly,  but  the 
local  tractions  remained  heavy.  Great 
Northern  preferred,  Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical  preferred  and  United  Railway 
Investment  rose  1. 

Large  transfers  of  currency  to  the  in- 
terior througli  the  sub-treasury  and  a 
7  per  cent  nile  for  call  loans  induced 
general  selling  and  a  decline  of  a  point 
or  over  resulted  in  the  Pacifies,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Copper,  Locomotive,  Smelting,  Re- 
public Steel  preferred  and  others.  Metro- 
politan lost  2  an4  Reading  reacted  2. 
Later  Reading  was  run  up  again  to  142 
and  Smelting  rose  1%  over  Monday. 
Northwestern  gainjed  2  and  Minneapolis, 
St.  Paul  &  Soo,  Reading  2nd  preferred 
and  Lead  1.  Lackawanna  sold  at  460,  a 
decline  of  2  points.  Bonds  were  steady  at 
noon. 

When  the  furious  buying  of  Reading 
slackened  the  i»rice  went  otl  to  below  141, 
and  the  general  market  began  to  get 
heavy.  Sloss-Sheffield  Steel  improved  a 
point  and  Delaware  &  Hudson  and  Ten- 
nessee Coal  1%. 

Concern  over  the  monetary  outlook  led 
to  an  outpouring  of  stocks  late  in  the  day 
that  drove  some  of  the  leaders  to  the 
lowest.  Prior  to  the  weakness  referred  to, 
Reading  was  practically  the  whole  mar- 
ket, the  speculation  in  it  being  on  a 
colossal  scale.  Its  price  was  steadily  lift- 
ed on  l,lXK)-share  blocks  to  141%,  when  the 
pressure  became  pronounced  elsewhere. 
Rock  island  declined  1%,  the  preferred  1?4, 
St.  Paul  2%,  Missouri  Pacific  2%  and  Con- 
solidated Gas  2^. 

The  liquidation  became  general  and 
free  with  the  working  closer  of  the 
money  market.  Missouri  Pacific  was 
weak  with  a  loss  of  i-yg,  and  a  poor 
comparison  of  etrnings  with  last  vear. 
St.  Paul  fell  3%,  St.  Louis  Southwestern 
preferred  and  General  Electric  3%, 
Great  Northern  preferred  and  North- 
western 3.  Canadian  Pacific,  Louisville 
&  Nashville,  Brooklyn  Transit  and 
Union  Pacific  2,  Illinois  Central  and 
Copper  1%,  while  the  loss  of  1  to  1%  em- 
braced the  active  i»st  generally.  Amer- 
ican Snuff  last  10.  United  Railway  In- 
vestment rose  5.  The  closing  was  weak 
and  active.

Stock  Gossip. 

Loean  &  Bryan  to  Paine,  Webber  &  Co.: 
The  market  closed  weak  and  sharply 
lower  except  for  Reading,  which  made 
another  sensational  advance,  all  of  which, 
however,  was  not  retained.  The  strong 
start  at  the  opening  was  short-lived,  the 
market  reacting  on  liquidation  in  the 
New  York  tractions,  due  to  some  doubt 
as  to  the  outcome  of  yesterdays  election. 
The  action  of  the  money  market,  how- 
ever, was  the  principal  cause  of  the  heavy 
decline,  forcing  liquidation,  and  especially 
in  tlie  high-priced  issues,  all  of  which 
suffered  materially.  Loans  at  one  time 
were  made  at  10  per  cent,  easing  off 
slightly  at  the  close.  This  surely  gives 
some  evidence  that  the  money  market  is 
in  a  precarious  condition,  not  only  tight 
here,  but  abroad  as  well.  The  advance 
in  the  German  bank  rate,  with  all  likeli- 
hood of  the  exchange  rate  being  ad- 
vanced in  the  near  future,  demonstrates 
quite  clearly  that  money  is  in  demand  the 
world  over.  It  is  unreasonable  to  expect 
an  advancing  stock  market  under  these 
jcondiiions.  The  action  of  the  market 
itself  is  discouraging;  pools  are  heavily 
overladen,  and  if  the  money  rate  con- 
tinues as  at  present,  the  load  is  bound  to 
become  burdensome.  The  speculative 
situation  seems  out  of  whack;  there  is  a 
glut  of  securities  and  they  are  held  by  the 
pools,  with  very  little  incentive  at  the 
moment  to  cause  any  public  participation.

Ditk  Brothers  to  Paine,  "Webber  &  Co.: 
Market  has  been  unsettled  and  disturbed 
by  election  returns  and  by  sharp  advance 
in  call  money  to  JO  per  cent.  Early  in 
the  day  the  general  market  was  slug- 
gish and  barely  firm,  while  Reading  w^as 
given  another  sensational  advance  to 
143%,  and  other  specialties  like  Smelters, 
Lead,  etc.,  were  also  jacked  up.  In  the 
afternoon,  however,  real  liquidation  ap- 
peared in  conspicuous  stocks  and  a  gen- 
eral break  resulted.  Very  heavy  selling, 
which  was  seen  in  Missouri  Pacific  and 
Rock   Island,    looked  like   forced   liquida- 


tion. Storks  like  Union  Pacific,  St.  Paul,

CARGOES  TOJWONTREAL. 

Wheat  and  Flax  Leave  Duluth  for  St. 
Lawrence  Route.  | 

A  number  of  cargoes  of  grain  are  going  | 
forward  to  the  Atlantic  for  transportation  | 
to  England,  and  within  the  past  few  days 
four  cargoes  have  left  Duluth  for  Mon- 
treal for  this  purpose.  Two  of  these  are 
cargoes  of  wheat  shipped  by  the  Ames- 
Brooks  company  and  two  are  cargoes  of 
flax  for  Dickinson  &  Co. 

The  George  N.  Orr  of  the  Canada  At- 
lantic line  on  Monday  took  out  150,000 
bushels  of  wheat  to  Montreal.  This,  by 
the  way.  Is  the  first  time  the  George  N. 
Orr  has  been  in  this  port  for  two  sea- 
sons. 

On  the  same  day  the  Robert  Wallace 
took  out  about  75,000  bushels  of  flax  and 
the  A.  D.  Davidson  took  out  78,000  bushels 
of  flax.  Only  a  few  days  ago  the  J.  S. 
Keefe  took  80,000  bushels  of  wheat.  All 
of  these  are  headed  for  Montreal;  and 
from  now  on  more  cargoes  will  go  that 
way. 


SHORTAGE  OVERCOML 

Three  New  Ships  Will  Replace  Fifteen 
Lost  This  Season. 

During  the  recent  storms  on  the  Great 
Lakes  fifteen  ships  have  been  lost  and  a 
total  tonnage  of  33,834  destroyed.  But 
the  Marine  Review  declares  that  practi- 
cally any  three  of  the  twenty-five  ships 
now  ordered  built  for  next  sea.son  will 
more  than  replace  the  lost  tonnage.  Com- 
mercially, this  is  all  right,  but  of  course 
they  will  not  replace  the  lives. 

Earlier  in  the  .season,  through  accidents 
and  collisions  to  the  Etruria  of  6,250  tons, 
Hesper  of  3,000  tons,  Thomas  W.  Palmer 
of  3,100  tons,  Yakima  of  3,000,  Linden  of 
1,450,  George  V.  Presley  of  2,800  and  John 
M.  Hutchinson  of  1,900  tons,  a  total  ton- 
nage of  21,500  was  put  out  of  commis- 
sion.

Governor  By  Plurality 

of  23,116. 

Boston,  Nov.  8. — A  revision  today  of 
the  vote  In  yesterday's  election  in 
Massachusetts     failed       to     materially 

alter  the  result. 

The  Republican  victory  all  along  the 
line,  with  the  exception  of  the  contest 
for  lieutenant  governor,  was  just  as 
pronounced  as  it  was  at  midnight  last 
night. 
The  revised  figures  are: 

Governor— Guild  (Rep.),  197,751;  Bart- 
lett  (Dem.),  174,396;  Guild's  plurality, 
23.116. 

Lieutenant  governor— Draper  (Rep.), 
182,197;  Whitney  (Dem.),  180,201; 
Draper's  plurality,  1,996. 

The  Republicans  also  elected  seven 
of  the  eight  members  of  the  executive 
council  and  a  large  majority  in  both 
branches  of  the  legislature. 

The  Democrats  slightly  increased 
their  representation  in  both  branches 
of  the  legislature,  gaining  three  sena- 
tors and  one  repre.sentative. 

A  feature  was  the  unlooked-for  victory 
of  John  B.  Moran  for  district  attorney 
of  Suffolk  county,  which  Includes  the 
city  of  Boston.  Mr.  Moran  failed  to 
receive  any  party  nomination  and  ran 
entirely  on  the  endorsement  of  the 
requisite  number  of  citizens.  His  op- 
ponent, Michael  J.  Sughrue,  had  the 
enc'orsement  of  both  the  Democratic 
and  Itcpublican  parties. 

Chairman  Lyman  of  the  Democratic 
state  executive  committee,  stated  to  the 
Associated  Press  today  that  the  Demo- 
cratic leaders  would  request  a  recount 
of  the  vote  for  lieutenant  governor.

New  York,  Nov.  9.— Aided  by  an  ar- 
ray of  legal  talent,  in  which  are  law- 
yers of  great  prominence,  not  only  as 
masters  of  their  profession,  but  also  as 
leaders  In  more  than  one  movement 
for  good  government  In  this  city,'  Will- 
iam R.  Hearst  has  begun  his  fight  In 
the  courts  for  the  mayoralty,  which  he 
believes  he  won  in  Tuesday's  election, 
and  his  first  step  has  created  a  situ- 
atioiii  apparently  without  precedent. 
Last  night  he  obtained  an  order  from 
'Justice  Gaynor  of  the  supreme  court, 
directing  the  police  to  turn  over  all 
ballot  boxes  to  the  board  of  elections 
at  once.  The  police  obeyed  the  order, 
as  far  as  they  could,  but  when  they 
proceeded,  in  the  after-midnight  hours, 
to  election  boards'  office,  there  was  no 
one  there  to  take  custody  of  the  boxes, 
and  the  policemen  were  compelled  to 
remain  in  the  tsreet  /or  hours  guard- 
ing the  depositories  of  the  people's 
votes.  Later.  John  K.  Voorheees,  pres- 
ident of  the  board,  declined  to  accept 
responsiliility  in  the  matter,  pending 
advice  frc^m  the  corporation  coimsel. 
Mr.  Voorhces--is  a  Democrat,  and  when 
his  decision  was  made  known,  the 
Hearst  men  turned  to  Charles  W. 
Page,  a  Republican  member  of  the 
board,  but  he,  also,  declined  to  act, 
and  then  the  police  were  left  in  the 
strange  position  of  trying  to  carry  out 
the  court's  orders,  but  unable  to  do 
K>.  The  street  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
election  board  offices  presented  a 
strange  sight,  as  hundreds  of  police- 
men .stood  on  guard  around  the  patrol 
•wagons  and  other  vehicles  in  which  the 
boxes  had  been  conveyed  from  the 
various   preceinct    station   houses. 

Mr.  Hearst's  order  was  obtained  from 
Justice  Gaynor,  after  the  circulation 
of  a  story  that  a  printing  firm  had  been 
turning  out  large  numbers  of  fac 
similes  of  the  official  ballot,  and  thai 
these  were  to  be  marked  for  McClel- 
lan  and  yjlaced  in  the  ballot  boxes  in 
place  of  Hearst  ballots,  to  be  removed. 
The  moment  this  rumor  reached  the 
Hearst  headquarters  it  was  decided 
that  the  ballots  ought  not  to  remain 
longer  In  the  station  houses,  and  the 
application  to  Justice  Gaynor  was 
made  as  quickly  as  the  papers  could 
be  drawn  up. 

Among  the  attorneys  aiding  Hearst 
Is  William  M.  Ivlns.  the  Republican 
candidate  for  mayor  in  Tuesday's  elec- 
tion. 

Mr.  Ivlns  volunteered  his  services  to 
Mr.  Hearst,  and  th'?  offer  was  accepted. 
Another  attorney  acting  for  Hearst  is 
Judge  John  F.  Dillon,  who  was  at  one 
time  judge  of  the  supreme  court  of 
Iowa. 


New  York.  Nov.  9.— Sensational  de- 
velopments followed  rapidly  this  morn- 
ing in  the  tight  for  William  R.  Hearst 


to  contest  the  mayoralty  election  of 
George  B.  McClellan.  Having  secured 
last  night  an  order  from  Justice  Gaynor 
in  Brooklyn  directing  the  police  depart- 
ment to  deliver  the  ballot  boxes  to  the 
board  of  elections  forthwith,  Hearst 
n\en .  lost  no  time  in  dispatching  fifty 
automobiles  carrying  men  armed  with 
the  court's  order  to  the  various  police 
stations,  where  they  demanded  the 
ballot  boxes.  In  most  instances  the 
officers  in  charge  at  police  stations  di- 
rected that  the  boxes  be  placed  in 
patrol  wagons  and  each  lot  guarded  by 
live  policemen  hurried  to  the  office  of 
the  board  of  election  at  786  Greenwich 
street. 

Meantime  other  Hearst  men  had  gone 
to  the  home  of  John  R.  Voorhees,  pres- 
ident of  the  board  of  elections,  at  11 
West  Forty-second  street,  and  arousing 
him  asked  him  to  immediately  go  to 
his  office.  President  Voorhees  wa.^  sur- 
prised at  the  peremptory  demand  and 
was  quickly  informed  of  the  court's  or- 
der. Later  he  appeared  at  a  window 
and,  addressing  the  Hearst  men,  who 
fairly  surrounded  the  house,  said  that 
he  would  not  go  to  the  office  of  the 
bureau  of  elections  at  such  an  unrea- 
sonable hour,  but  that  he  would  appear 
at  his  office  and  open  the  same  at  9 
o'clock,  the  usual  hour,  today.  At  3 
o'clock  this  morning  wagons  and  auto- 
mobiles, lllled  with  ballot  boxes,  police 
and  Hearst  watchers,  began  to  arrive 
at  the  office  of  the  board  of  elections, 
and  an  hour  later  Greenwich  street  in 
that  vicinity  was  fairly  impassable. 
Unable  to  get  rid  of  their  charges  there 
was  nothing  for  the  police  to  do  but 
to  await  the  opening  of  the  office,  and 
as  every  twelve  or  fourteen  boxes  were 
guarded  by  five  policemen,  a  most  im- 
pressive array  of  officers  was  soon  in 
evidence.  As  the  morning  advanced 
the  balance  of  the  8,000  boxes  continued 
to  arrive,  and  Hearst  watchers,  as  nu- 
merous as  the  police,  helped  to  swell 
the  crowd,  which  was  further  added  to 
as  the  report  spread  that  some  start- 
ling political  move  had  been  made  ne- 
cessitating a  great  body  of  officers  at 
the  office  of  the  board  of  elections. 
When  they  failed  to  secure  the 
presence  of  President  Voorhees, 
Hearst  men  called  upon  A.  C. 
Allen  chief  clerk  of  the  board, 
at  his  home  on  Eighteenth  street. 
Mr.  Allen  could  do  nothing  for  them 
and  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
court  order  had  resulted  from  a  mis- 
understanding. He  said  that  a  literal 
compliance  with  the  order  would  be  im- 
possible, as  the  8,000  ballot  boxes  used 
In  Greater  New  York  could  not,  by  any 
moans,  be  gotten  into  the  rooni  occu- 
pied by  the  board.  His  understanding 
of  the  law,  he  said,  was  that  the  boxes 
should  remain  in  the  possession  of  the 
police  for  .six  months  following  an  elec- 
tion. He  could  give  no  advice  as  to 
the  Immediate  disposition  of  the  fast 
accumulating  boxes  and  thought  that 
there  was  nothing  to  do  but  to  await 
the  opening  of  the  board's  office  and  let 
President  "S'oorhees  decide  what  to  do 
with   the  8.000  ballot   boxes.

REVOLUTION  BREAKS  OUT 
IN  BRAZILBUTJS  SUBDUED 

Soldiers  at  Santa  Cruz  Forts  Mutiny  and 
Overpower  Their  Officers. 


New  York.  Nov.  9.— A  Buenos  Ayres 
dispatch  to  the  Herald  dated  Wednes- 
day says: 

A  revolution  has  just  broken  out  in 
Rio  de  Janeiro  against  the  Brazilian 
arovernment. 

It  is  both  military  and  naval.  The  en- 
tire garrison  of  the  capital  has  rebelled, 
and  the  squadroi^in  the  harbor  has 
sided  with  the  revolutionists  and 
threatens  to   bombard   the  city. 

Hundreds  of  persons  have  been  killed 
In  encounters  in  the  streets. 

One  dispatch  says  that  the  trouble 
began  with  a  mutiny  of  the  garrison 
of  the  fort  of  Santa  Cruz,  due  to  the 
111  treatment  of  a  sergeant  by  the  offi- 
cer in  command.  Col.  Pedro  Ino  was 
arrested  and  Maj.  Freire  and  an  ensign 
were  killed.  Troops  were  sent  there  to 
quell   the  mutiny. 

At  the  Brazilian  legation  there  Is  no 
news  of  the  outbreak,  but  Brazilian 
residents    here    say    that    a    revoiuiion 


would  not  surprise  them,  as  the  chiefs 
of  the  last  revolutionary  attempt  were 
recently  pardoned,  the  principal  leader 
being  Lauro  Sodre,  who  was  very  ac- 
tive. 


London,  Nov.  9.— The  Rothschild 
banking  hou.se  this  morning  received 
a  dispatch  from  Rio  Janeiro  as  fol- 
lows: 

"The  garrison  of  the  fortress  of  Santa 
Cruz  has  revolted.  So  far  the  revolt  Is 
without  political  motive.  The  Bra- 
zilian government  is  acting  energetical- 
ly. Public  feeling  is  calm.  Exchange 
16  1-32." 

Lord  Rothschild  says  there  have  been 
no  disturbances  at  Rio  Janeiro. 


Rio  Janeiro,  Nov.  9. — The  garrison 
of  the  fortress  of  Santa  Cruz  at  the 
entrance  of  the  bay  has  mutinied.  It 
is  believed  that  the  mutiny  will  be 
quickly  suppressed.  The  city  is  per- 
fectly quiet.     There  is  no  revolution. 

The  mutineers  in  the  fqrtress  of 
Santa  Cruz  surrendered  to  the  author- 
ities this  morning.

RUSSIAN  TRAIN  DERAILED.

The 
city  is  reported  to  be  In  flames.  Tele- 
phone coniBiunication  with  St.  Peters- 
burg is  interrupted  but  the  telegraph 
lines  are   working. 

The  British  embassy  here  has  re- 
quested Gen.  TrepofE  to  protect  ihe 
British  subjects  at  Cronstadt. 

Intense  excitement  prevails  here  ow- 
ing to  the  alarming  news  from  Cron- 
stadt. According  to  the  reports,  .a 
mutiny  of  the  sailors  occurred  during 
the  night  and  was  followed  by  a  regu- 
lar pitched  battle  with  the  troops  dur- 
ing which  machine  guns  were  used. 
The  workmen  sided  with  the  sailors  and 
hundreds  were  killed  or  wounded.  Lat- 
er the  torch  was  used  and  the  town  is 
now  in  flames.  It  is  reported  that  the 
glare  of  the  fire  can  be  seen  from  i.\\(^ 
windows  of  the  emperor's  palace  at 
Peterhof. 

The  inhabitants  of  Cronstadt  are  in 
a  panic.  The  boats  to  St.  Petersburg 
have  stopped  running  and  telephone 
and  telegraphic  communications  have 
been  severed.

Odessa.  Nov.  9.— Authentic  account* 
received  here  from  various  points  In 
Bessarabia  show  that  the  anti-Jewish, 
outbreaks  there  followed  the  same  llne» 
as  at  Odessa,  varying  only  in  the  num- 
ber of  victims.  At  Kishineff  the  dis- 
turbances were  preceded  by  inflamma- 
tory spetches.  gendarmes  and  city  of- 
ficials near  the  governor's  house  as- 
serting that  the  Jews  had  attempted 
to  take  the  life  of  the  local  bishop  and 
intended  to  loot  the  treasury.  The  mob 
thus  Incited  started  the  bloody  work. 
Carrying  ikons  and  portraits  of  the 
emperor,  the  mob  proceeded  to  Alex- 
androvskaia,  Pushklnskal  and  Gostln- 
kaia  streets,  devastating  and  plllaglngr 
unhindered.  Attempts  at  self-defense 
were  quelled  by  the  troops.  Ninety  per 
cent  of  the  killed  and  wounded  were 
victims  of  bayonets  and  rifle  bullets. 
The  looting  was  accompanied  by  atroc- 
ities similar  to  thost-  witnessed  at 
Odessa   and   continued  Jor   two  days. 

They  stopped  as  soon  as  the  gov- 
ernor received  an  order  from  St.  Peters- 
burg. Seventy  Jews  were  killed  and 
120  were  wounded.  Order  is  now  re- 
stored. 

A  mob  at  Ismail,  Bes.sarabla.  burned 
alive  eleven  Jews  who  had  hidden  In. 
a  hayrick. 

The  town  of  Kalarasch,  Bessarabia, 
was  entirely  devasted  and  burned. 
Fifty-nine  Jews  were  killed  or  perished 
In  the  flames  and  200  fled  to  neighboring 
villages  where  the  peasants  beat  a 
number  of  them  to  death  with  cud- 
gels and  burned  three  Jews  after 
drenching  them  with  petroleum. 


CZAR  AGAIN  SURRENDERS; 
GEN.  TREPOFF  IS  REMOVED 

Emperor  and  Witte  Finally  Recognize  In- 
tense Hatred  of  the  People. 


St.  Petersburg,  Nov.  9,  3:40  p.  m.— 
Both  Count  Witte  and  the  emperor 
have  made  another  surrender.  Gen. 
Trtpoff  has  been  removed  from  the 
powerful  position  which  he  occupied, 
that  of  governor-general  of  St.  Peters- 
burg and  assistant  minister  of  the  in- 
terior, and  Russia's  premier  has  agreed 
to  immediate  univer.'^al   suffrage. 

Count  Witte  has  been  fully  aware 
of  the  intense  hatred  Gen.  Trepoff's  re- 
tention in  office  was  causing,  but  he 
never  questioned  the  sincerity  of  the 
governor-general's  co-operation  in  the 
introduction  of  the  new  regime.  Never- 
theless he  recognized  the  necessity  of 
Trepoff's  removal  and  the  governor- 
general  agreed  that  only  his  retirement 
would  appea.se  the  popular  wrath.  The 
final  obstacle  was  the  emperor,  who 
had  come  to  believe  that  Trepoff  alone 
was  able  to  safeguard  the  life  of  him- 
self and  family,  hut  his  majesty  at 
last  yielded,  on  the  condition  that 
Trepoff  should  become  commandant  of 
the  palace,  succeeding  the  late  Lieut. - 
Gen.  Hesse,  where  his  .sole  duty  will  be 
to  take  measures  to  protect  the  life 
of  the  emperor.  The  position  of  gov- 
ernor-general of  St.  Petersburg  ends 
with  Trepoff's  retirement,  but  the  place 
of  commander  of  the  Imperial  guard 
has  been  assumed  by  the  Grand  Duke 
Nicholas. 

Ihe  series  of  consultations  which 
Count  Witte  has  been  holding  with  M. 
Petrunkevitch,  Prince  Dolgoroukoff, 
Prince  Eugene  Troubetskoy  and  Prof. 
Milikoff,  representing  the  Constitu- 
tional Democrats,  and  even  with  the 
representatives  of  the  conservative 
wing  of  the  zemstvolsts,  Dmitri  Ship- 
off,  M.  Guichoff  and  Michael  Stako- 
vitch,  who  left  the  zemstvo  party  last 
spring,  convinced  him  that  it  was  use- 
less to  hold  out  longer  if  he  was  to 
continue    seeking    to    secure    the    sym- 


I  pathy  of  the  parties  of  the  center.. 
He,  therefore,  practically  promised  arL 
Immediate  extension  of  the  suffrage  to 
include  all  clas.ses  of  the  population. 
The  suffrage  in  the  cities  will  be  direct, 
and  among  the  pea.sants,  indirect, 
through  a  single  set  of  electors.  Even.. 
upon  these  conditions,  the  Constitu- 
tional Democrats  finally,  late  last 
night,  decided  definitely  not  to  hold 
office  in  the  present  ministry.  They 
take  the  high  ptisition  that  the  ministry 
is  only  temporary,  lasting  until  the 
national  as.sembly,  or  constituent  as- 
sembly, meets,  and  thty  refu.se  to  ac- 
cept office  until  it  is  demonstrated  that 
they  have  the  support  of  the  majority. 
Prof.  Milikoff,  in  explaining  their 
position  to  Count  Witte,  advised  the 
latter  to  take  a  ready-made  .constitu- 
tion, like  that  of  Belgium,  to  Peterhof, 
and  insist  that  the  emperor  promul- 
gate it.  Dmitri  Shipoff,  Michael  Stak- 
ovitch  and  M.  Guichoff  were  present 
when  Prince  Troubetskoy  Informed 
Count  Witte,  in  deference  to  the  wishes 
and  program  of  his  colleagues,  It  was 
impossible  for  him  to  take  the  port- 
folio of  education. 


SOURCES  OF  POLLUTION 

To  the  Surface  Waters  in  State  of  Min- 
nesota. 

Washington,  Nov.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  division  of  hydro-econo- 
mies of  the  United  States  geological  .  ur- 
vey,  in  connection  with  the  report  on  th» 
work  done  in  Minnesota  under  the  co- 
operation agreement  with  the  state  board 
of  health  during  the  years  1903  and  19^, 
is  preparing  to  draft  six  maps  Khowing 
the  sourfes  of  pollution  and  damage  to 
the  surface  waters  in  Minnesota.  Tho 
maps  will  prove  an  important  addition  to 
this  valuable  report,  which  Is  soon  to 
be  issued.

Miss  Chestnut's  body,  and 
Amy  Machle's  head,  were  pierced.  Mrs. 
Machle  appealed  to  the  rioters,  but  tho 
mob  stoned  her  brains  out,  stripped 
the  body  and  flung  it  into  the  river. 
The  mob  then  captured  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Peale,  stripped  them  naked,  exposed 
them  for  fifteen  minutes,  clubbed  Mr.

Gentlemen:— The  undersigned  citizens 
and  taxpayers  of  St.  Louis  county,  Min- 
nesota. i-especlfuUy  petition  your  hon- 
orable body'  and  request  that  you  will 
at  once  enlarge  the  vault  room  in  ttie 
office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  this 
county,  sufficiently,  so  that  it  will  be 
large  enough  to  accommodate  the  pres- 
ent needs  of  that  office  and  the  growth 
that  Is  liable  to  take  place  until  a  new 
courthouse  can  be  built.

The  GK'neral  Electric  company  is 
planning  some  litest  types  of  electric 
locomotives  and  as  this  concern  does  a 
great  deal  of  work  for  the  United 
States  Steel  corpbration,  there  is  said 
to  be  considerable  truth  in  the  report 
that  the  electric  locomotives  are  to  be 
tried  on  the-  Missabe  road  in  the  near 
future. 

The  pull  from  the  docks  up  over  the 
hills  to  Procttir  and  at  other  places 
along  the  line  sue  ver>-  hard  and  have 
long  worried  the  officials  of  the  Duluth, 
Missabe  &  Nyrthei-n  road  and  they 
are  said  to  see  the  solution  of  their  dif- 
ficulties with  the  i>e*fection  of  the  elec- 
tric engines.  , 

The  General  Electric  company  is  turn- 
ing out  electric  engines  as  fast  as  pos- 
sible and  it  is  known  that  some  of 
them  are  intendtHl  for  the  West.  Per- 
haps the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  road  has  beep  the  heaviest  buy- 
er of  them  thus  fai?.  many  being  used 
on  the  suburban  lines  and  in  the  tun- 
nels just  out  of  New  York.  The  (ieneral 
Electric  company  does  quite  as  much 
business  with  the  Northwestern  com- 
panies controlled  by  the  Steel  corpor- 
ation as  do  tl)<*  W.|j.stinghouse  people. 
Possibly  it  does  a  little  more. 

Although  th^'e  tes  been  much  gos- 
sip among  the  tralftmen  of  the  Missabe 
ruad  and  about  town,  the  officials  of  the 
line  have  not  conflrjiied  or  denied  the 
rumor  to  the  effect  that  electric  mo- 
tive power  was  to  be  tried  on  the  hill 
next  spring.  Their  silence  augers 
nothing,  however,  for  reticence  has  long 
been   their  policy. 

In  its  last  issue,  the  Boston  Commer- 
cial has  an  elaborately  prepared  and 
fully  Illustrated  article  on  the  General 
coinpany's  electric  locomotive  plans  but 
while  Western  roads  are  mentioned,  the 
names  of  no  lines  «n-e  given.

HAPPENINGS  IN 
THOAKOTAS 

Bismarck  Farmer  to  Try 
the  Experiment  of  "Fin- 
ishing" Beef. 

NORTH   DAKOTA. 

Far*o— Experiments  are  to  be  made  In 
the  western  part  of  the  state  this  winter 
on  •ttnishins"  cattle  for  the  Chicago 
markets.  With  the  entroacliments  of  the 
liomesteaders,  «iifforent  rntihods  have 
bt^en  adopted  by  cattlemt-n.  Heretofore 
the  cattle  have  l>een  finished  by  the 
farmers  in  luwa,  AVlsoonsin  and  llUnois, 
who  get  the  greater  part  of  tlic  profits. 
One  objection  to  this  i.s  the  distance  from 
the  markets  and  the  loss  on  cattle  at  the 
lime  of  slilpment.  It  has  not  been  at- 
tempted by  peor>le  of  tlii?  state  except 
in  the  Red  river  valley.  Some  of  the  tests 
were  not  successful  because  of  the  inat- 
tention  of   the   feeders. 

J.  A.  Field  of  Bismarck  has  other  plans 
for  feeding  this  winler.  He  owns  the  only 
herd  of  Black  Welsh  cattle  in  this  part  of 
the  Norihwejit.  and  has  retained  many  of 
the  finest  steers  for  the  test.  He  has 
large  auantities  of  native  hay,  fine  corn, 
oats,  barley  and  speltz.  He  figures  that 
he  can  convert  that  grain  into  beef  and 
save  paying  the  freight  on  both  to  East- 
ern markets.  His  experiments  will  be 
watched   with   Interest. 

There  is  a  large  attendance  at  the  cattle 
sale  held  here  under  the  auspices  of  the 
North  IJakola  Livestock  association. 
Shorthorns,  Herefords.  Galloways  and 
Black  Angus  cattle  and  Poland  China 
hogs  are  being  dispo.sed  of.  Leading 
breeders  from  all  over  the  state  are  here 
to  get  new  blood. 

Some  years  ago  the  professors  and  stu- 
dents at"  the  agricultural  college  succeeded 
in  securing  the  establishment  of  a 
lourth-class  postofltice  there  for  their  con- 
venience. 

There  has  been  .some  difficulty  In  the 
manner  of  getting  the  mail  to  the  office, 
and  some  time  ago  an  inspector  recom- 
mended the  closing  of  the  college  office 
and  the  delivery  of  mail  by  a  carrier.  This 
caused  an  appeal,  and  a  rein.spoclion 
recommended  that  a  station  of  the  Fargo 
postoffice  be  e.stribllshed  at  the  collcse. 
This  will  probably  be  done  soon.

Above  the  Drake  is  the  Maine, 
Admiral  Evans"  flagship,  and  up  the 
stream  in  the  order  named  are  the  bat- 
tleships Missouri,  Kentucky  and  Kear- 
sarge;  Alabama,  flagship  of  Rear  Ad- 
miral Davis,  Illinois,  Iowa  and  Massa- 
chusetts, and  the  armored  cruisers 
West  Virginia,  flagship  of  Rear  Ad- 
miral Brownson.  and  the  Pennsylvania, 
Colorado  and  Maryland. 

There  was  a  stiff  breeze  blowing, 
which  set  every  bit  of  bunting  flapping 
in  spirited  celebration  of  the  kings 
birthday.

■wickedness  there  is  not  some  good  ap- 
parent, lago's  crimes  grew  out  of  the 
sense  of  injury  done  him  through  the 
pronii>tton  of  Casslo;  Kichard  was  a 
black  hued  villain  but  his  sinning  came 
from  ambition;  Macbeth  sinned  deeplj', 
urged  on  by  his  stronger  wife  who  yet 
remained  queenly  in  her  guilt,  and  these 
people  were  still  good  enough  to  feel  re- 
morse for  their  crimes.  Goneril  and  Re- 
gan ii\  spite  of  thtir  atrocious  crimes 
eould  still  feel  an  Impassioned  love,  and 
even  Edmund,  perhaps  the  most  des- 
picable of  them  all  commands  resjpect 
or,  at  least,  sympathy.

What  we  re-ally  lack,  nowadays,  is 
deportment,  says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle 
In  an  article  on  the  "Modern  Ameri- 
can Girl."  Our  girls  never  learn  this 
at  home,  at  school  or  in  the  dancing 
class.  What  girl  is  now  taught  how 
to  come  into  a  room,  to  enter  and 
leave  a  carriage  with  grace,  to  make 
a  bow  properly,  to  move  everywhere 
with  ease  and  yet  display  her  figure 
to  the  best  advantage?  Few  moderii 
women  can  walk,  or  dance,  or  stand, 
hold  up  their  skirts,  greet  their  friends 
by  an  inclination  of  the  head  or  grasp 
of  the  hand  In  a  thorouglUy  graceful 
fashion,  yet  eVen  we  see  for  ourselves 
what  care  t»  taken  to  drill  them  and 
how  they  have  been  physicjally  trained 
till  they  have  grown  alarmingly  big. 
This.  then.  Is^  natyihe  way  to  do  it, 
and  if  ever  we  are  again  to  have  a  race 
of  women  wi>o  can  carry  tliemselves 
well,  Impress  ottiet-  nations  by  their 
gentleness  and  graceful  bearing,  and 
restore  to  England  the  "cultivated" 
manner,  we  shall  most  certainly  have 
to  hark  back  to  the  methods  of  tlie 
old-fashioned  schoolmistresses  and 
teachers  of  deportment,  keep  our  girls 
from  over-much  liockey  and  insist  that 
tht  y  shall  \>c  "ladylike"  above  all 
things.

With  November  and  grate  fires  and 
Sunday  evenings  comes  the  time  when 
maidens  in  frilly  aprons  preside  coquet - 
tishly  over  chafing  dish  affairs  and  gas- 
tronomic Joys  and  sorrows  are  pro- 
duced for  the  joy — or  serious  discom- 
fort of  various  guests.  Of  course,  the 
principal  product  of  the  chafing  dish 
or,  at  least,  the  one  most  often  at- 
tempted is  the  rarebit,  and  the  reader 
need  not  quit  here  for  he  or  she  is  not 
going  to  be  burderted  with  another  rare- 
bit recipe.  Make  it  any  way  you  like 
The  cheese  in  the  markets  tliough  are 
interesting  and  although  the  majoritj-  of 
the  above  named  cheeses  are  mild  cream 
or    dainty    desert    cheeses,    the    family 


who  Is  fond  of  this  dairy  product  may 
find  infinite  variety  in  the  sorts  offered. 
Every  taste  ought  to  be  gratified  in 
either  the  simple  and  very  mild  cream 
cheese  down  through  Swilzer  and  be- 
yond to  Limburger. 

While  on  the  subject  of  cheeses  here 
Is  a  little  concoction  to  serve  with  a 
salad  course:  Some  cottage  cheese  nice- 
ly seasoned  with  cream  and  salt  and 
pepper  mixed  with  some  finely  minced 
parsley,  formed  into  small  balls  and 
the  half  of  a  walnut  pressed  on  either 
side.  Try  it,  the  next  time  you  are 
fortunate  enought  to  get  a  little  of  this 
rather  scarce  cheese. 

Another  chafing  dish  possibility  is 
shrimp  wiggle  wtiich  Is  trilling  enough 
in  sound  to  attract  the  dainty  creature 
who  usually  essays  chafing  dish  cook- 
ery. It  is  made  by  putting  a  couple  of 
cans  of  shrimps,  cut  in  rather  small 
pieces  into  a  piping  hot  rich  creaa. 
dressing,  allowed  to  get  hot  through 
and  served.  If  you  use  the  right  por- 
portions  in  the  cream  dressing,  flavor 
It  riglitly  and  have  guests  w^ho  are  fond 
of  shrimps,  it  cannot  fall.

The  scrapbooks  are  fairly  bursting 
with  choice  recipes  collected  from  all 
sorts  of  sources,  newspapers,  maga- 
zines and  a  large  number  written  out 
In  a  fine  delicate,  or  trembling  iiand 
by  some  old-fashioned  aunt  or  friend 
of  the  artist,  at  whose  home  she  has 
dined.

There  is  general  rejoicing  over  the  results  of  Tues- 
day's elections.  This  is  well;  there  is  great  cause  for 
rejoicing,  because  the  people  have  learned  haw  to  rebuke 
vice  and  corruption;  they  have  learned  to  see  with  their 
own  eyes,  without  using  party  spectacles;  they  have 
learned  to  use  their  own  judgments,  instead  of  the  judg- 
ments of  the  party  bosses. 

But  the  work  has  not  ended.  It  has  just  begun. 
There  is  much  more  to  do.  There  are  other  bosses  to 
dethrone;  tiiere  are  other  foul  spots  to  clean.  Graft  has 
been  rebuked  in  the  past.  It  has  been  dethroned  before. 
It  has  recovered  from  the  rebukes;  it  has  resumed  the 
throne  igain.  Care  should  be  taken  this  time  that  the 
lebuke  shall  be  crushing,  and  that  the  throne  is  so  firmly 
occupied  by  good  government  that  there  shall  be  no 
room  for  graft. 

Tlie  work  must  go  higher  than  the  cities;  it  must  go 
higher  than  the  states.  Our  executive  is  clean;  our 
legislative  branch  is  not  without  suspicion  of  taint. 
From  the  new  start  afforded  by  Tuesday's  elections,  the 
campaign  for  good  government  should  proceed  in  every 
community,  in  every  state  and  throughout  the  nation. 
The  graft  which  plunders  a  city  through  its  public  works 
has  been  rebuked.  The  graft  that  plunders  a  people 
through  corrupt  tenderness  of  protected  interests  should 
be  rebuked  as  well.  • 

The  weapon  is  the  ballot.  Not  as  people  have  used  it 
in  the  past,  at  the  dictation  of  selfish  interests;  but  as 
people  used  it  Tuesday,  in  their  own  interests.  If  your 
party  stands  for  the  things  you  believe  should  be  done, 
well  and  good;  vote  for  your  party.  If  it  refuses,  exercise 
3'our  independence,  and  vote  for  the  party  that  v/ill  do 
what  is  needed.  If  neither  party -will  take  up  your  cause, 
vote  for  candidates  who  will;  for  the  election  of  Jerome 
in  Xew  York  shows  that  it  is  not  impossible  to  elect  tlie 
right  kind  of  a  candidate  without  any  party  back  of  him 
at  all. 

In  a  word,  independent  voting  accomplished  the 
results  of  Tuesday.  Democrats  voting  for  Republican 
candidates  when  their  own  were  suspected;  Republicans 
Yoting  for  Democrats  when  their  ticket  was  tainted.  It 
■was  simply  that  the  citizens  voted  for  the  candidate's 
they  could  trust,  and  against  those  whom  they  could  not 
ttust,  no  matter  what  the  party  affiliations  of  either 
might  be.  The  abuses  that  were  overthrown  grew  up 
under  the  shelter  of  partisanship,  as  poisonous  toad- 
stools grow  up  in  noisome  shades.  Fostered  by  partisan- 
ship, they  were  defeated  by  independence.  The  lesson 
is  obvious.

AN  IMPRACTICABLE  PLAN. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  instead  of  building? 
a  new  courthouse  some  of  the  money  levied  for  a  new 
building  be  used  in  repairing  the  old  one. 

Surely  this  must  be  intended  as  a  joke.  The  Herald 
has  not  quite  made  up  its  mind  whether  it  is  a  good  joke 
or  not,  but  it  is  willing  to  give  it  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt  and  call  it  a  good  one  if  it  allowed  to  go  as  a 
humorous  effort. 

But  if  the  suggestion  is  seriously  meant,  it  is  too 
thoroughly  preposterous  to  be  considered  for  a  moment. 
Repair  the  courthouse?  You  might  as  well  talk  of  repair- 
ing tiiat  old  pair  of  shoes  of  yours  that  have  been 
repaired  a  dozen  times  and  are  no  longer  good  even  to 
go  fishing  in.  Various  sums  have  been  mentioned  as  the 
amounts  to  be  used  in  repairing  the  courthouse.  It  could 
not  be  done  for  any  sum.  To  waste  a  dollar  in  attempt- 
ing to  repair  the  old  courthouse  would  be  as  injudicious 
as  to  throw  it  into  the  lake.  The  courthouse  is  beyond 
repair.  It  is  old.  forlorn,  dilapidated,  dishevelled,  dis- 
giaceful.  It  is  a  $4  county  building  in  a  $100,000,000 
county. 

The  county  is  conducting  its  business  in  a  barn.  It  's 
using  an  unsafe  and  unsightly  ruin  long  after  the  time 
when  a  due  regard  to  decency  and  safety  should  hav:; 
led  to  the  erection  of  a  new  buildnig.  To  delay  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  courthouse  is  to  expose  the  county  to 
danger  of  irreparable  losses  thruogh  the  burning  of  the 
old  one.  To  talk  of  repairing  the  old  building  is  to  dis- 
cuss that  which  is  impracticable  and  ridiculous. 


AN  OBJECT  LESSON. 

The  clearest,  most  comprehensive  and  most  convinc- 
ing arguments  about  the  tariff  cannot  begin  to  compete 
in  effectiveness  with  concrete  examples.  Just  now  the 
American  people  are  about  to  experience  one  ot  these 
potent  lessons  by  finding  themselves  required  to  pay 
more  money  for  shoes  than  they  have  been  paying. 

The  ai^icle  on  which  the  demonstration  is  to  be  made 
ij  well  selected.  Everybody  wears  shoes.  Everybody 
wears  them  out  and  has  to  buy  new  ones.  The  father 
of  a  growing  family  of  boys  and  girls  full  of  life  and 
activity  who  has  to  buy  shoes  for  them  as  fast  as  they 
wear  them  out  will  be  in  a  good  position  to  appreciate 
the  lesson  to  the  full. 

When  the  McKinley  tariff  law  resulted  in  sharp  ad- 
vances of  many  articles  of  general  use,  and  the  fall 
elections  went  heavily  against  the  Republicans,  Mr. 
Blaine  explained  it  succinctly  and  satisfactorily  by  say- 
ing: *"The  shopping  women  did  it  I"  When  they  went 
forth  to  buy,  and  found  things  higher  than  they  had 
been,  and  learned  that  it  was  due  to  an  institution  called 
the  tariff,  they  went  promptly  home  and  said  things 
about  it  to  the  voting  heads  of  the  households. 

The  Shoe  Manufacturers'  and  Jobbers'  Protective 
association  of  New  York  has  taken  steps  to  inform  the 
public  of  the  reasons  that  led  to  the  sudden  advance  in 
the  price  of  shoes.  The  association  shows  that  not  only 
has  the  price  of  South  and  Central  American  hides  ad- 
vanced from  12  to  15  per  cent,  but  that  domestic  hides, 
controlled  by  the  beef  trust,  have  risen  7  per  cent. 

Why?  Because  of  the  tariff.  The  importers  of  hides. 
and  those  who  buy  domestic  hides  at  prices  protected  by 
the  tariff  wall,  must  collect  the  large  sums  they  pay  out 
in  duty  and  tribute  from  somebody,  and  naturally  enough 


THE  BIG  "D"  AGAIN. 

The  other  day  The  Herald,  just  in  passing,  com- 
mented upon  the  statement  of  a  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  Sun  who  explained  that  "dam"  was  not  a  swear 
word  when  spelled  that  way,  because  it  meant  a  small 
Oriental  coin  and  was  to  be  taken  in  the  same  sense  as 
other  similar  expressions,  such  "I  don't  care  a  cent.' 
The  Herald  proceeded  to  explain  that  when  the  word 
was  uttered  people  would  not  generally  understand 
whether  or  not  the  final  "n"  was  intended,  and  that 
they  would,  therefore,  take  it  for  granted  that  profanity 
\/as  meant. 

A  correspondent  has  taken  The  Herald  to  task  for 
this,  and  intimates  that  even  the  final  "n"  does  not  make 
the  word  profane,  since  profanity  is  a  misuse  of  an  appel- 
lation of  the  deity.  The-.correspondent  contends  that 
while  it  is  coarse  and  vulgar,  perhaps,  it  is  not  profane, 
because  it  means  only  to  condemn.  If  so  harmless  as 
that,  why  even  coarse  or  vulgar? 

This  correspondent.  The  Herald  will  bet  a  cooky,  is 
a  woman.  This  is  judged  from  the  writing,  because  she 
violated  a  rule  governing  editorial  correspondence  bj' 
failing  to  sign  her  name — "not  necessarily  for  publication 
but  as  a  guarantee  of  good  faith" — incidentally  another 
one  dictating  that  letters  shall  be  written  "on  one  side  of 
the  paper  only."  It  is  difficult  to  see  why  a  woman 
should  have  risen  to  the  defense  of  the  word  "damn," 
unless  it  was  due  to  an  irresistible  impulse  to  take  the 
side  of  the  weaker,  and  to  defend  the  side  incapable  of 
defending  itself. 

But  "to  condemn,"  in  the  sense  of  the  word  with  the 
final  "n,"  is  peculiarly  the  province  of  the  Deity.  It  is  not 
given  to  man  to  "damn"  anything,  except  figuratively.  In 
this  sense,  the  use  of  the  word  as  an  expletive  or  as  a 
means  of  emphasis  is  profane.  It  reminds  one  of  the 
mother  whose  child  had  invited  somebody  to  "go  to  the 
devil,"  for  which  utterance,  of  course,  the  mother  vigor- 
ously chastised  her  hopeful,  who  nevertheless,  like 
"Subscriber,"  showed  a  disposition  to  argue  the  question. 
The  argument  was  very  much  like  that  of  "Subscriber,*' 
that  his  Satanic  majesty  not  being  a  deity,  to  mention 
him  lightly  was  not  profane.  , 

"I  don't  care  if  it  isn't."  said  the  child's  mother.  "It's 
making  light  of  sacred  things." 


WHY  JAPAN  QUIT. 

Judging  from  a  table  just  published  in  a  German 
periodical,  the  Marine  Rundschau,  Japan  made  peace 
with  Russia  much  for  the  same  reason  that  a  poor  man 
does  not  buy  automobiles.  The  table,  which  is  given 
herewith,  is  luminous,  and  is  full  of  reasons  why  Japan 
should  have  been  willing  to  accept  a  peace  not  quite  so 
glorious  as  her  victories  on  land  and  sea  might  have 
warranted.  The  figures  represent  millions  of  marks,  a 
mark  being  worth  23.8  cents.    Here  is  the  table:

Thus  while-  the  war  disbursements  of  Russia  were 
over  $100,000,000  greater  than  those  of  Japan,  yet  the 
total  Russian  expenses  amounted  to  onlj-  67  per  cent 
of  the  ordinarj'  revenue  of  that  country,  while  Japanese 
expenses  were  510  per  cent  of  her  ordinary  revenue,  or 
more  than  five  times.  The  loans  floated  during  the  war 
amounted  to  about  the  same  sum  in  each  country,  but 
while  Russia's  war  loans  amounted  to  only  19  per  cent 
of  her  public  indebtedness  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war, 
Japan's  war  debt  amounted  to  229  per  cent  of  its  national 
debt  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  or  nearly  two  and  one- 
third  times  more.  Interest  alone  took  29  per  cent  of 
Japan's  ordinary  revenue  at  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
while  in  the  case  of  Russia  it  amounted  to  only  3  per 
cent.  Again,  gold  in  the  Russian  banks  in  August  of 
this  year  was  nearly  ten  times  as  much  as  there  was  in 
Japanese  banks  at  the  same  time,  while  the  total. cash  st 
the  disposal  of  the  treasuries  was  three  times  in  the  case 
of  Russia  what  is  was  in  the  case  of  Japan. 

The  material  resources  of  the  two  countries  would 
maintain  somewhere  near  the  relative  proportion  shown 
in  these  figures.  Russia  could  have  continued  the  strain 
infinitely  longer  than  Japan  could;  in  fact  Japan's  strain 
must  have  been  encroaching  closely  upon  the  breaking 
point.

"AH  over  the  country  those  who  are 
in  the  business  ^f  Maniifacturlng  boots 
and  shoes  are  ciasirif  the  leather  trust," 
said  Jtoss  A.  Hdjnesjof  Brockton.  Mass  , 
at  the  Spalding.  '•The  latest  is  a  com- 
bination that  has  beri  formed  among  the 
mannufacturera   ^f  sole   leather. 

"The  United  States  Leather  company, 
when  organized  some  years  ago,  includ- 
'ed  within  its  corporate  foias  a  large 
number  of  the  previously  independent 
and  competing  tanneries,  but  there  re- 
mained outside  of  that  company  a  num- 
ber of  large  and  well-placed  plants,  and 
the  desire  for  business  of  these  Indeptu- 
Utnt  tanneries  had  tlie  effect  of  keeping 
the  price  of  sole  leather  within  fairly  rea- 
sonable limits. 

"it  is  now  understood  that  nearly  all 
of  these  independent  tanneries  have  been 
purcha.sed  by  those  who  are  identified  as 
associated  in  the  meat-packing  monopoly, 
and  it  is  further  known  that  these  same 
mdividuals  have  also  acciuired  control 
ot  the  previously  organized  combination 
tor   the  manufacture  of  sole   leather. 

"Thus  the  so-called  beef  trust  has  con- 
trol not  only  of  the  supplv  of  hides 
through  its  success  in  having  a  duty  put 
upon  imported  hides,  but  it  now  has  con- 
trol of  the  plants  by  means  of  which 
hides  are  converted  into  sole  leather 
wliiie  a  duty  of  20  per  cent  ad  valorem 
prevents  importations  of  sole  leather 
from  Canada  and  other  foreign  countries. 

"All  this  explains  in  a  measure  why 
the  poor  wearer  of  the  finished  shoe  will 
probably  have  to  pay  more  for  his  foot- 
gear hereafter.  The  greatest  advance  to 
the  manufacturer  has  been  in  the  price 
of  sole  leather,  so  the  medium  grades 
of  men's  shoes,  with  heavy  soles,  are  the 
kind  that  will  be  the  most  affected  by 
the  increase  in  tlie  wholesale  and  retail 
price."

"Show  me  a  man  who  has  never  broken 
the  game  laws,  and  I  will  show  you  a 
man  who  has  never  hunted  to  any  ex- 
tent," said  Joseph  Siade  of  St.  Paul  at 
the  St.  I^ouis.  "No  man  who  likes  to 
handle  a  gun  and  get  out  in  tlie  woods 
and  fields  occasionally  can  resist  all  the 
temptations  that  come  his  way.  The 
best  of  us  fall  oiica.sionally. 

"Maybe  we  don't  all  of  us  rankly  offend 
these  laws  framed  far  the  protection  of 
game,  but  go  over  the  past  record  of 
the  average  hunter,  every  hunter,  in  fact, 
and  you  will  find  that,  at  some  time  or 
another,  he  has  broken  the  law  in  some 
Vay.  Maybe  it  \fa.s  by  hunting  without 
a  licen.se  when  a  license  was  required, 
and  maybe  it  wiis  sliooting  out  of  sea- 
son, but  the  offen.s«»  is  there  somewhere, 
if  you  can  only  find  it. 

"The  commonest  violation  Is  hunting 
in  one  state  when  tthe  hunter  is  the 
resident  of  another,  Vlth  a  resident  li- 
cense. There  are  a  lot  of  men  who 
don't  want  to  puy  J2o  for  something 
they  can  get  fm-  $1.  and,  as  a  rule, 
there  isn't  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  or 
risk  attached  to  get,ting  a  resident  li- 
cense when  the  law  requires  that  a 
non-resident  fee  be  paid.  Of  course,  it 
takes  a  little  lying,  but  in  a  matter  of 
this  kind  a  lot  of  fellows  feel  they  are 
justified  in  fibbing,  especially  when  $24 
are  at  stake. 

"Even  officers  In  game  protecting 
leagues  are  not  proof  against  tempta- 
tion. I  know  of  one  officer  high  In  his 
home  league  who  offended  the  laws  of 
the  state  and  league  a  couple  of 
months  ago.  but,  as  he  escaped  dele- 
tion, he  is  still  serving  in  his  official 
capacity.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
prominent  workers  at  the  time  the 
league  was  formed,  and  was  strong  in 
his  arguments  against  the  man  who 
would  do  such  a  contemptible  trick  a.s 
to  kill  game  out  of  season.  It  was 
largely  through  his  efforts  that  the  or- 
ganization   was    gotten    together. 

"One  day  in  September  he  w.as  out 
hunting  birds.  While  going  dow^n  a 
creek  bottom  he  saw  a. deer.  It  was  a 
big  fawn,  plump  and  pretty.  It  would 
make  fine  eating.  The  bird  hunter 
knew  this  well,  and  while  he  was 
thinking  what  an  excellent  opportunity 
It  would  be  for  a  man  who  had  no 
scruples  against  breaking  the  game 
laws  ho  was  taking  the  birdshot  cart- 
ridge out  of  his  gun  and  inserting  one 
that  contained  buckshot.  He  had  been 
innocent  enough  in  taking  the  heavier 
shot  along,  for  several  bear  h.ad  been 
seen  In  that  vicinity,  and  he  thought 
he  might  get  a  shot  at  one.  He 
hadn't  counted  on  deer,  but  here  was 
one  standing  just  a  little  ways  In  front 
of  him,  and  unaware  of  his  presence. 
What  did  he  do?  Why,  he  shot  the 
deer.  The  meat  was  fully  up  tn  lii.i 
expectations,  although  he  had  hard 
work  getting  It  home  without  being 
caught  at  It."

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THE  WEATHER  ^ 

The  weather  remains  unsettled,  though 
the  rain  or  snow  indicated  by  conditions 
yesterday  had  not  appeared  this  morning. 
Still,  the  clouds  threatened,  and  condi- 
tions still  seemed  to  warrant  expectations 
of  snow,  more  than  rain.  It  was  clear 
early  this  morning,  but  during  the  fore- 
noon it  clouded  over  again,  and  became 
rather   gloomy   and   morose. 

It  was  a  little  cold  for  snow  last  night. 
It  got  down  to  16-  deg.,  and  the  highest 
yesterday  was  30  deg.  Warmer  weather 
tomorrow  is  expected  by  the  weather 
man,  who  has  ceased  to  predict  snow, 
though  he  says  it  will  be  partly  cloudy, 
with  fresh  northerly  winds.  Says  he  of 
conditions: 

"The  northwestern  high  barometer  has 
advanced  to  Montana  and  Wyoming, 
causing  colder  weather  in  those  districts, 
South  Dakota  and  Minnesota.  Slight 
barometric  depressions  overlie  Southern 
Texas,  the  Adirondaks  and  the  region 
north  of  Alberta,  the  Adirondak  "low" 
causing  light  snow  flurries  in  the  lake 
region  and  St.  Lawrence  valley,  while  the 
Texas  disturbance  has  caused  ligli;  to 
heavy  rains  in  Arkansas,  Oklahoma, 
Louisiana,  Texas,  New  Mexico  and  Ari- 
zona. Conditions  are  favorable  for  gen- 
erally fair  weather  in  this  locality  to- 
night and  Friday  with  temperature  ris- 
ing to  about  the  freezing  point."

The  Story  of  a  King's  Name.

The  last  king  Norway  had  as  an  inde- 
pendent kingdom  wiis  Haakon  V.  He 
jlourished  in  the  fourteenth  century.  He 
was  known  by  tl:e  somewhat  undignltit  d 
nickname  of  "Longlegs,"  but  nearly  all 
the  rulers  of  his  4ay  had  some  sort  of  ad- 
jective or  noun  prefixed  or  affixed  to 
liieir  names,  so  there  was  no  reason  why 
the  fe«^lings  of  Haakon  should  be  hurt  by 
"Longlegs."  In  fa-^t  there  were  many 
nicknames  far  worst-,  like  that  of  Harold 
Bluetooth  of  Denmark,  or  Erik  Bloodaxe, 
or  Haakon  the  .Sle>-py,  a  kintman  of 
"Longlegs."  Haakon's  reign  was  one  con- 
tlntioiis  war  witii  Denmark.  Finally,  in 
1319,  the  king's  life  came  to  a  close.  So 
did  the  life  of  Norway  as  a  separate  and 
independent  nation,  for  his  dautviiter— he 
left  no  male  heir  to  succeed  '.n  the  throne 
—married  Erik,  son  of  King  Birgersson  of 
Sweden  and  carried  the  kingdom  along 
with  her  into  alien  hands. 

From  that  blessed  day  to  this  Norway 
has  been  ruled  by  some  other  nation's 
king.  Now  once  more  the  country  be- 
comes a  free  a.iJ  distinct  government, 
and  so  the  prospective  king  harks  back 
to  the  old  period  of  Norway's  Indepen- 
dence and  rcvivjs  the  name  of  the  last 
king.

TROOPS  JOIN 
INSURGENTS 

Cavalry  Sent  to  Cronstadt 
Turn  and  Fight  Im- 
perial Army. 

The  American  Charge  Re- 
quests Protection  for 
American  Interests. 


St.  Petersburg,  Nov.  9. — A  force  of 
Uhlan  cavalry  sent  to  Cronstadt  from 
Peterliof  is  reported  to  have  joined 
the  insurgents.  It  is  also  reported  that 
the  artillerj-meu  of  the  fortress  have 
joined  the  insurgents. 

The  American  charge,  Spencer 
Eddy,  has  telegraphed  to  the  governor 
of  Cronstadt,  requesting  protection  for 
American  Interests  there.  The  most 
recent  reports  from  Cronstadt  say  that 
the  Navy  club  has  been  wreclced.  that 
many  shops  have  been  burned  and 
that  a  great  crowd  of  rioters,  includ- 
ing  siiilors,    is    marching   through    the 

town  shooting  and  otherwi.se  terror- 
izing the  population.  People  are  flee- 
ing from  the  city  on  board  steamers 
for  St.  Petersburg.  The  clergy  of 
Cronstadt  have  organized  a  procession 
hoping  to  prevent  the  spread  of  in- 
cendiarism  and   pillage.

According  to 
some  reports,  the  sailors  and  strikers 
were  finally  surrounded,  but  have  not 
yet  surrendered.  Both  sides  have  been 
lo.«ilng  heavily.

Other  re- 
ports say  that  the  Uhlans  joined  the 
mutineers  and  are  now  fighting  against 
the  imperial   troops.

BOTH  SIDES  APPEAL 

Libel  Case  in  Admiralty  Court  Has  Un- 
satisfactory Decision. 

Appeals  to  the  United  .States  circuit 
court  of  appeals  have  been  filed  by 
both  sides  in  the  United  States  district 
court  in  the  libel  case  of  M.  Sicken 
and  others  against  the  Gilchrist  Trans- 
portation company.

Subsequently  it  v.as  ex- 
hibited in  the  Curtis  Pre.s.s  club  rooms 
at  Columbus,  Ohio,  for  several  months, 
when  the  Ohio  Historical  society  tried 
in  vain  to  .secure  it  for  the  siatv  collec- 
tion of  antiquities. 

Persons  in  Viiginia,  Philadelphia  and 
New  York  ha\e  repeatedly  made  flatter- 
ing offeis  in  money  for  the  clock  and 
other  branches  of  the  Pelei.s  fiimily  have 
been    an.xious    to    get    possession    of    it.

S.  S.  Peters  of  572  South  Twenty-eighth 
street,  Omaha,  is  the  owner  of  a  calendar 
clock  which  i.s  Vi\  years  old  and  still  run- 
ning. It  has  come  down  in  direct  line  of 
descent  from  the  original  purchaser 
through  the  oldest  male  member  of  the 
Peters  family  through  the  two  centuries 
of  its  existence.  There  Is  no  flaw  in  its 
pedigree.  The  clock  was  built  by  Felix 
Owen  in  the  famous  town  of  Y'ork,  Eng., 
in  1711,  and  was  purchased  by  Newton 
Peters. 

Seven  years  afterward  Newton  Peters 
came  to  America,  settling  at  Jamestown, 
Va.  A  few  years  later  he,  with  William 
Byrd,  founded  the  town  of  Petersburg, 
Va.  On  .the  death  of  Newton  Peters,  in 
1725,  the  clock  became  the  property  of  his

Washington,  Nov.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Most  of  us,  when  we  were 
little,  imagined  that  Hoods,  like  the 
ichthy-saurus  or  the  black  plague,  were 
things  of  the  past,  or  at  least  that 
they  were  found  only  In  literature,  like 
the  dodo  or  the  phoenix.  Now  that  we 
are  big  enougii  to  read  the  reports  of 
the  United  States  Geological  survey  we 
know  that  every  year  there  are  de- 
vastating floods  in  different  sections  of 
our  own  country  that  sweep  away 
houses,  crops,  cattle,  bridges  and  peo- 
ple. "Destructive  Floods  in  the  United 
States  In  1904"  Is  the  title  of  a  recent 
paper  by  Edward  Charles  Murphy  and 
others,  which  not  only  gives  an  ac- 
count of  the  year's  flood  catastrophes, 
but  suggests  means  for  the  prevention 
of  similar  damage  in  future. 

The  destructive  floods  of  1904  occurred 
mainly  on  the  smaller  .streams  in  the 
western  part  of  the  country.  While 
large  in  the  aggregate,  tlie  loss  of 
property  caused  by  tto^Siloods  is  small 
compared  with  the  ]pis.st8  of  some  pre-

In   the   lat- 
ter part  of  June  and   tlie  early  part  of 
July,   continued    heavy   rain   caused   the 
rivers    in    Southeastern    Kansas    to    rise 
higher    than    was    ever    known    before, 
with  the  result  that  much  damage  was 
done   to  property.      Several  cloudbursts 
occurred    in    this    month,    causing    local

After  these  floods  in  the  western  part 
of  the  country  there  was  a  severe  drought 
n  the  eastern  part.  This  was  felt  most 
keenly  in  the  upper  portion  of  tlie  Ohio 
nralnage  basin  and  to  a.  leaser  extent  In 
the  Southern  and  New  England  .states 
This  drought  is  briefly  described  In  the  re- 
port. 

For  seventeen  years  the  water  reflources 
of  the  country  have  been  .systematically 
studied  by  hydrographers  of  the  United 
States  geological  survey.  There  is  in  con- 
sequence a  large  mass  of  data  bearing  on 
the  seasonal  flow  of  the  principal  streams 
of  the  country,  now  available  for  the  use 
of  engineers  and  others  interested  in  wa- 
ter problems.  In  this  paper  the  par's  of 
these  data  which  bear  on  the  maximum 
rate  of  run-off  of  streams  are  brought  to- 
gether and  a  method  is  given  for  the  de- 
termination of  the  principal  waterway 
area   of  streams. 

Problems  of  stream  control,  protection 
of  land  along  streams,  and  reclamation  of 
swamp  land  are  now  recognized,  in  this 
country,  as  of  paramount  importance, 
and  data  bearing  on  their  .solution  are  in 
demand.

In  our  study  of  philosophy, 
our  theory  of  the  universe  makes  it 
necessary  to  have  a  new  fundamental 
philosiphy  of  religion  with  which  the 
old  view  of  the  Bible  will  not  har- 
monies. Either  one  of  these  might  not 
have  had  much  effect  alone,  but  the 
two  coming  together  has  the  effect."

STARVING  ONJCE  CREAM. 

Girl  Can  Eat  Nothing  Else  and  Never 
Drinks  Water. 

Baltimore,  Md.,  Nov.  9.— Suffering 
from  a  disease  that  has  up  to  the  pres- 
ent baffled  all  the  physicians  who  have 
been  called  in  consultation,  and  which 
might  appropriately  be  termed  "a  loss 
of  appetite,"  Miss  Louise  Cole,  18  years 
old,  daughter  of  JO.seph  and  Minnie 
Cole  of  1306  North  Mount  street,  is  in 
a  critical  condition  at  the  home  of  her 
parents.  The  young  wont&n  seems 
doomed  to  starve  to  death,  although 
surrounded  by  the  daintiest  and  most 
inviting  luxuries.  For  more  than  two 
jears  Miss  Cole  has  not  tasted  water, 
and  has  taken  no  nourishment  save 
milk  and  ice  cream,  and  these  in  very 
small  quantities.  Recently  she  refused 
to  eat  even  the  latter,  and  since  that 
time  has  taken  no  material  nourish- 
ment. 

Numerous  phy.slcians  have  been 
called  into  consultation,  but  after  mak- 
ing a  thorough  examination  of  the 
young  woman's  anatomy,  have  agreed 
that  she  is  suffering  from  no  physical 
disorder  except  a  slight  nervousness, 
and  her  refusal  to  eat  has  proved  a 
problem  that  they  have  been  unable  to 
solve. 

Four  years  ago  Miss  Cole  gi-aduated 
from  a  grammar  school  with  first 
honors,  but  shortly  after  suffered  an 
attack  of  chorea,  which  prevented  her 
entering  the  Western  high  school  the 
following  year.  She  had  apparently 
recovered  completely,  and  a  year  later 
began  her  course  at  the  high  school. 
She  led  her  class  until  Easter,  when 
her  nerves  again  broke  down,  and  she 
was  compelled  to  discontinue  her  stud- 
ies. 

Although  she  seemed  to  completely 
recover  from  her  nervous  troubles,  she 
gradually  lost  all  inclination  to  eat, 
and  nothing  tempted  her  appetite.  She 
soon  abandoned  her  seat  at  the  table, 
saying  that  the  sight  of  food,  and  the 
odor  of  it  being  prepared,  nauseated 
her.  She  then  lived  for  almost  a  year 
on  milk  alone. 

She  refused  to  Irink  water  or  permit 
anything  to  pass  her  lips  except  milk, 
and  the  quantity  of  milk  that  she 
drank  gradually  decreased,  until  a 
small  glass  was  as  much  as  she  would 
take  during  a  day. 

After  living  almost  a  year  on  milk 
alone,  she  became  tired  of  that  diet, 
and  for  several  days  abstained  from 
food  of  any  description.  She  then  was 
persuaded  to  eat  some  ice  cream,  and 
for  more  than  two  years  this  consti- 
tuted her  only  nourishment.  She  did 
not  seem  to  crave  the  cream,  however, 
and  unless  It  was  of  the  very  best 
quality  she  would  set  It  aside  after  eat- 
ing a  single  mouthful,  and  languidly 
remark  that  she  did  not  want  any- 
thing. Three  small  plates  was  the 
most  that  she  ever  ate  during  the  day, 
and  if  larger  quantities  were  placed 
within  her  view  she  would  not  touch 
any  of  It.

As  a  direct  result  of  the  fight  waged 
against  them  by  the  Knudscn-Forgu- 
son  Fruit  company  of  Duluth,  the  Ar- 
mour private  car  lines,  driven  from 
the  Michigan  Central  road  last  spring 
because  the  complaint  of  the  local  firm 
concerning  the  exorbitant  icing  charges, 

now  faces  the  certainty  of  losing  all 
JJichigan  business,  since  the  Erie  has 
purchased   the  Pere  Marquette. 

During  the  last  three  or  four  years 
the  Armour  lines  had  been  strengthen- 
ing their  positions  all  over  the  country 
by  making  contracts  with  the  railroads 
for  the  exclusion  of  regular  railroad 
refrigerator  cars.  Having  put  the 
6hipp«.rs  in  the  position  that  they  could 
get  no  other  cars,  the  Armour  lines  be- 


the  detriment  of  the  wholesalers,  some- 
times causing  both  shipper  and  re- 
ceiver   to   suffer   losses. 

Complaint  to  the  interstate  com- 
merce commission,  as  a  result  of  the 
fight  started  by  Kuudson-Fergusf>n, 
brought  a  response  from  the  Armour 
lints  that  the  commission  liad  no 
right  to  interfere  with  their  rates.  But 
the  commission  made  it  .so  uncomfort- 
able for  the  railroads,  so  plainly  were 
the  evils  of  the  system,  exposed  by  E. 
M.  Ferguson  and  associates,  that  the 
Michigan  Central  abandoned  Its  con- 
tract with  the  Armour  lines  and  in- 
stalled a  service  of  its  own. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Pere 
Marquette,  which  was  for  sale  at  the 
time,  did  not  permit  abandoning  the 
cars,  sa  it  could  not  build  any  of  Its 
own.  It  did.  however,  force  the  Ar- 
mour company  to  reduce  icing  rates, 
but  not  low  enough  to  meet  the  Mich- 
igan  Central   competition. 

The  Michigan  Central  made  an  agree- 
ment with  the  interstate  commerce 
commission  not  to  charge  more  than 
$2.50  a  ton  for  ice  and  to  charge  only 
for  the  actual  amount  of  ice*  used. 
The  Armour  lines  would  not  agree  to 
be  so  liberal.  They  made  an  arbitrary 
charge,  whether  the  ice  was  used  or 
not. 

An  official  of  the  Erie,   who  former- 
ly was  connected  with   the   Pere   Mar- 
quette, has  said  that  the  Erie  railroad 
has  enough  refrigerator  cars  of  its  own 
I  to  take  care  of  the  Michigan  fruit  shlp- 
I  ments,  and  that   the  contract  with  the 
I  Armours  will  not  be  renewed.    The  Ar- 
I  mour  company  will,  therefore-,  lose  the 
;  Cincinnati.    Hamilton    &    Dayton     and 
]  the    Chicago.    Cincinnati    &    Loui.sville, 
which,    together    with    the    Pere    Mar- 
quette,   form    the   Great   Central   route, 
purchased  by  the  Erie.

Early  reports  from  Chi- 
cago which  is  the  seat  of  inteiest,  had  it 
that  the  failure  of  foreig-r.  markets  to 
respond  to  the  American  advance  of  yes- 
terday and  the  increasing  receipts  In  the 
Northwest  together  with  good  weather 
for  the  movement  of  the  grain,  were  re- 
eponsible  for  the  bearish  feeling,  but  it 
l8  probaljly  more  likely  that  Armour 
operations  precipitated  the  move  and  tha 
bearish  factors  were  then  discovered  by 
the  crowd.  Armour  was  reported  to  be 
depre.«.«ing  the  Decembtr  option  in  that 
ji'arkei  and  it  ctrtuinly  looked  so  for  it 
Mas  down  as  much  as  a  half  cent  more 
than  the  May  at  times.  Foreign  news

Thf  feeling  seems  to  be  that  the  bull 
leaders  have  been  changing  their  De- 
cember into  May,  which  accounts,  in 
fiart,  for  the  great  strength  in  the 
ater  months.  Not  until  the  low  point 
of  the  market  was  reached  did  the  bull 
leader  make  any  special  effort  to  stem' 
the  time  of  liquidation  that  had  ap- 
parently set  in.  Market  conditions 
seem  to  us  unchanged,  the  trade  seems 
to  be  made  up  largely  of  the  In  and 
out  sort,  and  at  the  moment  looks  likely 
to  continue  so.  We  must  not  forget 
that  sentiment  is  and  has  been  against 
the  market,  which  accounts,  in  a  way, 
for  the  sudden  change  in  the  market's 
course. 

Corn— Profit-taking,  due  to  the  heavi- 
ness in  the  wheat  market,  as  much  as 
anything  is  responsible  for  today's  little 
setback  in  this  market.  The  promised 
bad  weather  did  not  materialize,  which 
fact  increased  bearish  activity  some- 
what. Considering  the  weakness  in  the 
wheat  pit,  the  action  of  corn  was  not  at 
all  bad.  It  seems  to  reflect  a  very  strong 
undertone. 

oats  sympathized  with  the  weakness  in 
other  pits;  trade  slow.  The  market  seems 
to  stand  up  very  well  and  as  In  corn  the 
undertone    shows    stubborn    strength. 

Provisions  clo.sed  unchanged  to  10c  low- 
er,  the   decline   being   altogether  in   pork 
The    market    Is    discouraginply    slow    and 
trade  without    special   feature.

Edwards,  Wood  &  Co.:  Wheat -Big 
Northwestern  receipts,  fine  weather  and 
weak  foreign  markets  combined  today  to 
break  wheat.  The  market  was  respon- 
sive, and  from  a  weak  opening  slumped 
badlv  and  in  spots  was  sloppy.  Stop-lf>ss 
orders  were  caught  after  the  first  '^c 
decline,  and  with  some  show  of  selling  by 
the  operators  wlio  lately  have  been  iden- 
tified with  this  side,  these  tended  to  widen 
the  break.  Final  cables  from  l^verpool 
were  a  little  hi.^her  and  there  was  a  re- 
covery of  about  »^c  in  all  markets  just 
before  the  close.  The  extreme  loss  from 
last  night's  close  was  about  2c,  but  the 
final  recovery  reduced  that  to  a  little 
less  than  I'^c.  The  cash  market  was 
fairlv  firm  and  a  large  export  business 
was  reported  after  the  market  had  de- 
clined. There  was  no  adequate  reason 
lor  the  break  that  could  be  accounted 
to  the  news  of  the  day.  The  market  was 
broken  by  con.servative  selling  in  several 
centers,  which  combined  to  catch  the  loose 
ones.  The  radical  conditions  are  un- 
changed and  are  as  bullish  as  they  have 
been.  We  Iliink  wheat  a  purchase  on  such 
breaks  as  this.

Chicago:  One  of  the  largest  eastern 
di.'Jtributors  of  corn  and  oats  says  that 
the  stocks  throughout  New  England 
and  the  East  are  very  light  and  that 
tiie  demand  will  be  very  large  and 
hold  steadily  for  all  coarse  grains  dur- 
ing  the   balance   of   the    fall. 

Chicago  Record-Herald:  There  were 
seventeen  loaded  vessels  in  the  Buf- 
falo harbor  Monday.  They  had  2,073,000 
bushels  of  grain,  six  af  them  with 
522,000  bushels  for  the  Central  elevators, 
three  for  the  Erie  with  199,000  bushels, 
and  the  balance,  with  1,300,000  bushels, 
were  consigned  to  other  railroads  and 
to  Buffalo  parties.  A  week  ago  there 
were  twenty-one  loaded  vessels  there, 
with  2,202,000  bushels.  The  improvement 
i.s  due  to  lighter  receipts  and  not  to 
supply  of  cars.  Buffalo  people  say 
tliat  should  the  receipts  by  lake  in- 
cre'ase  materially  there  will  be,  an  ele- 
vator blockade  there  much  worse  than 
at   any    time   the   past   month.

THE  CHICAGO  MARKET. 

Increased  Receipts  Have  a  Depressing  Ef- 
fect on  Wheat. 

Chicago,  Nov.  9.— Increased  receipts  In 
the  Northwest  had  a  depressing  effect 
today  on  the  wheat  market  iiere. 
The  weather  tliroughout  the  greater 
portion  of  the  spring  wheat  section  was 
more  favorable  for  the  movement  of  the 
crop.  This  tended  to  increase  be-irish 
•entiment.  Commission  houses  and  pit 
traders  were  moderate  sellers.  Buying 
was  scattered.  May  opened  %c  to  >4c 
lower  at  l»0'4c  to  90%c.  After  selling 
at  90%c,  the  price  settled  back  to  SO^c. 
Minneapolis,  Duluth  and  Chicago  re- 
ported receipts  of  971  cars,  again.'-l  ?94 
cars  last  week  and  013  cars  a  year  ago. 

Later  the  market  broke  sharply,  May 
declining  to  S91<i8e.  Many  stop  less 
orders  came  out  adding  to  tlie  general 
weakness.  On  the  break  shorts  covered 
freely,  causing  a.  partial  recovery.  The 
close,  however,  was  weak  with  May  l^c 
below  yesterd.ay's  close  at  89%c. 

The  feature  of  trading  in  the  coin  pit 
w^as  profit  taking  in  the  December  op- 
tion by  several  prominent  longs.  As  a 
result  of  this  selling  the  market,  in 
general,    was    a        trifie        easier.        May

Heavy  Selling  Precipitated 

and  the  Closing  Was 

Easy. 


New  York,  Nov.  9.— Selling  orders  at 
the  opening  carried  prices  in  the  stock 
market  today  lower  all  around,  the  de- 
clines running  to  small  fractions,  ex- 
cept in  the  cases  of  the  local  tractions. 
Metropolitan  Street  Railway  running 
off  2  points  on  wide  quotations  and 
Brooklyn  Transit  a  point.  Reading 
and  Smelting  showed  resistance  and 
scored    fractional    gains. 

Improved  prices  were  registered  after 
the  opening  selling  ordrs  had  been  cleared 
up,  but  tlie  rallies  were  not  of  much 
consequence  outside  of  Metrojiolitan 
Street  Railway,  which  recovered  half  of 
its  2-polnt  drop.  Reading  kept  pace  with 
the  tendency  and  stt'ot  up  to  141%.  Vigor- 
ous selling  was  resumed  again  and  prices 
relapsed  sharply  all  around.  Northern 
I'aciflc  was  driven  3%  below  yesterdays 
close,  Delaware  iSi  Hudson  and  Minneapo- 
lis, St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste.  Marie  2,  Third 
avenue  1?4  and  Atciiison,  Northwestern, 
Kansas  City  Southern  preferred.  Atlan- 
tic Coast  Line,  American  Car,  Pressed 
Steel  Car  and  L(ie<miotive  1  to  IVi.  Read- 
ing reacted  a  point.  Great  Nortliern  pre- 
ferred sold  at  27;ii4  and  at  270  ex  rights, 
compand  with  310  yesterdays  closing. 
Havana  Electric  rose  2.  Speculation  then 
became  very  feverisii,  prices  Nrallving  a 
fraction  and  going  off  frequently.  Read- 
ing rebounded  tfi  14!%. 

A   general   recovci'y   from   above  yester- 
days  last  prices  occurred  during  the  sec- 
ond  hour.     Reaillng  sold   at   143%,    yeater- 
days    record    level.      Other    gains    esiab- 1 
lished  were  Atlantic  Coast  Line  1,   Smelt- 1 
ing    2%,    United    Railway    Investment    2% 
and  Tennessee  Coal  and  Havana  Electric 
preferred  1%,  American  Tobacco  preferred  I 
H4.     Chicago   Union  Traction  dropped  2'4, 
Hocking  Valley  preferred  2,  United  States 
Rubber    .second    prfferred    1%,    Denver    & 
Rio    Grande    preferred,    Manhattan,    Kan- 
sas &  Texas  preferred  and   United  States 
Realty  a  point  or  more.  Bonds  were  heavy 
at  noon. 

A  flurry  in  call  money  which  sent  the 
rate  soaring  to  15  per  cent  precipitated 
heavy  selling,  and  prices  were  forced 
lower  than  in  the  morning.  Average  re- 
actions ran  to  a  point,  but  reached  2  in 
Smelting  and  3  in  Reading.  Missouri  Pa- 
cific, Baltimore  &  Ohio,  Cleveland,  C,  C. 
&  St.  Ivouls  and  Metropolitan  Securities 
sold  off  1  to  V,4  under  last  nights  close. 
When  money  eased  off  stocks  became 
firmer. 

Gradually  lower  prices  were  made  dur- 
ing the  late  afternoon,  although  the  sell- 
ing laiked  the  aggressiveness  tliat  char- 
acterized It  during  the  period  of  the 
money  flurry.  Overnight  los.ses  of  a  point 
became  more  numerous  and  there  was  a 
pretty  thorough  cancellation  of  the 
earlier  advances  in  selected  stocks.

IS  A  HORSE  THIEF 

Says  She  Stole  to  Get 

Money  for  a  Good 

Time. 

Walla  Walla,  Wash..  Nov.  9.->.Tyrtle 
Tipton,  a  16-year-old  girl,  was  lodged  la 
the  county  jail  on  a  charge  of  horsesteal- 
ing.    She   stole   three  horses,   a  hack  and 

harness  from  an  Indian  family  on  the 
Coeur  d'Alene  reservation  and  sold  them 
in  the  town  of  St.  John,  Whitman  coun- 
ty, for  $225.  Deputy  Slierift  Nessley  of 
Whitman  county  arrested  her  at  the 
Harkness  ranch,  eight  miles  east  of 
Prescott,  and  brought  her  to  Walla 
Walla. 

Myrtle  admits  stealing  the  outfit  and 
disposing  of  it  an<t  related  her  escapade 
as  follows: 

"I  caught  the  horses  in  a  field  one  night 
about  Oct.  3">,  hitched  two  of  them  to 
the  hack  and  struck  out.  I  reached  St. 
John  the  next  day  and  readily  sold  the 
outfit  to  a  livery  stable  for  J225.  With 
tile  money  1  purchiused  a  suit  of  boy's 
clothes,  had  my  hair  <ut  and  weiil  out 
and  had  a  good  time  until  quite  late.  I 
then  secun-d  a  bed  at  the  hotel,  where  I 
remained  until  the  train  started  for  Pres- 
cott the  next  morning. 

••I  was  acquainted  with  the  Harkness 
family  and  have  been  visiting  th.re  since. 
1  don't  care  if  I  am  sent  10  the  peni- 
teniiarv.  I  have  a  curiosity  to  see  how 
they  run  such  an  institution.  I  would 
rather  go  there  than  be  sent  to  a  reform 
school.  _ 

'Mv  father  has  been  farming  some  In- 
dian "laiiil  on  the  reservation  for  two  or 
I  three  years  and  has  made  me  go  out  into 
the  fields  to  plow  and  do  oiher  kinds  of 
j  wcrk  and  would  never  give  me  any 
I  nu'ne>'. 

"I  came  down  to  Wall.i  Walla  to  stav 
with  him  this  fall  after  harvest  and 
vanted  him  to  give  me  money  enough  to

told  of  these   traditions.  If  he   Is  so  ig- 
norant   as    not    to    know    them    already, 
and    Is    warned    to    leave     before    sun- 
down.    If    he    fails   to    take   heed    he    is 
surrounded  atyabout   the  time  darkness 
begins,  and  Is  addressed  by  the  leaders 
of    the    gang    in    al>otit    this     language: 
"No    nigger    is   allowed    to   stay    In    this 
town    over  night.     We  don't   rare   wh.it 
you  are  here  for.    Get  out  of  here,  now, 
and    get    out    <iuick.  '      He     sees     from 
twenty-five    to    fifty    boys    around    him 
talking  in   subdued   voices  and  waiting 
to  see  whether  he  obeys.    If  he  hesitates 
little    stones    begin    to    reach    him    from 
unseen  <iunrters,  and  soon  persuade  him 
to  begin   his  hegira.     He  is  not  allowed 
to  walk,  but  is  told  to  "get  oa  his  little 
dog     trot."       The    command    is    always 
effective,  for  it   is  backed  by  stones   in 
the      ready      hands    of    boys     none      too 
friendly. 

The  cause  of  this  extraordinary  race 
prejudice  Is  hard  to  discern.  The  major- 
ity of  the  inhabitants  are  not  from  the 
South,  but.  strange  to  s.iy,  are  of  New 
England  stock.  In  the  early  days  of 
the  town  m.iny  Irish  lived  there  who 
were  so  bitterly  hostile  to  the  negro 
that  some  people  attribute  the  present 
treatment  of  the  colored  man  to  their 
Influence. 

To  the  women  he  is  an  object  to  be 
dreaded  and  feared,  even  in  the  day 
time.  The  little  children  are  taught 
to  fear  the  black  man  with  all  the 
horrors  .associated  with  that  name.  The 
writer  has  seen  many  a  child  fright- 
ened almost  Into  hysterics  at  the  mere 
Bight  of  a  colored  man,  and  he  was 
himself  imbued  with  the  terror.  What 
has  caused  this  fear?  No  crime  has 
ever  been  committed  by  a  negro  within 
the  town,  although  many  have  occurred 
near  by,  which  per.iaps  serve  to  main- 
tain the  prejudice  In  spite  of  many 
things  that  might  have  worked  toward 
undermining   it. 

Since  the  town  w.ts  founded,  about 
1815,  not  a  single  negro  family  has  lived 
In  it.  About  tile  year  1855  two  negroes 
were  Imployed  as  domestics  by  a  family 
In  the  extreme  lower  end  of  the  town, 
practically  in  the  country,  but  they  did 
not  stay  long.  Since  the  Civil  war  two 
attempts  have  been  made  by  negro 
families  to  settle  in  the  town,  but  both 
were   summarily  driven  out.

JEWS  THINK  THAT  THE 
PRESIDENT  IS  THE  MAN 
WHO  CAN  END  MASSACRES 

They  Believe  He  Can  Accomplish  Results 
By  Force  of  His  Own  Personality. 

Great  Mass  Meeting  to  Be  Held  at  Wash- 
ington to  Adopt  Relief  Measures. 


CZAR'S  TROOPS  QUICKLY 

SUPPRESS  RE  VOLUTION 

Mutinous  Sailors  Are  Subdue^  But  Not  Until  They  Succeed 

In  Burning  Ten  Business  Blocks. 

Thousands  of  Soldiers  Are  Poured  Into  Cronstadt  Rendering 

Further    Disorder  Impossible. 


Washington.  Nov.  10— The  mass 
meeting,  which  will  be  held  here  this 
afternuou  to  adopt  relief  measures  for 
the  Jews  in  Russia,  will  be  non-sec- 
tarian and  in  pursuance  to  an  appeal 
of  Treasurer  Schiff,  of  the  national  re- 
lief committee  in  Xew  York  to  raise 
money  for  that  purpose. 

Simon  Wolf,  the  former  president  of 
the  iJXai  BRith  society,  said  today 
regarding  his  letter  of  appeal  to  the 
president; 

"My  letter  to  President  Roosevelt 
must  not  be  regarded  as  a  direct  appeal 
to  the  government  to  interfere  in  the 
internal  attairs  of  Russia.  President 
Roosevelt  has  a  personal  side.  He  pos- 
sesses a  power  and  influence  wholly 
apart  and  distinct  from  that  which  is 
vested  in  him  as  the  chief  magistrate 
of  the  United  States. 

"When  he  settled  the  coal  strike  he 
made  it  clear  to  all  that  he  was  acting 
on  his  own  responsibility  and  at  his 
own  volition.  The  same  wa»  true  of 
the  part  he  played  in  the  Portsmouth 
peace  conference. 

"Knowing  and  realizing  these  facts. 
I  have,  therefore,  taken  the  liberty  of 
■writing  this  letter  to  him  in  the  hope 
that  he  may  be  able,  through  the  force 
of  his  own  striking  personality,  geniu«, 
talents  and  power,  to  bring  about  some 
concert  of  action  on  the  part  of  men 
a.s  great  as  himself  to  put  an  end  to 
the  massacre  of  the  Jews  in  Russia. 

"The   situation   of   the   Jews   in   Rus- 


sia is,  indeed,  terrible— a  thing  that 
1  almost  failed  to  realize  at  the  out- 
set. I  have  within  the  past  twenty- 
four  hours  or  so  come  to  realize  that 
the  ma.ssacres  are  deep  and  well  laid 
plans  of  the  bureaucrats  to  throttle 
Liberalism  in  Russia,  just  as  Miliukoff 
predicted  months  ago." 

Mr.  Wolf's  letter  to  the  president 
follows: 

"To  the  President  of  the  United 
States:  The  man  that  sidetracked 
precedents  by  ending  the  coal  strike, 
that  conjured  peace  between  Russia 
and  Japan,  and  who  has  in  a  hundred 
ways  showed  marvelous  versatility  and 
courage,  can  he  not  take  the  initiative 
and  bring  about  concerted  action  of 
the  powers  to  stem  the  cruellies  in 
Russia?  How  long  is  this  gliastly, 
liendish  holocaust  to  continue?

Cronstadt,  Nov.  10.— All  Is  quiet  at 
Cronstadt  today.  The  mutinous  sailors 
have  all  submitted  and  the  leaders  to 
the  number  of  several  hundred  have 
been  deported.  Troops  are  pouring  in- 
to the  city  from  all  directions  by  water. 
Beside  machine  guns,  other  artilleiy 
and  a  battery  of  quick-ftrlng  fielH  guns 
arrived  here  on  scows  from  St.  Peters- 
burg and  were  debarked  shortly  before 
noon  at  the  steamboat  landing.  Any 
further  disorder  at  present  is  utterl> 
out  of  the  question.  The  mutineers  and 
rowdies  gutted  the  Tartar  and  Jew 
markets  and  on  Pavlosk  street,  near 
the  barracks,  the  "Seventh  fort  equlp- 
page,"  to  which  the  mutinous  sailors 
belong,  destroyed  ten  modern  business 
blocks  and  a  number  of  smaller  stores. 
The  flres  burned  themselves  out  dur- 
ing the  night  and  today  the  buildings 
are  only  heaps  of  smoking  ruins. 

The  flres  burned  almost  a  whole  day. 
There  was  little  attempt  to  check  them, 
as  the  liremen  shared  in  the  general 
demoralization  and  many  of  them  be- 
came intoxicated.  ' 

The  great  influx  of  troops  at  Cron- 
stadt has  exceeded  the  barrack  capac- 
ity of  the  war  port  and  soldiers  are 
everywhere  bivouacing  in  the  streets,  - 
huddling  about  the  remnants  of  last 
night's  watchfires  and  bargaining  with  I 
merchants  for  fresh  bread  and  other 
additions  to  their  rations. 

The  business  streets  sacked  by  the 
rioters  present  a  lively  picture  today. 
There  are  crowds  of  spectators  on  thcs 
sidewalks  watching  the  unfortunate 
owners  of  burned  buildings  who  ar* 
salvaging  their  property  from  the  heap.s 
thrown  into  the  streets  and  from  tho 
wrecked  interior  of  stores.  Patrols 
mingling  witR  all  the  crowds  prevent 
further  robbery.  Late  In  the  evening 
a  squad  of  loyal  rioters  bearing  a 
white  flag  attached  to  a  bayonet 
marched  to  the  district  occupied  by 
the  mutineers  and  induced  them  to  sur- 
render, pointing  "out  that  their  revolt 
was  merely  being  used  as  a  cover  for 
robbery  and  pillage  on  the  part  of  the 
rowdy  classes.  The  "Tigers,"  as  the 
roughs  are  termed  at  Cronstadt,  wished 
to  renew  the  pillaging  during  the  night 
under  cover  of  darkness  and  general 
disorganization,  but  were  unable  to  do 
so.  The  troops  and  inhabitants  work- 
ing in  full  co-operation  prevented  even 
sporadic  attempts  at  further  looting. 

St.  Petersburg,  Nov.  10.— During  the 
rioting  at  Cronstadt  the  government 
treasury,  which  was  surrounded  by  a 
deep  moat  filled  with  water,  was  only 
saved  from  the  mob  of  mutineers  and 
rowdies  by  the  removal  of  the  bridges. 
Ethelbert  Watts,  the  American  con- 
sul-general here,  received  the  following 
dispatch      last    night      from      Consular

The  outbreak  started  Wednesday  i 
noon  when  the  sailors  of  the  "Seventh  j 
Fort  Equipage"  revolted,  and  it  is  ru- 
mored, killed  some  of  their  officers.  1 
They  marched  out  of  the  barracks  and } 
Immediately  plundered  four  spirit 
shops.  Crazed  with  liquor,  they  re- 1 
turned  and  seized  their  arms,  flrintf ' 
promiscuously  upon  the  troops  and  the! 
loyal  sailors. 


While  It  Is  undoubtedly  true  that  the 
lower  classes  would  like  to  be  lei  loose, 
no  real  danger  Is  anticipated,  as  the 
police  have  received  the  most  rigid  in- 
structions to  suppress  any  attempt  at 
an   uprising. 

Count  Witte  has  ordered  a  thorough 
Investigation  of  all  the  Jewish  mas- 
sacres and  other  dLsorders  in  the  in- 
terior, where  the  police,  troops  and 
officials  are  charged  either  with  Incit- 
ing, or  with  abetting,  violence,  and  he 
is  determined  to  have  all  the  offenders 
removed  and  punished.

except  the  Liaotung  branch  to  China. 

Russia  has  not  yet  agreed  to  Japan's 
pronosition  to  raise  the  Tokio  legation 
to  the  rank  of  an  embassy. 


HOLDS  EMPEROR  PRISONER 

Is  Story  Circulated  Among  the  Peasantry 
Concerning  Witte. 

St.  Petersburg,  Nov.  10.— The  town 
council  of  St.  Petersburg  is  taking  the 
lead  in  the  political  education  of  the 
masses  by  inaugurating  a  series  of 
public  lectures,  at  which  the  new  or- 
der of  things  is  explained  to  the  peo- 
ple. The  object  of  the  meetings  is  to 
allay  the  hostility  between  the  various 
classes  by  showing  the  benefit  accru- 
ing to  all  from  the  grant  of  liberties. 
This  example  will  be  followed  by  Mos- 
cow and  other  cities. 

Word  reaches  Count  Witte  that  in 
some  regions  the  reactionaries,  who  are 
seeking  to  make  the  new  regime  odi- 
ous, are  spreading  reports  among  the 
peasants  in  the  country  and  the  lower 
glasses  of  the  cities  that  the  imperial 
maniftsto  is  a  forgery.  Issued  by  a 
camarilla  of  revolutionists,  of  which 
Count  Witte  is  the  head,  and  who  hold 
the  emperor  prisoner  In  the  palace. 
Such  stories  circulated  among  the 
ignorant  peasantry  are  apt  to  prove 
almost  as  dangerous  now  as  they  did 
when  the  peasantry  rose  to  support 
Pugatcheff,  who,  claiming  to  be  Peter 
III,  called  on  the  people  to  overthrow 
Catherine  IL  The  clergy  throughout 
the  country,  under  instructions  from 
the  holy  synod,  are  doing  all  in  their 
power  to  counteract  the  effect  of  such 
pernicious  reports  by  explaining  to  the 
people  in  the  churches  the  real  mean- 
ing of  the  reforms. 


New  York,  Nov.  10.— Evidence  of 
fraud  in  last  Tuesday's  election  was 
prepared  for  the  grand  jury  today  by 
both  State's  Attorney  General  Julius  M.

HEARST  CLAIMS 

Eight  Thousand  of  His  Ballots  Thrown 
Out  as  Defective. 

New  York,  Nov.  10. — Yesterday  aft.?r- 
noon  attorneys  for  W.  1^.  Hearst  ap- 
peared before  Justice  Dickey  of  the 
state  supreme  court,  and  secured  frjin 
him  an  order  compelling  John  R.  Vocr- 
hees,  president  of  the  board  of  elec-  j 
tlons,  to  accept  the  ballots.  The  order 
was  served  promptly  and  the  ballots 
then  were  receipted  for  by  the  election 
board.  Under  strong  guards  the  patrol 
wagons  containing  the  boxes  wero 
driven  to  various  wart  houses  in  this, 
city    and   Brooklyn,    where    the    ballots, 


were  stored  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
election  board. 

A  statenicnt  was  Issued  from  Mr. 
Hearst's  headquarters  last  night  say- 
ing that  an  examination  of  the  alleged 
defective  ballots  which  were  thrown 
out  on  election  day  shows  more  than 
8,000  which  he  declarc>j  should  have 
been  counted  for  him.  It  is  asserted 
that  these  ballots  were  marked  with  a 
cross  beneath  the  Municipal  Ownership 
emblem  and  in  the  circle  over  Mr.  Jer- 
ome's name.  Mr.  Hearst  say.««  these 
ballots  should  be  counted  for  him  pend- 
ing a  judicial  decision  as  to  tneir  vali- 
dity. He  asterts  that  if  these  were  nc- 
crediled  to  him  he  would  He  elected 
without  a  recount  of  the  entire  vote. 

Police  Commissioner  McA.ioo  Issued 
a  statement  formally  expiaming  how 
the  police  came  to  have  possession  of 
the  ballot  boxes.  He  says  that  accord- 
ing to  custom  for  many  years  past  the 
board  of  elections,  by  resolution,  has 
asked  the  police  department  to  take 
care  of  the  boxes.  Tho  board  had  no 
facilities  at  its  command  ror  caring  for 
the  boxes  as  the  commissioner  says 
was  Illustrated  today  when  t~f>  Dallota 
were  kept  waiting  in  the  streets  fur 
more   than   twelve  hours. 

Policemen  have  been  detailed  to 
guard  the  various  warehouses  where  the 
ballots  are  stored.

Washington,  Nov.  10. — Many  inquiries 
are  received  at  the  pension  bureau 
from  all  parts  of  the  country  asking  If 
a  law  has  been  enacted  reimbursing 
those  who  paid  money  to  be  exempt 
from  the  draft  In  1863-64,  but  the  pen- 
sion officials  point  out  that  there  has 
been  no  legislation  to  warrant  the  re- 
ports which  led  to  the  inquiries.

anyone  could  purchase  exemption  for 
a  fixed  price.  In  many  towns  that 
price  was  JSuO.  It  was  simply  a  barter 
and  trade  arrangement  between  the 
man  liable  to  be  drafted  and  the  town,  i 
The  man  purchased  exemption  upon 
paying  his  $300.  This  money  was  used 
by  tlie  town  to  hire  a  substitute  to 
serve  In  the  place  of  the  man  who  pur- 
chased his  right  to  stay  at  home.  The 
question  is,  "did  the  man  receive  the 
full  equivalent  for  his  money?"  It 
seems  that  he  did,  as  at  that  time  the 
regular  price  for  a  substitute  was 
something  like  $500.  The  town  was 
compelled  to  add  $200  to  the  $300  it  had 
received  from  the  exempted  man  to 
purchase  his  stibstltute. 

"Somebody  must  be  laboring  under 
the  impression  that  the.se  drafted  men 
should  be  reimbursed  for  this  $300.  It 
does  not  look  that  way  to  an  outsider."

with  needed  facts.  This  record,  the  su- 
preme court  says,  is  in  effect  the  com- 
plaint, and  without  it  there  is  no  juris- 
diction. The  law  calls  for  it,  states 
the  supreme  court,  and  it  cannot  be 
ignored. 

"While  the  opinion,  written  by  Jus- 
tice Lewis,  covers  only  the  rules  gov- 
erning the  Duluth  municipal  court,  it 
practically  applies  to  every  municipal 
or  police  court  in  the  state,  and  will 
undoubtedly  have  the  effect  of  making 
proceedings  more  regular. 

"There  will  have  to  be  a  complaint, 
not  a  mere  oral  statement,  when 
'drunks'  and  minor  offenders  are  con- 
cerned, and  it  will  have  to  be  on  rec- 
ord."

He  pleaded  not 
guilty  and  his  trial  was  set  for  a  day 
later  and  hail  fixed  at  $250,  which  he 
could  not  give.  On  the  testimony  of 
the  officer  and  others  he  was  found 
guilty  and  given  thirty  days  in  the 
county  jail  without  the  option  of  a 
fine.

declared  vengeance  against  all  dogs. 

And.  odd  as  It  may  seem,  every  dog 
in  that  tonnnunlty  seemed  at  once  to 
take  instinctive  dislike  to  Eberts.  Be- 
fore that  they  had  passed  him  by  without 
notice,  but  after  he  declared  himself  an 
enemy  to  all  dogs  they  seemed  to  wait 
for  an  opportunity  to  bite  him.  Before 
his  broken  toe  healed  John  Orebaugh's 
black  setter  ran  out  and  barked  at  Eb- 
ert's spirited  horse,  causing  it  to  bolt  and 
wreck  his  new  three-quarter  side  bar 
buggy,  and  he  narrowly  escaped  death.

i  Eberts  Jumped  for  the  lantern,  but  be- 
lore  he  could  reach  it,  burning  oil  had 
leached  the  hay  in  the  manger  near  by, 
and  five  minutes  later  the  barn  was  burn- 
ing furious-ly  and  it  was  with  difficulty 
thai  he  rescued  nine  of  his  horses,  two 
i  perishing  in  the  flames. 
I  The  fire  spread  to  the  big  corncrlb 
near  by  and  only  desperate  efforts  by 
the  hired  men  and  the  neighbors  saved 
the   other   buildings.  ^  ,  .    ■, 

Instead  of  learning  a  lesson  of  kind- 
ness from  this,  Eberts  vowed  he  would 
kill  every  dog  he  could  reach,  and   the 
following   week,   after   kicking   Colonel 
Payson     Maxwell's    dog,     that     blooded 
animal  turned  upon  him  and  gave  fight,  , 
whereupon  Eberts  drew  a  revolver  and  I 
killed  the  dog.  Colonel  Maxwell  brought  1 
suit    and    recovered    damages,    besides  : 
forcing  Eberts  to  pay  a  heavy  floe  in  1 
the  criminal  action  that  he  started. 

About  that  time  it  canife  to  be  talked  | 
about    all    through    Dodson      township  j 
that    Bill    Ebert's    bad    luck    all    came  , 
from    kicking   a   dog,    and    the    dogs    lo 
that    township   that    managed    to    elude 
Eberts    had    an    easy    time,    for    no    one 
else   ever   dared   kick   one   for   fear      of 
bringing  bad  luck  down  upon  his  head. 
But    Eberts    himself   grew    only    more 
and   more   bitter  against   dog.s.     He  de- 
clared   that    the    man    who    kept   a   dog 
was   a  criminal   and   that   ttie   legrisla- 


planadc,   and   shot,   feet  first,   under  an 
onrushing  Covington  car.  1 

He    was    t.ikon    from    underneath    the  1 
car    with    both    legs    crushed,    and    the 
surgeons    of    the    City    Ho.spital    ampu- 
tated both  just  below  the  knee. 

While  unconscious  and  all  during  the 
operation  ICberts  raved  about  dogs— de- 
claring they  had  ruined  liis  life  and  i 
cast  an  evil  spell  upon  him.  No  one 
knew  what  he  meant  until  the  news  ' 
of  his  terrible  accident  reached  Lynch- 
burg. 

It  Is  declared  among  the  superstitious 
In  that  locality  that  Eberts  has  been 
punished  for  kicking  dogs— and,  al- 
though many  persons  there  deny  they 
are  superstitious,  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
Lynchburg  and  Dodson  township— and 
all  that  valley  of  the  east  fork— is  tlie 
safest  place  for  dogs  in  all  the  world. 

TIGERS   PROTECT   FARJVIS. 

Last  year  1,285  tigers,  4,370  panthers 
atid  leopards,  2,000  bears  and  2.0S6  wolvc'! 
were  killed;  of  snakes— the  real  scourge 
of  India— no  record  is  possible,  and  un- 
fortunately, comparatively  few  are  de- 
stroyed,  says  Outing. 

However    deplorable    and    cootlv 


taking  of  human  and  cattle  life,  tho 
descent  upon  promi.sing  crops  by  deer 
and  pigs  and  monkeys  would  be  even 
more  serious  to  India,  and  more  ex- 
pensive to  the  natives,  were  it  not  for 
the   tiger,    the   panther   and   leopard. 

This  formidable  trio  of  tlie  cat  family 
practically  police  agricultural  India 
where  it  pushes  into  the  jungle,  and 
make  it  pos.'^ible  for  the  poor  native  to 
exist    througli   cultiv.ation   of   his  fields. 

So,  after  all,  it  is  a  question  whether, 
speaking  very  broadly,  tigers  are  not 
more  beneficial  than  liarmful.  I'ndoubt* 
edly  the  depredations  of  the  tiger  ar# 
overestimated,  because  it  Is  so  feared 
that  wherever  it  prowls  Invariably 
panic  .spreads  widely   to  it.s  discredit. 

On  India's  last  year's  deall^list  2,»Jt9 
were  credited  to  wild  beasts;  and  while 
all  of  tliese  are  laid  up  against  tho 
tigt  r,  panthers  and  wolves  (especially 
panthers)  should  be  charged  with  a 
very    considerable    sh.are. 

Tlie  fact  is  that  the  panther  and  leop- 
ard—which, except  as  to  size,  are  about 
alike  in  spotted  pelt  and  temper— aare  as 
much  underestimated  as  the  tiger  is  over- 
estim.ated. 

The  smaller  leopard  devotes  itself  more 
largely  lo  goats  and  niss  and  monk<  ys, 
while  the  panther  attacks  de<r.  gaur, 
cattle  and  man,  for  the  panthci-,  al.so, 
on  occasions,  btoomes  .a  "maneator,"  and 
when  it  does  it   is  n.  fury   insatiable. 

Panthers  are  bolder  in  attack,  more 
active  and  more  generally  vicious  than 
tigers;  yet  they  in.spirc  nothing  like 
such  awe  among  the  natives.  Indeed,  I 
have  seen  natives  rally  to  the  defense 
of  a  dog.  of  which  leopards  are  par- 
ticularly fond,  when,  had  the  Intruder 
been  a  tiger,  they  would  have  been 
paralyzed    into   action   by   very    fear.

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BUILDING 
THECANAL 

Chief  Shonts  of  the  Isth- 
mian Commission  Tells 
of  Work. 


By  July  the  Dirt  Will  Be- 
gin to  Fly  In 
Earnest 


Washinsrton.     Nove.     10.— Theodore        P. 
Shonts,  chief  of  the  isthmian  canal  com-  ] 
mission,    was    the    chief    speaker    at    the  ; 
meeting   of    the   American   Hardware   as-  I 
Bociation    and     the    National    Hardware 
association  at  the  new  Willard  hotel  last 
niglit.     There  was  a  large   attendance  of 

members  of  both  associations,  by  whom 
Air.  Shonts  was  given  a  hearty  reception 
as  he  entered  the  hall.  President  Uirge 
of  St.  Louis  called  the  assembly  to  or- 
der, and  Vice  President  L.upton  of  Pitts- 
burg introduced  Mr.  Shonts.  He  spoke, 
In  part,  as  fallows: 

la  order  to  make  the  Isthmus  a  place 
fit  to  live  in  and  to  work  in,  there  were 
three  fundamental  tasks  which  had  to  be 
performed  in  advance  of  all  others. 

First.  Through  sanitation  of  the  Isth- 
mus. 

Second.  Prlviding  suitable  habitations 
for   all   classes  of  employes. 

Third.  Providing  a  system  of  food  sup- 
ply which  would  afford  to  all  employes 
opportunity  of  obtaining  wholesome  food 
at  reasonable  cost. 

Seventy  per  cent  of  Panama  Is  now 
supplied  with  pure  mountain  water,  fed 
from  a  storage  large  enough  to  furnish 
sixty  gallons  per  day  to  each  inhabitant 
after  its  present  population  shall  have  i 
Increased  one-half.  Fifty  per  cent  of  a  i 
complete  modern  sewerage  system  has 
been  installed,  and  work  on  the  remain- 
der is  being  carried  rapidly  forward.  The 
first  million  of  brick  for  paving  its  streets 
are  on  the  ground.  The  city  has  been 
fumigated  time  and  again,  first  house 
by  house,  to  stop  the  spread  of  disease, 
and  agaiq  as  a  unit,  that  is,  the  entire 
city  at  one  time.  A  large  force  is  just 
finishing  a  thorough  cleaning  of  the  city 
—the  first  scrubbing  it  has  had  during  its 
centuries  of  existence;  and  Governor  Ma- 
goon,  under  whose  jurisdiction  all  this 
work  has  been  so  successfully  accom- 
plished is  arranging  to  raze  many  of 
the  worst  shacks  and  replace  them  with 
modern  sanitary  buildings.  Within  a 
j-ear  it  may  confidently  be  predicted, 
Panama  will  be  a  city  well  watered,  well 
seweied,  well  paved,  and  clean  and 
healthv.  What  has  been  done  for  Pana- 
ma is  being  done  for  Colon  and  every  im- 
fortant  labor  camp  across  the  isthmu.". 
(  we  have  not,  as  our  critics  complain, 
made  "the  dirt  fly,"  we  have  made  the 
filth  flv,  and  we  have  made  yellow  fever, 
that  supreme  terror  of  the  tropic.'',  fly  so 
far  from  the  isthmus  that  it  will  never, 
let  us  hope,   find   its  way  back  again. 

In  regard  to  providing  quarters  for 
the  ei)ii)loyes.  The  commission  in- 
herited from  the  French  company  more 
than  2.1W  buildings,  all  In  bad  condi- 
tion. During  the  past  year  f.49  of  them 
have  l)f»n  repaired,  fifty-eight  new 
buildings  have  been  erected  and  sixty- 
seven  more  are  in  course  of  construc- 
tion. Two  new  hotels,  three  stories  high 
and  containing  from  fifty-five  to  sixty 
rooms  each,  have  been  completed,  and 
autliority  has  been  granted  for  eight 
others,  a  portion  of  which  are  under 
construction  at  the  present  time.  Work 
la  in  progress  also  on  cottages  for 
TOJarricd  employes  and  on  bachelor 
quarters.  In  this  work  of  construction 
2.f(K)   men    are   employed. 

In  regard  to  food  supplies.  This  was 
the  most  serious  problem  that  con- 
fronted us.  If  we  couldn't  feed  the 
men,  we  couldn't  build  the  canal.  We 
were    brought    face    to    face    with    the 

§rotr!rm  of  feeding  12,(00  men,  with  a 
ase  of  supplies  2,iXK)  miles  away.  The 
net  result  of  our  efT^Trts  is  that  today 
we  are  affording  to  all  employes  an  op- 
porttmity  to  obtain  an  abundant  supply 
of  whol»'some  food,  cooked  and  un- 
cooked, at  reasonable  prices.  The  sil- 
ver men— by  which  I  mean  the  common 
laborers-are  being  fed  for  30  cents  per 
day,  and  it  is  good  food  in  place  of 
bad. 

The  only  really  valuable  Instrument 
essential  to  canal  building  acf|uired  by 
our  government  In  Its  purch;ise  from 
the  French  was  the  Panama  railroad. 
But  this  itistrument,  like  al>  the  others 
whose  wrecks  cover  the  isthmus,  had 
been  neglected  and  its  equipment  al- 
lowed to  become  obsolete. 

It     was     nece.<5.«;iry,     eonseque«tly.     to  1 
begin    at    once    the    construction    of    new ! 
wharves    equipped    with    modern    mechan-  i 
leal    appliances,    and    of    large    terminal  '■ 
yards  at  both  ends  of  the  ro;id;  of  exten- 
sive   warehouses;      of      suitable    machine 
shops,    and    of     a     modern     coal-hoistins 
plant,  which  will  reduce  the  cost  of  hand- 
ling coal  from  ship  to  engines   from  $1.30 
to  .about  12  cents  per  ton. 

We  have  also  purchased  new  and  more 
powerful  locomotives,  larger  cars  for 
both  passenger  and  freight  services,  and 
heavy  steel  rails  for  relaj'ing  the  road, 
and  have  strengthened  the  l>rldges  to  en- 
able them  to  carry  the  heavier  equipment. 
We  have  reorganized  the  personnel  of 
the  road,  putting  into  the  higher  posi- 
tions experienced,  aggressive,  up-to-date 
men,  with  t!'.e  result  that  with  the  o!d 
eqMii)m».-iit  and  fa<"ilities  thej^  have  cleared 
up  during  the  last  thirty  days  an  accumu- 
lation of  over  12,000  tons  of  commercial 
frel^rht. 

While  all  this  necessaiT  work  was  in 
progress,  the  task  of  purchasing,  for- 
wai'diiig    and    distributing    the    enormous 


quantity  of  materials  and  supplies  of  all 
kinds  was  receiving  our  constant  and 
most  careful  attention.  The  purchases 
Included  not  only  the  Items  entering  into 
the  permanent  plant,  but  also  those  re- 
quired for  the  i)reliminary  work.  The 
approximate  total  cost  of  our  purchases 
was  about  $9,fJ00,000.  In  regard  to  all 
equipment  purchases,  both  for  the  canal 
and  the  railroad,  it  should  be  .stated  thi\t 
the  gauge  of  the  Panama  railroad  being 
wider  than  the  standard  gauge  in  the 
United  States  made  it  impossible  to  use 
second-hand  rolling  stock  of  any  kind;  all 
locomotives  and  cars  had,  therefore,  to 
be  built   to  order. 

So  far  as  actual  excavation  and  dredg- 
ing are  concerned,  we  have  not  endeav- 
ored to  accomplish  much.  As  a  general 
principle,  in  which  I  think  you  will  all 
concur,  It  Is  inadvisable  to  attempt  to  run 
a  railroad  before  the  tracks  are  laid.  We 
are  now  working,  however,  six  steam 
shovels  in  Culebra  cut,  which  is  the  larg- 
est single  factor  in  the  construction  of 
the  canal,  and  have  removed  approxi- 
mately one  million  cubic  yards  of  ma- 
terial. By  this  work  we  are  accomplish- 
ing two  things:  First,  we  are  putting 
the  levels  of  the  cut  In  proper  condition 
for  the  Installation  of  the  largest  num- 
ber of  machines  which  can  be  effectively 
operated;  and,  second,  we  are  gather- 
ing data  which  will  be  useful  In  futuro 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  caiial  construc- 
tion. In  tlie  Culebra  work  2,600  men  are 
now  employed.  We  are  also  building  rail- 
way tracks  and  yards,  and  are  di'edging 
at  botli  ends  of  the  canal,  so  far  as  ad- 
visable until  the  question  of  type  of  ca- 
nal is  decided.  It  should  be  understood 
that  all  the  work  we  have  done  is  appli- 
cable  to  any  type  of  canal. 

The  question  of  labor  is  a  grave  and 
perplexing  one.  We  have  advanced  far 
enough  to  know  that  we  can  secure  a 
sufficient  supply  of  labor  from  the  trop- 
ics, so  far  as  numbers  are  concerned.  The 
question  of  quality  is  a  very  differeut 
matter. 

Concerning  the  eight-hour  law,  Mr. 
Slionts  said:  ' 

Such  application  will  Increase  the  labor 
cost  of  canal  construction  at  least  25  per 
cent,  and  will  add  many  millions  unneces- 
sarily to  the  total  expenditure.  In  my 
opinion  it  is  a  mistake  to  handicap  the 
construction  of  the  Panama  canal  by 
any  laws  save  those  of  police  and  sani- 
tation. I  want  to  go  on  record  here  that 
the  application  of  the  S-hour  law,  of  the 
contract  labor  law,  of  the  Chinese  exclu- 
sion act,  or  of  any  other  law  passed  or  to 
be  passed  by  congress  for  the  benefit  of 
American  labor  at  home,  to  labor  on  the 
isthmus  is  a  serious  error.  Over  80  per 
cent  of  the  employes  of  the  canal  will  be 
aliens.  A  majority  of  the  other  2tt  per 
cent  employed  will  be  In  a  clerical  or 
supervisory  capacity.  The  application  ot 
those  laws  on  the  isthmus  will  beueflt  a 
very  small  number  of  American  laborers, 
but  Willi  enormously  add  to  the  cost  of 
construction,  and  American  labor  at  home 
will  have  to  pay  its  share  of  the  conse- 
quent increase  in  taxation.  As  business 
men  you  will  understand  the  force  of  this 
statement. 

In  closing  Mr.   Shonts  said: 

It  Is  our  confident  bt^lief  that  by  thf 
first  of  July  next  the  plant  as  purchasei' 
will  be  installed  and  working  to  its  full- 
est capacity.  In  other  words  by  that 
time  the  dirt  will  begin  to  fly  in  earnest. 

The  canal  will  be  built— rest  assured  of 
that— and  it  will  be  built  at  Panama. 
Those  two  plia.ses  of  the  problem  have 
passed  Irrevocably  from  the  field  of  de- 
bate. There  Is  an  industrious  and  vol- 
uble band  of  hired  Ananiases  moving  to 
and  fro  in  the  land  whose  mission  is  to 
deny  this.  As  one  contemplates  the  out- 
put of  this  singular  Industry,  this  factory 
of  fiction,  he  is  moved  to  say  of  its  guid- 
ing spirit,  as  Shakespeare  says  of  Capt. 
Dumain:  "He  will  lie  with  such  volubil- 
ity, sir.  that  you  would  think  truth  were 
a  fool." 

They  are  wasting  their  energies  and 
their  "cash,  for  behind  Theodore  Roosevelt 
stand  the  American  people  in  solid  mass 
and  with  determined  front,  shouting  as 
one  man:  "Give  us  a  canal  that  will  be 
adequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
commerce  of  the  world,  and  give  It  to  us 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment."  That, 
gentlemen,  is  the  command  which  the 
commission,  under  the  inspired  lead  of  the 
prt-.sident.  Is  obeying  to  the  letter.  We  are 
building  the  "Roosevelt  canal."

OCTOPUS  LOADED.

One  of  Strangest  Accidents  in  History 
of  tlie  Sea. 

Felicity,  La.,  correspondence  Chicago 
Tribune:  "The  oyster  luesef  .Fean  Bap- 
tiste,  with  four  men  aboard,  was  blown 
up  and  totally  destroyed  in  Terre  Bonne 
bay  today.  Two  of  tlie  crew  were  killed 
and   two   rescued." 

Behind  that  brief  dispatch,  printed  in 
the  newspapers  throughout  the  United 
State.'?,  Is  hidden  one  of  the  strangest  ac- 
cidt'nts  of  sea  histoo'— a  story  of  perhaps 
the  oddest,  weirdest  adventures  In  the 
annals  of  the  gulf.  The  Jean  Bai>ti3te, 
an  oyster  lugger  in  season,  was  filling  in 
the  idle  seaaon  by  crabbing  along  the 
south  shore  of  Louisiana,  when  it  wa.j 
de.siroyed  by  a  shell  that  orlglnallv  was 
meant  to  sink  one  of  Cervera's  war- 
shij^s. 

But  It  was  the  manner  of  the  blowing 
up  and  the  way  in  which  the  shell  hap- 
pened to  travel  from  near  Kej'  West  to  u 
point  half  a  mile  off  Timbalier  island,  in 
Terre  Bonne  bay.  that  makes  the  story  of 
the  destruction  of  the  Jean  Baptiste  sotuid 
like    ronuince. 

The  shell,  dumped  overboard  from  one 
of  the  warships  of  Admiral  Sanioson's 
squadron  at  a  point  between  Tampa  and 
Key  >\'est,  evidently  was  swallowed  or 
carried  by  a  giant  octopus  nearly  l.OW) 
miles  to  the  westward,  and  brought  In  con- 
tact with  the  oyster  lusger— after  seven 
years— to  destroy  it.  Thai  the  shell  came 
from  Sampson's  ships  is  declared  un- 
doubted by  naval  experts,  who  declare 
that  never  .since  the  Spanish- American 
war  has  any  shell  been  cast  overboard 
into    the    gulf,    and,    although    they    are 


hesitating  and  doubtful  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  explosivesvurlljWn  the  shells  would 
maintain  their  dailgerous  character  undi-r 
water  for  seven  years,  they  believe  it  is 
possible,  and  they  are' ready  to  credit  the 
stories  told  by  the  survivors  from  the  ill- 
fated  Jean  Baptiste. 

The  story  is  one  so  wild,  so  strange, 
so  IncrtHlibie,  that,  eVen  after  It  was  lalrly 
wtll  substantiattd,  it  was  doubted  by 
many  until  Paul  Lemaire,  the  New  Or- 
leans expert,  went  to  the  scene,  inter- 
viewed the  survivors  and  gathered  relics 
that  seem  to  prove  beyond  doubt  the  au- 
thenticity of  the  story. 

The  lugger  Jean  Baptiste,  one  of  the 
groat  fleet  that  gathers  the  gulf  oisters 
in  season,  was  laid  up  for  repairs  when 
the  oyster  season,  clusfcd  late  in  April,  and 
when  the  painting  and  scraping  and  calk- 
ing were  all  finished,  Jules  Arbault,  the 
owner,  determined  to  spend  the  summer 
crabbing  along  the  coral  reefs  of  the  gulf 
shore  of  Louisiana. 

All  went  well,  it  .seems,  until  Wednes- 
day. The  Jean  Baptiste  was  crawling; 
along,  its  great  lateen  sail  flapping  idly 
in  the  breeze,  at  a  point  a  mile  off  the 
shore  of  Timbalier  island,  crawling  slowly 
along  fo  the  westward  to  where  the  low 
coral  coast  of  Isle  l>ernier  made  a  long 
blue  line  on  the  horizon. 

There  was  a  thunder  storm  brewing  over 
toward  Mexico,  and  Capt.  Arbault  was 
watching  it  with  quostionine  eyes.  The 
Good  Mother,  creeping  along  before  the 
soft  breeze.  Its  sail  slatting  and  slapping, 
was  also  watching  the  west  for  sisns  of 
the  storm.  The  rim  of  dark  purple  jrcw 
and  grew  in  the  West.  The  breeze  that 
had  been  pushing  the  two  boats  slowly 
westward  died  to  nothing,  and  Arbault 
called  to  Fllipe  and  to  Hippolite  to  pre- 
pare for  a  blow. 

The  wind  struck  fiercely,  with  sudden 
gusts  that  kicked  up  a  high  sea  In  a  few 
minutes.  The  luggers  were  running,  per- 
haps 100  yards  apart,  toward  the  ouiet

Suddenly,  above  the  howl  of  the  wind 
and  the  slapping  of  the  giant  sail,  Filipe 
heard  orders  screamed  by  Hippolite  and 
by  Arbault  at  the  same  instant:

CHINESE    PHYSICIAN. 

Reynold's  N-wspaper:  Chinese  phy- 
sicians of  much  repute  never  visit 
afoot,  but  must  be  carried  to  the  pa- 
tient on  a  horse,  mule  or  jack,  or  in  a 
carriage.  At  the  patient's  residence 
the  doctor  first  rests  awhile,  and  in  the 
meantime  is  served  with  liquors  and 
confections  and  often  with  a  formal 
meal. 

He  usually  collects  no  fee,  but  re- 
ceives a  percentage  of  the  fees  of  tlie 
apothecary  shop.  In  all  cases  of  cure, 
however,  he  is  rewarded  with  rich 
presents,  whose  value  depends  on  the 
rapidity  and  completeness  of  the  re- 
lief. Apothecary  shops  exist  in  every 
village  of  any  size. 

Prescriptions  always  consist  of  sev- 
eral drugs,  as  high  as  twenty  ingred- 
ients being  frequently  the  case.  They 
are  put  up  in  pill  shape  or  given  in 
their  natural  condition  and  boiled  to- 
gether by  relatives.  This  mess,  usually 
of  bitter  taste  (and  whose  odor  gen- 
erally horrifies  foreigners)  Is  always 
administered  hot,  and  usually  in  big 
cupfuils. 

A  Chinese  medicine  book,  dating  back 
to  the  Wing  dynasty  (156ts-ie44)  con< 
tains  no  leas  than  28,739  receipts.  Ma- 
terials of  the  Materia  Medica  Sinensis 
consl.'sts  of  vegetables,  minerals  and 
articles  belonging  to  dragon's  teeth, 
centlpeis,  scorpions,  SpanLih  flies, 
roachas,  beetles,  tadpples,  etc. 

Chinese  doctors  are,  however,  not 
content  with  medicines  alone.  They 
are  adepts  in  massage,  especially  of 
the  head  and  of  the  stomach  and  bow- 
els. When  light  massage  does  not  work 
a  relief  (In  pains  of  the  stomach,  for 
instance),  the  doctor  will  kneel  on  the 
stomach  and  rub  and  knead  with  his 
knees  and  hands  the  painful  part,  and 
this  he  will  keep  up  until  the  patient  is 
relieved  (or  says  he  is). 

Another  of  his  remedies  Is  acir- 
puncture,  or  plunging  a  needle  into 
various  parts  of  the  ho«iy — a  treat- 
ment that  is  said  to  be  very  effectual  In 
many  complaints,  and  is  highly  re- 
garded.

Chicago  Tribune:      In  these  days  of 

push  and  energy  it  sounds  strange  to 

talk  of  people  as  being  lazy,  and  still 

the   Todas,   a  hill   tribe   of   India,   are 

the  laziest  people  in  the  world. 

I      The  Todas  are  not  ashamed  of  their 

j  reputation  and  are  free  to  confess  that 

jthey   know   of  nothing  so   foolish  and 

I  stupid  as  work.

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pursuit  is  the  raising  of  buffaloes; 
they  ar  far  too  indolent  to  follow  the 
chase.  An  ax  is  their  only  weapon, 
although  they  know  how  to  make 
others.  They  u.^e  this  for  waging  war 
and  for  felling  trees.  They  will  not 
till  the  land,  considering  this  unneces- 
sary labor.  To  make  liousekeepJng 
easier,  all  their  natural  products  are 
held  in  common;  the  idea  of  property 
is  only  restricted  to  the  hut,  its  con- 
tents and  live  stock. 

The  buffaloes,  which  they  own  in 
large  quantities,  furnish  them  with 
skins  for  clothing  and  the  hut,  and  the 
meat  is  used  as  food.  But  milk  is  their 
principal  diet.  They  do  not  even  relish 
the  idea  of  milking  their  cattle;  the 
head  milkers  are  the  only  ones  that 
are  to  be  pursuaded  to  do  this  labor. 
These  men  are  chosen  from  the  class 
of  "peikl"  or  "sons  of  God."  They  are 
the  priests  and  practise  celibacy.  Al- 
though the  priests  tend  to  the  cattle, 
each  householder  owns  his  cattle. 

Much  as  these  men  dislike  the  car- 
ing for  their  cattle  they  find  farming 
a  less  dignified  calling.  Some  years 
ago  they  went  to  war  with  their  neigh- 
bors, the  Badaga  and  Kotas,  as  they 
might  be  able  to  levy  a  tax  of  one- 
eighth  on  their  grain  products.  When 
their  grain  grows  scarce  they  live  on 
roots  and  berries.  They  will  sell  their 
land  or  give  it  away,  but  they  will  not 
cultivate  It  at  any  price. 

The  building  of  bamboo  huts  does 
not  interest  them  any  more  than  the 
cultivating  of  the  soil,  and  they  make 
this  task  easy  by  making  the  boys  cut 
the  bambo  and  their  wives  build  the 
hut.s.  It  is  not  unusual  for  three 
families  to  sliare  one  abode.  The  men 
are  often  so  lazy  that  they  cannot  af- 
ford one  wife  alone,  but  even  this  does 
not  worry  them;  two  or  three  brothers 
manage  to  support  one  wife.  Indolent 
and  slothful,  they  sit  listless  for  hours, 
unconcerned  about  all  things.  What 
they  know  they  know  well;  they  are 
intelligent  within  certain  narrow  lim- 
its, but  they  are  too  lazy  to  Increase 
their  store  of  knowledge.  Whatever 
has  to  be  done  must  be  cared  for  by 
the   women   and  children. 

Strangely,  their  appearance  does  not 
disclose  this  most  marked  character- 
istic. They  are  tall  and  well  propor- 
tioned. They  look  like  Roman  sena- 
tors,  as  they  walk,   wrapped   in   skins 


resembling  the  ancient  toga.  Their 
appearance  is  not  only  prepossessing, 
but  bold  and  self-reliant. 

Many  an  amusing  story  is  told  of 
this  small  hill  tribe,  numbering  about 
4  00  men.  An  American  missionary 
was  working  among  them,  when  one 
day  he  saw  some  women  and  boys 
building  a  hut  of  bamboo.  He  in- 
quired why  the  men  were  not  pei- 
forming  this  labor,  and  one  woman 
explained:  "Husband  mine  don't 
work;  me  and  boys  build  hou.se." 

The  mis.^ionary  made  no  further 
comment,  but  when  the  hut  was  built 
he  told  the  husband  that  he  must  build 
another  hut,  as  he  could  not  live  in  a 
home  made  by  women  and  children. 
"No,  no,  me  no  work;  man  has  boys 
and  wife  to  work." 

'  The  Toda  meant  what  he  said.  Al- 
i  though  the  missionary  argued,  and 
I  finally  horse-whlppe'l  the  native,  he 
I  could  not  get  him  to  build  a  hut. 

An  equ-ally  amusing  story  is  told  by 
'  an   English   officer.     He   was  so   taken 
i  by  the  handsome  appearance  of  one  ot 
1  tho  natives  he  wanted  to  take  him  to 
England    and    place    him    in    his    own 
regiment.     The  officer  gave  the  native 
skins  and  silks  until   the  Toda  prom- 
ised to  become  an  English  soldier.    He 
was  delighted  with  the  officer's  bright, 
gay    uniform.      He    did    not    feel    bad 
about  leaving  his  country,  his  wife  and 
children,    but   when    he   was  told   that 
soldiers  work,  he  said: 

"'Mc  no  bo  an  English  soldier;  me 
be  Toda.  Me  no  work;  me  no  liko 
work."  _, 

Wh?n  the  English  officer  tried  to 
persuade  him  he  made  answer:  'Take 
wife  and  boys;  they  be  English  sol- 
diers— like  work.  Me  stay  home  and 
rest;  me  be  Toda."

Rev.  and  Mrs.  John  Callahan,  of  the 
Star  of  Hope  mission,  who  have  been 
residents  of  this  city  for  the  past  sev- 
en years,  will  sever  their  connection 
•with  that  institution  and  leave  Duluth 
next  week  for  New  York  City,  where 
they  have  accepted  a  call  to  a  wider 
field  in  the  work  of  rescuing  souls. 

Next  Wednesday  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Calla- 
han, expect  to  start  for  the  scene  of 
their  new  work,  which  will  be  at  Wes- 
ley Rescue  hall,  one  of  the  most  famous  | 
lAstitutions  of  its  kind  in  the  counti-y, 
BJifl  located  on  the  Bowery,  between 
Bleecker  and  Houston  streets,  the  heart 
of  the  red  light  district,  a  district  that 
reeks  with  gambling,  crime  and  vice. 

Wesley  Rescue  hall  Is  supported  by 
the  New  York  East  conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  church,  which  paid 
1255, 00()  for  the  building  seven  months 
ago  and  devoted  it  to  rescue  work.  Pre- 
viously, the  building  which  has  a  front- 
age of  100  feet  on  the  Bowery,  close  to 
Bishop  Potter's  famous  "Subway  Sa- 
loon," was  occupied  on  the  first  floor  by 
a  penny-in-the-slot  amusement  hall.  In 
the  basement  was  a  saloon,  while  the 
second  floor  was  a  large  ball  room.  Next 
dcor  is  the  famous  McQurk's  "Suicide 
Hall."  so-called  by  reason  of  the  young 
women  who  have  gone  there  to  drown 
their  troubles  in  drink,  and  who  have 
finished  up  with  poison. 

The  hall  accommodates  from  GOO  to 
700  persons  and  it  is  filled  every  night 
"With  men  aTid  boys  from  the  Bowery 
districts  whom  the  Christian  people 
hope  to  reach.

He  was  ordained  at  the  annual  con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church  held  at  Morris,  Minn.,  about 
three  years  ago. 

The  Star  of  Hope  mission  was  estab- 
lished in  the  Bowery  district  of  Duluth 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Callahan,  about  three 
years  ago.  It  has  been  non-sectarian  in 
Its  work  and  has  built  up.  under  the 
support  of  the  general  public  and  guid- 
ance of  the  Callahans  on  well  estab- 
lished lines.

HIS  LIFE  BY  FIRE 

Fights   Furiously    With 
Guards  Who  Attempt 
to  Save  Him.        1 

Newark,  N.  J.,  Nov.  10.— Michael  Mc- ' 
Dermott,   who   was  serving  a   sentence 
for     drunkenness,   burned     himself     to 
death  in  a  padded  cell  here  last  night, 
the  smoke  and   smell   of  burning  flesh ' 
creating  a   panic   among   the   prisoneis ' 
that   required   the  work  of  all   the  Jail  ' 
officials   to   subdue.     Last    night,   after  I 
the  prisoners  had  retired  and   the  jail  I 
was  quiet,  the  guards  on  duty  smelled 
smcke   and    tracked    it    to    the    padded  ; 
cell.     In  some  manner  McDermott  had  ; 
set  fire  to  the  place.    His  clothing  was  '• 
burning   fiercely  when   the   guards   ar- 1 
rived,   and   the   cell    was   choked     with 
smoke.      At    sight    of    the    keepers    the 
prisoner  burst  Into  cries  of  rage.     The 
keepers   made   an   effort   to   rescue   the 
man,    but    he    fought   them    until    they 
had  to  run  from  the  cell  to  avoid  suf- 
focation.    A   second  attempt  at  rescue 
was   made,   and   this  time  the  guards, 
though    badly     burned,     succeeded     in 
dragging  McDermott  into  the  corridor, 
where  he  fell  in  a  heap.     He  was  dead 
when  the  doctors  arrived. 
"■  When    the   fire    in    the    cell    was    ex- 
tinguished   the     guards     succeeded    in 
quieting   the  prisoners,   some  of  whom 
were  found  to  have  brfdly  hurt   them- 
selves   in    their    frantic    efforts    to    re- 
lease   themselves    from    the    cells.

.Something  over  a  year  ago  llttie 
Juanita  Bela.sco  of  San  Antonio  met 
ilie  tall  and  handsome  Americano,  John 
Kerr,  and,  won  and  wed,  became  in 
lime  the  mother  of  a  black  and  bright- 
eyed  boy,  whom  it  was  the  father's 
dream  to  present  to  the  pleased  eye  of 
its  grandfather,  on  his  side,  living  at 
Lindsay.  "^ 

Accordingly,  two  weeks  ago  the  three 
alighted  at  the  Lindsay  station  and 
were  soon  in  the  bosom  of  the  senior 
Kerr's  \tiome.  Not  for  long,  however, 
does  ItTseem  that  the  joy  at  the  home- 
cc»mlng  was  celebrated.

DESPISEDCORN  HUSK 

Comes  Into  Place  In  Economic  System  of 
the  World. 

Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  Nov.  10.— The  des- 
pised corn  husk  has  come  into  a  place 
in  the  economic  system  of  the  world. 

It  Is  worth  as  much  as  half  a  cent 
each  In  lots  of  10,000  if  it  is  \he  right 
kind — soft,  pliant,  well  bleached!  and 
the  market  is  Fort  Worth. 

The   Armour   packing   house   is   using 

the  husks  for  wrapping  sausage.  In 
other  words,  after  the  corn  has  gono 
into  the  hog,  the  hog  goes  into  the  corn 
husk.  They  are  said  to  give  an  un- 
usual flavor  to  the  sausage,  and  the 
manufacturers  report  that  the  project 
has  .so  far  been  successful  enough  to 
warrant  the  prediction  that  not  only 
will  the  Fort  Worth  plant  continue  it, 
but  the  plants  at  East  St.  Louis,  Chi- 
cago and  Kansas  City  will  add  the 
husk-wrapped  .sausages  to  their  lists. 

The  best  corn  husks  are  said  to  come 
from  Northwest  Texas.  There  they 
bleach  whiter  than  elsewhere,  and  seem 
to  impart  a  flavor  superior  to  that  of 
any  other  husk.

Commission  Has  Been 

Completed. 

Men  Lived   Out  Doors 

For  Years  Preparing 

the  Records. 


Muskogee.  I.  T.,  Nov.  10.— The  last  field 
party  has  broken  camp  and  come  into 
headauarters  at  the  Dawes  commission 
and  the  camp  life  and  work  which  the 
commission  has  been  forced  to  do  for  the 


last  ten  years  came  to  an  end.  All  that 
is  now  left  of  what  was  once  a  «mal! 
army  of  tield  men  In  a  single  person  sent 
here  and  there  to  look  up  special  work. 
There  was  a  time  when  there  were  twen- 
ty camps  and  o50  men  in  the  tield. 

The  first  field  work  was  the  enrollinK 
Iiariies,  until  out  ten  years  ago.  Thi.s 
work  has  been  conti(}uous  and  diK-reased 
gradually.  The  biggest  camps  were  for 
aiipralsenunt  and  survey  ot  llie  entire 
i<  riitory,  preparatory  to  allotment.  This 
1"mU  a  year  j-iid  a  half  and  dozens  of 
camps  and  hundreds  of   men. 

Tiie  geological  survey  was  completed 
i'l  181*.  Tiio  survey  lor  allotment  and 
appi-uisement  was  comnunctd  in  IJWD,  au.l 
completed  two  years  later. 

The  enormity  of  the  latter  task  is  un- 
derstood when  one  considers  that  ther" 
•ire  ol.<J<ir  square  miles  in  the  Indian  Ter 
ritory.  Fv.  i  v  forty  acres  of  this  land 
had  to  be  surveyed  and  ridden  over  by 
the  appraisers  and  classified.  Then  there 
ate  tiousands  of  acrt-s  of  land  in  mouM" 
laueous  districts  almost  impossible  to 
tet  over.  Some  is  in  swamps.  The  men 
were  sent  to  the  mountains  and  high 
{■lairlfcs  in  the  summer  and  to  the  low- 
lands and   swamps  in   the  winter. 

The  field  men  received  $H)0  a  month 
and  board,  the  gover^iment  furnishing 
tent.s.  coolvs,  teamsters  and  horses.  The 
man  in  charge  of  the  camp  received 
$115.  There  were  originally  from  ten  to 
liftien  men  in  each  camp.  Thev  survcyetl 
appraised  and  classified  the  land  as  they 
lode  hortsehaok,  but  every  forty  acres 
had  to  be  accounted  for.  They  also  ap- 
praised the  timber.

in  caring  for  Us  field  parties.  It  fur- 
nished excellent  food  and  plenty  of  ;t 
It  paid  two  cooks  good  s^alarie.s  and  the 
years  in  the  lield  made  good  men  out  of 
weakling.s.  They  got  good  food  and 
plenty    of  exercise   in    the  oi>en. 

Sometimes  they  waded  in  swamps 
witli  water  waist  deep  in  freezing 
wt-alher,  and  sometimes  they  were  in 
the  hottest  "pockets"  in  the  mountain 
districts  in  the  summer  time,  but  they 
were  hardened  to  it.  And  au  accus- 
tomed to  the  work  did  they  become 
that  few  remained  -  on  the  commission 
for  office  work  when  the  field  parties 
were  gradually  called  in.  The  enrolling 
parties  lived  in  exactly  the  same  way, 
but  they  moved  greater  distances  and 
camped  longer  in  one  place.  They  deal 
with  the  Indians  and  not  with  the 
lands. 

At  the  time  the  commission  had  its 
appraising  and  surveying  parties  out 
tliere  were  6!<0  men  working  and  there 
were  350  of  them  in  the  field.  They 
had  150  horses  and  mules  and  twenty-one 
outfits.  Some  men  who  rode  all  over  the 
territory  examining  the  lands  have 
since  become  some  of  the  most  valu- 
able land  experts  in  the  territory. 
They  can  buy  more  land,  locate  it 
quicker,  and  take  more  leases  and  lo- 
cate the  Indian  quicker  than  anvone 
else.  Many  have  gone  into  the  land 
and  lease  business  and  have  made 
money. 

Gradually  the  big  camp  equipments 
the  horses,  mules  and  wagons  have 
been  sold  off,  the  last  government  sale 
taking  place  recently.  The  work  for 
the  office  force  will  continue  several 
years   completing    the   record.s. 

NEGRO  EVANGELIST 

Who  Obeys  "Spirit's"  Orders  and  Ques- 
tions Not  the  Authority. 

Maysville.  Ky.,  Nov.  10.— Rev.  Henry 
Graves,  a  negro  evangelist,  has  arrived 
here  from  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  where  he 
has  been  holding  meetings  for  five  weeks 


He  was  born  and  raised  at  Hender.son, 
Ky..  and  when  quite  young  was  put  to 
work  in  the  coal  mines  at  E'npire.  Ky.. 
where,  while  he  was  at  work  was  called 
to  preach. 

He  says  that  March  28,  last,  while  at 
work  In  the  mines  by  himself,  the  Spirit 
visited  him  and  called  him  to  go  forth 
anl  preach  the  gosjK'l  to  dying  men.  He 
began  April  25,  and  since  that  time  has 
traveled  over  the  greater  part  of  this 
and  idjoining  states;  has  walked  over 
1,300  miles;  has  preached  from  two  to 
four  times  each  day  .since  he  accepted 
t!ie  call,  and  has  not  wanted  for  any- 
tiiing. 

He  will  stay  tit^re  "ae  long  as  the 
Spirit  directs."  aivi  doe.sn't  know  where 
his  ncx<  place  of  preaching  will  be,  th ; 
Spirit  directing  his  movements.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  Missionary  IJaptist 
church.

tic   exploring  expedition     of     Commander 
Amundsen    in    the   sloop    Gjon. 

The  pa.ssage  has  been  the  dream  of  Arc- 
tic explorers.  Many  have  tricnl  it,  but 
none  had  succeeded.  While  of  no  com- 
mercial advantage,  its  navigation  is  a  feat 
many  time  attempted. 

Capt.  Comer  based  his  statement  on  a 
letter  he  had  from  Commander  Amund- 
sen, who  was  then  (April  'iZ)  in  Gjoa, 
King  William's  L^ind.  Capt.  Comer  fig- 
ured that  the  ship  must  have  made  the 
better  part  of  the  passage,  for  she  was  in 
Simpson  strait,  and  the  commander  had 
asked  about  the  country  to  the  westward. 
In  reply  Capt.  Comer  had  sent  Informa- 
tion that  American  whalers  were  winter- 
ing in  Mackenzie  river  at  Hersell  island. 

The  natives  reported  that  the  Norwe- 
gian had  made  the  passage,  or  the  better 
part  of  it,  and  the  commander  himself  had 
sent  word  that  the  vessel  had  accom- 
plished all  she  hoped  for  and  would  work 
her  way  out  to  Behring  strait  this  past 
summer.  It  Is  believed  that  the  com- 
mander meant  that  he  had  made  the 
passage. 

Capt.  €reorge  Comer  before  he  arrived 
here  had  caught  eleven  whales.  He 
brought  stories  of  experiences  with  the 
Canadian  police,  who,  from  all  accounts, 
are  determined  to  keep  the  American 
whalers  out  of-Hudson  bay. 

It  has  been  rumored  that  the  Era's  cap- 
tain has  be^n  obliged  to  pay  as  high  as 
$1,600  for  the  privilege  of  whaling  and 
trading  In  Hudson  bay.  but  the  captain's 
story  disproves  tliese  rumors. 

"I  actually  paid  out  in  money  the  sum 
of  $95,"  said  Capt.  Comer,  "and  this  was 
all  the  duty  the  Canadian  government  im- 
posed on  me,  and  it  was  all  I  paid. 

"No,  there  Is  no  whaling  license  Im- 
posed on  us.  but  I  understand  the  Can- 
adians are  trying  to  have  whaling  license 
imposed.  We  heard  that  there  was  a 
measure  up  to  make  licenses  for  whaling 
In  the  bay  $S0O  for  the  first  year,  $1,000 
for  the  second  and  $l,2(i0  for  the  third.  The 
money  we  paid  out  was  for  landing  am- 
munition, rifles  and  other  goods  for  the 
natives,  and  the  police  tried  to  prevent  us 
from  getting  muskox  skins.  Did  we  get 
any?  Well,   you  can  say  a  few,   together 


with   some   bear   skins   and   a   few   other 
skins."

Rev.  A.  W.  Ryan,  rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Episcopal  ctturch,  presided.  Opening  his 
lecture  Dr.  Patton  said  last  night  in 
part : 

"The  Christian  religion  has  no  succea- 
eor.  When  it  die.s  tliorf>  is  nothing  thai 
will  take  its  place.  There  is  nothing  to 
hold  together  the  fabric  of  .society  in 
harmony  outside  of  faith  in  the  living 
God.  When  you  liave  nothing  upon 
which  to  lean  but  frail  morality,  etiquette 
or  custom  you  have  nothing  as  against 
Christianity.  Morality  won't  live  with- 
out Christianity  until  passion  dies.  Take 
away  GLristianlty  and  you  take  away  a 
theory  of  the  universe."  Continuing  he 
sa'd. 

"This  doctrine  of  Christianity  presup- 
poses an  incarnation.  It  does  not  pre- 
suppose a  faith  incarnation,  a  paper  in- 
carnation or  any  other  incarnation,  but 
a  real  incarnation.  It  is  the  real  thing; 
tor  Jesus  is  God  or  He  is  not.  If  He  is 
net  we  won't  have  any  trouble  over  re- 
ligion. If  He  is  God  you  must  have  some 
tlieory  as  to  His  existence  prior  to  in- 
carnation and  how  the  supernatural  and 
the  natural  combine.  The  man  wlio  says 
he  will  have  no  metaphysics  in  his  ques- 
tion of  incarnation  is  in  a  bad  way.  You 
must  have  metaphysics  or  no  incarnation. 
Some  ask:  Could  not  a  purely  evolution- 
ary process  give  us  an  incarnation?  No; 
it  could  give  its  only  a  belief  in  an  in- 
carnation." 

The  doctor  went  on  the  show  that  there 
could  be  no  evolutionary  Incarnation, 
tracing  man  from  the  oyster  to  primitive 
man,  to  Moses,  and  even  to  Christ 
and  then  declared  that  evolution 
to  the  extent  of  taking  in  God  Himself 
paralyzes  the  conception,  that  it  is  un- 
thinkable. He  then  discussed  the  ques- 
tion of  the  resurrection  in  connection 
with  incarnation,  and  said  that  some  try 
to  believe  in  incarnation  without  believ- 
ing in  the  resurrection.  He  declared  this 
to  be  believing  In  the  doctrine  and  dis- 
believing   in    the  evidence. 

He  declared  the  principal  trouble  to  be 
about  the  matter  of  the  divinity  of 
Christ.  The  divinity  of  Christ,  he  said, 
is  easv  enough  to  prove  if  one  believes 
in  tiie  Bible  as  being  an  inspired  word  of 
God,  but  the  trouble  here  is  that  those 
who  doubt  the  divinity  of  Christ  do  not 
believe  the  Bible  to  be  Inspired.  He 
humorously  interjected  the  observation 
that  one  good  proof  that  the  Bible  is 
founded  solidly  is  that  It  has  3urvi%ed 
some  of  its  defenses.  He  said  that  he 
would  confine  his  argument  to  establish 
the  truth  of  the  divinity  of  Christ  upon 
these  three  grounds  namely: 
—  The  idea  in  the  Old  Testament;  the 
conversion  of  the  Apostle  Paul;  and  the 
resurrection  of  Christ.  He  declarfd  that 
all  the  lines  of  prophetic  light  of  the  Old 
Testament  converge  .so  absolutely  to  the 
great  event  of  the  coming  of  Christ  that 
little  ground  is  left  for  doubt  that  if  the 
Christ  who  did  appear  I'JOO  years  ago  and 
was  proclaimed  as  the  Messiah,  was  truly 
.«o.  He  was  the  fultillmont  of  the  pro- 
phecies of  the  Old  Testament. 

Turning  to  the  conversion  of  the  Apostle 
Paul,  Dr.  Patton  declared  that  not  the 
Bible  alone  need  be  taken  as  authority 
for  the  statement  that  Paul  was  convert- 
ed and  went  abroad  preaching  the  new 
gospel,  but  contemporaneous  history 
agreed  upon  this.  The  question  which  re- 
mains Is  whether  or  not  Paul  rually  saw 
the  vision  he  claimed  to  have  seen:  was 
he  crazy;  or  was  he  a  humbug  and  a 
Dr.  Patton  declared  that  he  be- 
lieved the  conversion  of  Paul  to  be  gen- 
uine and  one  of  the  greatest  things  lii.s- 
Connecied  with  the  various 


teuch  Is  purely  a  literary  one.  John 
Stuart  Mill,  said  the  speaker,  has  proved 
that  there  Is  no  benevolence  in  nature,  but 
that  her  record  is  that  of  bloodshed, 
famine  and  pestilence.  There  was  nothing 
benevolent  hi  the  world  until  man  came 
and  benevolence  became  part  of  his  make- 
up when  mercy  and  truth  came  together 
in  his  being.  That  great  change  came 
11*00  years  ago  with  the  Christ. 

"You  can't  think,"  he  continued,  "that 
a  great  change  came  1900  years  ago  with- 
out thinking  that  something  wonderful 
caused  it." 


DULUTH  LOSES

Islands. 

Although  Duluth  was  the  popular 
choice  of  the  deleg:atcs  at  the  conven- 
tion of  the  American  Society  of  Civil 
Engineers.  In  Cleveland,  last  year,  for 
the  next  annual  grathorlng.  It  has  been 
decided  to  hold  it  at  Frontenac,  in  the 
Thousand  Islands,  N.  T. 

Local  members  of  the  society  are 
rather  put  out  about  the  matter,  and 
may  make  an  effort  to  have  the  board 
of  direction  change  its  decision.  At 
the  Cleveland  convention  Duluth  re- 
ceived 348  votes  for  the  convention  seat 
and  the  Thousand  Islands  received  only 
two.

Several  local  engineers  met  yesterday 
at  the  office  of  Maj.  Charles  L.  Potter, 
chief  of  the  United  States  engineers 
stationed  here.  All  of  them  were  much 
surpri-sed  and  disappointed  to  learn 
that  the  board  of  direction  had  taken 
the  convention  away  from  them.  They 
may  protest,  but  It  will  probabl 
avail  them  nothing. 

The  vote  at  the  convention  does  not 
determine  where  the  conventions  shall 
be  held,  being  merely  a_  suggestion  to 
the  board  of  direction.  This  body  usu- 
ally follows  out  the  wishes  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  members  in  the  matter. 

The  Duluth  engineers  have  been  try- 
ing to  secure  the  convention  for  two 
years,  and  were  practically  certain 
that  it  would  come  here  in  1906.  They 
had  planned  elaborate  entertainment 
for  the  visitors,  which  included  trips 
to  the  St.  Louis  river  water  power  de- 
velopments, the  Vermilion  and  Mosaba 
Iron  ranges  and  a  jaunt  into  the  cop- 
per country.

Mr.  McCleary  opened  his  re- 
marks by  declaring  that  he  was  in 
exact  apoord  with  the  Republican  na- 
tional platform  and  President  Roose- 
velt on  the  tariff  question,  believing 
that  there  should  be  no  revision  until 
the  public  Interests  demand  it,  or  were 
promoted  thereby. 

"And  nothing  has  happened  since  the 
platform  was  adopted  and  President 
Roosevelt  announced  his  stand,  in  his 
letter  of  acceptance,  to  warrant  us  in 
believing  that  the  time  for  tariff  re- 
vision has  now  been  reached,"  said 
Mr.  McCleary.. 

The  speaker  agreed  with  Governor 
Cummms  of  Iowa,  in  the  latter's  recent 
statertient  that  there  should  be  a  sta- 
bility in  the  tariff  laws,  and  that  they 
should  not  be  changed  for  light  or 
trivial  reasons.

Spanish  topaz,  rock  crystal, 
rose  quart,  aventurine,  blue  chalce- 
dony, amazon  stone.  New  Zealand  jade 
(nephrite),  Burmese  (so-called  Chinese) 
jadeite,  moonstone,  garnet  and  other 
minerals  of  every  kind.  Coral  in  the 
form  of  beads  has  been  especially  in 
vogue.  The  market  has  demanded  the 
richest  Mediterranean  coral,  either 
deep  red  or  delicate  pink;  Japanese 
coral,  pink,  yellow  pink  and  red,  as 
well  as  white  coral,  either  pure  white 
or  with  a  single  speck  of  red  or  pink 
on  each  bead,  the  beads  in  the  center 
of  a  string  being  often  three-fourths 
of  an  inch  to  one  inch  in  diameter.

THE  LONG  WISHED 
GOAL  IN  SIGHT 

Thirty  New  York  Capital- 
ists Supply  Funds  For 
National  Theater. 

New  York,  Nov.  in.— With  a  sub- 
scription in  all,  of  $3,000,000,  from  thirty 
wealthy  New  York  men,  prominent  in 
finance,  patrons  of  art  and  stanch  sup- 
porters of  grand  opera  at  the  Metro- 
politan; with  the  purchase  of  the  entire 
block  front  from  Sixty-second  to  Sixty- 
third  street,  facing  Central  park  west; 
with  plans  ordered  for  a  superb  theater 
to  co^t  $2,000,000,  enHched  with  treas- 
ures maldiig  it  the  greatest  art  gallery 
of  New  York  with  the  exception  of  the 
Metropolitan  mu.soum  of  art;  with  a 
committee  of  women  who  are  leaders 
in  New  York  society  and  who  are  to 
decide  who  shall  be  accorded  boxtis  In 
this  artistic  and  social  rival  to  the 
"golden  hor.se  shoe"  of  the  Metropoli- 
tan; with  these  and  other  details  quiet- 
ly arranged,  America's  National  thea- 
ter, long  dreamed  of,  has  been  founded 
in  New  York,  with  Henry  Conreid  at 
Its  head. 

The  plans,  aims  and  general  details 
of  the  e.«»tablishment  of  a  theater  to  do 
for  the  drama  in  this  country  what  the 
Theater  Francai^,  or  the  liurg  theater 
for  Germany,  were  explained  yesterday 
by  a  well-known  financier,  whose  pat- 
ronage of  artistic  efforts  in  America 
has  caused  his  name  to  be  widely 
known.     He  said: 

"For  some  years  there  has  been 
much  and  earnest  talk  about  the 
founding  of  a  national  theater,  which 
has  been  sadly  needed,  but  its  worthy 
promoters  were  not  equipped  with  the 
financial  means  towards  its  accom- 
plishment. 

"I  and  other  men,  blessed  with 
means  and  an  Inclination  to  bring 
about  a  dramatic  'consummation  de- 
voutly to  be  wished,'  met  HeinHch  Con- 
ried  and  talked  It  over  with  him. 

"To  make  a  long  story  short,  a  num- 
ber of  gentlemen  were  approached  and 
It  was  at  once  found  that  they  were 
heartily  Interested  in  the  project.  I 
need  not  mention  them  all,  but  may 
say  that  among  them  were  Clarence 
Mackay,  Henry  Morgenthau.  James 
Speyer,  James  Stlllman.  Daniel  Gug- 
genheJmer  and  many  others. 

"The  plan  was  that  thirty  gentle- 
men should  subscribe  $100,000  each,  and 
for  their  Investment  they  should  have 
as  collateral,  as  It  were,  a  site  to  be 
purchased  for  about  $1,000,000  and  the 
theater,  to  cost  $2,000,000  more.  Thirty 
were  readily  found. 

"This  theater  will  be  begun  next 
spring  and  will  take  over  a  year  to 
complete.     No  one  will  be  permitted  to 


own  a  box  unless  accepted  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

"The  company  w\^l  be  the  best  that 
unlimited  money  can  Command. 

"The  theater  will  be  an  authoritly  in 
Its  acting.  It  will  aim  at  purity  in 
English  pronunciation,  passed  upon, 
where  there  Is  difference  of  opinion, 
by  a  committee  from  Yale,  Harvard, 
Columbia  and  Princeton.  A  committee 
of  artists  win  be  consulted  as  to  the 
scenery  and  costumes. 

"The  season  will  be  thirty  weeks. 
There  will  not  be  any  long  runs.  Ten 
plays  will  be  produced  the  first  year; 
ten  each  year  following.  And  on  two 
nights  each  week  there  will  be  opera 
comique,  not  'comic  opera,'  as  Broad- 
way unhappily  knows  it,  but  genuine, 
delightful  opera  comique,  with  artist? 
drawn  from  Paris,  Berlin,  Vienna  and 
other  foreign  cities,  as  well  as  home 
singers  and  a  contingent  from  the 
Metropolitan  opera  hou.se.'

THE   BARBER  TALKS. 

New  York  Sun:  "No,"  said  the  barber, 
"I  never  knew  a  man.  thM  cut  his  own 
hair,  but  I  know  a  nria;W-ho  trims  his 
own  beard.  He  is  a  v^rj^'good  customer 
of  mine;  I  have  cut  l^is  hair  for  years, 
but  he  trims  his  own  beard. 

"He  wears  only  a  shurt  pointed 
beard  on  his  chin,  trlmmtng  the  sldts  of 
his  face  closely.  He  *ever  could  get  a 
barber  to  trim  his  beard  exactly  as  ho 
wanted  it  and  so  lie  took  to  trimming  it 
himself.  He  bought  himself  a  clipper 
for  the  sides  of  hi.s  face,  and  then 
with  a  pair  of  shears  ,  he  was  all 
equipped. 

"He  trims  his  beard' every  day  and  he 


makes  a  pretty  good  job  of  it.  A  barber 
could  tell  that  it  was  hand  cut,  so  to 
.^peak,  but  you  couldn't  tell  that  now  so 
ea.sily  as  you  could  at  fir.st,  because 
he'.s  improved  in  his  work,  and  now  he 
turns  out  a  pretty  good  Job.  So  there's 
on«  man,  anyway,  that  trims  his  own 
beard,  but  I  never  knew  anybody  that 
cut  his  own  hair. 

"You  say  you  knew  a  man  once  that 
had  thirty-one  razors,  one  for  every 
day  in  the  month?

Well,  I  don't  take 
much  stock  in   tliat  idea. 

"If  a  man's  got  a  good  razor  and  he's 
got  it  In  proper  condition  it  will  cut 
and  keep  on  cutting.  I've  got  a  custo- 
mer who  shaves  himself  with  tho  same 
razor  right  along,  day  after  day.  for 
six  month.s.  Then  he  brings  it  In  4o 
me  to  be  sharpened,  and  1  put  it  into 
proper  shapo  for  hfm-.  and  thfft  ho 
start.s  in  again  with  It,  using  it  day 
after  day. 

"Don't  I  ii.cjp  the  .same  raaor  many 
times  a  day?  Sure.  What  you  want  is 
a  good  r.azor  in  good  order,  and  you  can 
siiave  with   such  .1   r.azor  anv  time 

'Difference  in  razors?  Why.  certain- 
ly. Some  razors  wfar  well  .and  keep 
their  edge  and  some  don't.     You  might 


buy  two  razors  at  the  same  price  at  the 
same  time  and  out  of  the  same  stock, 
razors,  very  likely,  probably,  in  fact, 
made  at  the  same  time  from  the  same 
bar  of  steel,  and  find  them  very  differ- 
ent.    It's  In  the  temper." 


PEARLS    REALLY    DIE. 

London  Dally  Mall:  That  pearls  "die" 
In  o))Scurlty,  and  retain  their  luster  and 
value  when  worn  frequently,  is  a  fact 
that  has  always  to  be  borne  in  mind 
by   the    owners   of  jewels. 

The  statement  that  an  liistorical  pearl 
necklace  in  the  Louvre  originally  worth 
£20,000  is  rapidly  depreciating  did  not  In 
the  least  surprise  the  manager  of  a  well 
known   firm   of  jewelcr.s. 

"i^earls,"  he  said,  "must  be  worn  fre- 
quently to  preserve  them.  If  you  take 
a  pearl  necklace  and  lock  It  up  you 
will  find  that  in  the  course  of  years 
the  pearls  become  dull  and  lose  the 
sheen  that  makes  them  so  valuable. 
Heirlooms  which  have  been  carefully 
treasured  will  sometimes  be  found  to 
have  deteriorated  in  this  way.  They 
lose  tlieir  glow,  and  in  some  instances 
become  almost  black.  Pearl  necklaces 
never  keep  so  well  as  when  they  are 
constantly  on  the  necks  of  their  own- 
ers. 

''It  has  been  suggested  that  pensonal 
influences  have  something  to  do  with 
the  matter,  but  I  think  it  ia  more  likely 
that  the  effect  is  due  to  light  and  air. 
You  can  wear  pearls  practically  as  long 
as  you  like,  certainly  for  fifty  vears. 
and  they  would  give  no  indication  of 
change,  and  you  might  lock  pearls  up 
and    perhaps    in      twenty     years      they 


would  show  signs  of  'dying.'  There 
are,  however,  ways  of  resuscitating 
pearls,  but  the  fact  that  they  'die'  is 
quite   clear." 


GAINING  TIME. 

Amu.sing.  indeed,  are  some  of  the  de- 
vices employed  by  bankers  to  gain  time 
and  inspire  confidence,  says  the  Kan.sas 
City  Journal. 

Un  one  occa.slon  the  excited  deiKtsitora 
at  a  bank,  much  to  their  indignation, 
were  only  able  to  enter  the  door.s  one  by 
one,  except  at  the  cost  of  .si)oile<i  coats, 
as  the  manager,  in  an  inspired  moment, 
had  had  the  door  posts  freshly  painted. 

Another  bank  prevented  a  crisis  in  its 
affairs  by  cxhibltnig  in  the  windows 
large  tuljs  apparently  brimful  of  sove- 
reigns. The.se  tub.s,  however,  were 
simply  upside  down,  and  only  a  small 
quantity  of  gold  was  piled  on  the  bot- 
toms. 

But  perhaps  the  most  ingenious  dodge 
of  all  was  .successfully  carried  out  in  an 
American  l)ank  recently.  There  was  a 
run.  and  for  several  days  deiKisItors  l)e- 
.sieged  the  promiges,  withdrawing  money 
and  placing  it  in  another  bank  on  the 
opposite  side  of  tlie  road. 

It  !var>pened,  however,  that  fhe.se  two 
in.stitutlons  had  ji  private  understanding, 
9,nd  as  fast  as  the  "sale"  bank  received 
the  depo.slts  they  were  returned  to  the 
"unsafe"  one  Ijy  an  underground  pass.age, 
with  the  result  that  everyone  marveled  at 
Its  continued  ability  to  meet  the  demands 
made   upon  it.

Harry     Taylor,     Great 

Northern   Brakeman, 

Killed  at  Larlmore. 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 
Larlmore— Harry  Taylor,  a  Great  North- 
ern pa.ssenger  brakeman,  was  instantly 
killed  here  Wednesday  afternoon.  He  was 
riding  the  pilot  of  the  engine  and  stepped 
off  to  throw  a  switch.  He  slipped,  and 
the  engine  and  tender  passed  over  him, 
cutting  his  body  in  two  just  below  the 
shoulders.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  five 
children. 

Harwood— While  trying  to  rebuild  a  fire 
in  the  coal  stove  which  she  thought  was 
entirely  out,  Mrs.  Frank  Gardner,  living 
a  few  miles  west  of  Argusville,  was  ser- 
iously burned.  She  tore  off  her  outer 
garments  and  ran  to  a  neighbor's  for 
assistance.

P'argo— Fargo  has  won  the  case  against 
the  county  to  compel  a  share  of  the 
penalty  and  interest  on  delinauent  taxes. 
Under  tlie  provisions  of  the  municipal  bill 
enacted  at  tlie  last  legislative  session, 
cities  are  entitled  to  a  proportion  of 
tlie  penalty  and  interest.  When  City 
Treasurer  Mitcliell  made  a  demand  on 
County  Treasurer  Mayo,  the  latter  de- 
clined to  divide.  He  held  that  the  law 
was  unconstitutional  in  that  it  granted 
the  city  powers  not  granted  townships 
and  villages,  and  further,  tljat  tlie  city 
had  not  reincorporated  under  the  new 
measure.  Judge  I'ollock  held  against  the 
county  in  the  mandamus  proceedings  in- 
stituted by  the  city,  and  the  county  will 
appeal.  There  is  now  a  fund  already  ac- 
cumulated of  about  $3,000. 


SOUTH  DAKOTA. 
Lead— Mrs.  Phoebe  Hearst,  who  is  so 
well  known  In  this  city  on  account  of  her 
vast  interest  in  the  Homestake  mine,  has 
arrived  for  a  short  visit.  She  has  not 
been  in  Lead  for  several  years.  Mrs. 
Hearst  is  the  mother  of  W.  R.  Hearst  of 
New  York  city.  She  owns  something  like 
one-tliird  oi  the  stock  of  the  ilome- 
stake  company  and  receives  immense  divi- 
dends each  year.  Siie  gives  a  good  many 
hundred  dollars  eacii  year  for  benevolent 
purposes  in  the  city. 


Yankton— The  discovery  of  a  North- 
western handcar  in  James  river  has  re- 
vealed wliicii  way  the  yeggmen  left  Volin 
at  tlie  time  of  the  double  safe-cracking 
Wednesday  morning.  Tlie  place  of  con- 
cealment used  belore  the  robbery  was 
found  in  tlie  Northwestern  elevator,  where 
an  empty  bottle  of  whisiiy  was  noticed  in 
some  hay,  showing  where  the  men  had 
hidden  after  breaking  an  entrance  through 
tlie   locked  door. 

John  H.  Varecek  is  constructing  a 
residence  here,  out  of  chalk  rock.  Forty 
years  ago  tliis  was  the  fashionable 
building  material  here,  but  it  has  not 
been  used  since  1873  when  it  gave  place 
to  lumber  and  brick.  The  old  home  of 
the  late  Governor  Faulk  was  built  in 
1866  of  this  material  and  it  has  stood 
the  test  of  time. 

One  of  the  biggest  undertakings  in- 
volved in  the  moving  from  the  old 
courthouse  to  the  new  was  the  transfer 
of  the  huge  county  safe.  It  weighj 
7,000  pounds,  and  had  to  be  hauled  up  a 
big  rtigh'  of  stairs  to  its  new  position. 
The  task  took  twenty-four  hours,  with 
a  force  of  ten  men  to  accomplish. 


Bonesteel— The  county  commissioners  of 
Gregory  county  have  discovere^l  that  Guy 
Greenough,  a  young  farmer  living  near 
here,  formerly  known  all  over  Nebraska 
as  a  baseball  player,  claimed  his  wife  was 
Insane  in  order  to  secure  $■'30  a  month 
ficm  the  county,  then  kept  her  a  prison- 
er in  an  attic  while  he  spent  the  money. 
Greenough  has  reen  drawing  the  money 
for  about  a  year,  but  disappeared  not 
long   ago,    after   selling   all   the   personal 


property   on   his   farm. 

The  commissioners  found  the  poor  wom- 
an, with  her  ix-months-old  babe,  scantily 
clothed  and  without  food,  in  a  log  cabin 
on  the  place,  through  the  cracks  of 
which  the  freezing  wind  blew  in  gusts. 
It  was  found  that  Greenough  often 
locked  his  wife  in  the  attic  for  days  at 
V  time.  The  room  is  a  little  one  and 
bars  were  put  on  the  windows  and  big 
locks  on  the  door,  to  keep  her  in.  The 
husband  would  go  away  for  days  at  a 
time,  leaving  the  woman  and  baby  to 
exist  in  this  little  room,  practically  with- 
out food.  The  brutality  of  Greenough  has 
aroused   the   whole  community. 

Deadwood— Fourteen  dwelling  houses 
and  store  buildings  were  destroyed  by 
ttre  yesterday  at  Roubaix,  a  mining  town 
twelve  miles  south  of  this  city.  The  fire 
is  supposed  to  have  been  of  incendiary 
origin.  The  property  loss  is  partly  cov- 
ered  by  insurance. 

Aberdeen— Northern  South  Dakota  Is 
threatened  with  a  coal  famine,  due  to  a 
scarcity  of  cars,  which  are  in  turn  due 
to  rush  of  grain  to  the  city  markets. 
Railroads  traveling  this  section  of  the 
slate  find  It  exceedingly  difficult  to  se- 
cure enough  cars  to  haul  the  necessary 
coal,  and  Westport  and  BoniUa  are  al- 
ready reported  to  be  without  fuel.  If 
cold  weather  does  not  set  in  too  abruptly, 
the  situation  will  not  be  serious,  but  coal 
men  and  consumers  are  watching  the 
weather  indications  with  gvoat  anxiety, 
w^hile  the  railroads  are  making  every  ef- 
fort to  deliver  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
coal   to  supply  the  dealers.

In  Honor  of  Roosevelt  Suggested  By  a 
Wasiiinton  Man. 

Washington,  Nov.  10.— The  tribute 
paid  to  President  Roosevelt  In  London 
yesterday,  In  connection  with  the  lord 
mayor's  parade,  has  directed  attention 
here  to  a  suggestion  emanating  from  J. 
Selwyn  Tait,  l^cal  representative  of 
the  International  Banking  corporation, 
that  the  triumph  of  the  president  as  a 
peacemaker  be  perpetuated  by  the 
erection,  in  the  capital  city,  of  a  mag- 
nificent "Roosevelt  temple  of  peace." 
The  author  of  this  project  feels   that 


there  will  no  difficulty  in  raising,  by 
public  subscription,  a  fund  sufficient  to 
erect  a  structure  in  every  respect 
worthy  of  the  triumph  at  Portsmouth. 
The  suggestion  is  that  there  be  erected 
a  building  of  heroic  proportions,  to  be 
used  for  conventions  and  meetings  of 
national  importance,  to  be  of  rich  de- 
sign, with  ornamentation  emblemati- 
cal of  peace,  and  perhaps  symbolic  of 
the  success  of  President  Roosevelt  in 
tightening  the  bonds  of  brotherhood 
between  the  North  and  South.

Republic- Landlookers  employed  In 
the  Upper  Michigan  peninsula  have 
been  returning  to  civilization  the  past 
week.  At  the  present  time  nearly  every 
timber  cruiser  actively  engaged  in  the 
business  Is  "home  for  the  holidays."  The 
reason  for  this  is  owing  to  the  ap- 
proach  of   the   deer    hunting   season. 

There  are  few  landlookers  who  stay 
in  the  woods  this  month,  and  while 
some  of  them  state  that  the  hunting 
season  offers  no  terrors  to  them,  if  the 
truth  were  known,  practically  all  of 
them  would  rather  be  at  home  after 
the  army  of  hunters  Invade  the  woods. 
With  the  first  arirval  of  Uie  Southern 
Michigan  hunter,  the  landlookers  in 
general  begin  to  come  in,  and  they 
usually  remain  until  the  game  law  puts 
a  stop  to  the  annual  slaughter.

Men  Who  Tried  to  Conceal  Jag  Had  to 
Confess. 

Washington  Star:  "I  beg  to  announce." 
observed  the  .man  with  the  chastened, 
It's-iill-over-now  t-xprcssions,  "that  some 
of  these  rainy  afternoons  I'm  going  to 
■write  a  cunnin'  little  treatise  or  brochure, 
■which  shall  be  entitled  •Ttie  Manifold  Uif- 
flcultits  Involved  in  the  Effort  to  Keep 
a  Personally  Conducted  tiouse  Under 
Cover— that's  what  1  sure  am  a-going 
to  do. 

"Before  beginning  the  actual  writing  of 
that  booklet,  howe\er,  I'll  first  have  to 
spend  a  few  years  in  digging  up  the 
naiiics  ami  dates  of  a  few  chaps  who  have 
ever  succeeded  in  keeping  a  jag  away 
from  the  ears  of  their  friends  and  rela- 
tives— their   relatives,    particularly.

Samperi  was  claimed  to  be  a  boon  com- 
panion of  Jackson,  and  the  ix)llcc  say 
that  he  has  an  equal  aversion  to  work. 

"There  have  been  several  small  rob- 
beries reported  down  around  there  in  the 
last  few  weeks,"  said  Capt.  Resche  to 
tlie  court,  "and  the  officers  have  been  in- 
structed to  clean  out  all  the  bums  and 
suspicious  characters.  These  two  men 
have  been  hanging  around  one  particular 
saloon  where  two  or  three  small  rob- 
beries have  been  committed.  They  have 
no  money  and  they  won't  go  to  work." 

Judge  Windom  fined  each  of  the  two 
men  |15  and  costs,  with  the  alternative  of 
spending   twenty  days   in  jail. 

Homer  claimed  that  he  had  been  work- 
ing; until  two  weeks  ago. 

"Well  why  don't  you  go  to  work 
again?"  asked  Judge  Windom.  "There's 
no  excu.se  for  a  healthy  man  not  being  at 
work  now.  There  is  no  trouble  in  getting 
a  job.  They  are  only  too  glad  to  get  men 
now." 

"Yes,  I  can  get  a  Job,"  admitted  the 
prisoner. 

"Well.  I'll  fine  you  $20  and  costs,  with 
the  alternative  of  spending  thirty  da>'3 
in  jail,  and  I'll  suspend  the  sentence  for 
just  twenty-four  hours.  If  you  get  a  iob 
and  get  out  of  town  In  that  time,  the 
police'll  let  you  go.  Otherwise  you  will 
be   thrown   in   under   this  sentence."

there  were  843  more  water  meters  and 
1.790  more  gas  meters  in  use  than  in  1899; 
it  shows  extensions  in  ihe  water  mains 
since  the  city  acquired  the  plant  of  199.- 
169  feet  and  in  the  gas  mains  of  lOO.LW 
feet;  it  shows  that,  notwithstanding  ihe 
red'i'jio'i  in  rati:-  to  C'"*:  smner-.  I'le  re- 
ceipts for  water  increased  from  $1;;0,- 
067.88  in  1900  to  $169,189.29  in  1904,  and  that 
the  receipts  for  gas  for  the  same  years 
increased  from  $40,516.25  to  $76,909.79;  it 
shows  the  total  receipts  of  the  depart- 
ment to  have  been  $161,526.60  in  1900  and 
$297,842.43  in  lit04;  it  shows  expenses  for 
operation  and  maintenance  in  1900  to  Jiil- 
794.74  and  in  19o4  amounting  to  $105,177.76. 

We  understand  from  the  report  ili.at  the 
auditors  found  all  of  the  accounts  of  the 
department  correct  and  m  accordance 
with  the  statements  of  the  manager. 

The  board,  when  a.sking  for  an  audit  of 
the  water  and  light  department,  called 
particular  attention  to  the  fact  that  siaie« 
ments  had  been  made  in  public  that  ex- 
penses properly  belonging  to  operation 
and  maintenance,  were  being  charged  to 
construction.  In  tliis  connection  we  w:5h 
simply  to  quote  the  language  of  the  re- 
port: 

"The  water  and  light  department  have 
guarded  jealously  the  matter  of  adding  to 
their  permanent  investment  account  all 
proper  construction  and  betterment 
charges." 

While  the  report  finds  no  fault  with  the 
accounts.  It  criticises  »he  action  of  the 
department,  in  what  the  report  terms 
"methods  of  flnancin,?.  On  page  i;:  the 
report  says: 

"In  your  revenue  accounts,  yon  very 
l>roperly  Include  charges  against  the 
city  corporate  for  hydrant  rentals  and 
street  lighting.  These  charges  represent 
about  25  per  cent  of  the  revenue  from 
water  and  35  per  cent  of  that  from  gas 
consumption.  In  the  case  of  some  muni- 
cipality controlled  waterworks.  these 
charges  are  not.  however,  included  in 
the  revenues,  but  while  you  include  them 
vou  fail  to  allow  the  city  any  credit  for 
general  expenses  or  taxes  and  you  do 
not  make  any  provision  for  depreciation 
and   renewals."  ^     .,  , 

With  reference  to  the  reduction  in 
water  and  gas  rates,  the  report  on  page 
14  says:  "It  appears  to  us  that  these 
reductions  in  the  rates  to  the  preserit  low 
level  were  unwarranted.  Under  similar 
conditions,  no  private  corporation  coiil  1 
continue  to  do  business  and  no  greater 
injustice  could  be  done  to  the  principles 
of  municipal  ownership  than  to  thus 
reduce  mtes  below  cost.  A  day  of  reck- 
oning must  follow  such  a  course,  for  the 
treasury  depletion  cannot  continue  indefl- 

""Tle  objects  of  municipal  ownership 
are  to  secure  adequate  service  to  the 
Jublic  and  save  taxpayers  the  proflts  that 
otherwise  might  accrue  to  the  pri\ate 
corporation.  But  if  a  nuinicipality  can- 
not, or  for  any  reason,  fails  to  Produce 
these  results,  the  taxpayers  should  be 
advised  of  the  fact  so  that  they  may 
consider  whether  it  would  not  be  exped- 
ient to  make  the  best  terms  possible  with 
a  responsible  corporation,  which  would 
Kive  good  service  for  a  reasonable  con- 
sideration. In  this  case,,  we  believe  that 
the  water  and  light  plants  have  been  con- 
ducted honestly  and  intelligently,  but  the 
methods  of  hnancing  have  been  at  fault. 

The  auditors  then  recommend  to  the 
department  that  an  appraisal  of  the  cor- 
porate property  be  made  and  that  a 
charge  for  depreciation  be  made  each 
year,  on  buildings.  engines,  pumps, 
"mains,  etc.  They  also  recommend  that 
taxes  on  a  fair  basis  be  charged  against 
the  plant  ais  in  the  case  of  private  cor- 
porations. 

The  report,  in  an  attempt  to  show  that 


the  water  rates  are  too  low,  says  that 
the  proportion  of  the  bonded  debt,  which 
applies  to  the  waterworks  represents 
$28,927.84  per  mile  of  mains.  It  tlien  com- 
pares this  indebtedness  with  the  cities 
of  New  Bedford,  St.  Paul,  Cambridge. 
Springfield,  Fort  Wayne,  Reading,  Min- 
neapolis and  Milwaukee,  but  instead  of 
making  the  comparison  on  the  l>a.sis  of 
debt  or  cost  per  mile  of  mains  with 
which  it  is  finding  fault  with  Duluth,  it 
makes  the  comparison  on  the  basis  of 
population. 

Your  committee  is  or  the  opinion  that 
such  a  compari.son  is  unfair,  because  this 
city  has  a  water  plant  capable  of  supply- 
ing the  inhabitants  of  a  municipality 
much   larger   than   Duluth. 

Your  committee  finds  that  the  rates  for 
water  are  not  low  when  compared  with 
the  rates  in  other  cities.  Our  rates  for 
water  are  still  higher  than  those  of  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis.  Milwaukee  or  De- 
troit. It  is  true  tlmt  our  rates  for  gas 
are  the  lowest,  so  far  as  we  know,  of  any 
city  in  the  country,  and  the  justification 
for  the  reductions  made  by  the  board 
and  the  evidence  of  its  wisdom  in  making 
them  is   shown  by   the  following   facts: 

The  gas  department  under  the  sched- 
ule of  rates  of  1898  was  a  burden  to  the 
water  department  of  over  $7,000  annually. 
Under  the  effect  of  the  reduction  of  rates 
the  use  of  gas  has  been  so  stimulated 
that  the  sales  of  that  year  of  20.000.000 
feet  have  been  increased  to  over  loO.oOO,- 
000  feet  in  the  present  year,  aud  Uiis  plant 
has  been  self-sustaining.  The  question 
the  bonrd  had  to  decide  was,  would  it 
maintain  a  high  price  for  gas,  thus  caus- 
ing the  use  of  electricity  to  the  exclusion 
of  gas  and  at  a  Iosb  to  the  city,  or  would 
it  furnish  gas  at  reduced  rates,  causing 
it  to  be  used  generally  by  the  people  and 
at  a  profit  to  the  city.  Furthermore, 
cheap  gas  and  water  lessens  the  cost  of 
living  and  encourages  the  growth  of  the 
city. 

We  wish  to  call  your  particular  at- 
tention to  that  clause  in  the  auditor's 
report,  which  reads: 

'Under  similar  conditions,  no  private 
corporation  could  continue  to  do  busi- 
ness." 

While  we  concur  heartily  in  this 
statement,  it  is  an  admission,  in  view 
of  the  general  tenor  of  their  report, 
that  we  would  hardly  expect  from 
them  A  private  corporation  must,  in 
the  establishment  of  its  rates,  provide 
for  various  charges  which  we  are  not 
compelled   to   meet. 

First.  Insteitd  of  the  schedule  of 
r.ates  based  upon  the  actual  cost  of  the 
plant  and  its  operating  expenses,  they 
must  provide  in  addition  to  the  inter- 
est on  its  bonds,  which  represent  the 
cost  of  the  plant,  also  dlviaends  to  the 
stockholders.  In  a  private  corporation 
the  profits  go  to  the  stockholders  in 
dividends.  In  a  municipally  operated 
plant,  they  go  to  the  consumer  in  re- 
duced   rates. 

Second.  No  taxes  are  paid  on  the 
property  of  the  department. 

Third.  All  that  class  of  expenses 
commonly  Incurred  by  private  corpora, 
tions  due  to  political  influence  and  to 
insure  themselves  of  being  "let  alone." 

Fourth.  Our  department  requires  no 
general  counsel,  no  salaried  president, 
vice  prealdent  or  board  of  directors,  and 
its  management  expenses  are  less  than 
would  be  Incurred  by  any  private  com* 
pany  transacting  a  business  of  equal 
magnitude. 

The  report  finds  fault  because  the  de- 
partment does  not  charge  off  from  the 
value  of  the  plant*  for  taxes  or  depre- 
ciation. No  taxe»  are.  In  fact,  paid, 
and  your  committee  fails  to  see  where 
it  1^  necesary  or  proper  to  charge  for 
an  expense  or  outlay  that  this  depart- 
ment is  not  subjected  to. 

There  Is  probably  room  for  argument 
and  difference  of  opinion  on  the  ques- 
tion of  depreciation.  In  some  parts  of 
the  property,  there  is  undoubtedly  a 
gradual  wasting  a»-ay.  Machinery  and 
buildings  are  unque.ctlonably  lessened 
in  value  by  use  and  the  inroads  of 
time.  So.  too.  the-  steel  main  from 
Lakewood  to"  the  main  reservoir  is  un- 
doubtedly gradually  deteriorating,  and 
in  time  will  h;i.ve  to  be  replaced.  The 
greatest  mistake  the  city  has  made  in 
connection  with  Ita  water  plant  was  in 
laying  steel  plpesi  from  Lakewood  to 
the  Thirty-fourth  avenue  east  reser- 
voir, but  this  work  was  done  previous 
to  the  organization  of  the  water  and 
light  department,  and,  therefore,  this 
department  cannot  be  criticized  for  the 
error.  Steel  in  the  ground  rusts  and 
disintegrates   wherever   Its   coating  be- 


comes broken,  while  tlie  life  of  cast 
iron  pipe  in  the  ground  is  almost  un- 
limited, and  since  the  organization  of 
the  department  all  pipes  laid  by  the 
city  have  been  of  cast  iron. 

The  mains  of  the  water  and  gas  plants 
may  bo  compared  to  the  ties  and  rails  of 
a  railroad  line.  We  do  not  understand 
tliat  railroad  companies  charge  off  from 
the  value  of  their  property  for  deprecia- 
tion in  the  rails  and  ties  or  roadbed  of 
their  lines  of  road.  When  a  rail  or  tie 
wears  out  it  is  replaced  by  a  new  one, 
•so  that  the  road  is  all  the  time  kept  up. 
While  the  machinery  and  buildings  of 
the  gas  and  vater  plants  and  tiie  steel 
pipe  in  the  supplemental  system  depre- 
ciate, we  believe  t.'ulr  lo.>5S  in  value  is 
more  than  made  up  by  the  appreciation 
of  the  plant,  owing  to  the  growth  of  the 
city  and  the  increased  earning  capacity 
of  the  property.  Our  pipes  extend  over  a 
large  territory,  spar.sely  settkd.  From 
Liakewood,  the  most  easterly  point  of  the 
system,  to  Sixty-third  avenue  west,  the 
most  westerly  point,  is  a  distance  of  near- 
ly fifteen  miles.  In  this  wliole  territory 
there  are  only  65,000  people.  In  places,  for 
blocks,  and  almost  for  miles,  there  is  not 
a  house  or  a  water  consumer.  Year  by 
year  this  unsettcd  territory  is  filling  with 
houses  and  i)eople  who  connect  with  the 
mains  and  become  consumers  of  gas  and 
water.  Thus  the  earning  capacity  of  the 
plants  gradually  Increases  with  little  ex- 
tra expenditure  except  pumping  the  water 
and  supplying  the  gas.  Tlie  department 
has  been  careful  to  lay  mains  of  sufficient 
size  to  meet  the  increased  consumption 
lor  years  to  come. 

The  city  has  never  Invested  anything  in 
these  plants.  The  money  to  build  and 
equip  them  has  all  been  borrowed  and  is 
represented  by  bonds,  with  the  exception 
of  something  over  $90,000  of  the  surplus 
of  the  department  which  has  been  in- 
vested in  construction,  yet  is  there  in  the 
mind  of  any  a  doubt  that  the  plants  could 
be  sold,  coupled  witli  a  50-year  frtinchise, 
for  at  least  $500,000  profit,  the  purchaser 
to  assume  the  payment  of  all  obliga- 
tions? 

Here,  then,  we  have  a  plant  constantly 
increasing  in  value  on  account  of  the 
growth  of  its  earning  capacity,  but  we  are 
asked  to  charge  from  its  value  on  account 
of  depreciation.  If  we  do  so,  our  books 
will  undoubtedly  show  plants  without 
value  when  in  fact  they  will  be  worth 
millions. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
continually  increasing  margin  of  profit 
in  the  value  of  the  plant,  we  do  not  agree 
with  the  experts  that  the  consumers  of 
today  should  be  charged  such  rates  for 
gaa  and  water  as  will  enable  them  to 
turn  over  the  plant  unencumbered  to  the 
consumers  of  the  future.  The  injustice 
of  this  is  more  apparent  when  you  con- 
sider the  fact  that  the  plant  is  planned 
and  is  built,  not  for  the  present  only,  but 
very  largely  to  care  for  the  needs  of  the 
city  when  it  shall  have  four  times  Its 
present  population.  We  believe  that  the 
present  population  in  grading,  paving  and 
sewering  our  city  and  in  paying  rates  that 
give  a  fair  margin  of  profit  on  the  cost 
and  operation  of  the  plant,  are  doing  their 
fair  share  towards  its  development. 

There  are  some  statements  in  the  re- 
port which,  to  your  committee,  show  re- 
markable Ignorance  on  the  part  of  men 
claiming  to  be  experts  and  who  have  been 
paid  by  the  city  a  large  sum  for  expert 
knowledge.  For  instance  .in  that  part  of 
the  report  before  quoted,  tlie  auditors 
say: 

"In  your  revenue  accounts  you  verv 
properly  include  charges  against  the  city 
corporate  for  hydrant  rentals  and  street 
lighting.  These  charges  represent  about 
25  per  cent  of  the  revenues  from  water 
and  35  per  cent  of  that  from  gas  con- 
sumption." 

The  fact  is,  this  department  never  has 
charged  the  city  anything  for  street  light- 
ing, for  it  does  not,  and  never  has, 
lighted  the  streets,  or  any  part  of  them; 
but  all  the  street  lighting  is  done  by  the 
Duluth    General    Electric    company. 

The  auditors  found  $630.72  in  cash  at 
the  office  as  a  balance  on  hand  at  the 
time  to  which  they  balance  the  books 
The  report  says  that  this  was  improperly 
retained,  as  a  petty  cash  fund  is  supplied 
for  change.  It  says  that  remittances  in 
the  future  to  the  treasurer  should  in- 
clude the  entire  receipts  on  hand  at  the 
time  the  remittance  is  made.  The  "petty 
cash  fund"  referred  to  Is  not  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  change,  but  Is  a  con- 
tingent fund,  authorized  by  tbe  city 
council,  for  the  purchase  of  supplies  only. 


For  the  purpose  of  making  change,  there 
must  necessarily  always  be  a  balance  on 
hand  at  the  otfice.  The  receipts  of  the 
dtpartment  are  not  turned  direct^'  over 
lo  the  city  treasurer,  but  are  deposited 
in  the  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  city 
some  two  or  tiiree  hours  previous  to  the 
I  closing  of  the  gas  and  waier  office.  Quite 
ni^turally,  the  office  would  receive  money 
daily  after  these  depo.sils  are  made  and 
nece.=sarily  would  have  it  on  hand  when 
I  the  office  is  closed. 

I  "When  the  expert  accountant  for 
I  Marwick,  Mitchell  &  Company  was  ex- 
amining the  books  of  the  gas  and  waier 
office  h's  .itteniion  was  called  lo  the 
fact  that  the  department  has  always 
charged  the  entire  cost  of  running  the 
office  to  administration  cxpen.ses,  al- 
though much  of  the  work  of  the  manager 
and  of  the  office  force  is  devoted  to,  and 
much  of  the  cost  of  typewriting,  tele- 
grams, and  expenses  of  a  similar  nature 
go  into  construction.  This  expert  then 
and  there  asserted  that  such  a  course 
was  unfair  to  the  department  and  that 
a  reasonable  proportion  of  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  office  and  of  the  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  department  should 
be  charged  to  construction,  and  that  this 
charge  should  be  at  least  a  sum  equal  to 
5  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  construction. 
Had  this  been  done,  the  surplus  would 
have  been  increased  $22,500  and  the  oper- 
ating expense  that  much  less.  But  this 
report  of  the  auditors  Is  absolutely  silent 
upon  that  subject.  It  continually  finds 
fault  with  the  department  for  failure  lo 
charge  off  for  depreciation,  but  says 
nothing  about  the  fact  that  the  depart- 
ment charges  a  large  amount  yearly  to 
expense  of  operation  which  might  be 
charged  to  construction. 

We  take  a  broader  view  of  the 
objects  of  municipal  ownership  than 
that  stated  in  the  report.  The  report 
says: 

•'The  objects  of  municipal  ownership 
are  to  secure  adequate  service  to  the 
public  and  save  the  taxpayers  the  pro- 
fit that  otherwise  might  accrue  to  the 
private  corporation." 

We  believe  that  the  true  objects  of 
municipal  ownership  are  to  secure  to 
all  the  people,  whether  taxpayers  or 
not,  better  and  cheaper  service  and 
without  di-scrlmination,  than  can  be  se- 
cured from  private  corporations,  and 
to  save  to  all  of  the  people  the  profit 
that  a  private  corporation  would  make. 

In   view   of  the  record   of  the  depart- 
ment as  known  to  this  community,  and 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  question  of 
municipal  ownership  was  not  submitted  ^ 
to  the  accountants  for  an  expression  of  . 
their  opinion,  their  solicitude  as  to  the 
results   of   municipal     ownership,      and  I 
their  suggestion  that  it  might  be  found  : 
wise  to  turn  the  plants  over  to  a  pri- 
vate  corporation   for   operation,  are,   to 
say  the  least,   touching. 

We  believe  these  objects  have  been 
attained  in  Duluth  by  city  ownership  | 
of  the  gas  and  water  plants.  We  now 
have  pure  water  and  health  at  hall  the 
price  we  formerly  paid  for  sewage  and 
rotten  fish.  We  now  have  gas  at  a 
price  so  low  that  the  humblest  work- 
man may  enjoy  it  in  his  home.  ihe 
saving  to  the  people  in  doUais  ana 
cents  by  the  reduced  price  of  water  and 
gas  in  the  city  amounts  to  the  enor- 
mous sum  of  $400,000  computed  from  ; 
figures  given  in  this  report  itself.  But  j 
all  the  savings  to  the  people  do  not 
show  on  the  surface.  City  ownership 
of  the  gas  plant  has  saved  enormous 
sums  to  the  people  by  coming  in  com- 
petition with  and  reducing  the  price  of 
electric   light 

When  the  city  acquired  the  gas  plant, 
the  United  States  government  pa^d  the  | 
Duluth  General    Electric  company   *1,000  1 
per  annum  for  light  and  power  In  the  | 
federal    building   in    this   city.       On   ac-  1 
quiring   the   gas   plant    this   department  I 
bid    for,    and    for    two    years    had,    the 
lighting  of  the  federal  building.      Then  1 
the  General  Electric  company  underbid  | 
the  department  and  since  has  had      the  | 
contract.       But    the    government       now  j 
pays  only  $700  per  annum  for  light  and  1 
power  at  the  federal  building,  a  saving 
of  $900  per  year. 

This  is  but  one  illustration  of  the  hun- 
dreds of  cases  in  this  city  where  gas  has 
come  in  competition  witli  electricity,  and 
more  than  cut  in  two  the  price  of  the 
latter. 

The  report  criticises  the  bookkeeping  of 
the  water  and  light  and  other  depart- 
ments, and  states  that  "elaborate  records 
are  kept  that  are  not  only  expensive,  but 
were  practically  useless.  "  It  is  strange 
how  the  opinion  of  the  accotintants  has

I  to  the  board  specific  information  as  to  the 
j  details  of  the  business  of  th-j  dipartmciit 
I  which  they  may  desire  from  time  to  time 
{and  our  experience  has  been  that  they  are 
I  effec  ive    for   that    purp^s?.     If    these    ac- 
countants   had    submitted     .inv       specific 
suggestion  looking  to  the  iinpriu-eiiienr.  of 
the    bookkeeping   of   our    departui.sit,    in- 
stead of  dealing  in  glittering  geiieraiilics 
by   wliich   they  suggest   thai   part   of    the 
responsibilities    of    the    .l<-p.ii;iiHnt    siiall 
be  thrown   upon   an   unwilling^  city  coiiip- 
troller,   your  committee  would  have  been 
very  glad  to  have  coiisi.l-r.d  ihe  sau.t. 

After  a  careful  and  thorough  examina- 
tion of  this  report,  your  coiiunittoe  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  policy  her>?totore  fol- 
lowed by  tne  board  in  the  man-ig-mi-iu  of 
the  gas  and  water  plants  is  ilie  proper 
one  and  is  in  the  interest  of  the  city  and 
of    its    people.

The  principal  busine.ss  tran.sacted  at 
the  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of 
water  and  light  commissioners  held 
last  evening  was  the  awarding  of  the 
annual  contract  for  printing  the  de- 
partment's blanks,  to  the  Northland 
Printerv,  whose  bid  was  the  lowest. 
The  bid  was  $114.50. 

The  only  other  bidder  was  Merritt  & 
Hector's.  The  Northland  is  an  open 
shop  and  Merritt  &  Hector  employ 
union  men,  and  the  morning  paper 
tried  to  bring  the  union  labor  question 
into  the  action  of  the  board.  The 
board  gave  the  Northland  Printery  the 
printing  because  its  bid  w?.s  the  lowest 
and  does  not  aim  to  take  sides  in  any- 
labor  controversy. 

A  communication  from  Bartlett,  Hay- 
ward  &  Co.  of  Baltimore,  who  are  re- 
pairing the  Garfield  avenue  gas  tank, 
which  exploded  a  few  weeks  ago,  gave 
the  opinion  of  that  concern  as  to  the 
cau.se  of  the  accident.  The  Baltimore 
men  think  that  it  was  wrecked  through 
collapse,  Induced  by  overloading  with 
heavy  weights  while  the  tank  was  be- 
ing crowded  for  additional  gas  pres- 
sure in  the  service  mains.

If  there  is  a  craze  for  real  Irl.sh 
crochet  the  fashionabl*  world  is  com- 
pletely mad  on  the  subject  of  "Baby 
Irish,"  says  the  Detroit  Free  Press. 

It  was  real  Irish  that  Lady  Aberdeen 
saved  from  being  totally  forgotten  as 
an  art.  When  she  got  the  idea  of  mak- 
ing it  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  half- 
starving,  beautiful,  blue-eyed  Irish 
peasant  girls  there  was  but  one  old 
peasant  woman  whose  deft  fingers  had 
not  lost  the  cunning  of  the  stitches 
which  they  had  learned  in  youth. 

Lady  Aberdeen  learned  the  art  of 
making  it  from  her;  learned  the  few 
patterns  the  old  lady  knew,  and  then 
set  herself  the  task,  first,  of  teaching 
the  Irish  girls,  and  then  of  creating  a 
market  for  the  lace  they  made. 

That's  how  she  came  to  bring  Irish 
crochet  lace  over  to  the  World's  fair; 
how  she  came  to  establish  depots  In 
Dublin  and  London  and  Paris,  and 
why,  in  the  end,  Irish  crochet  lace  has 
come  to  be  the  most  important  lace  in 
the  world  today. 

Baby  Irish  is  like  real  Irish,  except 
that  the  thread  is  much  finer  and  the 
I  knots  and  threads  are  repeated  many 
i  times  more  often.  The  patterns  are 
!  miniatures  of  the  real  Irish  patterns, 
{ and  now  number  somewhere  in  the 
I  thousands,  as  against  the  three  first 
learned  by  Lady  Aberdeen. 

And  now  France— the  ubiquitous— is 
making  Irish  crochet  and  Babj  Irish; 
but  not  with  her  fingers!  She  is  doing 
it  by  machine— throwing  the  real  Irish 
designs  on  the  Baby  Irish  mesh,  and 
creating  a  genuine  French  edition  of 
this  most  exquisite  and  snowy  lace. 

All  three  are  to  be  worn  extravagant- 
ly this  fall  and  winter  tor  trimmings- 
yokes,  chemisettes,  cuffs,  with  the  lace 
edge  down;  collars  and  whole  waists— 
for  thf  prettiest  of  all  Baby  Irish  is 
found  in  the  allovers.

Slie  has  been  there  be- 
fore. There  is  every  prospect  that  th? 
American  child  is  going  to  be  loved  in- 
telligently and  brought  up  scientifically 
before  the  American  mother  gets 
through.  There  is  meaning  in  the  cry, 
"Back  to  the  home."  The  biggest  work 
In  the  world  for  city  and  nation  is 
done  there,  when  mothers  realize  their 
opportunities.  President  Roosevelt's  in- 
slstance  upon  the  supreme  value  to  the 
nation  of  woman's  work  In  the  homo, 
in  his  address  at  the  congress,  only  em- 
phasizes what  the  wiser  women  have 
been  feeling  for  themselves.  Lady 
Henry  Somerset's  words  may  be  true 
now.  We  doubt  If  they  will  be  true, 
in  America,   twenty  years  hence.

It  is  no  less  a  person  than  Lady 
Henry  Somerset  who  maintains  that 
"the  best  work  for  children  during  the 
past  twelve  years  has  been  done  by 
men,"  and  that  a  new  book  on  chil- 
dren, "The  Twentieth  Century  Child," 
"though  written  by  a  man,  betrays  an 
amount  of  knowledge  which  must  put 
the  average  mother  to  shame."  It  seems 
curious.  Indeed,  that  while  women  have 
been  announcing,  the  world  over,  the 
Inadequacy  of  their  old  "sphere"  to 
their  growing  powers,  and  have 
launclied  form  into  self-support,  busi- 
ness enterprises  and  what  they  vaguely 
j  and  largely  call  the  work  of  the  world 
I  Instead,  man,  with  his  usual  unkind- 
I  ness  and  thoroughness,  should  have 
demonstrated  that  their  old  work  has 
never  been  completely  attended  to,  aft- 
er all,  and  that  the  importance  of  the 
child,  and  Its  right  development,  have 
been  misunderstood  by  them,  says 
Harper's  Bazar. 

Not  that  mothers  do  not  love  their 
children— far  from  it.  But  they  havo 
not  until  now,  apparently,  realized  the 
greatness  of  their  kingdom.    Froebel,  a

"The   reason    women   rarely   make   a 

success  an  financiers  Is  that  they  have 

absolutely   no   conception   of   money   in 

bulk,"    said    a    well    known    broker    of 

this    city,    in    discussing    this    question 

recently,  says  the  Phlladelp)hla  Record.

"  'My!  My!  That  seems  an  awful  big 
sum  of  money,'  said  one  particularly 
unsophisticated  woman,  who  had  made 
a  successful  deal  through  accident 
rather  than  design.  'Could  I  live  com- 
fortably on  that  for  the  rest  of  my 
life?  How  much  would  my  Income  be 
a  year,  say,  without  touching  the  prin- 
cipal?' 

"A  woman  Is  afraid  to  deal  with 
money  in  large  sums,  unless  she  hap- 
pens to  be  trained  to  It.  She  can't.  In 
her  mind's  eye,  see  how  many  houses 
or  rents  or  school  bills  It  will  pay  for. 
When  she  hears  of  a  large  sum  of 
money  she  always  wants  to  know  how 
much  it's  going  to  buy  her,  how  it  Is 
going  to  look  in  some  concrete  form, 
like  houses,  or  dresses,  or  trips  abroad. 
As  a  simple  quantity  to  figure  interest 
on  she  can't  realize  It."

WILL  MARQUISE 
REJOIN  FAITH? 

Reported  Titled  Woman 

May  Return  to  the 

CaMiolic  Church. 

New  York.  Nov.  10.— It  is  reported  here 
tliat  the  coming  of  the  Marquise  des 
Monstiers  de  Merinville,  formerly  MlM 
Mary  Gwendolin  Caldwell  of  Kentucky, 
and  well  known  in  her  younger  days  In 
St.  Louis,  where  it  is  said  she  had  rela- 
tives, to  this  country  Is  in  relation  to 
matters  connected  with  her  gifts  to  the 
Catholic  University  school  at  Washing- 
ton. 

This  report  the  marquise  will  not  con- 
firm nor  will  she  say  anything  of  an- 
other report  that  she  may  return  to  the 
faith  of  Rome,  which  she  so  sensational- 
ly renounced  a  year  ago. 

It  is  said  that  the  marquise  will  remain 
here  at  the  Hot<il  Netherland  about  two 
months.  Her  sister,  the  Baroness  von 
Zedwitz,   is   with   her. 

They  were  the  belles  of  Louisville  in 
their  day,  and  they  are  yet  handsome 
women,  the  marquise  notwithstanding  she 
Is  a  confirmed  invalid. 

Their  father  was  William  Shakespeare 
Caldwell  of  Louisville,  who  made  several 
million  dollars  in  the  gas  business.  He 
built  gas  works  in  a  number  of  larger 
cities,  including  St.  Louis,  many  years 
ago  and  then  made  successful  invest- 
ments In  real  estate  in  Louisville. 

The  mother  was  a  Breckinridge  from 
Lexington,  a  member  of  the  famous  Ken- 
tucky family  of  tliat  name,  with  relatives 
in  St.   Louis. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Caldwell  were  converted 
to  Catholicism  on  a  visit  to  Rome  and 
raised  their  daughters  up  In  that  faith. 
Bishop  John  L.  Spalding  of  Peoria  was 
a  close  friend  of  the  family,  and  was 
made  one  of  the  executors  of  the  es- 
tate when  Mr.  Caldwell  died,  and  Ue  was 
generally  credited  with  securing  the  mag- 
nificent gift  of  $300,000  from  Miss  Mary 
Caldwell,  now  the  Marquise  de  Merin- 
ville, which  was  the  foundation  of  tlte 
now  great  seat  of  Catholic  learning. 

She  made  additional  gifts  of  $50,000  to 
found  a  professorship  and  $10,000  each 
to  two  scholarships. 

These  great  gifts  in  the  Interest  of  the 
church  brought  her  to  the  attention  of 
the  pope  and  when  she  went  abroad  she 
was  signally   honored. 

Up  to  the  death  of  the  late  Pope  Leo  she 
was  a  favored  visitor  at  the  Vatican,  but 
when  the  present  regime  came  into  power 
she  was  neglected  when  she  visited  the 
Vatican,  and  it  is  said  became  greatly  in- 
censed. 

She  v.as  also  Incensed,  It  is  said,  when 
the  title  of  Countess  of  the  Church  was 
conferred  on  Miss  O'Leary  of  New  York, 
who  had  not  done  .so  nmch  for  the  church 
as  had  the  marquise. 

After  her  sensational  renunciation  of 
the  church  a  year  ago,  efforts  were  made 
by  friends  to  bring  about  a  reconcihatlon. 

As  a  voung  girl  the  marquise  was  a 
great  belle,  but  American  men  feared  her 
cutting  wit  and  it  was  abroad  that  most 
attention    was   paid    her. 

At  one  time  she  was  engaged  to  Prince 
Murat.  But  the  prince  wanted  too  big 
a  marriage  settlement.  According  to  the 
statement  of  Miss  Caldwell  when  she 
broke  the  engagement,  he  demanded  $50,- 
000  a  year. 

She  met  the  prince  with  his  lawyers 
and  discus.sed  the  matter.  She  was  will- 
ing to  settle  $25,000,  but  not  $50,000  of  her 
own  free  will,  as  a  gift,  but  when  the 
prince  held  stubbornly  for  $50,000,  she 
cried; 

"I  am  not  selling  myself  for  a  title, 
even  to  a  prince  of  the  blood,  and  since 
Your  Highness  has  brought  this  discus- 
sion to  the  level  of  a  business  transac- 
tion, you  can  take  your  title  to  another 
market." 

Then  she  went  back  to  Rome  and  along 
In  1S96  married  the  Marquis  de  Merinville. 

He  is  not  a  Catholic,  and  from  then  her 
prestige  in  the  church  waned. 

THE  CANAL  BOARD 
MUST  HAVE  CASH 

Recent   Heavy  Expense 

Has  Left  Only  $800,- 

000  of  $10,000,000. 

Washington.  Nov.  10.— Unless  con- 
gress goes  to  the  rescue  of  the  Panama 
canal  commission  before  the  Christmas 
holidays  with  an  urgency  appropriation 
that  organization  will  find  itself  stran- 
ded. Officials  of  the  commission  say  it 
has  spent  every  cent  of  the  $10,000,000 
appropriated  for  its  work  in  1902  except 
about  $800,000,  which  amount  will  only 
pay  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  com- 
mission and  employes  to  the  first  of 
next  year. 

The  conn-nission  has  Issued  a  finan- 
cial statement,  but  it  contained  fig- 
ures up  to  Jan.  30,  1905,  only,  and  the.se 
In  a  rather  vague  array,  so  that  for  in- 
formation of  the  commission's  bank 
balance  at  the  present  moment  it  is 
hardly  available.  It  was  said  a  supple- 
mentary statement  would  be  issued, 
bringing  figures  up  to  Oct.  1. 

Figures  show  that  between  June  28, 
1902  and  June  30  of  this  year  there 
have  been  spent  $4,000,000.  It  is,  there- 
fore, apparent  that  since  July  1  there 
have  been  expended  more  than  $5,000,- 
OOO.  Of  this  amount  $1,300,000  was  spent 
for  ships.  In  other  words,  whereas 
the  rate  of  expenditure  prior  to  July  1 
was  about  $100,000  a  month,  it  Jumped 
to  more  than  $1,000,000  a  month,  and, 
by  the  statements  of  those  connected 
with  the  commission,  it  is  likely  to 
jump  higher. 

Although  the  statement  given  out  is 
not  rich  in  information,  and  much  o£ 
the  fact  Is  concealed  under  perfunc- 
tory headings,  it  makes  evident  that 
at  least  $850,000  of  the  $4,000,000  ac- 
count for  was  spent  in  salaries  and 
office  and  traveling  expenses  and  sup- 
plies Incident  to  office  work. 

Obviously  this  is  not  the  total  sum, 
for  such  labels  as  "Sanitation,"  $208,641; 
"Hospitals  and  Asylums,"  $169,852; 
"Canal  Construction,"  $694,292.  and 
"Material,  Supplies  and  Equipment 
Purcha.sod."  $1,0S7,726,  must  Include 
still  further  sums  which  should  be  ad- 
ded to  the  salary  account.

EXPORTS  ARE  BIG 

Six  Million  Bushels  of 
American  Product  Taken 


By  Europe. 


Chicago,  Nov.  10— Six  mllliorr  bush- 
els of  macaroni  wheat  will  be  shipped 
from  the  United  States  to  France,  Italy 
and  other  parts  of  Europe  this  year, 
according  to  statements  by  Secretary 
Wilson,  contained  in  William  E.  Cur- 
tis' Washington  letter  to  the  Record- 
Herald. 

"Of  the  6.000,000  bushels,"  says  Secre- 
tary Wilson,  "we  will  send  3,000,000 
bushels  to  the  macaroni  makers  of 
France,  and  they  are  paying  a  prem- 
ium for  it,  and  will  take  all  we  can 
send.  This  peculiar  quality  of  wheat 
Is  not  only  good  for  macaroni,  but  is 
superior  for  ordinary  purposes,  partic- 
ularly for  countries  like  France  and 
Italy,  where  the  people  eat  more  bread 
and    less   meat." 

This  macaroni  wheat  which  we  are 
Just  beginning  this  year  to  send  to 
France  and  other  countries  of  South- 
ern Europe,  is  richer  In  protein  than 
any  other  wheat.  It  Is  the  best  mus- 
cle-builder of  any  food  we  have.

TALKS  OF 
EDIJCATION 

Dr.  Patton  Addresses  Pu- 
pils of  tiie  Duluth 
High  School. 

Discusses  Objects  of  Edu- 
cation and  What  It 
Should  Give. 


I  This  morning  in  chapel  at  the  high 
school.  Dr.  F.  L.  Patton,  ex-president 
of  Princeton  university,  and  president 
I  of  Princeton  Theological  seminary, 
I  spoke  to  the  students  of  the  high 
school.  The  subject  of  his  talk  was 
principally  of  the  advantages  and  uses 
of  a  college  education,  and  he  proved 
himself  lo  be  one  of  the  most  enter- 
taining speakers  heard  at  the  school 
for  a  long  time.  Dr.  Patton  said  in 
part; 

"I  am  no  longiM*  president  of  a  uni- 
versity, and  in  my  capacity  as  presi- 
dent of  a  theological  seminary  1  sup- 
pose that  there  is  not  much  In  common 
between  the  men  I  usually  talk  to  and 
the  body  of  students  that  1  have  before 
me  this  morning.  But  I  was  for  four- 
teen years  president  of  Princeton,  and 
was  there,  of  course,  in  contact  with 
men  engaged  in  getting  an  education, 
and  .so  I  am  supposed  lo  know  some 
thing  about  education  and  its  theories. 
"Now,  I  am  always  glad  to  be  asked 
to  speak  to  the  boys  and  girls  in 
school  in  the  different  places  that  I 
visit,  and  indeed  I  feel  hurt  if  I  am  not 
asked.  I  have  seen  much  in  Duluth 
that  pleased  me,  and  your  high  school 
building  has  been  a  source  of  wonder 
to  me,  as  I  did  not  think  that  there 
was  such  a  building  in  the  Northwest. 
We  have  few  to  equal  It,  even  in  the 
I  East.  But  it  gives  me  still  greater 
'  pleasure  to  look  into  your  faces  this 
morning  and  to  see  the  fine  body  of 
students  for  which  this  building  has 
been  erected. 

'•Every  one  In  the  educational  busi- 
ness is  supposed  to  have  a  theory  of 
education.  Every  educator  of  any 
prominence  has  some  pet  theory  that 
he  would  like  to  put  upon  the  market. 
But  I  am  not  one  of  those.  In  fact  it 
is  my  opinion  that  there  is  far  too 
much  of  this  theory  in  the  school  to- 
day, and  that,  in  their  great  desire  to 
stimulate  the  thinking  processes  of  tUe 
mind,  educators  forget  some  of  the 
fundamental  things  that  ought  to  be 
impressed  upon  the  mind  of  the  stu- 
dent. For  instance,  from  my  corre- 
spondence with  young  people  I  notice 
a  quality  of  penmanship  that  shows  a 
very  great  neglect  In  this  line.  And, 
again,  there  seems  to  be  prevalent 
among  young  people  the  Idea  that  If 
they  give  the  right  idea  of  the 
word  that  they  intend  to  use,  that  is 
sufficient,  and  my  correspondence  fre- 
quently indicates  a  greater  originality 
in  spelling  than  in  ideas,  on  the  part  of 
the  young  people  of  today. 

"But  I  do  not  wish  to  enlarge  upon 
any  theory  of  education  for  fear  of 
antagonizing  your  system  here,  I  want 
to  talk  to  you  about  education  Itself. 
To  my  mind  the  object  of  education  Is 
to  enable  one  to  adjust  one's  self  to  the 
society  in  which  one  wishes  to  move. 
We  want  to  be  able  to  exchange  the 
cuiTent  coin  of  conversation.  Every 
one  of  us  has  some  hobby  or  profession 
that  he  can  talk  about  at  ease,  but 
the  value  of  education  lies  in  fitting  a 
man  to  talk  about  things  that  are  not 
connected   with   the   every   day   events 


of  his  life.  Some  one  has  said  that 
every  time  a  man  learns  a  new  lan- 
guage he  doubles  himself,  and  it  is  just 
as  true  that  every  time  j'ou  learn  a 
new  thing  you  double  your  conversa- 
tional abllliy.  If  you  just  know  one 
thing,  you  have  to  wait  for  some  one 
to  come  along  that  knows  the  same 
thing  that  you  do,  and  then  you  can 
talk.  When  you  talk  with  some  one 
who  is  not  familiar  with  your  hobby, 
the  conversation  soon  drifts  oft  into 
subjects  that  you  have  to  be  silent 
about,  and  the  other  fellow  does  all  the 
talking.  But  conversation  is  not  mon- 
ologue, it  is  dialogue,  and  for  the  life 
of  a  conversation  it  is  essential  that  it 
shall   be  dialogue. 

"An  important  part  of  education, 
therefore,  lies  in  knowing  what  to  say 
and  what  not  to  say,  and  another  part 
that  Is  just  as  important  Is  the  ability 
to  ask  a  good  question.  A  good  deal  of 
the  ignorance  in  this  world  is  caused 
by  the  dread  that  people  have  of  asking 
questions  for  fear  of  asking  foolish 
ones.  A  knowledge  of  how  to  ask  a  sen- 
sible question  also  Implies  an  ability  to 
turn  the  conversation  when  you  wish 
and  this  is  a  very  important  part  of 
conversational  ability,  the  power  to 
change  the  current  of  the  talk  when  you 
see  that  it  is  getting  into  channels  with 
which  you  are  not  familiar. 

"But  there  is  another  part  of  edu- 
cation that  Is  just  as  important  to  the 
student  in  enabling  him  to  adjust  him- 
self to  his  surroundings  and  that  is  the 
mental  training  that  he  or  she  gets 
during  the  process.  I  suppose  if  I 
were  to  ask  you  if  you  had  ever  studied 
inductive  logic  you  would  be.  entirely 
Ignorant  of  what  I  meant,  but  just  the 
same,  every  time  that  you  study  over  a 
line  of  Virgil  or  a  problem  in  algebra 
you  are  training  pour  mind  in  inductive 
logic.  There  are  tho.se  who  ridicule  the 
higher  branches  of  education  and  ask 
what  good  will  Latin  and  algebra  be  to 
a  business  man,  but  let  me  tell  you  that 
the  man  who  learns  to  handle  quanti- 
ties and  to  think  In  symbols,  as  you  do 
in  algebra,  is  going  to  have  an  easy 
time  when  it  comes  to  handling  sugar 
and  tea,  when  his  education  is  com- 
plete. 

"There  are  two  views  of  education,  one 
that  it  Is  an  end  in  Itself,  and  the  other 
that  it  is  but  a  means  to  an  end.  I 
am  thoroughly  an  adherent  of  the  for- 
mer, though  there  Is,  of  course,  the 
practical  side  of  life  to  be  considered. 
When  men  come  to  me  and  say  that, 
while  the  study  of  Latin  and  the 
sciences  may  be  all  right,  but  why  not 
establish  chairs  of  civil  engineering, 
agriculture,  manual  training  and  others 
that  fit  a  man  to  make  his  way  in  the 
world,  I  say  'establish  them;'  certainly 
this  part  of  a  man's  education  is  as 
important  as  any  other,  but  the  big- 
gest thing  that  you  will  have  to  deal 
with  In  this  world  Is  your  own  gray 
matter  and  I  think  that  an  education 
falls  far  short  of  its  true  purpose  if 
it  only  fits  a  man  to  own  horses  and 
carriages  and  to  live  a  life  of  ease,  if  it 
neglects  the  man  himself  and  does  not 
by  the  training  that  only  these  higher 
branches  of  education  can  give, 
broaden  and  increase  the  capabilities  of 
his  mind.

RAILROADS 

AN  INCREASE 
IN  TONNAGE 

An  Enormous  Amount  of 

Freight  Handled  Here 

In  October. 


Railroad     Men     Kick 

Against  Kicks  on 

Car  Shortage. 


There  was  an  enormous  increase  in  the 
amount  of  freight  handled  by  railroads  at 
the  Head  of  the  Lakes  during  the  montli 
of  October,  as  compand  with  the  cor- 
responding month  of  a  year  ago.  It 
amounted  to  from  20  to  23  per  cent,  and 
with  the  Northern  Pacific  alone  is  said  to 
have  been  in  the  neighborhood  of  100,000 
tons,  while  the  Increase  on  the  Great 
Northern   was  e\'en  greater. 

The  Omaha  receipts  and  shipments  did 
not  show  such  a  big  margin  of  gain,  ow- 
ing to  the  fact  that  this  line  handles  only 
a  fraction  of  the  amount  of  grain  shipped 
lo  the  Head  of  the  Lakes.  The  Great 
Northern  and  Northern  Pacific  roads  gel 
the  major  portion  of  it,  the  Great  North- 
ern leading.  But  there  nas  also  been  a 
'  substantial  increase  in  the  tonnage  han- 
dled by  the  Omaha  in  Duluth  and  Supe- 
rior, as  compared  witli  last  year.  Both 
shipments  and  receipts  of  lines  of  freight 
other  than  grain  show  an  increa.se  with 
all    the    roads. 

Local  railroad  men  are  amused  over 
some  of  the  objections,  made  through  the 
columns  of  The  Herald  by  range  people, 
concerning  the  methods  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific and  Great  Northern  employ  in  han- 
dling their  cars,  not  letting  any  of  them 
leave  the  home  lines.  The  idea  that  one 
road  should  let  its  own  business  be  In- 
jured so  that  some  othe^  road  might  be 
benefited  appears  to  appeal  to  the  rail- 
road men  along  Superior  street  as  being 
something  to   smil^  at. 

The  fact  that  neither  the  Great  North- 
ern nor  Northern,  Pacific  have  enough 
rolling  stock  to  handle  their  own  business 
has  been  well  advertlse'fl  In  view  of  this, 
it  Is  argued,  it  is  unreasonable  for  the 
range  people,  or  shippers  in  any  other  dis- 
trict to  expect  Great  Northern  and  North- 
ern Pacific  cars  to  leave  the  home  roads. 

"Can  you  expect  tone  man  to  supply  food 
to  another  man's  /amily,  when  his  own 
children  are  starving?"  asked  one  agent, 
in  explaining  thei  c^^f  situation,  "This 
same  question,  in  a  little  different  form, 
applies  equally  wdll  to  the  railroad  sit- 
uation as  It  exists. at  present." 

The  railroads  claim  to  be  doing  the  best 
they  can,  and  that  th^  are  keeping  the 
cars  moving  with  ^the  Itrast  possible  de- 
lay. This  claim  i9  reaeonable  enough  on 
its  face,  for  the  average  earning  power 
,  of  every  freight  car  In  the  service,  during 


the  grain  season,  is  estimated  at  nearly 
$40  a  day.  Considering  that  every  hour's 
delay  in  the  handling  of  a  freight  ear 
means  a  loss  of  about  $1.66  to  the  railroad, 
it  is  easy  to  understand  why  the  officials 
should  make  every  effort  to  keep  the 
cars  moving,  and  why  all  pos.sible  precau- 
tions  are  taken   against   delays. 


MORE  EXCURSION  RATES. 

Great  Western  Makes  Trouble  By  An- 
nouncing Week-End  Excursions. 

Nonhwt  .>-ui  n  road.s  in  ilie  district  af- 
fected are  much  jiut  out  over  ilie  action 
of  the  Chicago  Great  Western  line  in 
announcing  tliat,  beginning  today,  it  will 
this  winter  run  a  series  of  week-end  ex- 
cujsions  giving  the  faiuiers,  who  are  too 
bu.sy  to  travel  in  summer  time,  an  op- 
portunity   to    travel   at    reduced    rates. 

A  passenger  rate  war  may  very  likely 
follow  this  move  of  the  Great  Western, 
and,  although  tlie  excursion  rates  do  not 
extend  as  lar  as  the  Twin  Cities  from 
Chicago,  it  is  said  that  the  Milwaukee 
and  Northwestern  lines  may  start  making 
big  cuts  in  the  regular  rales  between  St. 
Paul    and    Chicago,    to    retaliate. 

In  the  past  it  has  been  the  custom  of 
the  railroads  to  run  excursions  and  re- 
duce rates  in  the  spring,  summer,  or 
early  fall,  when  the  farmers  are  too  busy 
lo  travel.  ExoTirsion  tickets  too  and 
from  the  cities  will  be  sold  by  the  Great 
Western  to  all  iwints  within  ISi  miles, 
on  Saturdays,  good  for  all  trains  arriv- 
ing in  the  evening  and  good  returning 
on  Sunday  or  Monday  morning  trains. 
On  Friday  of  each  week,  tickets  also 
will  be  sold  between  all  points  more  than 
seventy-five  miles  and  under  150  miles 
apart  at  a  rale  of  one  and  a  third  fare, 
good  for  return  any  time  williin  five 
days. 

Tickets  also  will  be  sold  on  Friday  of 
each  week,  between  all  points  on  the 
line,  except  some  of  the  larger  cirieF,  at 
the  rate  of  one  fare  plus  $2  for  the  round 
trip.  Application  to  run  these  excur- 
sions was  made  by  the  Great  Western 
to  the  Western  Passenger  association, 
and  was  refused.  J.  P.  Elmer  then  gave 
independent  notice  that  the  reduced  rates 
would  be  put  Into  effect  today,  and  con- 
tinue   through    November   and   December.

Commissioners  Had  Long 

Considered  Adding  To 

Vault  Room. 

Commissioner  Neil  Mclnnis  stated  this

Mr.  Mclnnis,  who  Introduced  the  reso- 
lution for  the  additional  vault  construc- 
tion, asserts  that  the  resolution  was 
handed  the  clerk  of  the  board  yester 
day  morning,  before  the  petition  from 
the  local  taxpayers  was  presented  or 
even  started. 

The  reason  that  the  board  has  not 
attended  to  the  matter  sooner,  he  says, 
is  because  there  has  been  so  much  un- 
certainty as  to  what  steps  would  be 
taken  Jn  the  new  courthouse  matter. 

It  is  admitted  by  the  members  of  the 
board  and  by  other  county  officials  that 
the  construction  of  additions  to  the 
present  building,  to  meet  the  emer- 
gency, will  not  add  to  its  architectural 
beauty.  The  present  additions,  which 
abut  the  main  building  on  the  west 
side,  are  sometimes  referred  to  in  a 
jocular  way  as  "Dinham's  Warts,"  Mr. 
Dlnham  being  one  of  the  county  com- 
missioners that  urged  the  building  en- 
largement several  years  ago,  when  the 
added  space  was  needed  for  the  of- 
fices.

ROOSEVELT'S  RATE  PLAN. 

Endorsed  at  Meeting  of  American  Hard- 
ware Manufacturers'  Association. 

Washington,  Nov.  10.— The  American 
Hardware  Manufacturers'  association 
today  endorsed  President  Roosevelt's 
plan  for  railroad  rate  legislation.  The 
resolution,  introduced  yesterday  by  E.

THE  WESTERN 
COAL  TRADE 

Speculative  Markets  Con- 
tinue, Especially  As  To 
Bituminous  Coal. 

Chicago.  Nov.  10.— The  Black  Diamond, 
ofTlclal  newspe.per  of  the  coal  industry, 
reviewing  the  Western  trade  tomorrow 
will   say: 

Speculative  markets  continue  to  prevail 
In  the  West,  particularly  with  reference 
to  bituminous  coal.  The  supply  of  the 
latter  available  on  the  spot  continues 
much  short  of  the  requirements  owing  to 
the  shortage  of  cars,  and  buyers  are 
competing  to  secure  tonnage.  As  a  re- 
sult prices  have  gained  during  the  week 
on  nearly  all  descriptions.  An  index  to 
the  general  situation  can  be  obtained 
when  it  is  known  that  the  producing  and 
shipping  componles.  In  nearly  every  In- 
stance, have  withdrawn  their  men  from 
the  road  and  are  sending  them  to  the 
mines  in  the  various  bituminous  fields 
Ic  secure  increased  shipments.  In  some 
Instances  these  buyers  remain  at  the 
mines  and  as  soon  as  a  car  of  coal  is  load- 
ed bid  against  each  other  with  the  oper- 
ating company  to  secure  the  car  number. 
The  situation  as  to  supply  of  coal  at 
Chicago  and  In  all  the  other  leading  mar 
kets  Is  the  worst  ever  experienced  in  the 
coal  trade  caused  by  a  stringency  of 
eciuipment  and  when  their  is  no  other 
cause,  such  as  a  strike,  to  Intervene  and 
create  a  paucity  of  supplies. 

There  Is  no  Immediate  indication  that 
there  will  be  any  Improvement  in  the 
situation.  In  fact,  every  week  seems  to 
result  in  a  shorter  supply  of  cars  and  a 
greater  demand  for  coal,  until  the  market 
may  riin  away  with  itself  unless  some  re- 
lief is  furnished.  On  some  coals  prices 
are  fully  100  per  cent  higher  at  the  mine 
than  they  were  six  months  ago.  This 
advance  In  price  Is  not  fictitious,  but  is 
due  to  the  buying  demand  and  the  in- 
creasing competition   to    secure   a  supply 

And  the  anthracite  trade  in  the  West  is 
not  much  behind  the  bituminous  in  the 
matter  of  activity.  The  chilly  weather 
this  week  resulted  in  an  Increased  de- 
mand from  retailers  who  had  not  covered 
their  requirements  and  producing  com- 
panies have  been  flooded  with  orders  as 
a  conseuence.  These  orders  are  coming 
forward  for  chestnut  coal  particularly, 
which  is  in  short  supply  with  practically 
all  of  the  shipping  companies.  In  one  or 
two  Instances  shipping  agents  have  gone 
down  to  the  collieries  for  the  purpose  of 
seeing  if  they  can  not  bring  about  an 
improvement  In  the  tonnage  being  for- 
warded to  them.  Most  all  of  the  com- 
panies In  the  West  demand  that  custom- 
ers shall  take  other  sizes  of  coal  when 
placing  orders  for  chestnut,  In  order  that 
the  business  may  be  better  distributed. 

The  situation  as  to  ear  supply  at  the 
Eastern  collieries  shows  no  improvement 
whatever  and  in  some  quarters  the  Im- 
pression exists  that  It  Is  worse  than  it 
has  been  at  any  time  this  year.  Some  of 
the  companies  are  making  practically  no 
shipments  to  the  West  because  the  equip- 
ment cannot  be  obtained,  and  line  buyers 
are  obliged  to  shop  around  considerably 
in  order  to  obtain  the  tonnage  which  la 
required  by  their  trade.  This  has  resulted 
In  some  duplication  of  orders  In  shippers' 
hands  and  possibly  m:xker«  the  volume  of 
business  appear  larger  than  it  Is,  but  af- 
ter making  allowance  for  such  duplica- 
tion many  of  the  companies  have  all  the 
all-rail  orders  they  can  deliver  within  the 
next  _three  or  four  weeks.  It  Is  possi- 
ble that  jobbing  companies  can  obtain  a 
premium  for  desirable  sizes  of  coal  if 
these   conditions    continue.

GOLD  IN  BOOTS. 

How  a  Montana  Merchant  Got  His  Treas- 
ure East. 

Henry  ElUng  came  to  Montana  In  the 
early  'GOs.  says  the  Anaconda  Standard. 
Then  greenl)ack3  were  practically  un- 
known In  Virginia  City.  Gold  dust  was 
the  circulating  medium  and  every  coun- 
ter and  bar  was  equipped  with  gold 
scales,  and  Instead  of  being  dollars  and 
cents,  the  reckoning  medium  waa  ounc- 
es and  pennyweights.  Every  miner  had 
his  buckskin  pouch  Instead  of  a  pocket, 
book  and  generally  this  pouch  had  sev- 
erel  ounces  of  gold  dust  in  it,  for 
those  were  the  days  of  plenty  In  Al- 
der Gulch  and  all  other  parts  of  the 
tPirltory  which  i3  now  known  as  Mon- 
tana. 

When  his  sto^k  of  goods  was  sold 
out  Mr.  Elling  decided  that  It  would  be 
a  good  investment  If  he  should  make 
a  trip  overland  to  the  States,  purchase 
a  new  stock  of  goods  and  continue  in 
the  clothing  bnasiness.  He  had  about 
$10,000  In  the  bfcflit  of  gold  dust  to  his 
credit  In  tho  banks  then  establi.shed 
In  Virginia  City,  and  a  question  which 
bothered  him  sor**y  was  how  to  get 
this  money  to  clvfltzatlon  without  los- 
ing it,  for  road.,  agf^nts  often  disputed 
the  right  of  way  wlih  the  stage  coach- 
es, and  they  levied  frequemt  tributes  on 
the  passengers.  sometimes  strip- 
ping them  to  the  hide.  Wells.  Fargo  & 
Co.  made  a  practice  of  shipping  gold 
dust  East  for  the  miners,  but  this  was 
expensive,  the  ratio  for  Insurance  being 
sometimes  as  high  as  10  per  cent  on 
the  amount  carried.  This  meant  a  great 
deal  of  money  to  a  man,  even  in  those 
days,  and  Mr.  Ellin*'  thought  he  would 
find  a  way  to  got  his  money  to  Omaha 
which  would  beat  that  scheme  all  liol- 
low. 

After  considering  the  matter  In  Its 
different  phases  he  finally  expressed 
tho  money  to  his  own  order  as  far  as 
Salt  Lake  City,  taking  passage  on  the 
same  coach.  To  Salt  .^ke  City  the  ex- 
press rate  was  not  so  high,  and  prac- 
tically lae  danger  zone  of  road  agents 
was  passed  after  this  nolnt  was  reach- 
ed,    the     Portneuf    canon     and     Beaver 


canon  In  Idaho  and  the  section  along  Ing  with  him.  and  he  got  a  great  deal 
the  Pete  Daly  ranch  and  Williams  of  sympathy  from  the  rest  of  the  pas- 
Junction,   in   what  is  now  Montana,   be-    sengers  on  account  of  the  pain   he  was 


ing   the   mos..    uangerous. 

Mr.  Falling  and  his  gold  dust  arrived 
in  Salt  Lake  City  without  incident. 
For  some  reason  the  road  agents  had 
not  learned  that  tlijwcoach  carried  a 
great  amount  of  treasure  and  no  at- 
tempt at  a  holdup  was  made,  though 
more  than  one  of  the  passengers 
breathed  hard  and  had  his  heart  In  his 
mouth  when  some  unexpected  stop  was 
made  during  the  dark  hours  of  the 
night,  for  the  coach  traveled  night  and 
day  and  as  fa.st  as  four  or  six  horses 
could  bowl  It  along,  and  it  made  an 
an  average  speed  of  about  ten  miles  an 
hour. 

After  a  day's  rest  in  Salt  Lake  City 
the  journey  was  resumed.  Mr.  Elling 
had  already  secured  his  gold  dust  and, 
as  it  was  strictly  against  the  rules  of 
the  company  to  carry  gold  In  the  bag- 
gage, he  was  in  a  quandary  for  awhile 
as  to  th>'  manner  in  which  lie  lould  get 
that  gold  to  Omaha.  The  express  com- 
panj'  knew  he  had  tho  dust  and  knew 
he  was  going  on  to  Omaha,  so  they  were 
watching  him.  The  morning  the  coacli 
was  hitched  up  and  drove  around  to  the 
hotel  after  him  he  wandered  into  tho 
'back  yard  of  the  hotel  and  spied  a 
pair  of  boots  not  too  badly  woi-n,  which 
some   one  had   discarded  . 

These  gave  him  an  Idea.  His  gold 
du.st  was  in  two  packages  .and  secur- 
ing a  stout  buckskin  string  he  tied 
the  two  boots  togetiier  by  their  ears, 
and  putting  a  part  of  the  gold  Into 
either  bootleg  he  threw  them  into  tho 
bottom  of  the  coach  with  the  remark 
that  his  boots  hurt  him  and  that  he  was 
taking  the  old  ones  along  so  that  ho 
could  change  if  his  feet  got  to  hurting 
him  too  badly. 

Nobody  had  a  suspicion  that  there 
was  $10,'»)  in  those  old  boots,  and  Mr. 
Elling  kept  them  under  his  feet  night 
and  day  until  he  reached  Omaha.  When 
coaches  were  changed  he  generally 
carried  the  boots  across  his  arm.  and 
retiring  to  some  convenient  room  would 
actualy  change  his  boots,  in  this  man- 
ner hoodwinking  the  express  messen- 
gers, the  driver  and  everyone  else  as 
to  the  amount  of  money  he  was  carry- 


suffering    from    his    tender    feet.

They  appeal  for  divine  f.ivor  on 
behalf  of  buyers  and  seller.s,  and  anathe- 
matize Satan  and  all  his  works.  The  buy- 
ers Interpolate  "amen"  at  the  proper  mo- 
ments. When  the  last  word  of  prayer  has 
been  .said  the  slaves  are  brought  forward 
parceled  out  among  the  auctioneers  and 
led  around  the  circle  of  buyer}.,  who  raise 
the  prices  of  the  men.  women  and  chil- 
dren they  desire  to  purchase. 

COLUMBIA'S  ROYAL  FLAG. 
How  many  people  know  what  the 
flag  of  Columbia  university  looks  like?

Thrive  on  the  Red  Men's 

Innocence  hi  Indian 

Territory. 

Gang  of  Sharks  Who  Rob 

Their  Victims  Without 

Mercy. 


Muskogee,  I.  T.,  Nov.  10.— The  land 
grafter  is  thriving  in  Indian  Territory  as 
never  before.  His  victims  are  ihe  Indian 
allottees  and  the  white  citiztns  from  the 
"States,"  who  are  coming  in  large  num- 
bers to  buy  cheap  farms  and  start  with 
statehood,  which  everybody  is  expeclini; 
with  the  next   .session  of  congress. 

The  whole  territory  is  suffering  because 
of  the  dishonest  practices  of  tliis  coterie 
of- parasites  who  live  off  the  unsuspect- 
ing,   honest    would-be   citizens. 

The  recent  indictment  of  seventy-seven 
land  buyers  by  the  federal  grand  jury  in 
this  city  fur  alleged  frauds  in  buy'ng  and 
selling  freedmen's  land  has  started  a 
movement  which  it  is  believed  will  do  derstood 
much  to  check  robbery  of  the  uninitiated. 

One  of  the  most  common  oractices  of 
the  land  grafters  is  to  loan  a  freedman 
money  upon  his  land,  and  take  whit  the 
negro  believes  to  be  a  note,  but  what  is 
actually  a  warranty  deed  to  all  of  bis 
surplus   lands. 

The  average  freedman  seldom  reads  any 
legal  document  that  is  presented  to  him 
for  his  signature. 

Another  means  of  securing  the  freed- 
man's  land  for  a  paltry  consideration  is  lo 
secure  a  five-ytar  lease  from  him,  and  in 
the  transaction  to  slip  in  a  deed  to  the 
land.  The  negro  does  not  know  he  has  not 
only  leased,  but  deeded  nway  his  allot- 
ment tmtll  he  tries  to  sell  it,  and  the  pros- 
pective purchaser  finds  a  deed  on  neord 
showing  its  transfer  to  the  land  grrtft(is. 

A  form  of  graft  which  makes  the  per- 
petrator liable  to  criminal  prosecution 
and  a  term  in  the  penitentiary,  h;>s  been 
practiced  in  a  number  of  instane'os  re- 
cently. This  is  to  forge  the  name  of  an 
allottee  or  owner  of  a  piece  of  land  and 
sell  it  without  the  knowledge  or  constnt 
of  the  owner. 

A   notary   public   J.s   nu'le   a  partner   in 


such  a  transaction,  and  attests  the  forged 
signatures  as  that  of  :he  aliolti;?  or  vwn- 
er.  The  purchaser  of  the  land  thinks 
he  is  buying  from  the  logal  yranlo:-,  and 
only  discovers  he  has  ocm  duped  wnen  he 
goes  to  take  possession.  In  this  case  the 
purchaser  rtnds  he  has  received  absolutely 
nothing  for  his  outlay  but  a  worthless 
piece  of  paper.  This  form  of  graft  is  al- 
so practiced  in  the  States,  bit  it  is  i;ol 
so  common   there  as  In  Indian  Ttrrilory. 

A  scheme  which  probably  does  more 
than  an>  other  one  thing  to  discourage 
farmer.s  from  buying  land  in  Indian  Ter- 
ritory, is  that  by  which  a  company  or 
individual  secures  a  five-year  lease  on  a 
piece  of  land  Just  before  it  is  transferred 
IroYn   the  allottee  to  an  actual  settler. 

As  an  illustration  of  this  kind  of  a 
transaction,  a  farmer  recently  came  to 
aa  Indian  Territory  town  and,  after 
looking  about  for  several  days,  pur- 
chased a  good  farm  of  I'M  acres  for 
|1.',(.kW.  The  day  before  he  clos  d  the  deal 
he  went  to  the  office  of  the  United 
States  clerk  and  investigated  the  rec- 
ords lo  see  if  anyone  held  a  lease  on  the 
land. 

Finding  It  was  free  from,  such  incum- 
brance, he  bought  the  land  and  paid 
the  money  over  to  the  freedman  allot- 
tee. The  grafter  who  had  determined  to 
hold  this  man  up  had  an  agent  watching 
this  transaction,  who  went  to  the  freed- 
man allottee  only  a  few  hours  before  the 
farmer  filed  his  deed  and  secured  a  five- 
year  lease  on  the  land.  He  then  made 
haste  to  the  United  States  land  office 
and  tiled  the  lea.se  only  a  short  time 
after  the  farmer  had  investigated  the 
records  to  satisfy  himself  that  there  was 
no  lease  on  the  ground.  The  next  day 
the  farmer  went  to  the  courthouse  and 
put  hi.s  deed  on  record,  not  deeming  it 
neces.sary  to  again  investigate  to  see  if 
a  lease  was  standing  against  the  land. 

The  grafter  who  held  the  lea.se  was  ob- 
durate and  told  the  farmer  that  before 
he  could  move  upon  his  farm  lie  must 
pay  him  Jl,500  for  the  lease.  It  was  up 
to  the  purchaser,  not  knowing  the  dark 
tricks  of  the  professional  land  grafror, 
to  either  put  up  the  money  or  to  move 
his  family  back  to  the  states  and  re- 
main out  of  possession  of  his  land  for 
five  years.  He  paid  the  $1,500.  It  is  un- 
that    certain    land    sharks    have 


Is  to  buy  a  portion  of  their  land,  .say  forty 
acres,  and  have  the  deed  made  out  with 
a  clause  conveying  the  remaining  eiglity 
acres  for  the  same  consideration.  The 
freedman  signs  the  deed  without  looking 
at  It,  under  the  impression  that  he  is 
merely  selling  forty  acres.  He  receives 
pay  for  only  that  amount  of  land. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  tricks  that 
are  turned  to  separate  the  gullible  negroes 
and  Indians  from  their  land  and  their 
money,  and  they  are  worked  with  a  bold 
ness  that  startles  honest  people. 

Heretofore  the  prosecutinif  officer.*? 
the  United  States  government  in  the  terri- 
tory have  been  so  crowded  with  criminal 
business  of  the  more  common  tyi>e  that 
they  have  had  no  time  to  go  after  the 
land  sharks.  However,  District  Attorney 
Mellette  has  started  out  after  this  cla^s 
ol  criminal.«5,  and  has  set  a  precedent  that

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  some  of 
the  biggest  land  buyers  in  Indian  Ter- 
ritory and  most  of  the  real  estate  firms 
of  financial  standing,  pursue  strictly 
honest  methods  In  buying  and  selling 
lands.  There  ai'e,  however,  a  few  large 
firms  and  a  number  of  curbstone  dealers 
in  the  territory  who  are  out  to  fleece  the 
Indians  and  negroes  In  any  way  possible, 
and  it  is  this  class  of  people  that  the 
federal    authorities    are    after.

Taking  the  negro  with  him,  he  goes 
to  the  office  of  the  land  man  who  has 
originally  grafted  the  negro,  and  tells 
him  that  if  he  does  not  pay  back  part  of 
the  money  to  the  negro  he  will  expose 
the  fraud  and  have  him  arrested.  The 
land  man,  rather  than  face  such  a  charge, 
gives  back  part  of  tlie  money,  and  the 
lawyer  pays  the  negro  a  small  amount 
and  keeps  the  major  portion  for  a  fee. 
Reputable  land  men  .«ay  that  the  land 
grafters  are  continually  being  bled  in  this 
way  and  that  they  pay  rather  than  to 
suffer  exposure.

Minneapolis,  Nov.  lo.— "We,  the  jury, 
find  that  Elizabeth  Brennan  came  to 
hiT  death  by  gunshot  wounds  inflicted 
by  Stella  Brennan."  -This  verdict,  re- 
turned yesterday  by  a  coroners  jury, 
will  eventually  lead  to  a  most  unusual 
spectacle  In  Hennepin  county— a 
woman  on  trial  for  murder.  Following 
the  Xorth  side  tragedy.  In  which  the 
three  sleeping  Brennan  children  were 
&h<st  and  killed,  the  coroner  held  an  in- 
quest on  one  of  the  bodies. 

Little  Tom  Brennan  appeared  with 
his  shattered  jaw  bandaged  and  testi- 
fied to  domestic  conditions,  while 
neighbors,  who  were  early  on  the 
scene,  testified  that  the  wounded  wom- 
an's cry  was  'God  have  mercy  on  me" 
when  they  broKfe  into  the  place.  The 
fatal  revolver  was  identified  as  one 
kept  by  Brennan  In  a  drawer,  and  all 
facts  pointed  to  the  chlldrens'  step- 
mother as  their  murderess.

REMARKABLE    WILL. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  wills  ever 
offered  in  a  Baltimore  court  is  that  of 
Andrew  Jackson  Wiekliffe,  says  the  San 
Francisco  Bulletin.  The  will  starts  out 
as  follows: 

"In  the  presence  of  that  Supernatural 
Power  that  creattd  all  things,  to  which 
Power  we  must  look  for  that  rest  and 
peace  beyond  the  grave  "that  pass»th  all 
understanding,'  I,  Andrew  Jackson  Wiek- 
liffe of  the  city  of  Ba>timore,  state  of 
Marvland,  by  adoption,  being  a  native  of 
the  state  of  Virginia,  to  which  I  have 
never  yet  renounced  my  allegiance,  being 
of  sound  and  di.'sposing  mind,  do  this  my 
last  will  and  testament  make." 

The  will  l)equeaths  to  his  widow,  Mrs. 
Parthenia  E.  Wiekliffe,  for  liff.  his  home 
and  contents,  all  money  in  bank  and  half 
of  520  acres  of  land  in  Randolph  county. 
Mo.  The  land  after  her  ddeath  is  to  go 
to  his  daughter,  Cora  Wiekliffe,  who  is 
bequeathed  the  other  half  of  the  land 
named. 

The  will  makes  note  of  the  fact,  how- 
ever,   that   the   land   has  Vjeen    taken   pos- 
s>-ssion   of  since   1S68  by  parties  unknown  ^ 
to    the    testator,    and    has    been    sold    by  j 


persons  unauthorized  by  him.  and  that 
the  ciieaiing  is  shown  liy  the  records  of 
the  court  at  Huntsville,  Mo.,  and  in- 
dorsed  by   the   court. 

The  will  bequeaths  to  liis  daughter,  also. 
his  watch  and  chain  and  $1W»  in  cash,  and 
to  his  son-in-law,  Elmer  Borus  Worth, 
all  l)Ooks  in  the  lihrRr\-.  He  appoints  hi.s 
widow   and  daughter  as  executors. 

The  will  also  refers  to  manuscripts, 
iiotes  of  fxperienres  during  the  Civil 
war.  and  in  the  banking  business  in  Bal- 
timore, etc.,  a"nd  winds  up  with  the  re- 
marks: 

"  "Tis  said  merit  Is  sure  to  meet  Its  Just 
reward.  I  fail  in  my  own  case  to  see  it, 
as  robbery  and  m.anipulation  were  substi- 
tuted for  honor  fit  the  expense  of  one  who 
had  the  courage  to  indignantly  d<-nounce 
such  practices,  and  the  cry  came  and 
was  ptit  into  execution,  'Off  with  his 
head.'  In  the  words  of  Lord  Byron,  "Tlie 
world  has  not  lovfd  me  nor  I  the  world; 
we.    therofore,   quit   fair   foes.'  " 

Wiekliffe  was  a  native  of  Virginia,  bom 
in  Fauquier  county.  He  was  f<ir  j'cars  in 
business  in  Richmond  and  Ahxandrl.i, 
and  was  for  about  twenty-five  years  con- 
nected with  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Balti- 
more.

MR.  HERRICK'S  ftAINT. 

It  is  a  little  too  much  to  expect  a  man  that  has  just 
been  run  over  to  bless  the  machine  that  did  it.  Therefore 
it  is  not  particularly  surprising  to  note  what  Governor 
Herrick  of  Ohio  has  to  say  about  the  clectiort  and  the 
reform  movement,  which  appears  on  another  page  of 
The  Herald  tonight.  Briefly,  he  expresses  his  disappro- 
val of  the  movement  that  shattered  party  lines  so  thor- 
oughl}-,  and  attributes  his  defeat  to  unfounded  suspicion 
of  party  government  caused  by  the  wave  of  reaction  that 
swept  the  country.  This  leads  him  to  make  heated  re- 
n^arks  about  the  spirit  of  independence  that  did  it,  and  to 
foresee  grave  dangers  in  the  tendencj'.     He  makes  this 

statement: 

This  spirit  which  would  decry  party  government 
and  party  responsibility  and  establish  Individual 
leadership  in  its  stead  may  advance  some  personal 
ambitions,  but  can  accomplish  no  good  to  society. 
The  individual  wlio  in  seeking  self-advancement  is 
willing-  to  allure  the  people  from  the  principles  and 
policies  of  party  to  th%  glare  of  a  popular  Idol  is 
an    enemy    of    his    country. 

It  is  asking  too  much  frotn  human  nature  to  expect 
Mr.  Herrick  to  be  pleased  witli  the  result  in  Ohio.  He 
cannot  be  expected,  either,  to  have  an  initiartial  vi6w  of 
what  happened.  It  is  hard  for  him  to  see  that  justice 
was  done.  But  justice  was  done.  The  result  in 
Ohio,  while  disconcerting  and  discomforting  to  Governor 
Herrick  and  other  defeated  candidates,  is  a  thing  which 
the  Republican  party  will  learn  to  approve.  It  is  a  clean- 
ing process,  pure  and  simple. 

Perhaps  it  is  impossible  to  get  along  without  parties. 
But  parties,  to  endure,  must  be  clean.  When  they  are 
clean  and  representative  of  the  people,  they  are  entitled 
to  the  full  support  of  their  members.  When  they  become 
unclean,  when  thej-  shelter  injustice  and  wrong,*  they  for- 
feit this  right.  It  is  not  heresy,  but  a  fine  public  spirit, 
that  leads  men  to  vote  against  their  party  under  such 
conditions.  It  is  only  the  exercise  of  such  independence 
that  can  keep  the  parties  clean  and  hold  them  to  their 
duty  to  the  people. 

In  Ohio  Boss  Cox  of  Cincinnati  contributed  more  to 
Herrick's  defeat  than  any  other  single  thing.  His  cor- 
lupt  rule  of  Hamilton  county  and  Cincinnati,  and  his 
associations  with  the  state  government  and  with  the 
Republican  party  in  the  state,  were  a  national  shame.  It 
V  as  not  Ohio  alone,  but  the  United  States,  that  blushed 
at  his  iniquities.  In  Senator  Dick,  chairman  of  the  Re- 
publican state  committee  and  manager  of  the  Herrick 
campaign,  Ohio  had  a  typical  partisan,  w^ho  sought  his 
party's  good  even  to  his  country's  hurt.  While  Secretary 
Taft,  worth  a  hundred  Dicks  or  a  million  Coxes,  was  de- 
t.ounclng  the  corruption  in  Cincinnati,  Dick  was  appeal- 
irg  to  the  members  of  his  party  to  vote  the  straight 
ticket,  regardless  of  its  merits. 

That  such  methods  should  have  been  rebuked  is  not  a 
victory  for  the  Democratic  party.  It  is  not  a  defeat  for 
the  Republican  party  at  large.  It  was  a  wholesome  lesson 
for  Ohio  and  for  the  United  States,  that  should  purify 
and  improve  the  Republican  party  of  that  state  and  of 
the  nation.  It  is  a  thing  to  rejoice  over,  not  to  regret.  It 
was  a  triumph  for  good  government  and  clean  partisan- 
ship. 


there  has  been  some  talk  of  throwing  the  burden  upon 
the  senate  this  time,  since  the  house  acted  so  promptly 
before;  but  that  talk  has  so  obviously  come  from  railroad 
sources,  and  it  so  clearly  designed  to  give  the  house  a 
chance  to  sneak  out  of  the  responsibility,  that  there  is 
little  likelihood  of  its  amounting  to  anything.  There  is 
but  one  thing  the  house  can  do:  pass  a  rate  bill  early  in 
the  session  and  send  it  in  to  the  senate. 

What  will  happen  to  it  there  is  the  question.  If  it 
were  perfectly  safe  to  turn  it  down,  there  is  no  doubt 
what  would  happen  to  it;  it  would  go  into  one  of  the 
numerous  pigeon  holes  ?nd  die  ther*.  But  it  is  not 
going  to  be  safe  to  do  that,  and  the  senate  cannot  avoid 
facing  the  issue  squarel)'. 

Representative  Williams  of  Mississippi,  the  Democra- 
tic leader  of  the  house,  has  declared  that  the  Democrats 
will  favor  the  administration's  railroad  policy,  and  this 
has  had  its  effect.  It  is  said  that  eighteen  Democratic 
senators  are  counted  upon  to  support  the  president,  and 
there  will  probably  be  more,  as  only  one  Democratic 
senator  has  announced  himself  to  be  against  the  plan. 
Twenty-three  Republican  senators  are  classed  as  oppo- 
sition. If  the  remaining  Republicans,  with  the  eighteen 
Democrats,  support  the  president's  policy,  it  will  win, 
forty-four  votes  being  necessary  to  carry  a  measure 
through. 

So  the  outlook  is  by  no  means  discouraging.  Public 
stntiment  will  undoubtedly  weaken  some  of  the  senators 
who  are  classified  as  being  against  the  measure;  it  cannot 
fail  to  stiffen  the  spinal  columns  of  those  regarded  as 
friendly.  As  to  the  condition  of  public  sentiment  there 
can  be  no  doubt.  The  railroads  have  spent  money 
lavishly  to  change  it,  but  it  remains  the  same.  In  fact, 
the  activity  of  the  railroads  and  the  spcciousness  of  their 
arguments  have  convinced  many  who  had  been  in  doubt 
that  there  is  really  need  of  federal  regulation.

THE  LAW'S  INJUSTICE. 

The  Detroit  Journal  tells  a  story  of  a  criminal  case 
yi  Michigan  that  would  hi  haid  tc  believe  if  it  were  not 
so  obviously  true. 

Charles  Wood  of  Flint  last  May  married  Florence 
Ncwcombe,  much  against  the  will  of  her  parents.  The 
fa:r.ily,  unable  :>'  j  revcnt  the  marriage,  did  succeed  in 
Sf  i»?ralirg  the  yo  irg  couple  and  in  inducing  the  daught«-r 
to  return  home.  Not  satisfied  with  this,  they  sought 
some  way  of  making  the  separation  permanent.  The^' 
foi'.rul  it  in  the  fac;  that  the  girl  when  married  ".a.;  a  d.iy 
under  the  lawful  r.ge  for  marriage  in  MichigoT  without 
the  consent  of  the  parents,  and  that  the  young  man  has 
said  she  had  attained  the  lawful  age  when  he  applied  for 
the  marriage  license.  So  *hey  had  him  arres:?(l,  charged 
with  perjury  in  securing  the  license.  More  curious  still, 
they  found  a  court  to  help  them,  a  court  that  sent  him 
to  state  prison  under  an  indetermniatc  sentence. 

Of  course  the  young  man  did  wrong  in  swearing  to  a 
falsehood,  even  if  it  was  a  very  little  one.  He  was  only 
a  single  day  off  in  his  statement,  yet  so  far  as  the  law 
was  cnncerncd  it  was  as  good  as  a  year.  Probably,  too, 
the  parents  were  justified  in  their  opposition  to  the  mar- 
riage; the  young  people  were  both  of  tender  years,  and 
it  would  undoubtedly  have  been  better  for  them  to  re- 
main longer  under  parental  care  before  starting  out  to 
set  up  a  home  for  themselves. 
,  But  to  send  the  young  man  to  prison  for  it,  to  convict 
him  of  a  crime  and  condemn  him  to  wear  a  felon's  garb 
for  it,  is  strangely  anachronistic.  It  sounds  more  like  the 
seventeenth  century  than  the  twentieth.  It  sounds  more 
like  medieval  Spain  than  modern  Michigan. 

It  might  look  better  if  the  courts  were  always  so 
sternly  vigilant  and  so  virtuously  indigtxant  over  infrac- 
tions of  law.  If  other  offenses  were  punished  in  propor- 
tion to  their  gravity  it  rhight  improve  the  look  of  it.  But 
when  so  many  men  that  have  done  offenses  infinitely 
worse  than  this  are  walking  about  the  earth  without  even 
a  fear  of  judicial  wrath,  it  does  not  look  well  at  all 

It  makes  one  glad  it  didn't  happen  in  Minnesota. 


THE  DRAINAGE  CAMPAIGN. 

It  is  time  plans  were  being  laid  to  insure  favorable 
action  by  the  political  conventions  next  summer  upon  the 
draftiage  of  the  swamp  lands  belonging  to  the  state  in 

Northern  Minnesota. 

Agitation  has  been  well  begun.  Practically  all  of 
the  newspapers  of  Northern  Minnesota  have  declared 
themselves  is  no  uncertain  terms,  and  several  of  the 
leading  newspapers  of  Southern  Minnesota  have  taken 
the  matter  up  and  favorably  passed  upon  the  plan.  A 
few  papers  in  the  southern  part  of  the  state  have  opposed 
the  idea  with  more  or  less  bitterness,  but  in  every  in- 
stance this  opposition  was  based  upon  a  complete  mis- 
apprehension of  the  facts.  The  opposing  newspapers  as- 
sumed that  the  state  was  to  be  asked  to  drain  lands  be- 
longing to  private  individuals  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
state,  and  as  this  proposition  would  be  ridiculous,  natu- 
rally they  opposed  it.  When  they  understand  that  it  is 
the  lands  belonging  to  the  state  that  the  state  is  asked  to 
diain,  lands  that  it  received  from  the  government  only 
upon  a  definite  contract  to  drain  them  and  make  them  fit 
for  agricultural  use,  lands  now  worthless  that  can  be 
made  worth  ten  times  the  cost  by  drainage,  these  papers 
will  no  doubt  be  earnest  advocates  of  drainage.  The 
Commercial  club  of  Duluth  has  taken  action  upon  the 
subject,  and  numerous  other  commercial  bodies  of  North- 
ern Minnesota  have  followed  suit. 

So  In  the  north  the  work  is  well  under  way.  But  much 
educational  work  is  still  to  be  done  among  the  people  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  state,  and  this  should  be  con- 
tinued without  intermission.  It  is  essential  that  the  plat- 
forms of  both  parties  shall  contain  vigorous  declarations 
for  drainage  next  year,  and  in  order  to  bring  it  about 
the  campaign  should  be  waged  indefinitely  to  that  end. 
With  that  start,  the  campaign  before  the  legislature  can 
be  waged  upon  a  new  and  firmer  foundation. 

The  proposition  to  have  the  federal  government  drain 
its  Indian  lands  must  not  be  permitted  to  confuse  the 
issue  of*state  drainage.  It  is  something  entirely  aside, 
something  that  can  be  accomplished  only  with  difficulty 
if  at  all,  and  it  musf  not  be  confounded  with  the  cam- 
paign for  state  drainage.  That  would  mean  that  oppo- 
nents of  present  action  by  the  state  would  have  a  chance 
to  argue  for  delay  of  state  action  until  the  completion  of 
the  federal  drainage  campaign.  Federal  drainage  is  a 
good  thing  if  it  can  be  had,  and  the  Minnesota  delegation 

in  congress  has  promised  to  do  all  it  can  to  bring  it  about,  |  '^^^I'^.^^^^^^-^i^ii'T^^Z^,,,  st.  Paul, 
With  that  Minnesota  must  leave  it,  and  return  to  its  own 
affair— which  is  the  drainage  by  the  state  of  state  lands.

Mr.  King  and  lUs  young  wife  were 
familiar  figures  oai  the  streets  of  Du- 
luth for  a  t!nrj%  tfQft  summer,  for  they 
spent  two  or  fhrfof  weeks  here,  grueSts 
at  the  Spalding.  Mr.  King  was  75  years 
of  age,  and  look«»d  it.  Mrs.  King  was, 
to  all  appearances,  between  25  and  b») 
years  of  age,  and  was  a  remarkably 
handsome  woman.  Her  beauty  was 
such  as  to  attract  general  comment, 
in  fact,  and  the  coq^njeut  became  all  the 
more  general  wlien  it  became  known 
that  the  two  were  man  and  wife.  Mr. 
King  was  eccentric  In  some  ways. 

It  is  said  that  he  felt  a  great  interest 
In  old  men.  He  often  expressed  the 
opinion  that  someone  ought  to  provide 
a  home  for  old  men  who  have  struggleil 
all  their  Uve^  without  being  able  to 
make  adequate  provision  for  their  old 
age.  Mr.  King  left  an  estate  valued  at 
J3,5O0,O0O.  His  will  was  drawn  five  years 
ago.  Even  at  that  time  he  was  Inter- 
ested in  old  men.  Whether  he  provided 
for  a  home  for  them  is  not  known  deli- 
nltely,  but  those  wlio  have  seen  the 
will  say  It  n\akes  a  large  provision  for 
some  charity  in  which  Mr.  King  was 
interested.  

Mrs.  King  Is  said  to  have  received 
$300,000  from  her  elderly  husband  dur- 
ing the  three  years  of  their  married 
life,  and  if  the  will  does  not  mention 
her  among  the  beneficiaries,  it  is  be- 
lieved she  will  contest  it. 
*     «     •

"Any  man  who  has  paid  auy  attention 
to  elections  in  New  York  ciiy  must  oe- 
lieve  that  Hearst  has  .excellent  grounds 
for  his  belief  that  he  was  defrauded 
out  of  what  the  majority  of  people  want- 
ed him  to  have.  If  a  recount  Is  made,  and 
all  the  ballots  are  counted  as  they  should 
have  been  counted  in  the  first  place,  tho 
chances  are  that  tlie  newspaper  man  will 
be  declared  elected.  There  will  be  a  good 
deal  of  difficulty  attached  to  such  a  pro- 
ceeding, however,  and  Hearst  will  have  a 
hard  fight  on  his  hands  to  win  out.  When 
the  opposing  party  contributes  $1,000.0<W 
as  a  campaign  fund,  the  man  who  is  try- 
ing to  run  in  a  fair  and  square  manner 
does  not  stand  a  great  deal  of  chance  of 
winning  out.

It  will  be  partly  cloudy  with  fresh  to 
brisk  southwest  winds,  adds  the  weather 
man,    who    says,    of    general    conditions: 

"The  Rocky  mountain  high  barometer 
area  has  moved  its  center  to  Kansas, 
causing  colder  weather  from  Kansas  and 
Missouri  southward.  The  Texas  disturb- 
ance has  moved  to  the  Eastern  Gulf  re- 
gion, its  easterly  movement  being  at- 
tended by  light  to  heavy  rains  in  districts 
south  of  Kansas,  Missouri  and  Tennessee. 
A  moderate  depression  overlies  Sas- 
katchewan and  13  largely  responsible  for 
higher  temperatures  and  snow  hurries  in 
the  Lake  Superior  district.  The  easterly 
movement  of  the  Kansas  high  barometer 
and  the  Saskatchewan  "low"  will  likely 
be  attended  by  partly  cloudy  weather  and 
moderate  temperature  (between  32  dg.  and 
40  deg.)  in  this  locality  tonight  and  Sat- 
urday."

overcome  with  joy,  fainted,  and  Rus.sel 
spent  the  day  In  celebrating  the  ad- 
vent   of   prospective    fortune." 

It  wa-s  a  little  earlier  that  the  fol- 
lowing romantic  story  came  from  Liv- 
erpool: Whea  Henry  Eccles,  who  had 
carried  on  a  lucrative  business  as  a 
chemist  in  Scarborough,  died,  an  in- 
spection of  the  premises  led  to  the  dis- 
covery of  a  number  of  bags  of  gold 
weighing  in  all  a  hundredweight,  and 
of  copper  of  the  value  of  £50.  No  will 
was  found  and  the  money,  together 
with  some  valuable  property,  passed , 
to  John  Eccles.  a  seaman,  and  brother  i 
of  the  deceased,  who  had  been  work- 
ing  for  some  time  in  the  docks  at  Liv- 
erpool. The  fortune  to  which  the  dock 
dock  laborer  thus  became  heir  was 
valued  at  over  £10,000. 

Mor&  remarkable  still,  perhaps,  was 
the  good  luck  of  a  man  who  a  few 
years  ago  was  translated  as  if  by 
magic  from  poverty  to  riches.  A 
wealthy  lady  died,  leaving,  in  addition 


to  personalty  valued  at  £140,000.  prop- 
erty In  the  we.st  of  London  worth 
£160,000.  For  two  j-ears  this  sub- 
stantial fortune  of  £300.000  went 
a-begging,  until  a  claimant  was  at  last 
discovered  In  the  nephew  of  the  de- 
cea.sed  lady,  who  at  the  time  of  his 
discover^'  was  actually  an  inmate  of 
a  London  workhouse.

From  a  Soiourn  in 
Norway's  Mountains 

Bronzed  from  exposure  due  to  a  sev- 
eral months'  sojourn  in  the  mounLilns 
of  Norway.  Victor  E.  Sonderall,  formerly 
a  member  of  the  clerical  force  in  County 
Auditor  Halden's  office,  was  calling  on 
his   friends  at   the  courthouse  yesterday. 

Mr.  Sonderall  was  connected  with  the 
auditor's  office  for  several  years  and  re- 
signed a  year  ago  on  account  of  IH- 
healih,  returning  to  Norwav,  his  birth- 
place. During  the  past  year  he  has  been 
resting  and  recuperating  his  health  until 
he  is  now  as  hale  and  hearty  as  he  ever 
was    before    in    his   life. 

Mr.  Sonderall  says  that  whele  he  did 
not  visit  Sti::khoIm  or  see  Col.  <iraves, 
the  United  States  mini.ster  to  Sweden,  he 
was  in  Christiana  during  the  stirring 
times  following  the  severance  of  the 
union  between  that  country  and  Sweden, 
lie  says  that  excitement  ran  high  in  Nor- 
way's capital,  cannons  were  booming, 
soldiers  were  paraded  and  the  people  were 
wild  with  Joy  and  excitement.  Before 
returning  to  America  Mr.  Sonderall  was 
again  in  Christiana,  following  the  agree- 
ment between  the  two  countries  to  main- 
tain separate  go%-ernments  and  he  says 
that  confidence  has  i>een  restored  and  the 
people  have  quieted  down  to  business 
again.  Mr.  Sonderall  predicts  an  era  of 
pro.sperity  under  the  new  regime  for 
5«orway. 

■Just  before  I  left  Norway  there  was 
a  great  deal  of  di.scusslon  going  on  over 
the  question  whether  the  choice  of  a 
king  should  be  left  to  a  popular  vote," 
said   Mr.    Sonderall. 

"There  has  been  some  talk  of  a  repub- 
lic, but  the  Norwegian  people  are  on  the 
whole  too  closely  attached  to  the  limited 
monarchical  form  of  government  that  they 
have  been  having  the  real  power  of  the 
government  is  vested  anyway  in  the 
storthing  and  the  people  regard  the  king 
more  In  the  light  of  a  social  head  for  the 
ccuntrj'.  They  look  to  the  storthing  to 
make  the  laws  and  the  king  to  do  the 
honors  for  the  country." 

While  in  Chri.«tiana  Mr.  Sonderall  met 
the  county  auditor  of  Lake  county,  who 
was  there  on  a  visit  and  while  In  the 
mountains  of  Norway  he  met  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Helmer  Leveroos  of  Superior,  who 
.spent  several  months  in  the  old  country, 
last   summer,  on   their   honeymoon.

ATE  ENEMIES'  HEARTS. 


GUARD  HUMILIATES 

Prisoner  Who  Escaped  When  He  Was 
Giving  Him  Lunch. 

Waco,  Texa.s,  Nov.  10.— Henry  Green, 
a  guard  at  the  jail  here,  was  not  in  the 
least  discouraged  when  a  prisoner, 
John  Barr,  butted  him  in  the  stomach 
and  escaped. 

However,  he  was  aggrieved.  In  the 
first  place,  the  incident  occurred  when 
Qreeft  was  d»ing  a  friendly  act  for 
Barr— giving  him  a  midnight  lunch- 
wholly  as  a  matter  of  accommodation, 
and,  second,  it  is  wholly  unsportsman- 
like to  butt  a  man  in  the  stomach. 

Green  determined  he  would  bring 
Barr  back  to  jail.  First  he  had  to  find 
him.  He  thought  it  would  be  a  hard 
task  if  he  went  on  the  search  without 
a  disguise,  so  he  disguised  himself.  He 
put  on  another  suit  of  clothes,  and  then 
got  a  handful  of  lampblack  and 
smeared  it  over  his  face.

Tonkawa  Tribe,  Once  Powerful,  Now 
Only  Mere  Handful. 

Guthrie,  O.  T.,  Nov.  10.— Elsie,  the  old- 
est living  Tonkawa  Indian,  remembers 
when  her  tribe  was  a  power  in  the 
land.  At  one  time  the  Tonkawas  had 
their   villages   in    Texas;    their   hunting 

grounds  were  unmolested  by  the  white 
men;  they  roved  the  plains  in  quest  of 
the  buffalo  and  the  wild  horse,  and  the 
braves  of  the  tribe  were  skillful  in  tlie 
liuiit. 

In  the  frequent  wars  with  other 
tribes  the  Tonkawas  were  usually  vic- 
torious and  carried  off  many  scalps  to 
adorn  the  walls  of  their  wigwams  and 
lodges.  It  is  said  the  Tonkawas  were 
cannibals,  but  that  was  before  Eisies 
time.  She  said  she  had  seen,  after  a 
battle,  the  braves  of  her  tribe  remove 
the  heart  from  some  fallen  foe  who  had 
shown  great  bravery  in  battle.  This 
was  roasted  at  the  fire  and  divided 
among  the  warriors,  who  ate  it,  with 
the  belief  that  by  so  doing  the  brave 
spirit  of  the  fallen  enemy  would  be  im- 
parted  to   them. 

The  Tonkawas  to  this  day  are  a 
proud  and  haughty  race,  and  are  given 
to  living  much  within  themselves.  They 
have  only  in  late  years  intermarried 
with  other  tribes,  and  this  was  only 
permitted  when  they  discovered  the 
alarming  decrease  in  their  number. 
There  are  now  on  the  Tonkawa  reser- 
vation only  tifty-four  persons.  This 
represents  the  last  of  the  once  power- 
ful tribe  that  counted  its  braves  by  the 
thousands  and  had  many  lodges  and 
large   droves   of   ponies   and   cattle. 

FIVE  YEARS'  SENTENCE. 
St.  Paul,  Nov.  10.— Anthony  WIrl  drew 
five  years  in  the  state  prison.  Judge  Orr 
sentenced  him  yesterday  on  a  plea  of 
guilty  to  assault  in  the  second  degree, 
one  degree  less  than  the  indictment  set 
forth.  The  Wirl  family  live  at  SSH  James 
street.  They  have  for  years  been  accus- 
tomed to  quarrel.  He  is  a  stone  mason 
and  there  have  been  nine  children  of 
whom       are      living.  The      shooting 

of  James  Wirl  by  the  defendant,  his  fath- 
er, occurred  on  the  night  of  May  3,  the 
same  night  that  Officer  Rafferty  was  shot 
and  killed  by  two  liurglars.

Kept  In  School  By  a  Negro  With  a  Shot- 
gun. 

Perry,  O.  T.,  Nov.  10.— W^illie  Brad- 
ley, a  negro  cotton  picker,  "held  up* 
the  teacher  and  all  the  pupils  at  school 
district  No.  15,  four  miles  west  of  Per- 
ry, and  kept  them  Imprisoned  in  the 
Echoolhouse  for  nearly  six  hours. 

Th«  negro  went  to  the  schoolhouso 
during:  the  noon  hour  with  a  shotgun 
in  his  hands  and  ordered  the  teacher 
and  all  the  children  into  the  school- 
house. 

He  then  took  up  a  i>ositlon  -where  ho 
could  command  the  door  of  the  sohool- 
hou.se,  but  after  an  hour  and  a  half  he 
went  to  sleep  on  t^uard. 

The  teacher  then  slipped  a  boy  out  of 
a  window  and  sent  him  to  a  neighbor- 
ing fon-nhouse.  A  couple  of  .stal- 
wart fanners  accompanied  the  boy 
back  to  the  schoolhouse,  di.sarmed  the 
negro  and  notified  the  sheriff.  He  is 
now  in  Jail. 

HAD  PERILOUS  VOYAGE. 
St.  Johns.  N.  P.,  Nov.  10.— The  auxili- 
ary Canadian  cruiser  Neptune  arrived 
here  yesterday  after  a  perilous  voyage 
into  Huds<in  bay.  which  the  crui.scr  en- 
tered later  In  the  season  than  any 
other  Vessel  is  known  to  have  done. 
The  Neptune  entered  there  Oct.  3.  On 
board  the  cruiser  was  MaJ.  Moody, 
governor  of  Hudson  bay.  He  made  the 
trip  to  supply  winter  stores  to  the  re- 
mote police  posts  in  the  Hud.son  bay 
country.

Paoli,  Ind.,  Nov.  10.— Wiliiain  Totten,  a 
citizen  of  thi.s  county,  where  he  was  born 
eeventy-five  yeai-s  ago,  and  .vhere  he  has 
since  resided  continuously,  was  in  Palbl, 
the  county  seat  of  his  native  county,  last 
week,  for  the  first  iinie  Ui  his  life.

are  selling  for  as  high  as  $1  a  bushel. 

Cabbage  remains  firm  at  from  $25 
to  130  a  ton,  according  to  the  quality, 
end  the  dealers  say  that  the  prospects 
are  not  hopeful  for  any  lower  prices, 
either  on  cabbage  or  potatoes. 

Onions  went  higher  this  week,  as  was  | 
predicted  a  week  ago.  The  red  and  j 
yellow  onions  are  quoted  at  51.75  a  j 
bu.shel,  and  the  Spanish  onions  at  $1.65.  | 

The  higher  price     of     potatoes     has 

caused  a  heavy  demand  for  the  sweet 

potatoes,  and  the  market  on  them     Is 

very  firm.

The  market  is  now  down  to  a  win- 
ter basis  on  the  fruit  question.  All 
kinds  of  grapes  are  out  of  the  market 
but  the  Malagas  in  kegs,  Almeria 
grapes  In  barrels,  and  the  Catawba 
grapes  in  pony  baskets.  The  Malagas 
are  brought  from  California  and  the 
Almeiras  from  Spain. 

The  Concords  and  Dclawares  are  now 
out  of  the  market  for  the  season,  and 
the  Catawbas  will  be  the  only  Kind  of 
basket  grapes  offered  during  the  win- 
ter months. 

The  holiday  demand  for  these  grapes 
is  likely  to  make  the  price  go  higher, 
especially  since  oranges  are  high  at  the 
present  time.

Dealers  Increase  Prices  Becaase  of  an 
Enlarged  Demand. 

The  prices  of  old  postage  stcamps  have, 
advanced  greatly  dpring  the  last  two 
years,  and  the  stamp  catalogues  for 
190C,  advanced  sheets  of  which  are  al- 
ready in  circulation,  show  a  general  in- 
crease of  10  per  cent  for  stamps  sought 
by  collectors,  while  in  a  number  of 
Instances  stamps  have  Increased  In 
valuf  100  per  cent  or  more,  says  the 
Washington    Post. 

The  greatest  windfall  in  the  history 
of  stamp  collecting,  mention  of  which 
will  make  the  mouths  of  the  latter-day 
stamp  collectors  water,  was  that  of 
the  years  1SS4  and  1SS6,  when  the  Gov- 
ernment oflflcials  at  Washington  gave 
away  hundreds  of  complete  sets  of  de- 
partment stamps,  sucli  as  those  issued 
for  the  State.  Agricultural,  Executive 
and    Justice    Departments. 

The  use  of  these  stamps  had  been 
abandoned  and  as  there  were  many  sets 
of  them  loft  they  were  given  away  to 
any  one  who  would  take  the  trouble 
to  come  after  them.  Now  many  of 
these  stamps  command  very  high  pre- 
miums. The  department  of  agriculture 
issues  given  away  at  that  time  are 
worth  $30.  Those  of  the  War  and  Ex- 
ecutive Departments  have  steadily  ad- 
vanced, until  they  range  from  (40  to  UH, 
while  the  State  Department  stamps  are 
the  rarest  of  all,  and  at  the  present 
time    brirg   $75. 

The  most  notable  jump,  however,  has 
taken   place   In   the  value  of   the   sinnip 
issues  of  Timor.    This  is  a  small  island 
in   Oceania,    but   quite    large   enough    to  , 
have   stamps   of   its  own.  j 

One  denomination  of  this  country  has 
advanced  from  12  cents,  the  price  two  \ 
years  ago,  to  522.50  for  the  coming  year, 
while  another  denomination,  which  was 
sold  two  years  ago  for  20  cents,  is  now 
listed  In  the  standard  catalogues  at  $^. 
And  It  is  hard  to  get  at  that  price. 
The  dealers  and  collectors  do  not  seem 
to  know  the  reason  for  its  scarcity, 
which  was  discovered  only  when  an  at- 
tempt was  recently  made  to  obtain  a 
number   of  the   stamps. 

It  is  often   the  case   that  a  stamp  that 

has   for    years    been    rated   as   a   common 

variety  Is  catalogued  at  a  low  figure  for 

the  reason  that  there  is  no  demand  for  it, 

when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  there  are  very 

few   to  be  had.     A  good   example   of  thid 

is   the   Dutch    West    Indies   12V»-cent   gray 

queens    head    stamp,    issued    by    Holland. 

The    cataloffue    sets    down    the    value    of 

this  issue  at  8  cents.     But  not  only  would 

a  collector  have  a  hard  time  to  get  one  at 

j  that  price,   he  would  find  it  very  difficult 

to  secure  one  at  any  figure.

There  are  many  other  stamps 
which  have  made  a  quick  and  large  ad- 
vance in  price,  although,  of  course,  not 
always  In  the  same  proi>ortion  as  that 
made  by  the  Timor  issues. 

It  almost  S5eem.s  as  if  one  can't  pay  too 
much  for  a  rare  stamp.  The  premium  on 
stamps  costing  »l.0«»  or  more  has  been 
known  to  double  and  treble  in  two  or 
three  years.  Of  course,  the  scarcity  of 
the  issue  i.-j  the  real  cause  of  the  jump  In 
value  but  then  this  scarcity  is  due  to  the 
rapidly  Increasing  number  of  collectors 
oi  whom  already  there  are  estimated 
to  be  more  than  700.000  In  this  country 
alone. 

The   probability   is   that   many   so-called 
common  stamps  which  are  now  catalogued 
at  a   low   figure   will   soon   take  an   unex

Edwards,  Woods  &  Co. :  Wheat  was  a 
pretty  sick  market  today  after  a  weak 
and  sloppy  opening.  Everybody  seemed 
to  have  wheat  for  sale.  Liverpool  opened 
with  a  decline  which  partially  reflected 
the  break  in  American  markets  yesterday. 
There  was  some  improvement  at  tlie 
close,  but  taken  altogether  the  markets 
were  just  as  soft  as  as  the  domestic. 
There  was  no  support  from  Uie  party  who 
has  been  active  for  some  time  past.

YEARS,  REFUSING  TO  TELL  THE  COURT 
WHAT  BECAME  OF  MISSING  $6,532.45

Prisoner  Says  He  Does 
Not  Know  What  Be- 
came of  It 


Pittsburg,  Nov.  11.— Edward  G.  Cun- 
llffe,  tlie  express  company  clerk,  who, 
on  Oct.  10,  stole  $101,000  from  the  Adams 
Express  company  agency.  In  this  city, 
and  whose  flight  and  capture  ten  days 
later  attracted  the  attention  of  the  en- 
tire world,  was  sentenced  by  Judge 
James  R.  MacFarlane,  in  criminal 
court  today,  to  two  terms  of  three 
years  each,  in  the  Western  penitenti- 
ary, and  two  fines  of  $100  each  and  all 
costs  of  the  prosecution,  on  two 
charges  of  larceny,  making  a  total  term 
of  six  years'  Imprisonment. 

These  terms  of  imprisonment  are  the 
limit  under  the  laws  covering  stealing 
from  employers,  although  the  maxi- 
mum tine  on  each  count  is  $500.  Cun- 
llffe  looked  better  than  when  he  last 
appeared  before  the  court  to  enter  a 
plea  of  guilty.  He  was  cool  and  col- 
lected and  walked  with  a  steady  step. 

Before  sentence  was  passed.  Agent 
Hyner  told  of  the  theft  of  the  money 
ana  the  recovery  of  $94,500.50  of  the; 
amount  stolen.  Mr.  Hyner  said  $80,- 
050.50  was  found  at  the  home  of  Cun- 
llffe's  brother-in-law,  In  Bristol,  Conn., 
on  Oct.  19;  $9,035  from  George  Elsener, 
In  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  on  Oct.  20;  $292, 
also  in  Bridgeport,  and  on  Oct.  23,  $10 
from  Cunliffe's  brother,  Fred;  $60  from

his  aunt,  and  $20  from  his  mother. 

On  Oct.  26  $5,000  was  found  concealed 
by  Cunliffe's  wife  in  the  lining  of  a 
baby  carriage  at  the  home  of  Cunliffe's 
mother  in  this  city.  This,  he  said,  left 
a  balance  of  $6,532.45  not  yet  accounted 
for. 

When  the  prisoner  was  asked  if  he 
had  anything  to  say,  he  replied: 

"All  I  can  ask  is  a  little  clemency 
for  the  sake  of  my  poor  family  and 
folks.  I  was  never  before  In  ai'y 
trouble  and  have  always  been  honest 
and  upright,  with  a  good  disposition 
and  used  my  best  efforts  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  company.  I  don't  knov/ 
what  Impelled  me  to  take  the  money." 

When  asked  as  to  the  whereabouts 
of  the  rest  of  the  money,  he  said:  "I 
know  no  more  about  it  than  any  other 
man   In   this   court." 

Cunllffe  said  when  he  told  the  detec- 
tive that  he  had  burned  some  money 
he  did  not  say  how  much,  for  he  did 
not  know  himself,  as  he  was  laborinR 
under  great  excitement  at  the  time. 

"Mr.  Pierce  probably  drew  the  infer- 
ence that  I  meant  all  the  rest  of  it." 

Detective  Pierce  denied  to  the  court 
that  Cunllffe  had  been  "sweated;"  on 
the  contrary,  he  said,  the  prisoner 
seemed  glad  to  admit  his  identity  and 
to  place  himself  at  the  disposal  of  tlio 
authorities.  Sentence  was  then  passed 
and  Cunllffe  was  led  back  to  his  cell

IS  NO  CURE 
FORGRAFT 

At  Present  Time,  Says 
Commissioner  of  Cor- 
porations Garfield. 

Good  In  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment Offsets  the 
Wrong. 


Washington,  Nov.  11. — Commissioner 
of  Corporations  James  R.  Garfield,  in 
an  address  at  the  banquet  of  the 
Hardware  associations,  here,  last  night, 
discussed  the  questions  of  graft  in  the 
government  and  the  commercial  and 
industrial  evils. 

"You  have  heard  that  graft  In  the 
government  is  rampant,"  he  said.  "This 
must  not  be  taken  lightly.  It  is  true 
that  there  are  things  In  the  federal 
government  that  are  wrong,  but  when 
you  compare  them  with  things  that  are 
good,  you  will  find  them  Incomparable. 
Things  are  wrong  in  private  business 
affairs,  as  well  as  In  the  public  affairs. 
Wt  should  not  attempt  to  apply  a  rem- 
edy before  we  know  what  the  disease 
is.  The  inquiry  conducted  by  this 
bureau  into  the  workings  of  the  cor- 
porations means  that  the  federal  gov- 
ernment Is  the  sovereign  of  all  the 
people,  and  has  a  right  to  protect  one 
man  against  the  alliance  of  others." 

The  speaker  stated  that  the  problems 
now  are  as  mighty  and  important  as 
ever  our  forefathers  had  to  contend 
with.  On  every  hand  we  are  confront- 
ed with  commercial  and  industrial 
evils. 

"To  attempt  to  remedy  them  is 
useless,  unless  the  blow  be  aimed  at 
their  root,"  he  said.  "At  present  it  is 
impossible  to  -  effect  any  permanent 
cure;  only  penalties  can  be  imposed 
where  wrongs  are  discovered. 

"If  you,  my  friends,  are  to  have  the 
advantages  of  corporate  formation,  you 
must  submit  your  affairs  to  the  sov- 
ereign of  creation.  Let  the  people 
know  who  you  are  and  with  whom 
they  are  dealing.  The  government 
must  be  vested  with  the  power  to  deal 
with  corporations  engaged  in  interstate 
commerce,  such  as  it  has  regarding  the 
national  banks,  to  keep  Itself  in- 
formed as  to  what  they  are  doing,  how 
they  are  doing  it.  and  what  their  in- 
tentions. 

"The  question  is  whether  the  corpor- 
ations shall  rule  the  people,  or  be  ruled 
by  the  sovereign  by  which  they  are 
created." 

Mr.  Garfield  declared  that  in  Its 
efforts  to  expose  irregularities  of  In- 
corporations the  heartiest  co-operation 
of  the  manufacturers  is  needed. 


A  PEACEFUL 
REVOLUTION 

Accomplished  Among  the 
Russian  prisoners  In 
Japan  ^  Socialists. 

Result  Due  Largely  to 

Efforts  of  Dr.  Nicholas 

Russell. 


MINERS  WILL  REFUSE  TO  BE  BOUND 
BY  RENEWAL  OF  COMMISSION'S  AWARD 
UNLESS  THE  UNION  IS  RECOGNIZED 


Washington,  Nov.  11.— The  following 
cablegram  was  received  here  today 
from  Kobe,  Japan,  by  a  member  of  the 
local  Russian  revolutionary  committee: 

"Enthusiastic  reception  given  to  rev- 
olutionary officers  by  the  revolutionary 
30,000  soldiers  at  Hamadera  and  Himeji 
detention  camps,  red  banners  bearing 
allegiance,  'Semlia  I  Volia'  (Land  and 
Liberty — Live  liberty).  Russian  Mai'- 
sellalse  sung." 

The  explanation  of  this  cablegram, 
given  by  the  local  committee  here,  Is 
that  a  remarkable  peaceful  revolution 
has  been  accomplished  under  condi- 
tions never  before  paralleled. 

In  1901  Dr.  Nicholas  Russell,  a  Rus- 
sian by  birth,  but  a  resident  of  Hawaii, 
was    president    of    the    flrst    territorial 
senate.    Coming  to  AarK-rlca,  he  became 
deeply  interested  in  pro^>agating  Social-  | 
Istic     reforms     in     Rufwia.     He     was  i 
aided    by   Charles    W.    Folk   and    Julia ; 
Ward    Howe    and    others.      Upon    the  j 
fall  of  Port  Arthur,   Dr.   Russell     was : 
sent    to    Japan    to    spread    among   the . 
Russian  captives  the  Meas  of  his  party. 
According  to  the  membere  of  the  locafi 
society    he    has    succeeded    beyond    all 
expectations,   as  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  he  has  organized  under  the  ban- 
ner of  Socialism,  nearly  all  of  the  thou- 
sands of  Russian  soldiers  taken  prison- 
ers   by    the   Japanese   during   the   last 
war,  who  are  now  in  detention  camps 
in   Japan,   awaiting  transportation     to 
their  hom:-s.     It  is,  of  cpurse,  inferred 
that  the     Japanese     government  must 
have     sanctioned     yesterday's    demon- 
stration, else  it    could    not    have    oc- 
curred.

Committee  To  Call  On  Operators  To  Ar- 
range Terms  For  Work  After  April. 

Will  Make  Stand  For  Eight-Hour-Day  and 
Uniform  Pay  For  Certain  Classes. 

Men  Claim  Workings  of  the  Award  Have 
Fallen  Far  Short  of  Expectations. 


Philadelphia,  Nov.  11.— A  special  dis- 
patch from  Shamokln.  Pa.,  to  tlie 
Evening  Telegraph  says: 

A  complete  canvass  of  the  Lacka- 
wanna, Schuylkill,  and  Lehigh  coal  uls- 
tricts  shows  that  the  miners  through 
their  delegates  to  the  United  Mine 
Workers  convention  to  be  held  here 
beginning  Dec.  14,  will  refuse  to  be 
bound  after  April  1  next  by  a  renewal 
of  the  award  of  the  anthracite  coal 
strike  commission  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt,  unless  the  operators,  in 
addition,  agree  to  the  union  becoming 
a  signatory  party. 

From  first  hand  sources  the  follow- 
ing forecast  of  the  convention's  action 
is  justified: 

A  committee  representing  the  union 
miners  will  be  instructed  to  wait  upon 
thei  operators  and  request  a  conference. 
This  committee  will  explain  to  the 
operators,  if  granted  the  opportunity, 
that  the  conference  is  asked  so  that  a 
mutual  agreement  may  be  reached  a.-3 
lo  the  terms  of  employment  at  all  col- 
lieries after  April  1. 

The  convention  will  take  a  stand  for 
an  eight-hour  work  day,  uniform  pay 
for  classes  of  employes  not  rated  as 
miners  and  specific  terms  of  employ- 
ment, but  these  will  be  held  subject  to 
joint  discussion  and  will  not  be  ob- 
truded in  advance  of  the  request  for  a 
conference. 

Should  the  operators  issue  or  post  a 
notice  of  their  intention  or  willingness 
to  continue  in  force  the  commissions 
award  in  advance  of  the  convention, 
such  notices  will  be  disregarded,  it  is 
said,  by  the  convention  unless  ad- 
dressed to  that  body,  to  the  union  or 
to  one  or  more  of  its  representatives. 
Falling  to  get  the  consent  of  the  opera- 
tors to  meet  representatives  of  the 
union,  the  convention  will  adjourn  to 
allow  for  further  negotiations  and  fov 
final  instructions  from  the  local  unions 
in  all  three  districts. 

In  the  event  of  the  operators  refusing

THE  POPE  INSISTS 

Upon  Collecting  From  Noble  Princes  to 
Succor  the  Poor. 

Rome,  Nov.  11.— (Special  to  The  Herald.) 
—The  princes  of  Borghese.  Ludovlcl,  Pl- 
ombjno,  Massimo  and  others  have  been 
Informed  by  the  papal  minister  of  state 
that  unless  they  pay  back,  with  legal  In- 
terest, the  sums  they  borrowed  from 
Popes  Pio  Nono  and  Leo  XllI,  he  will 
immediately  sue  them. 

This  Is  the  third  and  final  notice  served 
upon  the  noble  gentlemen  who  for  many 
years  depleted  the  papal  treasury  on  var- 
ious pretexts  without  intending  to  pay 
back. 

"The  Holy  Father  has  vowed  to  devote 
the  amount  of  loans  made  at  various 
times  by  his  predecessors,  to  charity.  His 
poor  need  the  money,  and  it  must  be 
forthcoming,  without  further  evasion  or 
delay,"   wrote  Cardinal   Merri  del  Val. 

The  pope  in  the  role  of  prosecutor  in 
an  Italian  court  of  law  would  be  a  de- 
cided novelty,  but  Pius  is  not  afraid  of 
innovations.  He  will  make  a  test  case. 
It  is  said,  of  a  noble  marquis  who  pei- 
suaded  Pope  Leo  to  loan  him  125,000  francs 
on  a  note,  which  he  has  persistently  re- 
fused to  pay,  though  well  able  to  do  so. 

The  pope  has  no  doubt  that  he  will 
be  able  to  collect  from  the  marquis  and 
if  this  does  not  frighten  the  rest  of  the 
blue-blooded  blacklegs,  they  will  be  pro- 
ceeded against  In  short  order. 

"I  gave  a  million  to  my  good  sons  and 
daughters  of  Calabria,"  said  the  pope 
recently,  "I  ought  to  have  given  them  ten 
millions,  and  if  the  Roman  aristocracy 
paid  what  they  owe  me,  I  could  do  so 
tomorrow."

When  setting  about  the  preparation 
of  one  of  these  plans  the  first  question 
is.  What  areas  in  the  reseive  are 
adapted   to   the  same   scheme   of  man- 


maximum  height  at  which  the  stumps 
may  be  cut,  and  the  diameter  to  whico 
the  tops  must  be  utilized,  and  other 
stipulations  insuring  clear,  conservative 
logging.  Especially,  also,  they  provide 
for  the  disposition  of  the  slash,  so  tha;

"All  men  believe  there  are  evils,  and 
the  laws  should  correct  them,  but  I 
don't  believe  the  great  majority  of 
thinking  men  are  disposed  to  put  the 
rate-making  power  In  the  hands  of  a 
political  commission,  wfth  the  right  to 
fix  rates  to  go  into  effect  at  once.

gether in  the  United  States  after 
months  of  effort.  I  can  .say  from  my 
own  personal  knowledge  that  the  dele- 
gates to  the  Bacon  convention  did  not 
represent   the   shipping  Interests." 

George  Tlbbs  of  Tibbs,  Hutchings  & 
Co.,  wholesale  dry  goods  merchants, 
also  a  representative  of  thc  Jobbers* 
and   Manufacturers',  said: 

"Our  organization  made  no  attempt 
to  attend  the  Bacon  convention.  I 
think  we  split  with  him  in  the  matter 
of  the  advisability  of  making  a  political 
commission  prosecuting  attorney  and 
judge  in  all  rate  matters.  Such  things 
as  private  car  lines,  terminal  privileges 
and  rebates  are  the  things  that  need 
remedying— and  this  has  nothing  to  do 
with  giving  the  rate-fixing  power  to 
the  Interstate  commerce  commission.  I 
believe  the  great  majority  of  merch- 
ants would  be  very  reluctant  to  do 
this. 

"In  the  federal  convention  I  found 
merchants  I  personally  knew  from 
many  cities.  All  talk  that  we  dele- 
gates were  the  tools  of  the  railroads, 
traveling  on  free  passes,  is  too  pticril© 
to  be  replied  to."

New  York,  Nov.  11.— The  appelate 
division  of  the  New  York  state  su- 
preme court  yesterday  handed  down  a 
decision  dismissing  a  suit  brought  by 
John  K.  Piatt  against  Hannah  Elllis,  a 

negress.  to  recover  $635,000  which  Piatt 
asserted  he  had  given  to  her  und»r 
coercion.  Tiie  court  stated  in  tlie  de- 
cision that  it  was  not  made  on  the 
merits  of  the  case. 

"There  are  in  the  complaint,"  the  de- 
cision read.s,  "many  allegations  of  acts 
on  the  part  of  Hannah  Ellas  which 
would  result  necessarily  in  a  decree  re- 
quiring her  to  make  restitution  of 
what  she  received  from  fhe  plaintiff. 
The  difficulty  is  that  none  of  the  alle- 
gations of  the  complaint  respecting 
fraud,  intimidation,  threats,  coercion, 
or  blackmail  is  proven.  The  plaintiff 
Jiimself  in  his  testimony  in  court  said 
that  he  gave  nothing  to  the  defendant 
Elias  under  coercion,  that  all  he  gave 
was  voluntartly  given;  that  he  paid  her 
household  bills,  spent  large  sums  of 
money  in  furnishing  lodgings  for  her 
advised  her  with  reference  to  the  In- 
vet.tment  in  savings  banks  of  some  of

"We  want  to  know  who  we  are  voting 
for  and  who  are  our  friends,"  said 
I'resident  Shartell  of  the  Trades  and  La- 
bur  assembly  before  a  meeting  of  tliat 
body  which  almost  took  on  the  atmos- 
phere of  a  pohtical  gathering,  laSt  even- 
ing. 

The  time  Is  rir'e,"  continued  President 
Shartnell,  "for  lalx>r  unions  to  go  into 
politics,  but  not  into  party  politio,  be- 
cause that  would  be  ruinou.s.  This  thing 
was  brought  up  at  the  State  Federation 
of  Labor  convention  la.st  summer  and  all 
the  delegates  Were  urged  to  bring  the 
matter  before  th'ir  different  unions. 

"We  have  got  to  g^et  justice  and  to  get 
that  we  must  got  into  politics  or  our 
enemies  are  moro  siQ-e  than  ever  to  elect 
judges  and  other  \jffic:als  who  are  tools 
ol  the  corporations  and  capitalists  and 
iiave  nothing  but  enemlty  for  the  masses. 

"1  strongly  urge  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  of  llv'"»  af  this  meeting  to  lay 
political  plans  tmd  find  out  who  are 
friends  of  organized  labor,  that  we  may 
vote  for  them."

This  talk  bj-  their  president  seemed  to 
greatly  impress  the  i members  of  the  as- 
sembly and  several  of  them  sought  the 
lloor,  in  order  lo  express  llieir  sentiments 
and   endaise   the  move. 

T.  G.  Freslnify  of  the  Painters'  union 
secured  the  floor  and  delivered  a  strong 
talk  in  favor  of  the  move  advocated  by 
President  Shartell.  He  recalled  the  fact 
that  a  unloii  man  has  lieen  elected  mayor 
of  San  Franci.sco  for  a  third  term  and 
suggested  that  a  union  man  might  enter 
the  race  for  some  of  the  local  offices  at 
the  next  election.  He  did  hot  mention 
the  office  of  mayor. 

Mr.  Freshnoy's  plan '  was  to  elect  a 
union  man  to  an  office  and  then  devote 
part  of  the  salary  of  the  office  to  help- 
ing along  the  union  cause  in  a  political 
way. 

J.  II.  Baker,  who  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Duluth  Trades  and  Labor  As- 
sembly, for  fifteen  years,  declared  that 
he  had  often  proposed  political  action, 
but  he  was  promptly  sat  upon.  Presi- 
dent Shartell  then  explained  to  him 
that  heretofore  the  assembly  had  been 
prohibited  from  entering  politics  by 
the  constitution.  Mr.  Baker  then  en- 
dorsed the  president's  speecli. 

The  president  was  .a^ked  to  serve  on 
the  political  plans  committee  and  he 
appointed  as  tlie  other  members,  John 
McDonald,  E.  H.  Holdren,  J.  H.  Baker 
and  T,  J.  Freshney.

President  Ferguson  of  the  Typogrra- 
phical  union  urged  the  assembly  to  lake 
a  more  active  hand  in  the  Job  printers' 
strike.  Ho  urged  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  of  three  to  work  with  the 
eight-hour  committee.  The  assembly 
decided  to  do  this  and  those  who  will 
serve  on  the  committee  are  T.  J.  Frcsli- 
ney,  Joseph  Shartell  and  Joseph  Miller. 
This  committee  will  visit  the  different 
union  meetings  next  week  and  for  some 
tinva  to  keep  the  printers'  fight  before 
the  members  of  the  different  unions, 
and  to  help  in  the  campaign  for  the 
union  label. 

Chairman  McDonald  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Typographical  union 
reported  that  work  had  been  found  for 
all  but  six  men  and- four  apprentices  of 
thf  twenty-two  men  and  six  apprentices 
who  went  out  w'hen  the  strike  was 
called. 

He  also  brouffht  up  the  awarding  of 
the  contract  for  th**  printing  of  blanks 
for  the  Board  of  Water  and  Light  Com- 
missioners of  the  city,  which  went  to  a 
non-union  shop  bi-cau.*^e  its  bid  was  the 
lowest.  He  urged  that  the  unions  bring 
their  inflence  to  bear  to  secure  the 
union  label  on  all  city  printing. 

The  assembly  decided  by  a  vote  to 
discontinue  the  publication  of  the  offi- 
cial proceedings  In  the  Labor  World 
and  devote  the  money  spent  in  that 
way  to  posting  the  unfair  concerns  con- 
spicuously in  that  paper.

There  was  considerable  more  discus- 
sion over  the  unfair  proposition  last 
evening,  the  name  of  Ole  Jensen,  butch- 
er, being  on  tlie  unfair  blackboard  with- 
out having  been  placed  there  by  order 
of  the  assembly. 

It  seems  that  the  Butchers'  union  fe9l8 
that  the  Jenson  shop  is  unfair  and  that 
one  of  Its  representatives  put  the  name 
on  the  blackboard,  forgetting  that  he 
had  not  been  declared  unfair  by  the  as- 
senilily.  Nor  was  he  at  tlie  meeting  last 
evening.

There  seems  to  be  slight  if  any  changs 
in  tlie  job  printers'  strike.  It  seen\s  to 
have  gotten  down  to  a  proposition  of 
wliich  can  endure  the  struggle  the  long- 
est, and  that  will  probably  be  the  solu- 
tion. The  Job  offices  In  the  city  which 
have  signed  the  printers'  scale  for  the 
eight-hour  day,  claim  they  are  over-load- 
ed with  work  and  are  hiring  more  print- 
ers all  the  time  and  getting  in  more  type 
in  order  to  handle  the  jobs  they  have 
on  hand.  The  proprietors  of  the  oliices 
which  are  rebelling  against  the  elphl- 
hour  day  claim  al.su  that  they  are  get- 
ting all  of  the  P5^tQr«  they  need  and 
that  they  have  all  tlie  work  they  oan  do. 
They  declare  that  the  sentiment  of  tJic 
business  interests  of  the  city  is  with  tiicm 
and  that  the  fight  will  l>e  made  to  the 
bitter  end.  It  is  believed  that  if  the  Ktrike 
were  settled  in  tJie  Twin  Cltk-.?  elllu'r 
way.  It  would  have  a  tremendous  effect 
here  and  would,  in  all  probabilUy.  settle 
the  contest  in  Duluth.  So  Just  what  w'll 
be  done  is  problematical.  iikxh  sides 
seem  to  be  aixsolutely  confident  of  vi,-- 
tory  or  at  least  give  that  impres.sion  no 
matter  what  they  feel.

SCHOOL  BUILDING 
IS  DEDICATED 

President  Northrop  Dedi- 
cates the  New  High 
School  at  Eveleth. 

Eveleth,  Minn.,  Nov.  11.- The  Range 
School  Teachers'  association  con- 
vention opened  yesterday  afternoon 
in  the  handsome  and  well-equipped 
new  high  school  building.  Short 
addresses  of  welcome  were  made 
by  Director  J.   H.   Hearding  and  Supt.  B. 

0.  Greening,  and  then  President  Cyrus 
Northrop  of  the  Minnesota  state  univer- 
sity was  introduced  and  delivered  an 
able  and  eloquent  address  on  "Citizen- 
ship." 

Then  the  visitors  went  on  a  lilp  to  the 
iron  mines  and  had  an  enjoyable  time  In- 
specting the  Fayal  and  Spruce  properties. 
A  visit  underground  at  the  Spruce  mine 
was  made  by  Dr.  Cyrus  Northrop,  Prof. 
James  of  the  university,  and  State  In- 
spector Alton.  They  were  accompanied 
by  Supt,  J.  H.  Hearding  of  the  Adams 
and  Spruce,  and  went  down  by  means  of 
the  new  timber  shaft  at  No.  I  shaft.  Dr. 
Northrop  was  very  much  interested  in 
what  he  saw.  Tliis  was  his  first  trip 
underground  In  an  iron  mine. 

In  tlie  evening  the  dedication  exercises 
of  the  new  school  building  were  held, 
fully  400  "people  being  crowded  Into  the 
auditorium  Director  Hearding  introduced 
the  speakers,  the  first  being  the  speech  of 
presentation  by  Architect  W.  T.  Bray, 
which  was  brief  but  forceful,  preceded  by 
the  singing  of  "America"  by  school  chil- 
dren. He  was  followed  by  Mr.  Hearding, 
who  gave  tlie  speech  of  acceptance.  Supt. 
R.  E.  Denfeld  of  the  Duluth  schools  then 
spoke  a  few   moments,  after  which  came 

1.  C.  McNeil,  president  of  the  Superior 
normal,  and  at  one  time  secretary  of  the 
National  Educational  association.  Other 
si)eakers  were  Frank  A.  Weld,  president 
of  Moorehead  normal;  C.  G.  Schulz.  as- 
sistant svate  superintendent;  E.  W.  Bo- 
hannon,  piesident  of  Duluth  normal;  W. 
A.  Shoemaker,  president  of  St.  Cloud 
normal,  and  L.  L.  Wright  of  the  Michi- 
gan stale  board  of  education. 

A  letter  of  regret  was  read  by  Mr. 
Hearding  from  F.  W.  McNair,  president 
of  the  Michigan  College  of  Mines,  who 
was  unable  to  be  present. 

Dr.  Northrop  delivered  the  dedication 
speech,  closing  with  these  words:  "I  will 
now  dedicate  this  building  to  the  cause 
of  education,  to  tlie  service  of  the  rising 
generation,  to  the  best  American  citizen- 
ship, for  the  service  of  the  state,  country 
and  humanity." 

A  reception  followed  the  speeches.  The 
association  resumed  its  sessions  this 
morning,  President  Gilpin  presiding,  and 
will  bring  its  business  to  a  close  to- 
nieflit.

WORKINGMEN 
MAj«  KICK 

Protest  Agamst  Taxation 

Of  Grain  In  Superior 

Elevators. 

Are  Delivering   Earnest 

Speeches  To  the  Board 

Of  Review. 


There  was  a  grand  protest  against 
the  niove  to  place  the  wheat  which  had 
been  in  Superior  elevators  since  May  1 
on  the  tax  rolls,  before  the  board  of 
review,  in  the  town  across  the  bay, 
yesterday,  wage  earners  earnestly  urg- 
ing the  board  not  to  take  action 
against  the  elevators,  as  these  latter 
would  shut  down  and  about  1,000  men 
thrown  out  of  employment. 

More  than  200  of  these  were  present 
at  the  session  of  the  board  yesterday 
afternoon,  and  the  foremost  speaker 
was  Former  Alderman  A.  G.  Newberg 
of  the  First  ward  and  president  of  the 
Superior  Stevedore  association.  He 
was  very  strong  in  his  arguments 
against  the  taxation  of  grain  in  ele- 
vators and  on  the  docks. 

"We  have  a  rival  city  across  the 
bay,"  said  he,  "which  does  not  see  lit 
to  tax  the  grain  in  the  elevators,  or  the 
merchandise  on  the  docks.  On  May 
1  o£  every  year  the  railroads  and  other 
transportation  corporations  are  in  a 
position  to  handle  all  the  freight  that 
is  moved,  and  if  this  board  of  review 
places  the  grain  or  goods  on  the  tax 
rolls,  the  business  will  certainly  not 
come  here. 

"We  have  to  compete  with  every  port 
on  the  lakes,  from  Milwaukee  to  Glad- 
stone, Mich.  The  railroads  offer  the 
same  rates  from  the  Twin  Cities  to 
these  ports  as  they  do  to  Superior,  and 
our  city  is  the  only  one  where  they 
attempt  to  tax  the  grain  and  merchan- 
dise. At  the  opening  of  navigation 
the  railroads  have  plenty  of  equipment 
to  offer,  and  it  is  optional  with  the 
shipper  as  to  what  port  he  may  ship  to. 
Should  the  shippers  learn  that  their 
grain  is  to  be  taxed  in  Superior  there 
is  no  question  but  what  they  will  use 
some  other  outlet  to  the  lakes.  Should 
such  a  thing  arise  what  are  the  TOO  or 
800  men  that  are  depending  on  dock 
labor  in  our  city  going  to  do? 

"it  was  only  last  year  that  on  ac- 
count of  the  lake  strike  that  Minne- 
apolis flour  went  all  rail  to  the  sea- 
board and  it  was  only  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  season  that  any  quantity 
of  this  product  passed  through  Su- 
perior. This  is  brought  about  on  ac- 
count of  the  fact  that  the  rail-lake 
lines  are  having  a  difficult  time  to 
underbid  the  all-rail  lines  in  the  mat- 
ter of  transportation  rates.  The  rail- 
roads are  supplying  equipment  twice 
the  capacity  as  heretofore  which 
places  them  on  nearly  an  equal  basis 
with   the   rail  and  lake  routes. 

"Practically  every  industry  In  Su- 
perior with  the  exception  of  the  Web- 
ster chair  and  the  Duplex  Windmill 
factories  are  dependent  on  the  rail  and 
lake  lines  which  no  doubt  places  the 
bulk  of  business  tran.sacted  in  this 
city  dependent  on  the  transportation 
of  freight. 

"Merchants  and  others  who  are  par- 
ading up  and  down  Tower  avenue  ply- 
|ing  their  hammer  and  tongs  are  de- 
pendent  upon  the  wages  of  men  en- 
gaged in  transportation  for  their 
trade.  The  men  employed  on  the 
water  front  are  as  loyal  to  Superior  as 
others  and  with  myself  sympathize 
with  the  grain  inspection  fight,  but  do 
not  want  the  two  things  confounded. 
We  are  not  in  favor  of  driving  out  in- 
dustries to  help  a  favoifd  few.  The 
taxation  power  Is  not  conferred  upon 
municipalities  for  the  purpose  of  club- 
bing industries  into  line  as  Individuals 
may  want. 

"It  has  been  said  that  this  troub  e 
was  brought  up  to  be  u.sed  as  a  politi- 
cal purpose— as  a  kind  of  a  club  to 
force  the  city  officials  to  do  .something 
or  relalllate  against  them  in  a  political 
way.  Not  only  has  this  grain  inspec- 
tion fight  taken  such  a  turn  as  to  In- 
fluence action  tending  to  cause  un- 
just discriminations  against  corpora- 
tions, but  It  has  resulted  in  an  evident 
Inclination  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
people  connected  with  It  or  Involved 
In  It  to  a  certain  extent  to  cause  cor- 
ruption which  never  will  be  toleratea 
j  by  the  worklngmcn  of  this  city  whoLK- 
j  interests  are  Involved  as  much  as  the 
brokers  or  others  on  the  board  of 
trade." 

James  Duffy.  William  Calhoun, 
George  Emrich,  Frank  Austin  and 
Phillip  Gannon,  nearly  all  dock  men, 
also  delivered  speeches  of  protests 
against  the  taxing  of  the  grain  and 
Henry  B.  Evans  pointed  out  to  the 
board  the  support  which  the  Superior 
fire  department  receives  through  the 
insurance  on   the  grain. 

RUSSIAN  CRUISER  OREL 

Will   Prove  a  Fine   Addition   to  the 
Japanese  Navy. 

Tokio,  Nov.  11.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)— The  Iwani  arrived  here,  as  fine 
a  battleship  as  one  wants  to  see.  The 
Russians  called  her  Orel,  and  the  Japs 
captured  her  In  the  battle  of  May  28. 
At  that  time  the  Russian  newspapers 
told  hair-raising  stories  of  the  suffer^ 
ings  of  the  crew — 157  wounded  men 
were  said  to  have  been  thrown  into  the 
sea,  and  all  the  officers  were  declared 
dead.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Orel's 
losses  were  sixteen  dead  and  sixteen 
wounded,  not  a  large  percentage,  when 
it  is  considered  that  the  crew  of  thel 
battleship  numbered  780, 

The  Russians     furthermore     asserted  j 
that  the  ship  surrendered  only  after  all 
its  guns  had  been  placed  hors  de  com-  I 
tat.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Japs  found  I 
very  little  to  repair.    All  integral  parts 
of  the  ship  were  intact,  the  armor  belt 
showed  not  a  single  hole,  and  only  two 
of  the  many  guns  were  dismounted.    It 
cost  the  Mikado  less  than  «10,000  to  re- 
pair the  ship  and  make  it  an  ornament 
of  his  navy.

As  to  the  atonement  of  Clirist,  Dr. 
Pal  ton  said  that  Christ  bore  the  same 
sorrows  as  man  in  order  to  bring  Him 
to  an  ethical  living;  that  the  atonement 
of  the  Savior  on  the  cross  was  no  dra- 
matic, meaningless  sham,  to  gain  the 
symjiathy  of  the  world.  Synipatliy 
was  not  what  was  needed;  but  the 
atonement  was  made  purely  to  show 
man  that  God  so  loved  the  world  that 
He  sacriticed  His  only  Son  that  man 
might  not  perish.  In  speaking  of 
prayers,  Dr.  Patton  created  some 
amusement,  but  also  started  a  wlioie 
lot  of  thinking.    Said  he: 

"About  the  only  time  a  lot  of  people 
pray  is  when  they  want  something,  and 
they  ask  God  for  it.  Prayer  isn't  ask- 
ing tor  something;  it  is  talking  to 
God,  communing  with  Him  as  with  a 
friend.  Prayer  is  adoration,  com- 
munion, fellowship.  These  people  who 
pray  only  when  they  want  to  ask  God 
for  something,  never  think  of  how  fool- 
ish that  is.  When  you  call  upon  a 
friend,  how  would  it  seem  to  say  to 
him,  'Oh,  I  just  came  up  to  see  you. 
Give  me  something.'  Well,  he  gives 
you  something.  By  and  by  you  call 
upon  him  again,  and  you  say,  'Give  me 
something,'  well,  he  gives  you  some- 
thing. You  go  and  see  him  another 
time,  and  you  say.  Give  me  some- 
thing," and  keep  on  doing  this.  It 
would  not  be  long,  would  it,  until  your 
visits  to  that  frknd  would  not  be  very 
welcome.  Prayer  Is  not  asking  for 
something  all  the  lime.  Commune  with 
your  God.  When  you  don't  it  means 
that  you  are  not  in  living,  loving  fel- 
lowship with  the  Father." 

Dr.  Patton  spoke  of  the  way  a  good 
many  people  try  to  reform  a  man  who 
has  reached  the  stage  of  going  to  the 
dogs.  They  tell  him  he  can  (lult  his 
drinking  or  his  gambling,  or  whatever 
is  his  special  vice,  if  he  would   try. 

"The  trouble  with  this  is,"  said  Dr. 
Patton,  "when  a  man  has  reached  that 
stage  he  can't  succeed,  try  as  hard 
as  he  would.  Something  else 
higher  in  power  than  himself  must 
step  in  and  do  something  for  him.  I 
am  going  to  quote  the  latest  theologi- 
cal authority— Bernard  Shaw.  He  is  a 
a  reprobate  in  his  morals,  but  he  has 
the  right  idea  about  regeneration.  He 
says,  'It  is  impossible  for  a  man  to 
rennovate  hlm.self.'  One  trouble  Is  that 
men  cannot  see  that  sin  is  both  a  crime 
and  a  disease.  You  need  a  pardon  and 
a  cure.  The  pardon  you  already  have 
If  you  will  accept  It,  and  the  accept- 
ance thereof  Is  the  cure."

A  PALPABLE  HIT. 

Every  citizen  should  have  read  the  reply  of  the 
water  and  light  commission  to  the- criticisms  of  the 
water  and  light  department  made  several  weeks  ago  '  ous  utterances  on  the  subject. 
by  the  expert  accountants  who  have  been  examin- 
ing the  city's  methods  of  boukkecping  and  finance. 
Doubtless  nearly  every  citizen  did  read  it.  Doubt- 
less, too,  those  that  read  it  did  so  with  great  glee. 
The  sensation  was  a  good  deal  like  that  felt  when 
one    witnesses   a   friend   polishing   off   an   outsicfer 


who   has    been   abusive    and   has   amply    earned    a    representatives  of  the  party  from  all  parts  of  our 


"polishing  off." 

The  reply  is  not  a  defense.  No  defense  was 
reeded.  The  work  of  the  water  and  light  com- 
mission and  the  results  from  its  operation  of  the 
water  and  light  plants  speak  for  themselves.  But 
it  is  a  complete  answer  to  the  criticisms  made  by  the 
experts,  who  may  have  a  most  enlightened  knowl- 
edge of  bookkeeping,  but  who  don't  know  half  so 
much  about  the  experience  of  Duluth  with  its  water 
and  gas  as  the  citizens  do  who  have  lived  here.

ficant.    It  can  give  no  comfort  to  standpatters. 

Aside  from  its  moral  effect,  however,  the  plat- 
form is  an  absurdity.

DOES  WORK  KILL  ? 

The  Saturday  Evening  Post  takes  issue,  in  a 
measure,  with  the  talk  that  has  been  current  of 
late  about  the  terrible  results  of  overwork,  about 
the  mad  rush  of  modern  business  that  is  driving 
men  into  their  graves  and  into  sanitariums,  and 
about  the  folly  of  pursuing  financial  gain  at  the 
expense  of  bodily  and  mental  health. 

It  bids  its  readers  look  into  the  private  lives  of 
the  men  who  have  been  pointed  out  as  victims  of 
this  modern  evil  of  overwork,  and  see  if  they  can- 
not find  something  besides  work  to  which  to  blame 
their  sad  finishes.  It  tells  about  the  builder  of  a 
large  commercial  enterprise  who  was  lately  gath- 
ered to  his  fathers  in  middle  age  and  in  a  very 
shattered  condition.     His  end   was  made  the   text

IMMIGRATION. 

The  National  Civic  Federation  is  going  to  have 
a  national  conference  on  immigration  in  New  York 
Dec.  6,  7  and  8.  The  governor  of  each  state  has 
bceii  invited  to  name  ten  delegates,  and  thirty-five 
governors  have  announced  their  action  already. 
Duluth  has  been  asked  to  send  five  delegates. 
Among  the  signers  of  the  call  are  August  Belmont, 
Samuel  Gompers,  Oscar  S.  Straus.  Andrew  Car- 
negie, Bishop  H.  C.  Potter  and  Archbishop  John 
Ireland. 

The  conference  is  most  timely,  and  the  character 
of  those  who  have  signed  the  call  is  such  as  to 
warrant  a  belief  that  it  will  result  in  something 
worth  while.  Of  the  need  of  action  everybody  is 
aware.  Immigration  into  this  country  now  is  prac- 
tically unrestricted.  Such  restrictions  as  the  pres- 
ent laws  impose  are  extremely  weak  and  ineffective, 
and  for  all  the  good  they  do  might  as  well  not 
exist.  After  the  immigrants  reach  these  shores 
their  distribution  is  attended  by  almost  no  regula- 
tion at  all.  They  follow  their  own  sweet  wills, 
and  these  lead  them,  in  most  cases,  just  where 
they  ought  not  to  go — to  the  cities,  already  con- 
gested and  poverty-stricken. 

There  is  need  of  much  more  restriction  upon 
immigration.  There  is  need  of  watchfulness  on  the 
other  side  to  protect  the  people  of  this  country 
from  the  machinations  of  corrupt  and  selfish  steam- 
boat agents  and  emissaries  of  foreign  governments, 
who  are  conspiring  in  many  places  to  dump  upon 
the  United  States  the  scum  of  humanity  in  those 
countries.  There  is  need  of  some  sort  of  regulation 
of  the  distribution  of  the  immigrants  once  they  get 
into  this  country.  They  must  be  directed  toward 
the  spots  where  their  labors  are  needed  and  where 
they  can  become  happy  and  contented  and  self- 
supporting  citizens,  instead  of  going  to  the  slums  of 
the  great  cities  to  become  paupers  and  criminals. 

This  country  does  not  wish  to  put  up  the  bars 
against  immigration.  Its  attitude  toward  desirable 
immigrants  should  be,  as  it  has  been  always,  hospi- 
table. Immigration  has  done  much  for  the  nation, 
and  if  the  older  tendencies  of  immigration  had  been 
kept  up  no  harsh  word  of  criticism  could  be 
made.  But  of  late  years  the  tendency  has  changed. 
The  swarms  of  immigrants  have  increased,  but  in- 
stead of  bringing  the  former  fine  classes  of  immi- 
grants from  Northern  and  Western  Europe,  the 
countries  of  Southern  and  Eastern  Europe  began 
sending  their  most  undesirable  citizens.  Of  course 
no  country  has  sent  all  bad,  nor  has  any  country 
sent  all  good.  But  of  late  years  the  undesirable 
have  overwhelmed  the  desirable,  and  crowded,  in- 
fested and  dangerous  slums  in  the  big  cities  give 
eloquent  testimony  to  eye  and  nose  that  the  tend- 
ency has  been  wrong.

This  railroad  man  to  whom  I  have  re- 
ferred is  fortunate  in  being  obliged  to 
open  the  window  of  his  ticket  office  at 
just  such  a  time  in  tho  morning,  to 
note  the  coming  aiid  going  of  trains,  to 
attend  to  the  numerous  reciuests  of  the 
patrons  of  the  road.  His  treadmill  of 
duty  is  really  his  salvation,  and  anyone 
who  .suffers  from  tho  same  disease  may 
well  force  himself  whenever  the  off  day 
comes  to  be  even  more  scrupulous  In 
the  peformance  of  his  duty,  and  more 
faithful  in  every  detail. 

Tlien,  too.  in  our  off  days  we  should 
draw  upon  our  reserves,  should  call 
to  mind  the  bright,  radiant  days  that 
constitute  the  real  assets  of  a  man's 
life.  Matthew  Arnold,  In  one  of  his 
noblest  poems,  says: 

"Tasks   in   hours   of    insight    wlllod 
Can  be  in  hours  of  gloom  fulfilled." 

That  is  the  reason  why  exuberant 
people  sometimes  seem  to  get  more 
out  of  a  given  day  or  a  given  experi- 
ence than  people  of  more  phle^gmatlc 
temperament  get— namely,  that  the 
larger  satisfactions  may  serve  as  a 
kind  of  reserve  fund  on  which  heavy 
drafts  may  be  made  when  the  clouds 
gather  and  the  north  wind  blows. 

And  maybe  a  p<^'rson  who  suffers 
from  the  off  days'  disease  should  con- 
sider whether  or  not  he  may  get  rid 
altogether  of  the  trouble.  It  may  take 
a  number  of  years  of  hard,  per.sistent 
effort,  but  many  a  man  has  overcome 
the  disposition  to  l>e  depressed  and 
ugly.  Various  weapons  can  be  used. 
Health  and  exercise  are  important; 
contact  with  cheery  people  helps;  the 
broadening  of  the  mental  horizon  and 
tho  enriching  of  the  artistic  and  musi- 
cal sensibilities,  all  fortify  a  man 
against  the  recurrence  of  his  off  days, 
and  there  Is  no  better  weapon  than 
pure  and  vital  religion.

Governor  Higgins  Refuses 

Request  of  Municipal 

Ownership  League. 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  11.— Governor  Hig- 
gins  today  received  the  request  of  the 
campaign  committee  of  the  Municipal 
Ownership  league,  that  state  armories 
in  Greater  New  York  should  be  used 
for  the  storage  of  ballot  boxes  and 
ballots  used  at  the  election  In  New 
York  city,  and  that  state  troops  should 
be  detailed  to  guard  them.

But  little  change  will  in  reality  be 
effected  by  the  decision  handed  down 
yesterday,  by  the  state  supreme  court 
in  the  case  against  Joseph  Sheehy,  ac- 
cording to  the  opinion  of  Judge  Win- 
dom  and  Assistant  City  Attorney  Mc- 
Keon. 

Under  section  32  of  the  municipil 
court  act,  it  is  expressly  provided  that 
complaints  are  not  necessary  unleis 
called  for  by  the  judge.  The  clerk  may 
enter  a  brief  statement  of  the  charge 
against  the  prisoner  on  the  records, 
stating  the  time  and  place  in  which  It 
was  committed,  and  this  will  suJiice 
for  a  written  complaint,  unless  such  a 
complaint  is  called  for  by  the  court. 

The  trouble  with  the  Sheehy  case 
was  that  the  time  and  place  were  not 
specified  in  the  records,  and  as  there 
was  no  written  complaint,  the  records 
were  not  complete.  This  clerical  error 
was  responsible  for  the  case  being 
thrown  ouL 

"This  point  was  not  up  at  the  trial 
in  the  district  court,"  said  Mr.  Mc- 
Keon  this  morning,  'and  it  was  taken 
up  by  the  judges  themselves  at  St. 
Paul.  From  the  manner  in  which  th-.y 
questioned  me,  I  suspected  that  some- 
thing of  the  nature  was  coming,  but 
unless  I  misunderstand  the  decision,  it 
does  not  mean  that  the  methods  of 
transacting  business  down  here  will 
have  to  be  changed  very  materially. 
Written  complaints  will  not  be  neces- 
sary, but  It  will  be  merely  necessary 
to  state  a  little  more  carefully  on  tiie 
books  the  time  and  place  in  which  tho 
offense  was  committed." 

This  morning  when  the  names  of  the 
prisoners  were  read  off,  there  were  no 
w^ritten  complaints,  but  tjie  records 
charged  John  Doe  with  being  drunk  at 
a  certain  hour  and  at  a  certain  place 
in  the  city  of  Duluth,  instead  of  siin- 
ply  being  drunk.  This  is  probably  all 
the  effect  the  decision  will  have,  but 
the  court  officials  w  ill  make  sure  of  the 
matter  by  securing  on  official  copy  of 
the  decision 

The  decision  of  the  court  does  not 
mean  that  Sheehy  was  guiltless  of  be- 
ing drunk  and  disorderly,  as  the  reason 
for  throwing  the  case  out  was  a  tecn- 
nical  point  only,  and  no  other  ground 
for  overrulinK  the  decision  of  the  mun- 
icipal and  district  courts.

London  Tit-Bits:  Lord  Brooke,  who 
will  some  day  wear  a  coronet,  as  sixth 
earl  of  Warwick,  Is  still  on  the  sunny 
side  of  23,  but  although  as  years  count 
he  Is  little  more  than  a  boy  he  h;is 
crowded  into  his  few  years  more  work 
and  experience  of  life  than  many  a  peer 
too)  carries  to  his 
was  doing  active  and 
excellent  service  in  South  Africa;  he 
lias  been  aide-de-camp  to  Lord  Milner, 
has  held  a  commission  In  the  Life 
Gu.ards  .and  for  many  a  month  h;»s  been 
sharing  the  dangers  and  hardslilps  of 
the  Russian  army  In  Manchuria,  the 
story  of  wiiich  has  m.irked  him  as  a 
descriptive  writer  of  very  high  rank. 
Lord  Tullibardlne,  heir  to  the  duke- 
dom of  AthoH,  is  another  strenuous 
young  arl8tocr.it  who  turns  his  b.ack  on 
the  butterfly  life  of  society.  Tho  young 
marquis  is  an  enthusiastic  stldier  who 
lias  won  fame  already  on  many  a 
battlefield;  he  fought  through  th.>  Nilo 
expedition  of  some  years  ago.  was  In 
the  thick  of  the  battles  of  Atbara  and 
Kh.irtum,  added  to  his  warrior's  laurels 
by  gallant  fighting  In  the  South  African 
war  and  has  won  the  D.  S.  O.  ami  been 
four  times  commended  in  dispatches. 
The  present  Lord  Loch,  too.  saw  a 
great  deal  of  fighting  while  still  4n  the 
twenties,  both  in  the  Sudan  and  South 
Africa,  and  has  reaped  a  rich  harvest 
of   honors. 

Lord  Fincastle.  heir  of  the  carl  of 
Dunmore,  has  won  laurels  on  a  score  of 
battlefields  In  Dongola,  Afghanistan 
and  South  Africa,  has  served  in  Indi^ 
won  fame  as  a  war  correspondent  and 
the  Victoria  Cross  by  as  splendid  a  deed 
of  daring  as  has  ever  been  witnessed 
in  war.  But  merely  to  enumerate  th» 
young  aristocrats  who  have  wKhin  re- 
cent years  fotight  gallantly  and  faced 
hardships  and  death  for  their  country 
would  fill  colunms;  from  dukes  to 
voungcr  sons  of  barons  they  hav« 
proved  tho  splendid  potentiality  of  our 
peerage  when  duty  calls  them  to  sterner 
things  than  sport  and  pleasure-seeking. 
In  politics,  too,  our  budding  peers 
have  proved  themselves  the  equals  of 
any.  Ford  Percey.  heir  to  the  dukedom 
of  Northumberland,  has  been  an  orna- 
ment to  the  Commons  since  he  was 
barely  24.  He  is  a  born  statesman  and 
a  debater  of  great  skill,  of  whom  biff 
things  are  expected;  while,  to  prepare 
himself  for  his  work,  he  has  spei 
years  in  exploring  the  coyintries 
the  East.  Lord  Fltywllllam  is  a  mod( 
of  energy  and  Industry  to  his  fellow 
peers.  He  entered  p.arll.ament  at  23  and 
put  in  seven  years  of  zealous  political 
work  before  he  came  to  his  title;  he 
won  his  D.  S.  O.  In  South  Africa,  has 
traveled  far  and  wide  In  India  and 
Europe  and  Is  a  recognized  authority 
on  engineering. 

Lord  Ronaldshay,  the  future  m.arquis 
of  Zetland,  Is  one  of  the  greatest  trav- 
elers of  our  time;  he  knows  every 
corner  of  Ceylon,  India  and  Persia,  has 
written  ably  on  Eastern  politics.  Is  an 
enthusi.astic  soldier  and  has  for  years 
led  the  most  adventurous  of  lives  and 
faced  hardships  and  dangers  innumer- 
able. Earl  Bauchamp's  activities  have 
taken  him  Imo  yen'  different  fields. 
While  still  In  the  early  twenties  he 
was  an  energetic  mayor  of  Worcester 
and  member  of  the  London  S(  hoot 
board,  and  at  27  he  was  an  Australian 
governor. 

Lord  Onslow's  heir.  Viscount  Crawley, 
has  made  a  name  for  himself  In 
diplomacy,  though  he  Is  still  well  on 
the  right  .=  Ide  of  40;  Viscount  Tumour, 
who  Is  still  only  22,  has  been  for  some 
llmo  member  for  Horsham,  and  .s  a 
keen  and  by  no  means  passive  politi- 
cian; Lord  Rosebery's  two  sons  are  also 
keen  politicians  and  rising  oratorsj. 
especially  the  younger  brother,  of 
whom  great  things  are  expected,  and 
the  Hon.  Charles  Napier,  in  spite  of  his 
youth,  holds  a  high  position  at  tho 
education  office, 

Lord  AmplHllT,  after  doing  doughty 
deeds  as  a  university  oarsman  ami  pre- 
siding over  the  union  debates  at  Ox- 
ford, entered  p.arllamcnt  at  26,  and  was 
little  over  30  when  ho  assumed  the  im- 
portant office  of  governor  of  Madras. 
The  du^e  of  Marlborough  fought  In 
South  Africa  in  his  tweniles  and  was 
a  minister  of  the  crown  .at  31;  and.  to 
mention  but  two  other  names  out  of 
the  many  that  occur  to  one.

HIS    SHORT   SPEECH.

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The  news  that  Booth  Tarkington, 
author  of  "The  Gentleman  From  Indi- 
ana," and  several  other  charming 
novels,  has  a  new  book  out,  is  always 
good  news  to  those  that  love  a  strong, 
lively  narrative  of  the  sort  tliat  It  is 
hard   to  lay  down,  once  it  is  started, 

until  the  end  is  reached.  His  latest 
novel  is  "The  Conquest  of  Canaan," 
another  Indiana  story.  The  sctnes  are 
laid  in  a  quiet  Indiana  town  of  30,0o0 
people,  most  common,  ordinary  people, 
just  like  those  one  would  expect  to  find 
m  an   inconspicuous  American  town. 

The  hero,  Joe  Louden,  is  certainly 
unique.  What  do  you  think  oCa  novel 
hero  that  consorts  as  boy  and  man 
with  the  lowest  and  most  evil  elements 
of  his  community,  a  social  outcast  as  a 
boy,  and  as  much  of  a  pariah  as  a 
man?  He  is  the  town's  had  lx>y,  the 
one  that  every  evil  thing  is  blamed 
upon,  and  who  often  does  evil  things 
because  he  will  be  blamed  for  them 
whetht-  r  he  does  them  or  not.  llunning 
away  in  disgrace,  he  drifts  around  the 
country,  selling  tickets  for  side  sliows, 
8tud>*iiig  law  between  times,  making 
his  living  as  best  he  can,  showing 
agaii^  an  intuitive  sympathy  with  the 
degrajded  and  outlaw  elements  of  so- 
cieiyl  Coming  back  a  lawyer,  he  sets 
up  fFractice.  which  seems  to  consist 
I»riiioi&lly  of  protecting  his  fornjer  evil 
assod^es  from  the  law's  clutches. 

Xol  a  very  pleasant  character  as  a 
hero?-- But  he  is  very  pleasant,  in- 
deed. Canaan  came  to  think  him  so, 
after  years  of  insult  and  Injury,  and  so 
will  the  reader,  if  he  follows  the  pages 
of  the  novel— which  he  certainly  will 
do  If  he  once  starts  in.  The  heroine  Is 
rather  a  fitting  companion  for  him  by 
nature,  though  no  a.ssociate  of  evil  her- 
self. A  quaint  feature  of  the  slory  is 
the  "chorus"  of  aged  citizens,  who  have 
outgrown  their  activities  and  have 
nothing  to  do  but  sit  in  the  hotel  win- 
dow and  pass  their  opinions  upon 
things  in  general.  This  little  chorus  of 
octogenarians  becomes  an  essential 
feature  of  the  story  itself,  sm  well  as  a 
clever  bit  of  character  drawing.  In 
Martin  Pike,  the  local  magnate,  pomp- 
ous. Irascible,  all-powerful,  but  cor- 
rupt; In  Eugene  Bantry.  the  foppish 
and  malicious  half-brother  of  the  hero; 
in  the  odd  local  political  factors,  and 
the  more  or  less  vicious,  but  generally 
warm-hearted  members  of  the  local 
tribe  of  social  outcatss,  are  types,  com- 
mon enough,  but  in  a  new  dressing, 
that  will  find  ready  recognition  and 
prompt  approbation. 

Altogether  a  very  entertaining  novel; 
distinctly  American,  true  to  the  ex- 
periences of  real  life,  ami  convincing. 
It  Is,  In  short,  a  very  good  story,  and 
eminently  worth  reading.

"The  Deluge"  is  a  striking  novel  of 
"high  tinance,"  by  David  Graham 
Phillips,  the  accomplished,  clever  and 
niarvelou.sly  industrious  young  man 
who  is  writing  so  many  excellent  novels 
dealing  with  strictly  up-to-date  social 
and  business  topics.  It  is  the  slory  of 
a  New  York  broker,  a  man  of  humble 
beginnings  but  strong  character  and 
high  ambitions  in  his  chosen  line;  a 
man  not  without  some  strong  feeling 
of  human  sympathy,  yet  a  man  who. 
driven  to  the  wall  by  his  fellow  assas- 
sins of  fortunes  In  Wall  street,  will 
not  hesitate  to  strike  back,  and  to  use 
the  weapons  of  Wall  street  In  striking. 

The  hero's  manner  of  working  Is 
singularly  like  that  of  a  well-known 
character  just  now  so  much  In  the 
lime-light,  Thomas  W.  Lawson  of  Bos- 
ton. Like  Lawson.  he  takes  the  public 
Into  his  confidence  by  a  regularly  Is- 
sued letter  on  financial  topics,  which 
familiar  association  with  the  public 
he  u.ses  effectively  when  the  time  comes 
for  him  to  punish  his  enemies  for  their 
vicious  assaults  upon  his  bank  account. 
Whether  the  story  is  intended  to  giv« 
some  hint  at  Law.son's  motives  and 
hisii>ry  one  cannot  say.  At  any  rate, 
there  is  a  striking  similarity. 

As  tisual,  Mr.  Phillips  is  epigram- 
matic: some  of  his  terse  sentences  come 
like  Mau.'ser  bullets.  As  usual,  Mr. 
Phillips  has  a  purpose;  he  seeks  to  ex- 
pose "high  finance."  and  to  let  the 
people  know  the  conscienceless  and  un- 
conscionable maimer  in  which  they  are 
plundered  by  the  highly  respectable 
brigands  of  Wall  street.  As  usual,  Mr. 
Phillips  does  the.se  things  well,  and  he 
works  In  a  strong  love  story  In  admir- 
able proportions,  making  It  an  essen- 
tial part  of  the  narrative  without  per- 
mitting It  to  affect  his  main  purposi> 
of  exposure  of  corrupt  business  meth- 
ods. It  la  a  satisfactorily  thrilling 
novel,  and  a  worthy  companion  of  its 
predecessors  from  its  auth^'s  pen.

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"The  problems  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  In  Duluth"  was  the  question 
■which  the  ministers  of  that  denomina- 
tion In  the  city  were  asked  to  discuss 
this  week,  and  their  answers  give  much 
Interesting  information  of  what  the 
church  most  needs  In  this  city. 

In  all  of  the  answers  received  to  the 
question,  attention  is  called  to  the 
problem  of  reaching  the  working  men, 
and  aiding  them  In  solving  the  ques- 
tions which  confront  them.  It  Is  point- 
ed cut  that  the  Presbyterian  church  Is 
the  first  church  to  establish  a  special 
department  of  church  and  labor,  and 
this  Is  conceded  to  be  one  of  the  great- 
est problems  which  the  church  has  to 
face. 

Rev.  H.  B.  Sutherland  of  the  Lake- 
side Presbyterian  church  gave  the  fol- 
lowing statement: 

"Presbyterlanlsm  is  more  than  evan- 
gelical; she  Is  evangelistic.  She  Is  not 
Blmply  a  reservoir  of  pure  water,  to 
which  men  may  come  and  steep  down 
and  drink;  she  is  that  reservoir  of 
pure  water,  with  pipes  leading  to  every 
community  and  nation.  She  is  just 
that  In  character  and  spirit,  and  Is 
steadily  approaching  just  that  in  fact. 
The  restatement  and  clearer  interpre- 
tation of  her  standards  has  made  Pres- 
byterianism  no  more  evangelical,  but 
has  discovered  her  evangelistic  stamp. 
"Her  steadfastness  for  liberty,  for 
education,  with  lier  high  standard  of 
Christian  living,  has  made  her  a  real 
factor  in  the  nation's  progress,  and  has 
given  her  a  conspicuous  place  among 
churches. 

"Her  simplicity  of  worship,  her  suc- 
cess In  the  normal  development  of    the 
grace  of  liberality— always  seeing  to  It 
that   her     members    "abound     In     this 
grace   also;"   her     conception     of     the ; 
requisites     for     personal     service,  with  | 
that  aggressive,  missionary  spirit  that  1 
has   marked   her   life   from   the   begin- 
ning, have  combined  to  set  the  Presby-  ] 
terlan    church,    as    she    unquestionably  \

century,  foremost  in  evangelistic     and 
mleslonfiry  enterprises.  . 

"Presbyterianism  faces  no  problems ' 
other  than  these  confronting  our  com- 
mon Christianity.  But  she  is  grap- ; 
pllng  with  some  of  these  problems,  per-  , 
haps  in  a  manner  peculiar  to  her  de-  ' 
liominational  life.  fcihe  is  just  now 
demonstrating  that  he^  time-honored 
'simplicity  of  worship'  admits  of  the 
greatest  "diversity;  that  Just  as  there 
Is  'unity  In  diversity,'  there  niay  be, 
and  Is,  'simplicity  in  diversity.'  But 
more  characteristic  and  conspicuous  is 
the"  way  In  which  the  Presbyterian 
church  Is  grappling  with  the  problem 
of  the  church  and  working  mtn,  be- 
ing the  oKily  denomination  which  has 
otficlally  established  a  special  dtpart- 
ment  of  church  and  labor.

The  First  I*resbyterlan  church  of  Su- 
perior will  celebrate  its  semi-centen- 
nial on  Friday  evening,  Nov.  17,  but 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  organ- 
ization of  the  church  took  place  last 
.Saturday,  Nov.  4.  This  church  is  the 
oldest  at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes— that 
is,  the  oldest  church  organization— and 
was  organized  on  Nov.  4,  1855,  in  what 
is  now  known  as  Old  Town,  or  Old  Su- 
perior; and  that  is  where  the  present 
place  of  worship  of  the  congregation 
IS  located. 

The  first  white  residents  of  Superior 
arrived  at  Old  Town  fifty-two  years 
ago,  and  two  years  afterwards  those 
who  had  been  accustomed  to  give 
praise  to  God  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week  got  together  and  organized  the 
first  Protestant  church  at  the  Head  of 
the  Lakes,  taking  the  name  of  "The 
First  Presbyterian  church  of  Superior." 
Those  who  became  charter  members  of 
this  church  were  Edmund  F.  Ely,  Mrs. 
Catherine  Ely,  Louis  H.  Merritt. 
Henry  W.  Wheeler  and  Mrs.  Sarah  C. 
Wheeler.  Thet  wo  last  named  are  now 
living  In  West  Duluth. 

Before  a  church  was. built  the  mem- 
bers held  services  at  different  hou.ses, 
but  were  at  the  time  taking  steps  to- 
ward getting  a  church  building.     That 


was  allowed  to  file  upon  the  iand.

These,  with  the  exception 
of  Mr.  Gates,  now  dead,  are  still  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation.  On  the  28th 
of  that  month  Mr.  Gates  and  Mr. 
Brown  were  elected  elders,  and  Mr. 
Brown  is  still  serving  as  such.  That 
fall  Mr.  Gates  was  elected  superinten- 
dent of  the  Sunday  school,  and  held  the 
position  for  twenty-five  years.  The 
first  pastor,  and  the  one  who  was  re-  ■ 
sponsible  for  organizing  the  church, 
was  Rev.  J.  C.  Wil.son.  Between  the 
end  of  his  pastorate  and  the  opening  of  , 
the  present  church  building.

The  organization  of  the  Young  Peo- 
ple's Society  of  Christian  Endeavor,  in 
the  spring  of  1890,  opened  a  new  era 
for  the  church.

New  York,  Nov.  11.— London  sends 
two  plays  to  divide  New  York's  cul- 
tured attention.  One  comes  labeled  lit 
to  be  seen,  and  the  other  unfit..  Our 
Knglish  cousins  recommended  the  vir- 
tue of  "Veroniquo" — and  their  own,  too 
— by  reminding  us  of  500  performances 
In  London;  and,  even  before  the  mayor 
of  New  Haven  and  the  police  commis- 
sioner of  New  York  raised  a  row  over 
"Mrs.  Warren's  Profession,"  the  lord 
chamberlain  had  prevented  other  than 
a  private  representation  in  England. 
And  it  is  odd  to  the  habit  of  our  minds 
that  the  pure  one  of  these  plays  orig- 
inated in  wicked  Paris.  "Veronique" 
Is  a  return  to  opera  comique  In  the 
inann?r  of  Offenbach  and  Von  Suppe. 
It  has  music  by  Andre  Messager  to  de- 
light people  who  d.pJore  ragtime.  Mes- 
sagor  in  a  Londoner  by  long  residence 
as  director  of  grand  opera  at  Covent 
Garden.  He  came  here  to  conduct  the 
orchestra.  With  him  was  the  entire 
London  company;  so  no  risk  of  losing 
success  by  unpracticed  talent  was 
taken.  That  was  wi.se,  for  "Veronique" 
Is  so  dainty  in   music  and   delicate  in 


her  place.  However,  she  got  through 
with  her  bad  job  brilliantly.  The  con- 
versations between  Mrs.  and  Miss  War- 
ren, foul  in  subject  and  not  cleaned  up 
in  the  language,  were  made  eloquent 
by  Miss  Shaw  and  Miss  Heme. 

There    is   no   bad    behavior   In    "Mrs. 
Warren's    Profession"    other    than    the 
i  discussion  in  public  of  a  subject  com- 
!  nionly    under    taboo    between    sexes    in 
'private.     There   is   none   of   the   brazen 
;  show  of  women  that  is  accepted  casual- 
j  ly   in   extravaganza;    nor  a  serio-comic 
!  wanton  of  a  music  hall  enticing  a  mar- 
!  ried  man  "just  for  the  price  of  a  sup- 
!p€r,"  as  In  Zaza;  nor  a  degenerate  girl 
[  begging    her    lover    to    stay    one    more 
niglit,  as  In  Sapho;  nor  an  emotionally 
suffering  creature  to  Idealize  vice,  as  m 
Camille.      There    is    no    sensual    allur*.- 
ment  in  the  Shaw  play.     Repulsive  as- 
pects of  -Sin  are  shown  to  the  utter  ex- 
clusion of  anything  in  the  least  attrac- 
tive.     A    mental    tragedy    Is    presented 
without   recour.se   to   any    physical    de- 
monstration of  its  abhorrent  matter.     I 
am  glad  it  is  not  for  me  to  decide  upon 
a  suppression  of   "Mrs.   Warren's   Pro- 
fession."   I  wouldn't  like  to  be  the  one 


story  that  a  jolt  or  unreadiness  might  ]  to    prevent    people    from    seeing    it    if 


have  broken  it  up  hopelessly.  A  quite 
usual  maid  of  comic  opera  land,  be- 
trothed unsentimentally  to  a  nobleman, 
disguises  herself  as  a  simple  flower 
(fin  and  wins  his  love.  And  if  you 
scou  at  such  conventionality,  then  the 
revival  of  operetta  in  its  old  form  is 
not  for  you. 

You  may  have  seen  the  Ruth  Vin- 
cent who  came  across  Uxe  Atlantic 
yriih.  "The  Rose  of  Persia,"  or  likelier, 
two  years  ago,  in  "The  Medal  and  the 
Maid,  "  and  If  so  you  know  she  is  a 
flower  among  flowers  when  I  tell  you 
that  "Veronique"  is  altogether  lloral  in 
Its  settings.  At  first  there  is  a  Paris 
flower  shop,  which  the  tenor  buys  out, 
so  that  the  sales  girls  may  go  into  the 
woods  with  him  for  a  picnic;  and  then 
they  find  that  the  forest  is  a  bower  of 
apple  blossoms,  into  which  Veronique 
Vincent  rides  on  a  posy  decked  donkey, 
from  whose  back  sh-?  sings.  Soon  af- 
terward she  delivers  a  ballad  from  the 
floral  swing  that  looks  to  be  a  part  ofi^varm;  nor  may 
the  verdure;  and  later,  when  she  and  there  to  go  away 
the  chorus  women  sway  rhythmically 
to  typiiy  lilies,  the  white  of  her  raiment 
Is  shf>wered  with  the  leaves  of  pinks 
Even  the  soldiers,  in  the  concluding 
scene  at  the  Tullleries,  put  off  their 
sword.s  and  arm  themselves  with  bran- 
ches of  lilac. 

Nevertheless,  this  play,  to  which 
first-nighters  fled  for  purity  from  the 
foulness  of  "Mrs.  Warren's  Profes- 
sion." had  in  each  act  a  dozen  lines  at 
lea.st  of  that  double  meaning  which  the 
French  relish  and  which  i.s  apt  to  be- 
come gross  in  English  translation. 
Wliat  were  half  shades  in  the  or- 
iginal of  Vanloo  and  Duval  are  pale 
rose,  possibly,  on  the  surface,  but  are 
scarlet  in  the  lining.  Veroniques"  pas- 
toral purism  does  not  exclude  such  fun 
as  arises  from  an  elderly  baroness 
tumbling  off  a  donkey,  and  what  her 
mishap  reveals,  especially  her  peculi- 
arity of  leg.s.  However,  we  don't  see 
them.  All  we  know  about  them  Is 
what  the  waggish  comedians  tell  us. 
And,  take  it  altogether,  this  show  is  as 
clean   as  It   is  beautiful. 

The  tumult  and  uproar  of  denuncia- 
tion   which    attended    the    tirst    public 
performance  of  "Mrs.  Warren's  I'rcife.s- 
slon"    reached   you   by   telegraph.     You 
know  already  that  the  theater  was  fill- 
ed not  only,  but  it  was  surrounded  by 
a  multitude  in  expectation  of  a  police 
raid;   that  hundreds  with  the  money  to 
outbid   other  folk  paid  from  $10  to  $.^rt 
apiece   for  seai.s;    and   that   official   at- 
tention to  the  drama  has  kept  it  in  the 
news  (lisi)alches.    There  is  no  new  call, 
so  far  as  I  can  see,  to  discuss  the  qual- 
ity of  George  Bernard  Shaw's  purposes. 
But    the    plain    fact    is    pertinent    that, 
whether  ho  did  it  with  sordid  or  ethical 
Intent,  he  wrote  this  play  to  shock  the 
moral   sense  of  the  public.     The  ques- 
tion  arises   in   it   is   whetiier  it  is  any;

some>one   has   d»»scribed   as    "the   oldest  i 
profession  in  the  world."  | 

Mrs.  and  Miss  Warren  are  great  roles , 
dramatically  dominating  ail  the  others  I  John  Henry 
in  the  play  and  giving  rare  opportuni- 
ties for  two  actresses  to  help  their  pro- 
fessional repute  and  hurt  themselves 
personally.  The  women  who  thus  dis- 
tinguish themselves  equivocally  are 
Mary  Shaw  and  Chrystal  Heme;  and 
it  Is  not  Impe-rtinent  to  say  that  so- 
cially, morally  and  intelk»ctuany  they 
are  women  for  the  stage  to  be  proud 
of.  Miss  Shaw  has  been  appreciated 
by  the  best  people  who  go  to  theaters 
for  her  far  reaching  sympathy  %vith 
good  dramatic  literature,  from  the 
poetry  of  Shakespeare's  Rosalind  and 
Desdemona  to  the  realism  of  Ibsen's 
"Mrs.  Alvlng"  and  "Hedda  Gabler." 
Now  as  Mrs.  Warren  she  carried  most 
of  her  audience  quite  out  of  its  wary 
curleisiiy  of  demonstrative  enthusiasm 
for  her  searching  art.  Mi.ss  Heme  has 
the  bent  of  her  father.  James  A.  Heme, 
for  the  brainer  fetrms  of  the  drama.  A 
report  spread  through  the  electrically 
surcharged  theater,  on  Monday  night, 
that  s.he  wajs  so  distressed  by  the  sav- 
age censure  of  Shaw's  play  as  to  be  on 
the  verge  of  nervous  collapse  ajid  that 
an  imderstudy  was  kept  ready  to  take 


they  wish  to.  And  It  cannot  possibly 
do  any  Immoral  harm.  Yet  I  am  glad, 
too,  that  It  Is  Arnold  Daly  and  not  I 
who  put  it  on  the  stage. 

Four    plays    of    American    bosh    and 
beauty  are  put  into  New  York  theaters 
at  once.     All   are  hodge-podged   in  '  the 
native  manner,  yet  each  illustrates  by 
itself   a   phase    of   the    show    business; 
and    the   question   of   propriety   is   pre- 
sented   by    contrast    in    two    of     thern. 
"MonnshJne"     drapes    Its    women    and 
takes  credit  to  Itself  for  doing  so,  while 
"Wonderland"    strips    its    women    and 
does  not  seem  ashamed  of  its  audacity. 
Marie  Cahill's  manager  is  her  husband 
and  doubtless  she  manages  him  some; 
so  it  Is  fair  to  ascribe  to  her  the  skirt-j 
that  render  "Monnshine"  decorous  in  its 
exhibition   of   beauty.     Miss  Cahill   has 
posted  an  order  on  her  stage  door,  too, 
forbidding  the  delivery  of  messages  un- 
til   next    day,    by    which    time    the    hot 
birds  will   be  cool  and   the  cold  bottl-js 
the  women  meet  men 
with  them  elsewhere 
than  straightway  home;   and.  although 
I  she  has   sent  those  facts   to   the  newa- 
;  papers,  what  is  the  use  of  doubting  her 
reformatory    purpose? 
I      "Wonderland"  has  contrastingly  few- 
{ cr   and   shorter   skirts    than   any   other 
I  show    of    the    season    thus    far    and      I 
I  haven't  heard  of  any  etTort  to  discour- 
age backdoor  sociability.     Upon  its  ar- 
rival in  town,  a  dozen  to  twenty  of  its 
ballet-chorus  women  were  displayed  by 
Tenderloin  celebrities  of   the  kind   who 
don't  need  the  $Z{)  a  week  and  won't  go 
on   tour  at   any   wages.     Several   boxes 
and  rows  of  seats  were  occupied,  on  the 
opening       night,      by      'round-towners, 
;  young,  old  and  middling,  fresh  to  pro- 
I  tligacy    or    staled    by    it,    all    there    io 
j  greet  favorites  and  make  acquaintances. 
\  The  spectacle  In  the  auditorium  was  as 
ugly  as  that  on  the  stage  was  beautiful. 
Two  of   the   four  American  extrava- 
ganza.-,   now    liere    have    been    made    to 
sell  at  half   the  prices  charged  for  the 
other  two.     '"dimple  Simon  Simple"  has 
,  been  inspired  by  newspaper  cartoons  of 
children's  i)ranks  and  to  a  considerable 
I  extent    it    is    a    juvenile    frolic    with 
dwarfish  actors  to  concentrate  Its  fun. 
But   it   has  a   full   outfit   of   the   things 
looked  for  in  shows  of  its  general  class. 
In     "New    York  Town"   Ls   a   fuller   ex- 
ample   of    the   suddenly    numerous    en- 
tertainments that  are  In  some  ways  as 
bad  as  the  chcai)est  burlesques  and  in 
:  some    ways    as    good    as    the    costliest 
musical    comedies.      Thus    it     has     the 
rough-and-tumble    of    a    Coney    Island 
beer    hall    in    its    masculine    character- 
istics and   the  graceful   prettincss  of  a 
Broadway     theater    in      its      feminity. 
;  Plays  mixed  like  that  seem  to  be  dis- 
placing the  excitant  melodramas. 
I      The  salient  novelty  of    "In  New  York 
I  Town"     has    nothing    to    do    with    Its 
!  showings  of  midnight  life,  from  China- 
1  t«»\vn    to   Tenderloin— those   are   famili- 
]  arly    ordinary— but    cemsists   of   Lillian 
I  Russell.      Katie      Barry.      Pete      Daily. 
j  George  Cohen,  Dave  Warfield  and  Sam 
i  Bernard  in  close  Imitation  as  to  looks, 
I  sp.  tch  and  action.    The  beauty  of  Rus- 
j  sell  and  the  eccentricity  of  Bernard  are 
j  duplicated  surprisingly.     Each  counter- 
feit sings  a  Kong  that  the  original  has 
I  sung,  and  also  carrk\s  the  personation 
I  clear  through  the  evening. 
I     Have   you  seen     the     Pisa     man   or 
'  woman  on  the  stage  yet?  that  is  to  say, 
the  human  leaning  towe^r  that  puzzles 
you  to  know  how  equilibrium  is  main- 
tained. We  have  had  it  in  several  plays 
and  it  is  bound   to  go  into  vaudeville. 
In  this  case  it  is,  an  actress  of  a  tough- 
girl   role.     She  has  a  ballad  of  booze, 
and  in  singing  it   she  tips  to  and   fro. 
farther  and  farther,  till  you  lo«)k  fbr  a 
sustaining   wire.     But   there   isnt'   any. 
She  stands  with  a  mortice  in  each  shoe 
sole,  caughtt  o  a  clamp  that  has  been 
set  into  the  floor.     Art,  eh? 

The  play  of  "Its  Up  to  You,  John 
Henry,"  might  pertinently  name  in  its 
title  cttiarles  Grapewin  as  the  person  it 
is  up  to;  for  the  comedy  failed  as  plain 
when  Dan  Daly  trie4  It' 
three  seasons  ago.  No  one  will  con- 
tend that  Grapewin  is  a  funnier  fellow 
than  Daly  war;  yet  he  rescues  the 
character  of  John  Henry,  a  talker  in 
slang,  from  the  limbo  of  oblivion.  Peo- 
ple who  had  laughed  all  they  could  in 
the  reading  of  George  Ade's  fables ! 
without  tiring  of  It  turned  to  George  V. 
Hobarts'  book  for  more  of  the  same 
sort  of  thing.  Then  Edward  E.  Rose 
put  the  Hobart  colloquialism  Into  a ' 
farce  to  the  order  of  Willie  Collier;  but 
that  actor  was  diverted  to  other  ma- 
terial, and  Dan  Daly  was  put  into  the 
play  in  place  of  the  man  for  whom  it 
liad  l>een  made.  That  was  a  mistake. 
Daly's  outlt  was  the  aspect  of  an  un- 
dertaker and  the  drawl  of  an  English 
cockney  crossed  with  an  Arie>naz  ctiw- 
boy.  The  racy  volatility  of  John 
Henry,  which  Collier  and  Grapewin 
glibly  realize,  was  impossible  to  Daly, 
and  that  was  Daly's  final  attempt  to 
make  folks  laugh,  for  even  then  he  was 
dying  of  c<insumption,  and  some  of 
his  assumed  inactivity  was  a  necessity, 
too. 


New  York,  November,  11.— "Yep,  It's 
hit  the  goddesses  hard  this  time,"  de- 
clared the  man  at  the  box  office  of  one 
the  good  things  on  Bro,'idway."The  bri- 
gade is  doubling  up  on  Itself  nowa- 
diiys." 

In  the  evolution  of  "New  York's  bach- 
elor girl  she  Is  the  newest  type— the 
gallery  goddess. 

The  Fedora  hatted,  tailor  made  young 
woman  who  some  half  doxen  years  ago 
defied  the  arched  eyebrows  of  the  man 
in  the  box  and  the  stares  of  the  mas- 
culine frequenters  of  the  top  gallery 
was  the  original  of  the  type.  She  blaz- 
ed the  way,  unheeding  the  grins  of 
the  masculine  multitude. 

But  her  sister  of  today  Is  nobly  av- 
enging her  wrongs.  You  can  read  It 
in  the  face  of  the  lone  man  sand- 
wit<Aed  in  a  row  of  giggling  girls  In 
the  front  row,  restless  and  miserable. 

It  was  not  like  this  In  the  good  old 
days;  and  the  fiood  of  feminity  dazes 
him.  But  he  Is  bound  to  get  used  to  la; 
for  the  gallery  goddess  has  arrived  and 
Is  booked  for  top  gallery  seats  at  all 
the  playhouses  along  the  Hlalto  until 
the  trust  cuts  In  two  the  price  of  or- 
chestra  chairs. 

"The  first  run  of  the  go<id\;^  brtgado 
comes  from  5  to  6,"  said  the  ticket  sel- 
ler, lapsing  into  garrulity,  "and  from 
7  to  7:30  come  the  bunch  that  didn't 
make  up  their  minds  until  the  last 
nilnuto,  and  want  front  row  scats.  Why 
don't  they  buy  their  seats  the  day 
ahead?  Why,  my  child,  they're  wise  to 
the  fact  that  they're  women;  and  they 
must  have  leeway  for  changing  their 
minds.  Volatile  creatures,  you  know." 

Among  the  first  arrivals  at  the  the- 
aters at  night  is  the  goddess.  She  comes 
In  "singles,  doubles  and  bunches,"  as 
the  usher  puts  it,  and  balances  herself 
on  the  steep  gallery  steps,  scanning  her 
seats   with   a  dubious   eye. 

If  she  doesn't  like  them  she  bribes 
the  usher  to  change  them  without  a 
conscience  quiver.  But  at  the  worst 
she  accepts  them  philosophically  and 
proceeds   to   make   herself   comfortable. 

After  she  bad  tucked  her  hat  care- 
fuly  under  the  seat  and  folded  her 
jacket  over  the  back  of  her  chair  so  It 
won't  wrinkle  and  will  m.ake  a  good 
cushion,  and  has  puffed  up  her  pompa- 
dour or  patted  down  her  Dutch  snail 
coiffure,  and  aproved  of  herself  In  the 
mirror  out  of  her  wrist  bag,  and 
sighted  the  mole  on  the  neck  of  the 
lady  in  the  box— to  try  the  glasses— 
and  sampled  the  candy  to  see  that  It's 
fresh,  and  jabbed  the  program  on  the 
seat  in  front  with  a  hatpin,  and  got 
her  handkerchief  unobtrusively  handy 
for  the  teary  parts,  then  she  Is  ready 
to  read  the  Jokos  in  the  program  and 
look  around  and  see  who's  there. 

Front  row  seats  are  popuKir  and 
liunsrily  grabbed  up  by  the  galleiy^ 
goddess.  It's  fun  to  lean  on  the  rail- 
ings and  say  clever  or  approving 
things  about  the  lady  with  the  pink 
marabout  feather  boa  in  the  front  row 
to  giggle  at  the  awkward  man  who 
steps    on    his    "lady    friend's"    train     in 


coming  down  the  aisle  or  to  squander 
admiration  on  the  sweet  thing  in  old 
china  blue  in  the  upper  left  hand  box. 
It  costs  a  quarter  more  to  sit  in  the 
first  two  front  rows,  but  It's  worth 
double  the  price  on  account  of  the  so- 
cial view.  "Fine  value,"  as  the  econom- 
ical  girl   remarked. 

Etiquette  In  the  upper  gallery  is  lax, 
but  never  loose.  It's  the  height  of  bad 
form  up  above  to  Indulge  in  conversa- 
tion while  the  curtain   is  up. 

But  you  can  chew  candy,  gisslp  visit 
friends  across  the  house,  stroll  in  the 
corridor,  read  your  evening  paper  or 
novel  with  certainty  of  freedom  from 
comment  in  the  Intervals.  White  gloves 
or  no  gloves,  silk  w.il.sis  or  mannish 
shirts  are  equally  In  style  with  the  god- 
desses. 

It  Isn't  alone  the  Independent  bache- 
lor girl  who  has  found  out  the  upper 
gallery.  There  is  another  contingent, 
that  prefers  to  apply  to  it  the  term 
family  circle  or  dress  circle,  but  you 
pay  the  same  for  a  seat,  regardless  of 
nomenclature.  There  aer  school  girl 
parties,  chaperoned  by  plump,  white- 
haired  matrons  In  black  satin,  family 
parties,  with  ermine  tippets  and  well 
darned  gloves. 

The  goddess  likes  to  adopt  a  hypo- 
critical attitude.  She  strongly  disap- 
proves of  this  player's  mannerism  and 
can  discern  a  failure  to  arise  to  the 
emotional  crisis.  She  compares  past 
successes  with  present,  with  unerring 
unprejudiced  eye  points  out  the  weak 
spots  in  the  newest  production  and  dis- 
courses like  a  critic  rt^gardlng  Indi- 
vidual miscasts,  loosene.s  of  construc- 
tion  and   overabundant   dialogue. 

But  Just  to  show  how  tlio  gallery  god- 
dess is  a  real  girl,  listen  to  her  when 
she  discourses  on  the  star. 

"Girls  are  a  funny  lot,  though,  ain  t 
they?"  ruminated  an  usher  at  the 
Princess  the  other  evening,  sis  he 
stood  gloomily  on  the  highest  point  in 
the  house  at  the  back  of  the  gallery. 
"They  come  In  twos  and  threes,  but  It's 
always  what  they  call  a  Dutch  treat- 
each  one  pays  her  own  bills.  They'd 
come  alone  before  tliey'd  blow  oft  a 
lady  friend. 

"And  you  can  spot  'em  passing  over 
their  little  dimes  td  the  girl  who  car- 
ries the  purse  for  car  fare.  Once  In  a 
while  they  lose  their  nlckt-ls  and  then 
the  ticket  man  or  some  of  us  fellers 
stakes  'em.  But  It  don't  happen  often 
and    it  alw.iys  float.^   baek. 

"But  the  funniest  thing  is  the  sneak- 
in'  way  the^y  dodge  in  and  out  under 
the  family  circle  light.  You  can  pike 
'em  getting  up  the  street  by  the 
scared  way  they  took  up  at  it  and 
the  fearful  glances  they  re  c.istlng 
around  generously  4o  see  if  anybody's 
looking. 

"Look  at  'em,"  he  grinned  as  the 
final  curtain  foil,  ind  the  goddesses 
began  stabbing  at  their  hats  with  in- 
tent, frowning  brows.  "Girls  are  get- 
ting pretty  Independent  nowadays,  but 
I  guess  they'll  never  get  so  far  along 
the  road  to  freedom  tliat  they'll  forget 
to  wonder  if  a  hat  is  on  straight."

Did  Nat  Goodwin  have  a  rabbit's  foot, 
and  has  Maxlne  Elliott  carried  It  off? 
It  was  the  summer  of  1303  that  Mr. 
Goodwin  was  kept  busy  denying  that  he 
had  separated  from 'his  wife,  Maxlne 
El'iott,  and  that  the  story  of  a  possible 
divorce  was  a  silly  falsehood,  says  the 
Boston  Herald.    He  explained  over  and 

over  again  to  interviewers  that  he  had 
nieve-ly  ai  ranged  willi  his  wife  for 
separate  starring  tours,  an  arrange- 
ment which  was  to  last  three  years, 
and  during  which  lim*.-  he  was  to  have 
one-third  of  Miss  Ellloifs  earnings  and 
she  one-half  of  his.  After  that,  lie  stat- 
ed tiiey  would  play  .a  season  together 
and   then  retire  from  the  stage. 

This  arrangement  seemed  satisfactory, 
•ind  though  the  public  was  at  first 
greatly  disappointed  to  think  It  could 
not  see  two  stars  for  the  price  of  one, 
it  soon  accepted  the  situation  and  de- 
cided to  spend  its  money,  not  on  Nat 
Goodwin  as  of  old,  but  upon  the  fair 
Maxlne.  For  two  seasons  she  has  been 
drawing  capacity  houses  with  the  Clyde 
Fitch  comedy,  'Her  Own  Way,"  while 
her  liusband  lias  had  two  failures  in  the 
way  of  plays,  "The  Usurper,"  of  last 
season,  and  'Beauty  and  tlie  Barge," 
whi<h  has  fallen  rather  flat  this  fall 
in  New  York. 

Good  fortune  has  simply  dogged  Max- 
lne Elliott's  footst^u.-i  from  the  time 
she  first  essayed  fame  before  the  foot- 
lights. She  is  S)  v.ondiously  beautiful 
that  all  the  world  goes  to  see  her,  while 
Nat  Goodwin  Is  merety  the  best  come- 
dian on  the  American  stage,  and  some- 
times he  g..is  a  poo'  play  and  hides 
his  liiiht  ui.iler  Ji  bu.shel. 

No  one  would  dre.am  of  saying  Nat 
Goodwin  was  unlucky  in  love.  Ho  has 
been  regarded  as  a  gay  Lothario  in  the 
days  gone  by.  Ceilainly  that  first 
great  aid  .sei  .ouj  IlVc  affair  of  his 
life,  the  lovo  for  his  first  wife,  Eliza 
Weathersby,  was  not  an  unlucky  affair. 
She  gave  her  all  to  Nat  Goodwin,  and 
having  had  lier  own  stage  career  ruined 
because  it  did  not  harmonize  with  the 
aspirations  of  her  husband,  and  having 
seen  him  go  on  his  victorious  dramatic 
and  magnetic  way.  she  died  and  left 
her  husband  a  fortune  of  $60.i)00. 

Later  there  came  a  streak  of  bad  luck 
with  his  marriage  to  Nella  Baker  of 
Buffalo.  That  lady  did  not  enjoy  the 
home  life  meted  out  to  her,  and  talked 
about  it  to  the  papers  and  got  Mr. 
Goodwin  somewhat  unpleasantly  com- 
mente'd  upon.  But  he  retorted  in  kind, 
and  the  "you  are  another"  process  of 
argument  served  as  a  sufficient  defence 
from  a  man  whom  all  the  world  de- 
lighted to  honor  with  the  praise  of 
laughter  and  occasional  tears. 

Mr.  Goodwin  gave  her  $5.0(W  and  let  her 
live  in  his  West  end  avenue  house  in  New 
York  until  one  day  he  thought  to  increase 
his  revenues  by  leasing  the  mansion.  He 
found  that  the  then  Mrs.  Gk>odwin  was 
not  to  be  so  easily  disposed  of.  however, 
and  there  wa.s  quite  a  little  excitement 
about  her  methods  of  thwarting  his  pur- 
p<ise  by  barricading  the  doors.  Mr.  Good- 
win desisted  and  left  his  wife  in  peace — 
for  a  time.  But  presently  he  wanted  to 
marry  again  and  began  an  argument  for 
divorce.  Mrs.  Goodwin  responded  in  kind, 
and  secured  the  divorce  here?lf,  a  divorce 
prohibiting  him  from  remarriage. 
*     *     • 

But  lucky  in  love  was  Nat  Goodwin  still. 
This  time  his  love  was  Maxlne  Elliott, 
and  she  consented  to  marry  the  comed- 
ian outside  the  state  of  New  York.  So 
Goodwin  was  rid  of  a  troublesome  affair, 
and   plunged    into   happiness   again. 

Miss  Elliott,  who  has  been  one  of  the 
least  interviewed  of  women,  once  gave 
an  interview  on  the  subject  of  managing 
husbands.     In   It   she  said: 

"One  must  l«»arn  to  maintain  silence. 
Men  are  peculiar.  You  must  never  ask 
them  to  do  what  you  want  them  to,  be- 
cause they  won't.  If  women  know  when 
to  keep  silent  they  can  manage  any- 
thing." 

It  is   likely  that  the  "anything"   which 


printed  words  such  as  these  upon  a  wom- 
an, however,  modest  may  be  her  tempera- 
ment : 

"As  one  talks  with  so  clever  and  well 
poised  a  woman  as  Maxinfe  Elliott.  It  is 
impossible  not  to  think  that  the  combina- 
tion of  beauty  and  brains  ought  to  lead 
such  a  woman  anywhere  she  chooses  to 
go.  Edith  Kingdon  wears  a  diadem  as 
Mrs.  George  Gould,  and  by  rights  Maxlne 
Elliott  should  be  a  duchess." 
*     •     • 

And  why  should  Miss  Elliott  be  a 
duchess?  Simply  because  she  is  the  most 
superbly  beautiful  woman  in  America, 
and  because  it  is  easy  for  stage  people  to 
get  a  divorce,  and  because,  perhaps,  she 
is  to  the  manor  born? 

Not  to  the  manor.  If  to  the  manner,  was 
Jessie  Dermont,  the  daughter  of  a  sea 
captain,  ushered  into  this  world.  Her 
parentage  was  not  humble,  but  certainly 
no  more  than  good,  sturdy,  hard-working 
American.  She  has  been  said  to  have  been 
educated  In  a  convent  in  Roxbury.  but  In 
reality  she  was  little  more  than  a  year  at 
that  institution.  She  went  on  voyages 
with  her  father,  and  saw  something  of 
the  world  before  she  married  a  man  who 
was  connected  with  horse  racing  and  that 
sort  of  thing.  But  in  spite  of  a  disagree- 
able experience  with  that  husband,  which 
caused  her  to  leave  him  and  go  on  the 
stage,  no  scandal  or  unpleasant  notoriety 
has  ever  attached  to  her  name. 

Temperamentally  Miss  Elliott  is  suited 
to  good  society.  She  is  not  only  exceed- 
ingly beautiful  and  graceful,  but  she  is 
reserved  and  does  not  court  notoriety.  She 
likes  the  sports  of  well-bred  people,  not 
the  dissipations  of  the  Bohemian  Thespi- 
ans. She  likes  golf,  riding  and  automo- 
biling.  She  likes  to  own  a  country  place 
and  to  entertain  in  it  In  a  suitable  and 
agreeable  manner;  she  does  not  strive  for 
social  distinctions,  but  accepts  the  best 
social  opportunities  which  come  to  her, 
a   very   few   and   the   best. 

When  one  reads  of  Maxlne  Elliott  go- 
ing into  society  it  is  usually  something 
quite  dazzling  in  Its  way,  such  as  that 
she  has  been  a  guest  among  dukes  and 
duchesses,  or  that  she  had  an  informal 
tea  with  Alexandra,  queen  of  England. 
And  then  one  never  reads  silly  things 
about  Maxine  Elliott's  clothes.  She  does 
not  advertise  her  Paris  gowns,  but,  when 
occasion  requires,  it  appears  quite  in  the 
way  of  course  that  she  wore  diamonds 
which  amounted  to  a  fortune.  In  many 
ways  Miss  Elliott  has  shown  herself  well 
bred  enough  to  be  a  duchess  if  the  oppor- 
tunity should  arrive. 

«     •     * 

What  has  all  this  to  do  with  the  failure 
of  Nat  Goo<lwin'3  last  two  seasons?  Per- 
haps nothing  at  all;  perhaps  it  does  not 
affect  a  man  to  have  his  wife  so  tremen- 
dously superior  to  every  one  else  in  his 
profession— not  as  a  professional  genius, 
but  as  a  social  factor.  Perhaps  it  does 
not  enter  into  his  consciousness  and  make 
him  a  little  dL^satlsfied  with  himself, 
the  realization  that  he  is  held  as  a  very 
good  fellow  and  as  nothing  at  all  superior 
in  the  way  of  good  form.  And  then  again, 
perhaps  it  does,  and  perhaps  it  gets  on  a 
man's  nerve.s  and  makes  him  in  a  measure 
lose  his  grip. 


Certainly  the  average  man  would  not 
care  to  have  his  wife  spoken  of  as  a 
duchess  in  embryo  while  he  was  still  un- 
der the  necessity  of  life's  atrongest  Im- 
pulse to  linger  around  and  cumber  the 
earth.  Of  course.  It  is  easy  for  the  actor 
to  step  aside  and  give  to  his  wife  the 
right-of-way— just  as  easy  as  to  force  an- 
other to  yield  to  him  the  right-of-way. 

"Of  course  I  feel  bad  over  a  play  that 
falls  to  please."  said  Nat  Goodwin  the 
other  day.  discussing  "Beauty  and  the 
Barge."  "I  feel  it  all  the  way  through. 
It's  harrowing,  that's  what  It  Is— harrow- 
ing. To  be  sure,  I  don't  go  about  crying 
over  it,  but  I'm  not  impervious  to  imblic 
criticism;  when  I  am  It  will  be  time  for 
me  to  get  off  the  stage." 

Time  for  Nat  Goodwin  to  get  oflj  the 
stage!  That  Is  a  suegestlon  which  is 
rather  startling,  even  If  the  possibility  of 
It  comes  from  himself,  and  even  if  it  was 
spoken  in  a  moment  of  chagrin.  Nat 
Goodwin  is  a  young  man.  comr>aratively. 
Compared  with  dear  old  Jefferson  he  is  a 
very  young  man— only  48  years  old.  In- 
telligent to  his  finger  tips,  he  is  one  of 
the  cleverest  actors  in  America.  And  a 
comedian  is  never  good  until  he  ripens 
with  the  mellowness  of  years. 
•     •     « 

'^^'^^en  someone  asked  Goodwin  If  he 
thought  Warfield  had  a  future,  he  re- 
plied ; 

"No.  he  has  no  future.  The  future  Is 
already  here.  He  has  arrived,  as  they 
say  in  Paris;  he  has  got  there,'  as  they 
say  in  Chicago.  There  are  three  kinds  of 
future— ahead  of  you,  with  you  and  be- 
hind  you." 

Mr.  Goodwin's  future  needs  looklne  to 
just  a  little  that  It  doesn't  get  behind  him. 
He  has  a  way  of  regretting  "In  Miz- 
zoura"  whenever  he  strikes  a  snag.  Tliat 
was  a  great  play  for  Mr.  Goodwin,  and 
yet  It  Is  a  long  way  behind  him.  It  is  a 
long  time  back  to  "The  Gilded  Fool,"  to 
'Christopher  Blizzard"  and  "Golightly." 
The  future  of  Mr.  Goodwin  lies  very 
close;  the  one  he  should  l>e  thinking  of 
for  the  sake  of  the  great  American  public 
that  de>esn't  like  to  give  up  its  favorites. 
And  who  was  ever  more  prime  a  favorite 
than  Goodwin  at  liis  best? 

The  new  play  which  Goodwin  has, 
"Wolfville,"  gives  him  the  role  of  a  hlgh- 
class  Western  gambler.  It  is  said  to  be 
virile,  picturesque,  with  all  the  high  color- 
ing of  the  Western  types  that  Lewis  has 
drawn  so  well.  What  will  Goodwin  do 
with  It?  Will  he  seize  this  opportunity  of 
his  life?  For  If  there  is  any  character 
which  he  should  be  able  to  portray  with 
unction  and  discrimination,  it  is  just 
such  a  part  as  this;  or  M'ill  this  hoodoo 
of  his  begin  to  operate  again,  and  will 
he  have  to  demonstrate  that  the  man  who 
has  for  a  wife  the  most  beautiful  woman 
in  America  cannot  possibly  overcome  the 
handicap  of  her  rival  attractiveness? 

Nat  Goodwin  as  a  Western  gambler  will 
have  great  need  of  his  luck.  If  he  has 
mislaid  it,  and  Miss  Elliott  perchance  has 
picked  It  up.  he  can  do  no  better  than  to 
go  to  her  very  humbly  and  beg  her  to 
give  it  back  into  his  hands  once  more,  for 
certainly  she  ha.s  plenty  and  to  spare,  and 
can  afford  to  be  generous.

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Miss  Elliott  had  In  mind  was  the  vagaries 
of  disposition  which  attack  Mr.  Goodwin 
with   remarkable   pertinacity. 

The  power  of  silence  is  a  terrible  thing. 
It  is  an  excellent  thing  to  beware  of,  es- 
pecially when  pos.ses.sed  %y  a  woman. 
Maxine  Elliott  possesses  it  pre-eminentiv 
but  Nat  Goodwin  talks  his  mind  out 
about  everything.  He  ha.s  talked  vigor- 
ously and  picturesquely  in  the  past  about 
Leila  Ferrell,  about  Nella  Baker-Goodwin, 
now  dead,  and  he  talks  and  talks  about 
the  failures  of  his  plays.  He  can't  un- 
derstand what  is  the  matter  with  his 
luck,  and  when  asked  if  he  will  ever  plaj- 
again  with  his  wife  he  answers  i>etulant- 
ly: 

"Oh,    I    don't    know;    I'm    gam^;"    and 
then,    "She  is  luckier  than  I  am." 
*     *     * 

Maxinf»  Elliott  mqst  have  carried  off 
the  Gooilwin  rabbit's  f<K>t.  There  is  no 
other  explanation,  unless  it  be  that  It  Is 
not  good  for  a  man  to  have  come  in  such 
close  contact  with  a  fortune  as  smilin.g 
as  hers  and  to  have  slighted  the  smiles 
of  the  grpat  dame.  With  a  tenip<»rament 
such  as  Nat  Goodwin's  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  realize  that  one's  own  fortune 
might  dep'Uid  a  little  upon  playins  fair 
with  the  fortune  of  another.  lie  would 
perhaps  be  the  last  m:in  in  the  world  to 
say  to  his  wife:  "We  two  together  might 
o'cTtop  the  world." 

When  the  marriage  of  Goodwin  to  Miss 
Elliott  had  not  yet  taken  place,  hut  was 
being  talked  about  by  the  go.ssips  of  the 
press,  one  of  the  best  known  dramatic 
critics   remarked:  • 

"With  Miss  Elliott  for  a  wife  N"at  Good- 
win will  have  a  leading  lady  of  whom 
menagers  can  never  rob  him.  In  fact, 
G  cod  win  might  do  a  great  deM  worse 
than  wed  the  much-pietund  beautv  with 
the  midnight  eyes.  But  th^n  again,  that 
mucli-pictured  beauty  might  do  consid- 
erably better  than  tie  herself  irrevocably 
as  stage  knots  can  be  tied,  to  'America's 
comedian.'  " 

That  prediction  «.>unded  very  strange 
in  1896.  Very  few  people  had  any  idea 
that  Maxine  Elliott  would  develop  into  a 
star,  one  of  the  greatest  money  earners 
in  America.  And  Nat  Goodwin— why.  Nat 
Goodwin  was  even  then  spoken  of  as 
second  only  to  Joseph  Jeffenson  in  the 
ability  to  compel  laughter  which  often 
verged  upon  tears,  the  most  delicious 
combination  of  emotion  which  an  actor 
may  have  power  to  evoke.  And  no  one 
today  will  say  that  in  histrionic  power 
Maxine  Elliott  i.s  the  equal  of  Nat  Good- 
win; of  that  there  is  no  fear  of  contra 
diction. 

But,  as  Nat  Goodwin  hiras*>If  said  in 
one  of  his  talkative  nuods:  "It's  a  cold, 
hard,  unresponsive,  hypercritical,  disap- 
pointing. i>lained  disagreeable  world."  ' 
This  was  after  hi  had  fallen  down  very 
hard  in  Shakespeare,  and  had  been  re- 
minded that  Oscar  Wilde  told  Beerbohra 
Tree  after  his  first  appearance  in  "Ham- 
let" that  he  enfoyed  it  very  much,  be- 
cause It  was  funny  without  being  vul- 
gar. 

Goodwin  had  been  trving  to  give  Amer- 
ica a  good  Shylock,  and  that  at  the  in- 
stigation of  his  beautiful  wife,  Maxlne. 
Undoubtedly  it  is  a  most  disappointing 
and  disagreeable  world. 
«     •     • 

Strange  how  a  beautiful,  well-poised, 
calm  .ind  rather  cold  woman  can  upset 
the  fortunes  cf  a  magnetic,  genial,  happy- 
go-lucky  chap  that  all  the  world  had 
hitherto  delighted  in.  And  strange  that 
he  will  be  so  unwise  as  to  fail  to  recog- 
nize when  he  has  met  that  which.  If  he 
will  but  embrace  it.  will  secure  him. 

When  Nat  Goodwin  and  Maxine  Elliott 
played  togrether  they  made  more  money 
than  any  other  dramatic  company  in  the 
country.  In  one  week's  engagement  with 
"When  We  Were  Twenty-One"  the  earn- 
ings were  116,000.  In  on«  season  together 
tliey  made  $75,000.  a  fortune  in  Itself. 
Was  It  avariclousness  or  was  it  jealousy 
which  caused  these  two  to  separate,  or 
was  it,  perhaps,  that  same  cold  tempera- 
ment of  the  lady,  which,  looking  ahead, 
taw  other  worlds  to  conquer,  in  which, 
perhaps,    Nat    Goodwin    had   no   part? 

No  woman  can  read  such  approval  of 
herself  as  Maxlne  Elliott  has  had  for 
mental  pabulum  without  acquiring  some 
satisfactory  notions  about  Tierself.

The  Waldorf  is  conceded  lo  be  the! 
most  beautiful  and  complete  theater  inj 
L<jndon.  and  was  built  from  the  plans) 
of  W.  G.  R.  Sprague,  Esq.  The  theater 
has  a  frontage  of  70  feet  and  a  depth 
of  166  feet,  with  an  elevation  of  classic 
design  In  white  Portland  stone,  sur- 
mounted by  beautifully  designed  alle- 
gorical grroups.  It  Is  a  three- tier  house 
—the  last  that  can  be  built  in  London 
—constructed  on  the  cantilever  sys- 
tem, and  will  give  .seating  and  stand- 
ing accommodation  to  1,700  people.  The 
stage  is  of  ample  dimensions  to  permit 
of  the  most  ambitious  productions  and 
the  dressing  rooms  are  entirely  separ- 
ated from  the  stage.  In  fa^t,  the  Wal- 
dorf Is  the  last  word  In  theater  con- 
struction in   Europe. 

The  decorative  scheme  of  the  interior 
is  a  bold  and  broad  treatment  of  the 
Louis  XIV  style.  The  color  scheme  'a 
rose  du  Barry,  relieved  by  cream  and 
gilt,  with  a  touch  of  green  in  the  French 
tapestries  of  the  seats.  It  is  all  in  ex- 
quisite taste  and  there  is  no  mere  beau- 
tiful theater  to  be  found  in  any  city. 

The  Waldorf  theater  was  opened  by 
the  Messrs.  Shubert  on  May  -2  last,  with 
Mr.  Henry  Russell's  season  of  grand 
opera  In  Italian,  alternating  with  the 
performances  of  standard  drama  by 
Eleonora  Duse,  the  great  Italian  ac- 
tress.

He  is  one  of  the  greatest  Lon-  { 
don    landlords    and    has    similar    box^s 
and    pri\ileges    at    the      Drury      Lane 
theater,  the  Covent  Garden  opera  house 
and  the  new  Aldwych  theater. 

"Theater  prices  are  very  different  in 
London  from  those  that  obtain  in  Am- 
erica. The  lower  floor  is  divided  into 
two  sections — the  orchestra  stalls  and 
the  pit  seats.  The  stalls  usually  num- 
ber about  200  to  250  seats  and  are  sold 
at  the  British  equivalent  of  $2.62.  while 
the  pit  .seats  immediately  behind  them 
are  unreserved  and  .sell  for  62  cents. 
Dress  circle  seats  cost  $1.S7  and  tliei 
second  balcony  seats  are  $1.25  and  $1. ' 
The  gallery  is  the  cheapest  part  of  the 
house,  naturally,  and  the  seats  sell  for 
a  quarter."

Novel  Scheme  For  Ath- 
letic Park  Is  Being 
TalRed  Of. 


Plans  Are  Little   More 

Than  Pleasant  Dream 

At  Present. 


Plans  that  would  turn  the  upper  end 
of  Minnesota  point  Into  a  genuine  Ath- 
letic park,  are  being  talked  over  by 
Eome  of  the  young  men  around  town, 
who  are  interested  In  summer  sports 
of  all  kinds. 

The  plans  contemplate  the  establish- 
ment of  a  park  between  the  boat  club 
house  and  the  government  pier  that 
would  accommodate  all  kinds  of  sum- 
mer sports.  The  government  is  con- 
templating the  pumping  In  of  a  large 
Quantity  of  sand  from  dredging  opera- 
tions, and  this  will  form  a  stretch  of 
land  of  sufficient  extent  to  give  room 
for  a  park  of  the  kind  de.sired. 

The  league  ball  team  has  had  the 
plan  under  consideration  and  it  would 
have  a  share  in  the  project.  The  hall 
grounds  could  be  u.sed  for  football  in 
the  fall,  for  amateur  baseball  game.s 
when  the  team  was  away,  and  for  la- 
crosse,   which   it   is   planned   to   revive. 

Around  the  ball  grounds  a  running 
track     would     be    built,     so   that     the

grounds  could  be  used  for  track  and 
field  meets. 

If  the  boat  club  could  be  Induced  to 
Join  In  the  project,  there  would  be 
every  facility  for  water  sports,  and 
the  shell,  canoe  and  sail-boat  racing 
would  be  taken  up  vigorously. 

A  rink  would  also  be  constructed  in 
the  winter,  and  a  place  provided  for 
the  accommodation   of  ice  boats. 

The  scheme,  in  brief,  contemplates 
the  formation  of  an  Athletic  club  which 
would  combine  all  kinds  of  sport,  and 
would  provide  facilities  for  every  kind 
of  outdoor  games. 

If  the  lots  between  the  boat  club 
and  the  government  pier  were  pur- 
chased, it  would  give  a  valuable  bay 
frontage  with  rights  extending  to  the 
harbor  line,  600  feet  out,  and  this  would 
provide  plenty  of  room,  if  filled  with 
sand  from  the  dredging  operations,  for 
everything  necessary  for  such  a  pro- 
ject. 

The  plan  is  little  more  than  a  pleas- 
ant dream  as  yet.  It  would  require  .a 
large  sum  of  money  to  start  such  a 
club,  and  at  the  j)resent  time,  when 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  made  such  a  thor- 
ough canvass  of  the  town,  it  would  be 
Impossible  to  launch  such  a  project. 
It  is  looked  upon,  however,  as  some- 
thing that  may  be  brought  about  at 
some  time,  and  if  the  boat  club,  the 
yacht  club  and  the  baseball  club  could 
all  be  induced  to  lend  their  a.ssistance. 
it  might  become  an  accomplished  fact 
at  .some  future  date. 

At  the  present  time,  however,  the 
boat  club  is  contemplating  an  extension

THE  BLACK  MAN 

b  Fast  Losing  a  Position  in  the  Sport- 
ing World. 

Booker  Washington's  race  is  fast  los- 
ing in  the  world  of  sport.  There  was 
a  time  when  the  black  man  cut  consid- 
erable ICto  in  racing,  boxing  and 
other  sports,  but  that  lime  is  passed. 
The  negro  no  longer  figures  prominent- 
ly in  any  game.  Matthews,  a  disciple 
of  Ham.  made  the  Harvard  football 
team  last  year.  There  is  none  of  his 
race  on  any  of  the  big  Eastern  elevens 
this  season,  however.  Illinois  played 
several  blacks  against  St.  Louis,  but 
they  are  only  ordinary  performers, 
and,  as  the  Illinois  team  of  1905  is  the 
v.eakest  the  'varsity  has  turned  out  in 
years,  the  playing  of  negroes  on  it  at- 
tracted little  or  no  attention. 

The  decadence  of  the  black  man  in 
sport  is  apparent  when  one  recalls  the 
fact  that  less  than  ten  years  ago  three 
of  the  mightiest  men  in  the  ring- 
let ttr  Jackson,  Joe  Walcott  and  George 
Dixon-were  negroes.  Isaac  Murphy 
and  "Pike"  Barnes,  two  nog'  jcs  of  re- 
nowned skill  in  the  saddle,  had  just 
passed  out  of  the  racing  game,  giving 
way  to  Willie  Simms  and  Tony  Hauiil- 
ton,  two  negroes,  who  shone  as  stars 
until  about  five  years  ago.  Albert 
Cooper  and  Ed  Brown,  known  as 
"Brown  Dick,"  two  negroes,  were  re- 
garded as  the  equals  of  any  white  men 
training  thoroughbreds,  about  the 
time  Simms  and  Hamilton  were  fash- 
Icnabk   riders. 

Now  all  are  "has  beens."  No  ne- 
groes of  ability  have  arisen  to  take 
their  places,  and  the  black  race  is 
practically  down  and  out  In  sport. 
The  nigro  never  cut  any  figure  on  the 
light  harness  turf,  for  two  reasons.  In 
the  first  place,  he  never  had  a  chance 
to  shine  on  the  trotting  turf,  and  then, 
again,  It  is  doubtful  if  the  negro  could 
have  ever  made  good  In  this  game.  It 
requires  more  brains  to  train  horses 
than  it  does  runners,  and  the  negro 
who  could  breeze  a  runner  and  cool 
him  out  when  given  all  night  to  turn 
the  trick  probably  would  find  himself 
up  against  it  If  asked  to  balance  the 
shoes  and  weights  on  a  harness  racer, 
cool  him  out  in  twenty  minutes,  and 
then  climb  nito  a  sulky  and  drive  him 
in  competition  with  clever  white  men 
like  Geers.  Splan,  Hickok  and"  the 
noted  reinsmen  of  the  light  harness 
turf. 

The  brainiest  negro  ever  seen  on  the 
turt  was  Isaac  Murphy,  the  Black 
Aicher  of  America.  Murphy  was  a 
master  of  pace,  and  could  ride  a  thor- 
oughbred to  ptrfection.  Few  white 
Jockeys  of  modern  times  would  have 
anything  on  Murphy  were  he  alive  to- 
day. The  black  trainer  came  from  the 
South  and  trained  horses  for  ante- 
bellimi  turfmen  of  the  old  school. 
Faithfulness  and  honesty  were  their 
principal  stock  in  trade.  White  com- 
pt  tit  Ion  has  driven  them  out  of  the 
business. 


The  preachers  will  not  be  the  only  pro- 
fession represented  by  a  rink  in  the  Du- 
luth Curling  club  t^jjs  winter. 

The  cloth  has  had  a  monopoly  of  the 
game,  too  long,  in  the  opinion  of  some 
of  the  legal  lights,  and  this  winter  the 
lawyers  are  planning  to  organize  a  rink.

The  skips  are  looking 
around  for  good  material  and  planning  to 
itart  in  practice  as  early  as  the  weather 
will  permit,  in  order  to  be  in  good  shape 
for  the  bonspiel*,  to^ich  will  be  the  big 
event  of  the  year  m  Northwestern  curl- 
ing  Circles. 

The  sea.son  cnnnot  open  any  too  soon 
now  to  fcuit  the  curlers.  There  is  a  big 
program  of  eveiUir  to  be  run  off  this  year. 
All  of  last  year's  trophies  will  be  up  for 
competition  again  this  season,  and  the 
bonspiel  and  the  preparations  for  it,  will 
take  at  least  two  weeks  out  of  the  middle 
of  the  season.

Rothgeb 
played  fine  ball  for  the  Illinois  'varsity 
team,  then  went  to  Baltimore  and  cov- 
ered left  field  for  the  Eastern  league 
team  in  that  city.  He  says  he  is  going 
into  business  in  preference  to  remain- 
ing in  baseball  because  few  players 
quit  the  game  with  anything. 

Baseball  men  tear  Rothgeb's  argu- 
ments into  shreds  by  citing  for  his  con- 
sideration the  successful  careers  of 
Charles  Comlskey,  John  M.  Ward,  Dan

Young.  All  these  men  have  earned  large 
salaries  on  the  diamond  and  have 
managed  to  put  aside  good  sized  nest 
eggs  for  the  proverbial  rainy  day. 

Johnny  Ward  studied  law  while  play- 
ing ball  and  is  now  a  prosperous  lav.'- 
yer  in  New  York.  Harry  Taylor  studied 
law  while  covering  tirst  base  for  Louis- 
ville and  is  a  successful  barrister  in 
Buffalo  and  president  of  the  Eastern 
league.

The  revival  of  the  old  city  indoor 
baseball  league  is  planned  for  this 
winter,  and  if  the  militia  teams  decide 
to  take  up  the  game  again  this  year, 
they  will  have  a  rival  in  the  field. 

The  Armory  will  no  longer  be  the 
only  place  available  for  the  game,  but 
two  other  locations  are  offered  in  the 
new  roller  skating  rinks  that  are  be- 
ing erected.  The  new  rink  being  built 
In  the  od  Temple  theater  will  be  near- 
ly as  large  as  the  floor  of  the  Armory, 
and  the  We.st  end  rink  in  Lincoln  park 
will  be  about  the  same  size.  Either 
rink  will  be  large  enough  to  allow 
ample  room  for  the  players,  and  the 
games  are  likely  to  be  resumed. 

It  is  planned  to  play  the  games  and 
then  allow  roller  skating  in  place  of 
dancing  after  the  contests.  The  games 
between  the  old  teams  followed  by 
dancing,  always  proved  a  good  draw- 
ing card,  and  with  the  added  attrac- 
tion of  roller  skating  they  are  likely 
to   prove  a  success   this  year. 

The  plans  for  the  formalon  of  the 
league  are  not  yet  complete,  but  it 
will  probably  consist  of  four  teams. 
One  game  will  be  played  each  week 
In  the  regular  league  schedule,  and  a 
pennant  will  be  awarded  to  the  win- 
ning  team. 

It  Is  possible  that  the  propositions 
of  both  roller  skating  rink  managers 
will  be  accepted,  and  alternate  games 
played  in  each  rink. 

No  talk  has  yet  been  heard  of  the 
revival  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Indoor 
league,  which  played  all  last  season 
in  the  Armory,  and  the  militia  men 
have  not  yet  decided  whether  or  not 
they  care  to  revive  the  association  or 
not.  In  case  both  leagues  are  In 
operation  this  .season,  there  will  be  a 
fierce  competition  for  players,  and 
some  fa.st  games  are  likely  to  be  seen.

Hancock,  Mich.,  Nov.  11.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Acting  on  advice  from 
the  attorney  general's  department. 
State  Land  Commissioner  Rose  has  re- 
fused to  redeem  a  quantity  of  "scrip" 
issued  by  the  state  in  1863  in  payment 
for  the  construction  of  the  state  road 
from  the  Keweenaw  peninsula  through 
Houghton  county  to  the  east  boundary 

line  of  Ontonagon  county,  and  it  I3 
probable  that  the  owner  of  the  scrip 
will  institute  mandamus  proceeding!?. 
Many  a  Northern  Michigan  fortune  was 
founded  on  the  law  under  which  state; 
swamp  land  scrip  was  issued,  and  the 
operations  of  the  statute  have  been 
closely  associated  with  the  history  and 
development  of  the  upper  peninsula. 
Hundreds  of  millions  of  feet  of  pine 
have  been  cut  from  lands  acquired  for 
a  song  under  the  provisions  of  the  act; 
other  tracts  obtained  through  the  .same 
process  have  proved  rich  in  minerals 
and  still  others  are  valuable  in  an  ag- 
ricultural way. 

In  September,  1850,  congress  pa.ssed 
what  is  now  known  as  the  "swamp 
land  act,"  a  measure  advocated  for 
years  before  it  finally  became  a  lav , 
by  Gen.  Lewis  Cass  of  Detroit,  then 
territorial  governor  and  for  three  de- 
cades the  foremost  man  in  the  state. 
The  act  provided  that  certain  lands 
in  the  six  Northwest  states,  in  which 
Michigan  was  included,  designated  on 
the  government  surveys  as  "swamp 
lands,"  be  patented  to  the  states  men- 
tioned. It  was  the  intention  of  con- 
gress that  a  certain  proportion  of 
these  lands  should  be  sold  by  each 
state,  and  the  proceeds  diverted  to  the 
purpo.se  of  reclaiming  for  agricultural 
uses  the  remaining  area.  The  depart- 
ment of  the  interior  gave  the  states  so 
favored  the  privilege  of  acecpting  the 
government  surveys  of  the  lands,  or  of 
making  another  survey  at  state  ex- 
pense. All  the  states,  except  Minne- 
sota, accepted  the  government  field 
notes  designating  the  swamp  lands; 
patents  were  issued,  and  the  incident 
was  closed  within  a  few  years,  except 
in  the  case  of  Minnesota,  which'  is 
even  now  engaged  in  litigation  with  tlic 
general  government  regarding  the 
boundaries  of  c«rtain  swamp  lands  on 
which  the  fie^d  notes  of  the  state  and 
federal   surveyors   were   at   variance. 

Nine  years  after  the  passage  of  the 
swamp  land  act  by  congress,  or  in  1859, 
the  Michigan  legislature  passed  an  act 
known  as  the  "state  road  law,"  which 
provided  for  the  reclamation  and  drain- 
age of  state  swamp  lands  by  means 
of  stale  >oads  and  ditches.  By  the 
terms  of  this  act,  ten  state  roads  were 
authorized  to  be  constructed,  four  of 
which  were  to  be  built  in  the  upper 
peninsula,  as  follows:  St.  Mary's  river 
to  the  Straits  of  Mackinac,  Marquette, 
Lake  Superior,  to  Bay  de  Noquette, 
Lake  Michigan,  L'Anse  bay.  Lake  Su- 
perior, across  the  peninsula  to  the  Wis- 
consin state  lino;  Ontanogan  southeast- 
erly to  the  boundary  line  of  the  Badger 
commonwealth.  The  act  further  pro- 
vided that  not  more  than  400,000  acres 
of  state  swamp  land  be  set  aside  and 
sold  for  the  payment  of  the  construc- 
tion work  on  the  roads,  and  that  tl:^^ 
proceeds  of  such  sale  should  equal  an 
amount  not  exceeding  640  acres  of 
swamp  land  for  every  mile  of  road 
built. 

Contractors  were  given  the  option  of 
selecting  an  amount  of  land  equal  in 
value  to  the  amount  due  them  for 
building  roads,  in  lieu  of  the  state  sell- 
ing the  lands  and  paying  the  money 
therefor.  In  some  instances  the  con- 
tractors received  pay  in  cash,  but     the

majority  accepted  "scrip,"  or  a  promise 
of  the  state  to  allow  them  to  file  on  a 
specified  number  of  acres  of  swamp 
land,  which  lands  they  thus  acquired 
in  many  cases  at  50  cents  an  acre  and 
even  less  than  that,  depending  upon 
what  the  road  work  had  cost  them. 
The  scrip  thus  issued  was  in  denomina- 
tions ranging  from  forty  sub-divisions 
to  640  acres,  according  to  the  prefer- 
ence of  the  contractor.  Scrip  was  is- 
sued as  fast  as  commissioners  appoint- 
ed for  the  purpose  had  approved  the 
roads,  and  it  was  regarded  as  a  mark- 
etable commodity  at  all  times,  being 
dealt  in  by  many  persons  in  the  land 
business,  bartered  to  corporations  or 
sold  to  actual  settlers. 

The  act  providing  for  the  construc- 
tion of  state  roads  left  the  matter  of 
selecting  swamp  lands  almost  wholly 
in  the  hands  of  the  holders  of  the 
scrip.  In  the  last  section  of  the  law  it 
was  provided  that  the  lands  be  .selected 
within  the  county  in  which  the  road 
was  built,  "so  far  as  may  be,"  but  it 
subsequently  developed  that  there  was 
little  swamp  land  in  some  of  the  coun- 
ties, hence  contractors  were  compelled 
to  make  selections  in  other  districts. 
The  early  government  surveys  in  the 
upper  peninsula  were  accurate  in  every 
detail,  but  the  field  notes  showed  only 
partial  topographical  features  of  the 
land.  Where  swamps  were  found  on  a 
portion  of  a  section  of  land,  the  early 
surveyors  marked  the  entire  section  as 
swamp,  and  in  this  manner  sub-divi- 
sions of  many  sections  were  subse- 
quently found  to  contain  valuable  tim- 
ber or  minerals,  although  appearing 
on  the  government  maps  as  swamp, 
and  presumably  of  small  worth.  These 
valuable  sub-divisions  were  readily 
singled  out  and  taken  up  by  persons  or 
corporations  coming  Into  possession  of 
state  scrip,  the  foundation  of  great 
wealth  being  laid  by  the  acquirement 
of  lands  in  this  manner. 

The  state  road  law  was  amended  in 
1863,  ten  new  sections  being  added,  pro- 
viding for  the  construction  of  ten  addi- 
tional roads,  nine  of  which  were  in 
the  upper  peninsula.  One  of  these  was 
known  and  designated  as  the  Mineral 
Range  state  road,  running  south  from 
Keweenaw  point,  through  Keweenaw 
and  Houghton  counties,  to  the  bound- 
ary line  of  Ontonagon  county,  and  it 
was  the  scrip  issued  in  this  connection 
that  is  now  in  litigation.  The  road 
cost  the  state  several  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  was  paid  for  almost 
entirely  in  scrip,  considerable  of  which 
has  not  been  redeemed.  The  attorney 
general's  department  takes  the  position 
that  the  scrip  is  now  outlawed,  and 
that  it  cannot  be  accepted  by  the  state 
land  department  at  this  time,  as  pay- 
ment for  swamp  lands  now  vacant,  al- 
though perusal  of  the  state  road  act 
finds  no  provision  limiting  the  time  in 
which  selection  of  lands  can  be  made. 

The  question  at  issue  has  been  raised 
by  E.  W.  Sparrow  of  Lansing,  who  Is 
extensively  interested  in  the  manu- 
facture of  lumber  in  the  upper  penin- 
sula, having  mills  at  Kenton,  Houghton 
cotinty,  but  who  has  offered  the  scrip 
in  payment  of  so-called  swamp  lands 
in  St.  Clair  county.  Lower  Michigan, 
recently  drained  at  state  expense.  Mr. 
Sparrow  is  acting  on  the  advice  of  at- 
tornej's,  who  liave  assured  him  that 
the  scrip  is  "good."  Similar  scrip  not 
yet  redeemed  is  held  by  corporations  in 
the  upper  peninsula,  and  largely  for 
that  reason  there  is  much  interest  in 
this  region  in  tlie  outcome  of  the  liti- 
gation.

"The  Chlppeway  tribe  grants  to  the  | 
government  of  the  United  States  the  I 
right  to  search  for,  an(3  carry  away,' 
any  metals  or  minerals  from  any  part  j 
of  their  country.  But  this  grant  is  not  I 
to  affect  the  title  of  ihe  land  or  thej 
existing    jurisdiction    over   It. 

"In    consideration    of   the   poverty    of 
the  Chippeways,  and  'of  the  sterile  na-  j 
ture  of  the  country  they  Inhabit,   unftt ! 
for  cultivation,  and  almost  destitute  of  I 
game,  and  as  a  prof  on  the  part  of  the  j 
L'nited  States,  it  is  agreed  that  an  an- 
nuity of  two  thousand  dollars  in  money 
or  goods,  as  the  president  may   direct, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  tribe,  at  Sault  Sle 
Marie.     Bui  this  annuity  shall  continue 
only  during  the  pleasure  of  the  congress 
of  the  Cnited  States." 

This  imi)ortant  old  treaty  was  signed 
by  Lewis  Cass  and  Thomas  L.  McKen- 
ney  and  by  more  than  a  hundred  In- 
dian chiefs. 

The   supplementary  articles  refers   to 
an  Important  pha.se  of  this  treaty. 
The   article  follows: 
"As   the   Chippeways   who   committed 
the    murder    upon    four    American    citi- 
zens in   June,   1S24,   upon   the  shores  of 
Lake    Pepin,    are    not    pre.^eiit    at    this 
council,   but   are   far  In   the  interior  of 
the    country,    so    that    they    cannot    be 
apprehended   and   delivered    to   the  pro- 
per   authority    before     the    commence- 
ment of  next  summer;  ami  as  the  com- 
i  missioners    have     been     especially    in-

One 
of  the  most  valuable  properties  of  in- 
sulation is  the  invigorating  effect  it 
has  for  those  lacking  in  nerve  force. 
Insulation  causes  a  natural  and  harm- 
le.ss  stimulant,  and  gives  lasting  re- 
sults. 

People  who  live  in  warm  countries 
or  lowlands  are  in  greatest  need  of 
insulation.  Damp  ground  carries  off 
electricity,  and  moist  air  or  vapor 
forces  the  strata  of  dry  or  electrified 
atmosphere  upward.  Epidemics  have 
their  origin  among  people  whost?  vital- 
ity suffers^  the  greatest  drain.  Moiin- 
t».*!T  uVvellers  are  freer  from  disease 
than  any  other  class. 

Persons  weakened  through  long  Ill- 
ness or  having  an  enfeebled  constitu- 
tion are  struggling  against  unequal 
chances  so  long  a.'j  lite  natural  elec- 
tricity of  the  body  Is  allowed  to  waste. 
A  marked  gain  in  strength  immediate- 
ly follows  the  use  of  insulation.  Thou- 
sands Of  persons,  especially  women, 
suffer  from  chilliness  and  cold  feet  as 
the  result  of  bad  circulation.  This 
condition  Is  .seldom  benefited  by  arti- 
ficial heat.  Insulation  quickens  and 
enriches  the  blood,  and  gives  warmth 
to  all  parts   of  the   body. 

Modern  physiologists  teach  us  that 
it  is  electricity,  not  oxygen,  which 
purifies  the  blood  in  the  lungs  (the 
text-book  of  physiolog>',  like  the  text- 
book of  i)sycholog>-,  has  not  kept 
apace  with  the  times).

The  journal  of  the  proceeding  un- 
der th'  treaty  form  ati  Interesting  part 
of  the  appendix  to  the  book.  The  coun- 
cil opened  Wednesday,  August  2.  18".'6, 
nnd  aiijourned,  sine  die,  Monday.  Aug- 
ust  7. 

The  important  clau.ses  of  this  interest- 
ing old  treaty  follows; 

"Whereas,  a  treaty  between  the 
United  States  of  America  and  the  Chlp- 
peway tribe  of  Indians,  was  made  and 
concluded  on  the  tlfth  day  of  August, 
one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-six. at  the  Fond  du  Lac  of  Lake  Su- 
perior, in  the  territory  of  Michigan,  by 
<"omiidssioners  on  the  part  of  the  United 
Stal.-s  and  certain  chiefs  and  warrior.'' 
on  the  part  and  In  the  behalf  of  said 
tribe,  which  treaty  is  in  the  words 
following,    to-wit: 

"Whereas,  a  treaty  was  concluded  Rt 
Praiii^'  du  Chien  hi  August  last,  by 
Avhich  the  war,  which  had  so  long  been 
carried  >>n  to  iheir  mutual  distress,  be- 
tween the  Chippeways  and  the  .Sioux. 
vas  hapj.ily  terminated  by  the  interve'i- 
tion  of  the  UiiIlhI  States;  and.  whereas 
owing  to  the  remote  and  disperse^l  situ- 
ation of  the  Chippeways.  full  deputa- 
tions of  their  ditYerent  bands  did  not  at- 
tend at  Prairie  du  Chien  which  circum- 
stance from  the  loose  nature  of  the 
Indian  government,  would  render  tho 
treaty  of  doubtful  obligation  with  re- 
spect to  the  bands  not  represented,  and 
whereas,  at  the  recjuest  of  the  Chippe- 
way  chiefs,  a  stipulation  was  in.serted 
In  the  treaty  of  Prairie  du  Chien,  by 
which  the  United  States  agreed  to  as- 
semble the  Chlppeway  tribe  upon  Lake 
«uperior  during  the  present  year.  In  i.r-

He 
made  his  appearance  in  Philadelphia 
againPt  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  the  Philadelplila  "newspapers  which 
make  a  specialty  of  "up-state"  news, 
bi'gan  to  talk  about  him  as  "Mathewson 
shuts  them  out  again,"  or  'Bucknells 
phenom,"  and  other  phrases  dear  to  the 
heart  of  the  sporting  writer. 

^^■hen  the  spring  had  pa8.><ed  Mathew- 
son went  home  to  play  baseball  with 
the  team  of  his  home  town  and  then 
other  centers  began  to  send  for  him  In 
close  games.  He  returned  to  college 
that  fall  and  played  football  and  was 
In  the  pitcher's  box  the  following 
spring. 

Just  about  that  time  they  had  a  little 
league  in  Virginia,  known  as  the  State 
league,  mhde  up  of  Richmond,  Norfolk, 
Newport  News  and  the  like.  The  astute 
manager  of  the  Norfolk  team  had  heard 
of  the  young  coll»jf|fe  pitcher  and  he 
offered  the  boy  a  salary  that  looked 
like  sudden  wealth  to  him.  There  was 
the  usual  parental  objection,  but  the 
father,  being  satisfied  that  the  boy 
knew  how  to  take  car*  of  himself,  be- 
sides which  the  salary  would  help  In 
the  college  expenses,  consented. 


down  tiierc  had  ceased  lo  be  an  exciting 
sport  and  there  were  two  courses  to 
be  followed— either  Norfolk  must  get 
rid  of  that  demon  pitcher  or  flock  in  a 
league  all   by  itself. 

Just  about  thai  time  Mr.  Freedman. 
looking  for  something  to  rejuvenate  his 
moribund  ba.seball  team,  known  sarcas- 
tically as  the  "Giants,  '  heard  about  the 
young  pitclier,  and  a  repre.seiitative  soon 
bound  the  young  man  to  Now  York.  He 
signalized  liis  lirst  appearance,  in  19o2,  by 
winning  eight  siraiglit  games,  and  his 
name  Ijerame  a  by-word  among  the  elect 
of  baseball. 

He  was  still  under  20  then,  and  1;Ih 
broad  frame  had  not  filled  out,  but  he 
had  the  speed,  even  if  the  strain  of  tlie 
nine  innings  witii  Die  big  man  was  rather 
hard.

Matliewson  is  married.  Hie  wife  he 
knew  in  Pennsylvania,  and  they  Lve  very 
quietly  uptown  during  the  summer.

Wasliingioii,  Nov.  11.— An  edio  of  tho 
suggestion  tliat  the  isthmian  canal 
should  be  placed  under  the  slate  de- 
partm-.nit  has  been  heard  in  a  rumor 
of  the  possibility  that  the  insular 
bureau,  wliich  grew  up  under  the  di- 
rection of  Secr.»tary  Root  wiien  he 
was  at  the  head  of  the  war  depart- 
ment, may  be  transferred  to  the  etate 
department.  Discussii>n  of  the  matter 
has  not  tak-^n  any  concrete  form,  but 
it  is  one  of  the  s'lggestlons  made  to 
relieve  the  secretary  of  war  of  tho 
iieavy  responsibilities  which  now  rest 
up'»o  liiin  in  administering,  not  only 
the  affairs  of  the  army,  but  the  Phil- 
ippines, the  Panama  canal  and  other 
island  interesLs.

Average  Lacteal    Fluid  Contains 
2.000.000  To  the  Teaspowifull. 

Paul,  Nov.  11.— The  residents  of 
the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  every  other 
state  for  that  matter,  take  into  their 
system,  with  every  swallow  of  milk,  on 

an  average  of  500,0<)0  bacteria  to  the 
cubic  centimeter,  which  is  equivalent 
to  one-fourth  of  a  teaspoon.  There- 
fore, with  every  teaspoon  of  milk 
swallowed,  2,'KM),(K>0  bacteria  are  taken 
into  the  system.  As  there  are  fully 
twenty  teaspoons  of  milk  in  an  ordin- 
ary glass,  and  the  average  person 
drinks  at  least  five  glasses  of  milk  a 
week  in  coffee,  tea  and  other  beverages, 
the  number  of  bacteria  swallowed  in 
one  week  is  200,000.000.  In  a  month  the 
amount  would  increase  to  about  800,- 
000.000,  and  in  a  year  lo  about  i.hm.iW),- 
000. 

The  figures,  as  given  by  the  state 
board  of  health  yesterday,  are  not  cal- 
culated to  create  a  mad  desire  for  a 
gla.ss  of  milk.  But  things  are  not  as 
they  seem.  The  bacteria,  although 
numerous,  are  not  dangerous,  and  do 
no  great  injury  to  the  human  system. 
At  the  same  time  the  bacteria  do  no 
good,  and  the  state  board  of  health  is 
endeavoring  to  Interest  the  local  dairy- 
men In  what  Is  known  as  certified  milk. 
This  milk  sells  In  the  East  from  10 
cents  to  15  cents  a  quart,  and  contains 
on  an  average  of  1,000  bacteria  to  the 
teaspoonfull.  Certified  milk  Is  not  the 
product  of  a  chemical  process,  but 
simply  the  result  of  cleanliness  about

A  list  of  bis  achievements  are  quoted 
below: 

"He  established  and  inspired  iTie  Junto, 
tbe  most  useful  and  pleasant  American 
club  of   whlcb   we   have   knowledge. 

He  founded  tbe  Phlladelpbbi  library, 
parent  of  a  thousand  libraries,  and  which 
marked  the  beginning  of  an  Intellectual 
movement  of  endless  good  to  tbe  whole 
country. 

He  first  turned  to  great  account  iTie 
engine    of    advertising,    an    indispensable 
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Heiijniiitn  Frnnkllira  birthplnce, 
DoHtun,

Thus  was  liis  life  full  of  work  and  nc- 
complisbment  worthy  a  great  man. 
Crowned  by  the  honors  of  bis  successful 
life,  he  died  In  April  of  the  year  1790 
In    Pbiladelphlii. 


First  Recorded  Sale  of 
Land. 

Children,  In  our  day  and  age  we  know 
that  a  purchase  or  sale  of  proi)erty  Is  at- 
tended by  a  lot  of  "red  tape"  business 
and  n  considerable  amount  of  time  and 
trouble.  But  In  the  long,  long  ago  the 
transfer  of  property  seems  to  have  been 
a  simple  matter,  indeed.  Now,  here  Is  the 
way  in  which  tbe  first  recorded  sale  of 
land   was  accomplished: 

In  Genesis,  23d  chapter,  we  are  told  that 
Abraham  desired  a  certain  field  for  a 
burial  ground  for  his  family  and  descend- 
ants. The  owner  of  this  ground  was 
Ephron,  who  was  willing  to  sell  It  to 
Abraham  for  the  consideration  of  400 
sbeckles  of  silver.  Abraham,  not  thinking 
his  neighbor  valued  bis  acres  too  high, 
agreed  to  this  price,  and  together  the  two 
went  to  the  gate  of  tbe  city  where  the 
silver  was  weighed  out  and  paid  over  to 
Ephron,  lo  the  presence  of  all  who  went 
by. 


By  tbls  simple  transaction  the  ladd  be- 
came Abraham's,  "the  field  and  rave  that 
was  therein,  and  all  the  trees  that  were 
in  tbe  field  and  In  all  the  borders  round 
about."

A    HOSPITAL    FOR    DOLLY, 


A  dolls'  hospital!  And  why  not?  Doesn't 
dolly  often  sustain  both  Internal  and  ex- 
ternal Injuries?  And  when  injured  doesn't 
she  need  the  assistance  of  the  surgeon? 
Of  course,  she  d<ies.  And  so  it  has  come 
to  pass  that  kindly  disposed  people  have 
opened  hospitals  where  Dolly  may  be 
cured  of  her  hurts— If  the  bead  has  not 
been  smashed. 

Tbe  writer  of  this  visited  a  dolls'  hos- 
pltjll  la  New  York  City  a  few  weeks  ago 
and  there  saw  a  room  full  of  the  poor, 
maimed  things.  About  on  tables,  shelves 
and  In  boxes  lay  dolls  of  every  size, 
complexion  and  price.  And  what  a  pa- 
tient little  lot  of  Invalids  they  were. 
Here  In  one  corner  lay  a  fine  French 
doily,  with  one  eye  gone,  an  unsightly 
scar  on  her  piquant  nose  and  a  broken 
ankle.  Near  this  little  French  lady  was 
another  dolly,  a  true  American,  with 
hair  gone,  a  maimed  hand  and  two  miss- 


ing legs.  (These  members,  however,  were 
wrapped  lo  a  bit  of  paper  waiting  tbe 
surgical  operation  that  would  Join  them 
to  their  wonted  places  again). 

But  tbe  saddest  plight  was  that  of  a 
dear  baby  doll  who  had  lost  its  cry. 
When  one  pinched  Its  stomach  the  springs 
would  not  squeak;  therefore,  the  little 
thing  had  no  way  ef  expressing  pain  or 
nnger,  but  must  lie  on  a  shelf  and  be 
still.  And  a  serious  operation  would  be 
performed  upon  her  soon,  for  the  doll 
doctor  would  cut  her  open  down  the  back 
and  put  In  another,  crying  spring  or  fix 
up  the  one  already  In  her  body. 

And  that's  the  advantage  of  being  a 
doll.  Dolls  undergo  the  most  terrible 
accidents— are  polled  limb  from  limb,  hair 
from  head  —  to  be  put  together  again 
without  much  treuMe  and  no  fuse  what- 
ever. One  flaxen  haired  doll  at  the  New 
York  hospital  lay  on  a  shelf  and  smiled 


contentedly,  Just  as  If  she  were  in  a 
first-class  condition.  When  the  doctor  In 
charge  examined  her  she  said:  "Both 
legs  gone,  one  hand  without  fingers  and 
some  of  the  stuffing  out.  It  will  take  a 
lot  of  repairing  to  fix  her  up  In  shape." 
Now,  was  not  she  a  little  martyr  pos- 
sessing endurance  and  patience? 

And  as  I  looked  about  tbe  hospital  1 
wondered  how  the  children  who  owned 
these  maimed  dollies  could  have  been  so 
careless,  heartless -yes,  cruel— In  their 
treatment  of  the  helpless  things.  Of 
course,  there  are  Instances  where  dolls 
come  to  grief  through  unavoidable  acci- 
dent, but  in  most  cases  poor  dolly  Is  the 
victim  of  some  thoughtless  little  girl  who 
would  not  like  being  used  so  badly  her- 
self. And  that  Is  why  the  Dolls'  Hospital 
was  so  full  of  maimed  doilies  in  sore 
need  of  the  doctor  and  his  paste  pot.

I 
"The  measurrs  taken  by  the  German  j 
health  authorities  seem  to  have  the  I 
de-sired  ellVet.  and  a  focus  is  obliterat- 
ed very  soon  after  its  establis'ninent  by 
their  prompt,  vigorous  action,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  cholera  Is  increasing 
In  Russia  in  the  provinces  adjoining 
East  Prussia  and  Galicla,  and  in  the 
districts  which  are  drained  by  the  Vis- 
tula, and  which  are  in  direct  water 
communication  with  Prussia,  constant 
vigilance  will  be*  neces.sary  on  the  part 
of  the  German  authorities  to  prevent 
reinfection,  and  the  difficulty  of  the 
problem  faced  by  the  Germans  can  be 
best  appn  elated  by  a  careful  sudy  of 
the  map  of  Southwestern  Russia,  Gal- 
icla and  Prussia."

STEEL  PIHNG"aRRIVES. 

interlocking  Material  for  Shafts  to  Be 
Installed  at  Syracuse. 

Interlocking  steel  piling,  with  which 
miners  are  experimenting  now,  has  ar- 
rived at  the  Syracuse  mine  near  Bl- 
wabik  and  will  be  put  to  the  test  there 
as  soon  as  possible. 

This  piling  waa  ordered  several 
montlis  ago,  as  announced  in  the 
Herald,  and  is  still  new  to  this  part  of 
the  country  although  it  has  been  tried 
with  good  results  in  the  Pennsylvania 
coal  and  iron  rtelds.

The  case  Is  one  In  which  misfortunes 
have  apparently  heaped  themselves  upon 
tiie  poor  woman's  head.  About  two  yeara 
ago  ttie  little  house  In  which  she  lived 
was  burned  to  the  ground,  and  since  that 
time  she  has  been  living  in  a  frame 
shack  witli  iter  child. 

She  owned  two  or  three  lots  where  the 
house  stood,  but  they  are  mortgaged  for 
all  they  are  worth,  and  she  is  unable  to 
pay  oft  the  sum,  and  has  great  difficulty 
m   meeting  the   Interest. 

Some  time  ago  her  husband  left  iier, 
and  she  has  not  heard  from  him  or  had 
any  assistance  toward   her  support. 

As  a  climax  to  this  series  of  misfortunes 
siie  is  now  suffering  from  soreness  in  her 
right  leg.  A  bursted  vein  has  caused  the 
leg  to  swell  .aiui  break  out,  and  the  physi- 
cians state  tliat  she  must  not  use  the  limb 
for  several  weeks  to  come,  and  must  keep 
her  foot  off  the  floor.

HAPPENINGS  IN 
THE  DAKOTAS 


NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Fargo— The  State  Fair  association  for 
Fargo  is  progressing  rapidly.  The  annual 
meeting  has  been  decided  on  and  a  direc- 
torate consisting  of  live  members  from 
this  district  and  one  each  from  the  other 
judicial  districts  in  the  state  was  select- 
ed. The  direclois  elected  W.  A.  Scott 
president;  R.  S.  Lewis,  vice  president, 
and  Martin  Hector,  ueasurer.  C.  K.  Wil- 
son will  probably  be  the  secretary.  The 
officers  are  doing  some  work  and  the 
tiaek  is  being  put  in  shape.  It  is  planned 
to  make  the  track  the  fastest  half-mile 
tiicuit   In  the   Northwest. 

A  tight  over  the  affections  of  a  young 
girl  of  this  city  between  a  railroad  man 
and  a  teamster  is  causing  a  lot  of  fun  for 
their  friends.  The  latter  was  the  chal- 
lenger and  he  was  so  sure  he  could  whip 
the  brakeman  that  he  invited  the  girl 
to  witness  the  mill.  The  railroader  won 
after  a  fierce  fight,  but  the  girl's  sym- 
p.athy  went  to  the  vanquished. 

Fargoans  are  greatly  interested  In  the 
result  of  the  injuries  of  Engineer  Joseph 
W.  Bebee  In  the  Northern  PaclHc  wreck 
at  Missoula.  Bebee  lived  here  for  many 
years  till  five  or  six  years  ago.  His  rela- 
tives and  those  of  his  wife  live  here.  Late 
advices  state  his  Injuries  will  not  be 
fatal. 

Under  the  recent  ruling  of  the  land  de- 
partment, the  local  office  here  will  be 
prohibited  from  acceptin.g  filings  on  gov- 
ernment land  of  less  than  forty  acres  in 
extent.  It  is  said  the  ruling  wa,s  made 
to  head  oft  Minnesotans  and  Wisconsin 
people,  who  have  been  filing  on  small 
Islands  in  lakes  and  rivers  for  summer 
re.sorts  instead  of  for  agricultural  or 
mining  purposes. 

H.  Bendeke  has  been  officially  advised 
of  his  appointment  as  vice  consul  for 
Norway  for  North  Dakota.  at  Grand 
Forks.  The  official  notice  further  advl.sed 
that  Chr  Hauge  had  l)een  appointed 
charge  d'affaires  for  Norw.ay  to  the 
United  States,  and  that  he  had  been  of- 
ficially  recognized    by   this   government. 

Mr.  Bendeke  served  a  number  of  years 
as  vice  consul  for  Sweden  and  Norway 
in  North  Dakota,  and  owing  to  the  dis- 
.solution  of  the  two  countries,  new  consuls 
are  to  be  appointed  to  represent  each 
country.  He  is  at  present  acting  as  vice 
consul  for  Sweden,  pending  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  vice  consul  for  that  country. 

Work  has  been  started  by  the  Tri- 
State  Telephone  company  on  a  new  line 
between  this  ctty  and  Ardoch.  The  com- 
pany will  build  a  line  to  Minto,  Orafton 
and  the  several  towns  on  the  Walhalla 
branch  of  the  Great  Northern,  and  this 
extension  will  be  completed  just  as  early 
next  year  as  possible.  The  poles  have 
all  been  sent  for  the  line  between  Grand 
Forks  and  Petersburg  and  the  wire  Is 
being  strung  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Toll 
stations  will  be  located  at  Emerado,  Ar- 
villa.  Larimore.  Shawnee,  Ningara  and 
Petersburg  and  the  line  Is  expected  to  be 
in  working  order  In  a  few  weeks. 


Work  was  stopped  by  the  city  authori- 
ties because  the  company  failed  to  pro- 
ciue  a  franchise. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  city 
council,  the  Northwestern  company,  pre- 
sented its  ai)plication  to  bo  allowed  to 
put  in  the  exchange.  It  wa.s  deiiit<l  and 
a  resolution  was  adopted  awarding  the 
franchise  to  W.  G.  Mitchell  of  Minto, 
whose  exchange  is  to  be  built  and  backed 
by   the  Tri-State   company. 

The  manager  of  the  Northwestern,  hear- 
ing of  this,  requested  the  city  council  to 
hold  a  special  meeting,  at  which  Tracy 
R.  Bangs  of  Grand  Forks,  the  company's 
attorney,  presented  its  cu.se.  After  muih 
controversy  and  careful  deliberation,  the 
city  council  allowed  the  Northwestern  to 
proceed  with  the  work  on  its  exchange,  on 
coiidition  that  it  submit  an  ordinance  cov- 
tring  the  proposed  franchise  at  a  meet- 
ing to  be  held  next  week.  It  is  thought 
that  both  companies  will  be  given  the 
right  of  franchise.

Sioux  Falls— Judge  C'lrland  h.as  denied 
the  application  of  L.  A.  Newby,  a  busl- 
nes.^  man  of  Watertown.  for  his  discharge 
from  bankruptcy.

Nov.  13.— The  death  of 
Bishop  Stephen  M.  Merrill,  Mcthodi-it 
Episcopal  bishop  of  Chicago  was  an- 
iiounced  here  today  through  a  tele- 
gram received  by  the  Methodist  book 
concern  of  this  city.  Bishop  Merrill 
died  at  11:10  last  night  of  paralysis  of 
the  heart  while  at  Kcyport,  N.  J. 

Bishop  Merrill  liad  been  attending: 
the  sessii>ns  of  the  general  comniitt-M 
of  missionary  sooietio.s  of  the  Melho- 
di.st  Episcopal  church,  meeting  in 
Brooklyn.  Yesterday  he  preached  In 
the  P"'leet  street  Methodist  church  cf 
Brooklyn  and  in  the  afternoon  went  to 
Keyport  to  conduct  evening  services 
there.  His  illness  came  on  suddenJy 
during  the  evening.  Physicians  who 
were  hurriedly  summoned  were  unable 
to  stay   the  course   of   the  paralysis. 

Chicago.  Nov.  13. — .Stephen  Ma.=ion 
Merrill  has  been  one  of  the  leading 
bishops  in  the  Methodist  church  since 
1872.  He  was  born  in  Jefferson 
county,  Ohio,  In  1S25,  and  entered  tho 
Methodist  ministry  In  Ohio  when  ho 
was  21  years  old.  He  was  the  editor 
for  several  years  of  the  Western  Chris- 
tian Advocate  a  publication  devolfd 
to  the  interests  of  the  Methodist 
church  and  has  written  and  publisiird 
numerous  religious  works.  Since  his 
election  as  bishop  he  has  resided  in 
Chicago,  having  jurisdiction  over  Chi- 
cago and  the  Northwest,  e.specially. 
although  he  was  active  in  the  work 
of  the  church  in  the  northern  part  of 
this  country  and  abroad.  At  the  last 
conference  of  the  church  Bi.shop  Mer- 
rill was  superannuated,  but  he  re- 
tained an  active  interest  in  the  church 
work  nevertheless.

Retirement  From  Leader- 
ship of   Republican 
Party  Is  Demanded. 

Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  Nov.  13.— Reed 
Smoot,  Mormon  apostle  and  United  States 
senator,  emerges  from  the  Salt  L.ake  City 
eanipuign  a  discredited  politician  and  in 
disiipiue  araony  the  members  of  the 
chureii.  As  the  result  ot  his  iiilerfer- 
t-nce  in  the  political  affairs  of  n  city 
where  lie  does  not  reside,  his  retirement 
ironi  leadership  in  i.he  Kepublican  party 
of  the  Slate  is  demanded,  and  cliarges  of 
unciinstian  conduct  are  likely  to  be  pre- 
ferred aga.inst  him  in  his  church. 

Sinoot  has  succeeded  in  solidifying  the 
Gentile  opposition  to  his  presence  in  the 
political  neld,  and  has  aroused  bitter  an- 
lagonism  within  the  church.  So  intense 
is  this  revulsion  among  members  of  his 
religious  faith  that  it  is  openly  hinted  by 
prominent  Mormons  that  Smoot  may  be 
ueposed  as  an  apostle.

It  covered  a 
period  often  years  and  witness  said  the 
syndicates  had  netted  him  about  $48,000. 
This  amount  is  exclusive  of  $16,000  he 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  company 
in  May  1905.  This  payment  was  made 
after  consulting  counsel,  while  the 
Equitable  trouble  was  In  the  public 
eye,  last  spring.  Witness  .said  he  did 
this,  not  because  he  had  done  anything 
wrong,  but  he  did  not  want  to  have 
anyone  feel  that  he  was  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  company  or  his  con- 
nection with  it. 

Mr.  Hegeman  said  the  $16,000  he  paid

BUSY  MR.  LAWSON. 

Whatever  one's  opinion  of  the  motives  of  Thomas 
\V.  Lawson  of  Boston  may  be,  it  cannot  be  denied  that 
he  is  vigorously  pursuing  his  plans,  and  that  he  is  spend- 
ing  his  money  freely  and   giving  largely  of  his  ability 


and  women  who  have  been  sacrificed  upon  the  altar  of 
a  high  calling. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  is  no  truth  in  a  report 
fiom  Kongkong  to  the  effect  that  one  of  the  women 
missionaries  gave  rise  to  the  trouble  by  over-zealousness. 
This  report  is  that  one  of  the  women  in  the  party  had 
endeavored  to  persuade  those  taking  part  in  a  native 
procession  to  refrain  from  worshipping  the  idols  they 
carried.  Upon  their  refusal,  it  is  claimed,  she  seized 
them  and  refused  to  return  them  to  their  owners.  There- 
upon the  infuriated  processionists  surrounded  and  de- 
stroyed the  mission  and  attacked  the  inmates.  They 
then  murdered  all  of  the  American  missionaries  and 
threw  their  bodies  into  the  river.  The  mob  did  not  in- 
terfere with  six  French  priests  who  lived  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

If  this  report  is  true  it  is  not  so  difficult  to  under- 
stand the  affair.  Beyond  any  doubt,  if  one  of  the  mis- 
sionaries did  what  is  claimed,  she  did  it  with  the  best 
intentions,  and  in  pursuit  of  an  earnest  desire  to  wean 
the  natives  from  their  allegiance  to  deities  of  stone  and 
wood  and  bring  them  to  the  worship  of  the  real  divinity. 
But  while  even  if  the  report  is  true  it  is  impossible  to 
forgive  the  natives  for  their  acts,  the  affair  should  be  a 
lesson  to  missionaries  to  be  more  patient  with  those 
whom  they  seek  to  save.  Doubtless  many  of  the  natives 
could  see  nothing  in  the  act  except  an  attack  upon  their 
idols  and  an  interference  with  their  religious  obser- 
vances. If  a  Chinaman  were  to  rush  into  an  American

Just  now  he  is  engaged  in  getting  proxies  from  policy- 
holders in  the  three  big  insurance  companies  that  are 
i:nder  fire.  If  he  does  not  get  enough  to  enable  him  to 
do  effective  work  in  changing  the  managements  it  will 
not  be  his  fault,  but  the  fault  of  the  policyholders  them- 
selves. 

According  to  a  Boston  paper,  it  is  estimated  that  he 
has  already  spent  $100,000  in  this  campaign.  As  ad- 
vertised, his  plan  is  to  have  the  policyholders  send  their 
proxies  to  him,  and  he  will  tabulate  them  and  turn  them 
over  to  a  committee  of  business  men  and  representative 
professional  men,  who  are  expected  to  vote  them  so  as 
to  bring  about  the  retirement  of  the  insurance  officials 
under  whose  control  the  abuses  that  have  been  laid  bare 
grew  tip. 

To  handle  these  proxies  Mr.  Lawson  has  a  special 
suite  of  offices  in  which  seventy-nine  people  are  work- 
ing. Twelve  are  kept  busy  opening  incoming  mail, 
thirty-six  are  folding  documents  to  be  sent  out,  seventeen 
are  addressing  envelopes,  and  fourteen  are  tabulating  the 
proxies  as  they  come  in. 

They  are  coming  in  a  great  flood  which  keeps  this 
large  force  busy  all  of  the  time.  Up  to  Nov.  I  about 
16,000  proxies  had  been  received,  and  they  were  still 
coming  at  a  rate  that  shows  the  widespread  desire  among 
the  policyholders  in  the  big  companies  to  see  a  new  deal 
replace  that  under  which  dishonest  and  unfair  methods 
have  prevailed.  The  postage  expense  alone,  in  sending 
out  more  than  3,000,000  pieces  of  mail,  has  been  $52,000. 
A  large  amount  of  printing  was  required,  and  to  do  it 
Mr.  Lawson  leased  an  entire  printing  plant.  Three 
presses  have  been  running  twelve  hours  a  day  on  his 
work. 

But  Mr.  Lawson  can  afford  it,  and  he  seems  to  like  it. 
Having  stirred  up  the  revolt  against  the  life  insurance 
companies  and  procured  their  investigation,  he  seems  to 
be  willing  to  assume  the  responsibility  and  take  care  of 
the  results.  Some  head  is  necessary  to  bring  about  the 
reforms  within  the  companies  that  are  so  manifestly 
needed.  Mr.  Lawson  offers  himself  as  that  head,  and  is 
sparing  no  expense  in  seeing  that  it  is  conducted  vigor- 
ously and  effectively. 

The  only  way  to  overturn  the  management  of  a 
mutual  company  is  by  vote  of  the  policyholders.  The 
proxies  now  being  sent  in  will  be  voted  to  that  end.

Christian  missionaries  are  doing  a  noble  work  in  the 
world.  Painfully,  through  great  toil  and  almost  un- 
bearable dangers  and  hardships,  they  are  making  con- 
verts to  a  religion  that  will  turn  them  from  barbarians 
into  useful  members  of  society.  But  it  is  sincerely  to  be 
hoped  that  the  report  from  Hongkong  will  not  prove  to 
be  true,  and  that  no  such  methods  as  those  alleged  pre- 
vail among  missionaries  anywhere.  The  report  comes 
a  long  way,  and  through  many  hands,  and  there  is 
plenty  of  room  for  doubt,  which  will  be  welcomed  and 
entertained  until  the  real  facts  are  known. 


TRADE  BALANCES. 

The  federal  bureau  oi  manufactures  has  been  com- 
piling some  figures  showing  the  trade  relations  of  this 
country  with  other  countries,  based  on  the  returns  for 
IC)04.  The  table  it  has  prepared  shows  a  net  balance  of 
tiade  in  our  favor  of  $452,125,714.  This  is  not,  of  course, 
the  real  balance,  since  it  is  considerablj'  diminished  by 
nioney  sent  abroad  in  dividends  to  foreign  investors  in 
cur  enterprises.  It  is  also  offset  by  the  large  sums  spent 
abroad  by  travelers  and  the  money  paid  by  American 
merchants  and  manufacturers  to  foreign  ships.  In  fact, 
it  all  these  items  could  be  figured  out  and  subtracted 
from  the  ostensible  balance,  it  would  certainly  shrink 
greatly,  if  it  did  not  disappear  entirelj'. 

Another  point  to  which  attention  is  called  is  that  a 
large  proportion  of  the  exports  are  of  raw  materials  that 
really  ought  to  be  worked  up  at  home.  Raw  cotton  was 
exported  to  the  extent  of  $370,800,000;  oil  amounted  to 
$72,487,546;  and,  indeed,  the  raw  materials  of  commerce 
constitute  the  bulk  of  all  our  exports.  Our  manufactures 
hardly  amount  to  more  than  a  third  of  all  we  send  away. 
England  buys  from  us  cotton  goods  valued  at  $150,000,- 
oco,  and  exports  cotton  goods  worth  nearly  $400,000,000. 
Obviously,  we  should  be  much  better  off  if  we  worked  up 
the  raw  materials  ourselves,  and  sold  the  manufactured 
product  to  foreign  consumers.

EMPLOYE  OR  SLAVE? 

An  important  point  is  at  issue  in  a  case  now  pending 
in  Cincinnati,  one  that  will  be  interesting  to  every  man 
that  works  for  other  men. 

A  firm  in  Cincinnati  seeks  to  prevent  a  man  from 
using  the  skill  and  knowledge  acquired  in  its  services  for 
the  benefit  of  a  competing  concern.  The  plaintiff  firm 
took  the  man  from  its  workshop  and  put  him  upon  the 
road.  He  made  a  valuable  salesman,  so  valuable  that  a 
competing  firm  outbid  the  plaintiff  firm,  and  secured  his 
services.  Then  the  firm  that  had  trained  him  sought 
through  the  courts  to  restrain  him  by  injunction  from 
changing  his  allegiance,  claiming  that  he  had  no  right  to 
use  the  knowledge  and  experience  gained  while  working 
for  the  plaintiff  to  the  benefit  of  the  competing  firm. 
The  court  granted  a  temporary  injunction,  and  the  case 
will  be  heard  later  on  its  merits. 

It  seems  inconceivable  that  the  trial  can  have  any 
outcome  except  that  the  pawn  in  the  game,  the  employe, 
will  be  confirmed  in  his  right  to  sell  his  services  in  the 
highest  market.  If  that  right  is  taken  away  from  those 
who  work  for  others,  the  result  would  be  to  practically 
enslave  them,  and  to  subject  them  to  the  will  of  their 
emploj-ers.  If  an  employe  cannot  accept  an  offer  of  a 
better  salary  from  a  firm  competing  with  his  employers, 
he  becomes  practically  a  chattel  of  the  employers  who 
train  him,  as  much  their  property  as  any  machine  in  the 
shop.  If  he  cannot  leave  to  get  more  money,  can  he 
kave  to  accept  the  same  money  when  his  emploj-ers, 
counting  on  their  exclusive  possession  of  his  skill, 
reduce  his  salary? 

It  would  seem  to  be  only  fair  that  when  a  firm  trains 
one  of  its  employes  to  a  high  degree  of  usefulness  to 
them,  that  it  should  recognize  that  usefulness  with  pro- 
portionate pay.  If  it  does  not,  it  should  expect  that 
competing  firms  will  offer  him  what  he  ought  to  get, 
and  it  should  expect  him  to  look  out  for  his  own  in- 
terests by  accepting  the  opportunity  that  offers  itself. 
If  it  cannot  bring  itself  to  pay  him  what  he  is  worth,  it 
should  not  stand  in  the  way  of  his  going  where  he  can 
realize  the  benefits  of  his  faithfulness  and  att?ntion  to 
duty. 

The  plaintiff  firm  seems  to  think  otherwise.  Having 
trained  its  employe  so  that  he  is  very  useful,  it  claims 
exclusive  possession  of  his  services,  and  seeks  by  the  aid 
of  the  courts  to  prevent  his  bettering  himself.  The  court 
seemed  to  think  enough  of  it  to  grant  a  temporary  in- 
junction. The  outcome  of  the  case  will  be  watched  with 
keenest  interest.

These  condi- 
tions have  already  caused  some  snow 
on  Lake  Superior.  An  area  of  high 
barometer  still  overlies  the  Rocky 
mountain  districts  and  is  attended  by 
freezing  and  mostly  clear  weather."

Prssidenf  of  Colorado  ^edera- 
Uon  Commmis  on  Jt 

The  following  selection  Is  a  portion 
of  the  annual  address  of  the  president 
of  the  Colorado  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's clubs,  Mrs.  Harry  E.  Churchill  of 
Greely,  Col.,  whose  expression  in  re- 
gard to  the  literary  study  club  will  be 
of  Interest  to  the  many  club  women  of 
this  city: 

"I    believe    most    thoroughly    In    the 


literary  club,  but  I  believe,  also,  with 
St.  Paul  that  'leaving  some  things  be- 
hind, we  should  press  toward  a  mark,' 
and  the  criticism  I  venture  to  offer  as 
your  president  is.  that  the  literary  club 
is  prone  to  stop  short  of  a  goal,  it  does 
not  always  focus,  it  fails  sometimes 
to  apprehend. 

"Study  Shakespeare?     Yea,  for  more 
than  one  decade,  and  then  we  will  not 
have  compassed  his  rare  interpretation 
of  liuman  motives  and  human  emotion. ' 
The  passions,  the  ambitions  that  move 
mankind  are  in  his  hand  an  inexhaust- 
ible fund  for  dramatic  action.  But  does  j 
our  study  develop  a  perception  of  what  j 
It     means     to    strive    as     Shakespeare  | 
heroes  strove?     Does     the     danger     of 
pride  and  ambition  come  better  home 
to  us  as  we  study  Julius  Ceaser,  Mac- 
beth or  lago?    Unless  our  study  brlngn 
us  into  right  relation   with   the  exist- 
ing order  of  things  here  and  now,  leads 
us  to  see  the  right  relation  existing  be- 
tween the  ideal  and  the  real,  our  study 
is  void. 

"Again,    why    do    wq    study    French 

revolution?  Not  to  incorporate  in 
some  unrelated  brain  cell  certain  facts 
of  history,  but  in  order  to  understand 
the  purpose  and  ideal  dominating  a 
great  nation,  and  to  see,  perchance, 
how  these  ideals  have  shaped  them- 
selves into  modern  thought  and  modern 
institutions.  Unless  our  study  of  his- 
tory loads  u.s  to  keener  discernment  be- 
tween cause  and  effect  in  the  sweep  of 
civilization,  of  what  account  Is  our 
knowledge? 

"Perhaps,  primarily,  we  study  Greek 
mythology  to  learn  the  beautiful  and 
poetic  stories  of  Endymion  and  his 
kindred,  but  the  ultimatum  should  lead 
us  to  see  how  such  stories  have  domi- 
nated human  thought  and  human  im- 
agination since  they  found  their  incep- 
tion in  primitive  mind. 

"True  culture  consists  in  the  ability 
to  ssutain  harmonious  relations  with 
one's  environment.  Education  consists 
in  the  ability  to  deduce  general  prin- 
ciples from  particular  conditions,  this 
is  what  our  universities  are  for;  to  so 
conserve  human  knowledge  that  It  may 
be  appreciated  and  appropriated  by  the 
individual  mind.  Now  the  literary  club, 
as  has  been  well  said,  is  the  middle- 
aged  womens'  university,  then  long  live 
the  club,  I  want  to  see  it  flourish  like 
a  green  bay  tree.  To  that  end  let  us 
strlko  deep  roots  beneath  our  surface 
study,  until  we  reach  what  the  grim 
Carlyle  loved  to  call  "the  inner  fact  of 
things."  Then  will  our  minds  and 
hearts  be  touched  by  the  infirmities  of 
our  people  and  of  our  age,  and  then, 
but  not  until  then,  may  power  be  given 
us,  as  it  was  given  to  One  of  old,  to 
take  a  towel  instead  of  a  crown,  a 
sword,  or  a  scepter,  and  so  fulfill  our 
destiny."

PRINCE'S  VIEW  DENIED. 

American  Offices  Declare  New  York 
Protected  From  the  Sea. 

New  York,  Nov.  13.— Brig.  Gen.  Fred 
D.  Grant  takes  exception  to  the  state- 
ment of  Prince  Louis  of  Battenberg, 
rear  ailmiral  of  the  Briti.-sh  navy,  that  the 
American  and  British  warships  now  in 
the  North  river  could  destroy  New  York 
city  In  the  same  time  It  would  lake  hi3 
cook  to  make  an  omelet. 

"If  Prinje  Louis  has  been  quoted  truth- 
fully." said  Gen.  Grant,  "he  is  far  from 
correct.  It  wbuld  be  Impossible  for  a 
hostile  fleet  to  reach  the  point  where  the 
squadrons  are  anchored  now.  New  York 
is  so  well  fortified  that  the  fleet  of  an 
enemy  could  not  approach  within  twenty 
miles  of   the   city." 

Officers  at  the  Brooklyn  navy  yard  also 
disputed  the  remark  of  tlie  admiral 
prince.  New  York,  they  said,  is  the  best 
protected  harbor  in  the  world.  Prince 
Loui.s,  they  asserted,  apparently  is  not 
.acquainted  with  the  fortifications.  The 
guns  at  Fort  Hamilton  and  Fort  Wads- 
worth  would  take  care  of  it.  Then  the 
approach  from  tlie  sound  l.s  protected  by 
Ports  Slocum,  Wright,  Totten  and  Cchuy- 
ler.

SUPERIOR  ATTORNEY 

Only  Cindidate  In  Field  For  Supreme 
Court  Justice. 

Milwaukee.  Nov.  13.-The  fact  th.at  a 
supreme  court  Justice  will  be  elected  next 
spring  has  almost  been  overlooked  In  the 
excitement  of  other  state  politic.<<.  The 
seventh  justice  provided  for  by  tl;e  logia- 
lature  will  be  cho.spn  at  that  time.  Tliua 
far  but  one  candidate  has  entered  the 
field.  H.  H.  Grace  of  Supi'ilor.  In  the 
southern  part  of  the  state  his  candidacy 
has  almost  been  forgotten.  Oddly  enough, 
however,  so  far  no  names  have  been  pre- 
sented from  tills  section,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  tentative  reference  to  W.  H. 
Timlin  of  this  city.  Mr.  Timlin  has  not 
been  presented  formally  a.s  a  candidate, 
but  his  friends  say  that  if  cleetod  he 
would  serve.  The  name  of  John  Barn»>s  of 
Rhlnelander  also  has  been  mentionetJ.  and 
If  he  would  become  a  candidate  he  would 
have  very  general  support. 

There  Is  sonie  differenee  of  opinion  as  to 
which  party  Is  entitled  to  the  new  justice. 
Aecordlng  to  one  .side  the  bench  now  la 
evenly  divided.  According  to  the  other  it 
consists  of  two  Democrats  and  four  Re- 
publicans. The  difficulty  arises  in  plac- 
ing Judge  Slel>ecker.  When  tlie  judge  was 
appointed  to  the  circuit  court  bench  by 
Governor  Hoard  he  was  a  Democrat. 
Since  Governor  La  P'ollette  has  been  con- 
ducting his  campaigns  in  the  state  Judge 
Siel>ecker  has  supported  his  brother-in- 
law  and  voted  for  him  whenever  he  waa 
a  candidate.  He  was  appointed  to  the 
bench  by  the  governor,  and  Democrats 
claim  he  should  \>c  looked  upon  as  a  Re- 
publican, leaving  the  bench  four  and  two. 
Justices  VVinslow  and  Dodge  being,  they 
claim,  the  only  Democrats  on  the  Ixinch. 
There  is  a  dlsiK)sltion,  however,  to  Ignore 
both  political  divisions  and  location  If  a 
good  man  can  be  found.

Probably  the  most  significant  feature 
of  Gen.  Dodge's  report  is  the  para- 
graph relating  to  the  deposits  of  the 
soldiers.  The  scheme  of  peimitting  a 
soldier  to  deposit  a  certain  proportion 
of  his  money  In  the  treasury  of  the 
United  States,  for  which  he  could  draw 
a  certain  rate  of  interest,  began  In 
1873.  when  there  were  $209,850.38  de- 
posited. These  deposits  remain  to  tho 
credit  of  the  soldier  and  are  available 
upon  his  retirement  from  the  service, 
together  with  the  interest.  In  other 
words  it  is  a  government  savings 
bank  ,and  is  exceedingly  popular  with 
the  enlisted  men.  During  the  twenty- 
eight  years  that  this  scheme  has  been 
in  existence  there  has  been  deposited 
$26,294,325.67.  and  there  is  today  to  the 
credit  of  the  depositors  in  the  United 
States    treasury   $2,584,746.28. 

Still  another  feature  of  the  paymas- 
ter-general's report,  which  cannot  fail 
to  attract  favorable  consideration,  is 
the  renewal  of  his  recommendation  - 
made  In  his  last  annual  report  that 
expert  rifiemen  be  aliovved  $3  per  month 
extra,  sharpshooters  $2  per  month  anl 
marksmen  $1  per  month.  Gen.  Dodge 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  encentive  to 
good  markmanship  among  the  enlist- 
ed men  should  be  Increased  by  an  in- 
crease In  the  reward  for  good  shooting.

It  is  understood  the  report  of  Com- 
missioner Yerkes  will  recommend  ac- 
tion along  that  line  by  congress.  The 
commissioner  finds  that  a  way  has 
been  devised  to  refine  wood  alcohol  and 
make  It  so  closely  resembling  grain 
alsohol  that  none  but  an  expert  can 
tell  the  difference.  This  refined  prod- 
uct is  being  used  extensively  in  adul- 
terating whiskies,  and  it  is  not  tax- 
able, reducing  the  revenue  of  the  In- 
ternal revenue  bureau  just  that  much. 
The  commissioner  will  recommend  that 
wood  alcohol  be  taxed  like  other  alco- 
hols, and  will  say  that  such  taxation 
will  serve  a  two-fold  purpose— that  it 
will  prevent  tl«e  use  of«it  as  adulterant, 
and* thus  save  the  people  from  the 
effects  of  the  drink,  and  that  it  will 
prevent  the  substitution  cf  a  non- 
taxed  alcohol  for  a  taxed  alcohol, 
thereby  holding  the  Internal  revenue 
up  to  where  It  ought  to  be.  He  argues 
that  every  time  a  gallon  of  wood  alco- 
hol as  an  adulterant  Is  used,  the  peo- 
ple are  defrauded  in  the  sort  of  whisky 
they  buy.  and  the  government  Is  de- 
frauded out  of  the  revenue  that  would 
have  accrued  from  the  use  of  the 
grain  alcohol,  whose  place  it  illegiti- 
mately took.

VERY  POOR 

FOOTBALL 

Was  Played  In  the  Minne- 
sota-South Dakota 
Game. 


Farmer  Boys  Out  of  Their 

Element  and  Gophers 

Sleepy. 

Minneapolis.  Nov.  13.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Minnesota  won  the  football 
game  from  South  Dakota  Agricultural 
school  by  a  score  of  81  to  0.  It  was  a 
\one-slded  game.  The  farmer  boys  were 
out  of  their  element.  The  score  does 
not  Indicate  any  very  good  work  by 
th^  Gophers,  for  they  did  not  do  any. 
The  farmer  boys  were  light  in  weight, 
and  do  not  know  verj-  much  about  the 
game.  The  day  was  an  ideal  one  for 
the  spectators,  but  too  warm  for  the 
teams.  Dr.  Williams  probably  intended 
the  game  as  a  practice  game,  but  it 
was  not  even  that.  At  no  time  during 
the  game  did  the  South  Dakota  boys 
make  it  necessary  for  the  Gopliers  to 
show  any  of  their  real  strength.  Min- 
nesota was  held  for  no  gains  but  three 
times  in  the  whole  game.  Only  once 
did  the  Aggies  make  any  gain  in  a 
scrimmage,  and  that  was  for  two 
yards.  Nevc-r  was  the  'varsity  com- 
pelled to  punt,  and  it  was  hard  to 
imagine  that  the  Gophers  were  up 
against  the  same  team  that  held  Ne- 
braska to  such  a  low  score,  a  few 
weeks  ago.  The  'varsity  showing  was 
poor,  and  a  disappointment  to  all  Ma- 
roon and  gold  followers.  Fumbling 
was  the  rule  and  not  the  exception,  and 
the  interfertnce  was  worthless.  On 
but  few  occasions  did  the  maii  with 
the  ball  have  any  assistance.  The 
long  gains  were  almost  in  every  in- 
stance done  by  personal  prowess  alone. 
Only  in  the  last  few  minutes  of  play 
was  there  any  genuine  football.  For 
about  five  minutes  before  the  whistle 
sounded  the  'varsity  men  woke  up  from 
the  sleep  which  seemed  to  have  fallen 
upon  them.  In  that  five  minutes  they 
tore  up  the  South  Dakota  men  almost 
at  pleasure,  and  made  gains  through 
pleasure,  and  made  gains  through 
every  part  of  the  line. 

Joe  Cutting  was  easily  the  be.st 
ground  gainer  for  the  'varsity.  The 
South    Dakota   boys   seemed   unable   to 


resist  him.  His  long  dashes  up  the 
field  were  spectacular.  Kremer  played 
Capt.  Current's  position  at  full  back  in 
good  shape.  Larkin  played  quarter 
during  the  first  half  and  ran  the  team 
well.  His  work,  however,  does  not  im- 
prove as  rapidly  as  it  should,  for  he  is 
not  much  better  now  than  he  was  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season.  He  was 
succeeded  in  the  second  half  by  Weisel, 
who  succeeded  in  getting  more  speed 
and  ginger  into  the  team.  In  the  line 
all  the  men  played  the  game,  although 
their  strength  was  never  tested.  The 
South  Dakota  boys  played  a  plucky 
game,  but  were  never  in  it  from  start 
to  finish.  They  played  fast,  and  never 
once  seemed  to  think  they  were  hope- 
lessly defeated. 

The  Badger  defeat  of  the  prevloag 
Saturday  bore  good  fruit  in  the  gama 
Saturday.  The  rooters  were  out  in 
evidence  with  their  old  battle  cry  and 
the  spirit  of  "Minnesota's  never-quits" 
was  more  in  evidence  than  any  other 
time  during  the  year.  It  is  only  to  be 
regretted  that  the  students  didn't  show 
the  same  spirit  in  the  game  with  Wis- 
consin. 

The  interest  now  centers  in  the  game 
next  Saturday  with  Nebraska.  The 
Corn-huskers  are  powerful,  as  witness 
the  0  to  0  score  in  the  first  half  with 
Michigan.  The  large  score  run  up  by 
Michigan  in  the  second  half  Is  ac- 
counted for  almost  entirely  by  injuries 
the  Nebraska  men  got  in  the  first  half. 
The  team  is  coming  to  Minneapolis  to 
win.  There  is  no  question  about  thit. 
Nebraska  has  been  trying  to  break  In- 
to the  conference  for  years,  but  has 
never  succeeded.  If  she  beats  Minne- 
sota she  can,  with  some  propriety,  in- 
sist  ui)on   recognition. 

A  big  crowd  is  expected.  The  rail- 
roads are  offering  good  rates  and  many 
excursions  are  coming  from  the  neign- 
boring  cities.  Nebraska  has  a  heavy 
team  and  one  that  will  keep  the  Goph- 
ers guessing.  The  line  is  heavier  than 
the  Minnesota  line  and  Is  fast  in 
charging.  The  back  fi^'ld  is  speedy.  In 
the  game  with  Colorado  a  good  com- 
parison can  be  made,  for  the  Colorado 
boys  play  the  "Minnesota  game." 
Keinholtz,  a  former  Gopher,  is  head 
coach  of  the  Colorado  team  and  he 
says  Minnesota  will  have  to  play 
every  minute  to  win.  And  the  Minne- 
sota boys  feel  that  they  m.ust  win. 
The  defeat  by  Wisconsin  was  so  un- 
expected and  so  decisive  that  every- 
thing must  be  done  to  redeem  thetn- 
selves.  It  is  a  safe  proposition  that 
Minnesota  will  put  up  a  fierce  game 
from   start   to   finif*h   next  Saturday.

Lacking  good  condition,  and  weak  In  the 
line  from  want  of  practice,  fne  Duluth 
city  team  was  unable  to  withstand  the 
onslaughts  of  the  Superior  city  team 
yesterday,  and  went  down  to  defeat  by 
the  score  of  3S  to  0. 

It  was  the  first  time  the  Duluth  team 
had  appeared  on  the  field  this  season, 
and  beyond  one  or  two  brief  signal  prac- 
tices, they  had  never  been  together  be- 
fore. Tliere  were  all  kinds  of  good  ma- 
terial In  the  Duluth  line,  but  lack  of 
concerted  play  allowed  the  Superior  backs 
to  tear  through  the  line  at  will. 

The  Duluth  backs  and  Dondeau  at  end 
put  up  a  game  fight  and  on  several  occa- 
sions came  within  a  few  yards  of  scoring, 
but  at  the  critical  moments  a  fumble 
would  lose  them  their  advantate. 

On  one  occasion  Duluth  was  on  Super- 
ior's 2-yard  line  with  two  downs  to  make 
their  yards,  but  a  fumble  lost  them  the 
ball,  and  on  the  next  play  Superior  made 
25  yards.

Hard  line  bucking  and  .«;ome 
good  work  around  the  ends  advanced  the 
ball  to  Superiors  2-yard  line,  but  here  a 
disastrous  fumble  lost  the  ball,  and  on  the 
next  play  Hughes  went  through  the  lino 
for  25  yards.  Buchanan  worked  in  a  short 
end  run  and  then  McGowan  broke  away 
for  an  85-j-ard  run  for  a  touchdown.

Horses  Arc  Lifted  From 
Ground  By  Overturn- 
ing Wagon. 

Load  of  Hardware  Proved 

Heavier  Than  the 

Horses. 


With  their  feet  dangling  clear  of  the 
ground,  two  horses  belonging  to  the 
Merchants'  dray  line  were  suspencted 
In  the  air  from  the  tongue  of  the 
wagon,  which  overturned  on  Fifth  av- 
enue west  between  Michigan  and  Su- 
perior streets,  at  8:30  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. 

The  wagon,  which  was  very  heavily 
loaded  with  hardware,  was  coming  up 
the  hill  from  the  Union  depot.  The 
hardware  was  a  consignment  that  was 
bcjng  shipped  to  the  range,  and  being 
transfercd  to  the  Duluth  Iron  Range 
road  at  the  Endion  depot. 

The  heavy  part  of  the  load  had  been 
placed  on  the  front  wheels  of  the 
wagon,  and  it  proved  to  be  also  top 
heavy. 

The  load  was  a  little  more  than  the 
horses  could  pull  and  as  the  wagon  ] 
struck  the  steep  grade  just  below  the 
side  entrance  of  the  Spalding,  started 
to  back  up  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the 
heavy  horses  to  hold  it. 

It  turned  and  the  back  wheels  were 
almost  at  a  right  angle  with  the  front 
wheels.  In  this  position  the  top  heavy 
load  proved  heavier  than  the  horses, 
and  it  slowly  lifted  them  from  tneir 
feet.  The  wagon  overturned  spilling 
nails  and  bolts  out  of  their  packages, 
and  the  horses  were  suspended  in  the 
air  from  the  tongue,  kicking  and  snort- 
ing In  fright. 

Officers  Barber  and  Toewe  saw  the 
accident,  and  ran  to  tlie  driver's  as- 
sistance.

DOWLING  WOULD 
GO  TO  THE  SENATE 

Saarl  Is  Also  Said  to  Be 

Aspiring— County 

Division. 

Eveleth,  Minn.,  Nov,  13.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Political  schemes  are  numerous 
just  at  this  time.  The  most  noteworthy 
formal  announcement  is  that  Representa- 
tive P.  E.  Dowllng  will  be  a  candidate  for 
tile  state  senate,  hia  purpose  Deing  to  lulte 
the  position  now  hold  by  Senator  E.  B. 
Hawliins.  Senator  Hawkins  has  not  an- 
nounced his  intentions.  At  a  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  Eveleth  Business  Men's  asso- 
ciation, Mr.  Dowling  secured  tlie  passage 
of  a  resolution  favoring  good  roads  ut 
even  the  expense  of  a  delay  in  construe t- 
irig  a  new  courtliouse  and  declaring  for 
county  division.  Otherwise  lie  lias  com- 
mitted himself  to  drainage,  and  his  sup- 
porters consider  that  on  tlie  three  issues 
he  will  right  his  campaign.  Rt-presenta- 
tive  Saari  is  said  to  be  considering  the 
adviabiiity  of  asking  election  to  the  up- 
per branch  of  the  legislature  also.  If  he 
bhould  enter  the  lists  the  situation  would 
be  complicated,  as  he  is  loolied  upon  as  a 
local  man,  although  he  lives  and  does 
business  in  Sparta. 

•'If  tile  Western  Federation  of  Miners 
continues  to  grow,"  said  a  prominent 
superintendent  of  a  mine  in  this  territory, 
"not  only  will  county  division  be  almost 
certain,  but  the  great  iron  mining  inter- 
ests of  Northern  St.  Louis  county  will  be 
endangered." 

This  man,  who  is  thoroughly  fannhar 
with  the  situation,  says  that  the  Federa- 
tion is  rapidly  increasing  in  membership, 
and  that  it  is  political  in  character,  open- 
ly declaring  in   favor  of  socialism. 

It  is  known  that  there  Is  considerable 
foundation  for  what  this  mining  man 
says.  The  Western  Fedt-ration  of  Miners 
Is  subject  to  the  organization  that  caused 
so  much  trouble  in  Colorado.  Several  of 
the  men  who  were  banished  from  that 
state  by  the  then  governor,  are  now  work- 
ing on  tlie  two  ranges,  and  inculcating 
the  doctrines  that  resulted  in  the  mineis 
getting  possession  of  the  offices  of 
many    of    the    Colorado    counties.      They 


have  met  with  considerable  success,  par- 
ticularly among  the  English-speaking 
miners.  The  foreigners  unable  to  talk 
English  have  thus  far  been  wary  of  the 
organization,  but  it  is  predicted  by  the 
leaders  that  when  these  men  do  come  hi  it 
will  be  in  a  body. 

"The  Federation  favors  county  divis- 
ion strongly,"  continued  the  mining  sup- 
erintendent, "and  for  a  very  good  reason. 
It  is  argued  that  if  St.  Louis  county  is 
divided  and  Iron  county  created  it  will 
be  possible  for  the  organization  to  con- 
trol the  politics  of  the  new  county.  It 
will  not  then  be  necessary  to  contend  with 
the  vote  of  Duluth.  It  is  easy,  therefore, 
to  see  the  reason  for  the  Federation  men 
being  such  declared  county  divlsionists. 
They  cannot  otherwise  secure  the  politi- 
cal power  desired.  Besides  the  fact  that 
these  men  could  easily  secure  the  official 
machinery  of  the  new  county  there  is  an- 
other strong  argument  against  division. 
It  Is  that  the  new  county  would  be  one  of 
such  great  wealth  that  it  would  be  a 
mark  for  the  state  board  fixing  the  as- 
sessment. In  view  of  these  facts  I  be- 
heve  that  the  great  iron  industry  of 
Northern  St.  Louis  county  is  in  serious 
danger  if  county  division  occurs,  as  such 
action  almost  certainly  means  the  placing 
In  power  of  men  with  but  little  knowledge 
of  business  conditions  and  necessities." 

All  the  papers  of  the  two  ranges  have 
declared  for  division  and  the  Virginia 
people  are  preparing  to  urge  the  claim 
of  their  city  to  the  county  seat.  In  view 
of  this  is  is  possible  that  another  effort  at 
division  will  be  made  before  the  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  division  law  is 
secured.  The  proposed  amendment  is  in 
effect  tiiat  the  choosing  of  a  county  seat 
is  not  necessarily  a  part  of  the  division 
election,  or  that  all  the  towns  having  an 
ambition  for  the  honor  can  be  considered 
at   tlie  same  election.

NEW  CHURCH  CONSECRATED 

At  Cass   Lake  By  Bishop  Morrison- 
Donated  By  G.  G.  Hartley. 

Cass  Lake,  Minn.,  Nov.  13.— The  services 
consecrating  the  new  St.  Peter's  church 
were  held  here  at  9  o'clock  Sunday  morn- 
ing, a  large  congregation  attending. 
Bishop  J.  D.  Morrison  of  Duluth.  Rev.  E. 
S.  Murphy  of  Grand  Rapids  and  Rev. 
Charles  T.  Wright  of  the  Cass  Lake  In- 
dian mission,  were  present. 

The  service  opened  with  the  consecra- 
tion ritual,  followed  by  the  mornnig 
prayer  and  communion  service,  alter 
which  the  sermon  was  delivered  by  the 
bishop,  who  reviewed  the  early  history  of 
the  church  in  the  following: 

"The  ladies  of  an  ea.«tern  parish,  St. 
Peter's,  Germantown,  promised  $500  for 
the  erection  of  this  church,  stipulating 
that  it  should  be  called  St.  Peters,  and 
for  the  same  purpose  the  Church  Build- 
ing Fund  association  'added  $3(X).  The 
church  lots  were  donated  by  a  generous 
friend  of  Cass  Lake,  wiio  has  also 
borne  the  entire  cost  of  the  new  struc- 
ture. 

"The  condition  attached  to  the  ffift  I 
have  mentioned  was  that  the  $S00  should 
be  the  la.st  payment  necessary  to  free 
the  building  from  debt  and  make  it  ready 
for  consecration,  but  on  notifying  this 
friend  that  the  money  was  ready  to  be 
handed  over  to  him  in  repayment  of  part 
of  what  the  church  had  cost  him,  he 
intimated  to  me  that  it  was  his  intention 
to  hand  over  the  $800  to  aid  in  building  a 
parsonage,  so  that  virtually  «.his  church 
is  his  sift. 

"It  is  an  Instance  of  munificent  llber- 
alitv  the  like  of  which  one  seldom  meets 
in  the  dealings  of  men.  The  gift  was 
without  solicitation,  having  its  oriein  in 
the  generous  impulses  of  a  man  who  is 
deeply  interested  in  tiie  growth  and  wel- 
fare of  this  town  and  genuinely  solicitous 
of  the  advancement  of  the  native  Indian 
race. 

"It  Is  our  earnest  prayer  that  the 
church  may  be  an  instrument  of  blessing 
to  the  people  and  to  the  noble  person  by 
whom  it  has  been  donated.  " 

The  donor  referred  to  by  Bishop  Morri- 
son is  G.  G.  Hartley  of  Duluth,  who  built 
the  church  for  tiie  people  of  Cass  I^ake, 
and  it  is  modeled  after  a  church  which 
his  grandfather  erected  on  his  estate  in 
the  East  nearly  100  years  ago.  The  inter- 
ior is  of  handsome  finish.  The  altar,  font, 
lectern,  choir  stalls  and  pews  are  all  of 
polished  oak,  and  the  walls  are  har- 
moniously tinted.  The  windows  are  of 
cathedral  glass  of  opal  tint,  with  dark 
border.'?,  presenting  a  most  beautiful  ap- 
pearance.

New  York,  Nov.  13.— Death  has  re- 
vealed a  story  of  sisterly  devotion, 
pride  under  poverty  and  heroic  endur- 
ance of  privations  even  to  tiie  end 
that  has  seldom  been  equaled  in  fact 
or  fiction. 

Gentle,  refined  and  reared  amid  lux- 
urious surroundings,  the  Missess  Ma- 
tilda and  Frances  Van  Dolsen,  aged 
respectively  72  and  70,  were  the  daugh- 
ters of  soldier  heroes.  Men  with  long 
and  honorable  records  of  service  and 
suffering  for  their  country  in  the  Revo- 
lutionary war  and  in  the  struggle  of 

1812. 

Last  night  the  elder  of  these  sisters 
died  from  sheer  privation  and  want  in 
a  squalid  room  at  558  East  Ono  Hun- 
dred and  Thirty-ninth  street,  whose 
dingy  walls  were  hung  with  the  wea- 
pons and  relics  of  her  ancestors'  hero- 
!  ism,  and  the  frail  younger  sister  is 
bowed  and  heart-broken  with  grief  for 
the  loss  of  her  sister,  from  whom  she 
was  never  separated  in  life,  and  for 
\\hose  sake  she  denied  herself  the  joys 
of  wifehood  and  motherhood. 

The  aged  sisters  were  devoted  to  each 
other;  so  much,  in  fact,  that  it  was 
common  talk  among  the  neighbors. 
They  were  always  together  and  were 
seldom  seen  apart. 

When  their  father,  who  was  In  the 
custom  house,  died  in  this  city  twenty- 
five  years  ago,  he  loft  them  a  little 
money.  The  sisters  lived  frugally  and 
managed  to  get  along  for  a  few  years. 
But  the  money  was  finally  expended 
for  the  necesparies  of  life,  and  they 
were  compelled  to  seek  work. 

Everybody  in  the  neighborhood  of 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  street 
got  to  know  the  sisters,  quiet,  unas- 
suming and  gentle. 

Before  they  faced  the  wretched  con- 
ditions which  later  prevailed  in  their 
life,  they  spoke  of  their  father,  VVilliain 
H.  Van  Dolsen,  a  soldier  in  the  War  of 
1812,  and  their  grandfather,  Henry  \an 
Dolsen,  Washington's  staff  offlcef. 

Generous-hearted     neighbors,     know-  1 
ing  of  the  plight  of  the  two  aged  spin-  | 
sters,    volunteered    to    aid    tho*i,    and 
many   offered   food     and     clothes.     All 
offers  of  aid,  however,  were  gently,  yet , 
firmly,  declined. 

And  from  that  time,  several  years] 
ago,  they  always  kept  to  themselves 
refu=;lng  preferred  aid,  although  it 
could  plainly  be  seen  that  they  were 
sadly  in  need  of  food,  clothes  and  nour- 
ishment. ,      ,,,,, 

On  the  walls  of  their  little  rooms 
there  hung  relics  of  the  Revolutionary 


war  and  the  War  of  1812.  The  grand- 
father's old  flint-lock  musket,  his  an- 
tique revolver  and  long  saber  are  on 
th  •  walls  today;  their  father's  old- 
fashioned  rirte,  revolver,  parts  of  the 
old-time  uniforms  and  powder  flasks 
are  there  also,  and  although  the  sisters 
could  realize  goodly  sums  from  these, 
never  would  they  part  with  them. 

A  few  months  ago  Matilda  was 
stricken  with  paralysis,  and  when  a 
physician  was  .sent  to  the  liouse  he  ad- 
vised that  she  be  removed  to  a  hosi)ital.

Chicago,  Nov.  13.— Free  selling  by  com- 
mission houses  and  pit  traders  caused 
weakness  today  in  the  wheat  market.

The 
decline  today  places  ^vheat  somewhat  be-' 
low  the  level  that  was  established  prior 
to  the  disturbances  in  Russia.  A  num- 
ber of  bullish  inrtuences  are  now  at  work 
In  the  market  that  were  not  noticeable 
three  weeks  ago.  WHtile  the  danger  of  a 
groat  European  war  is  probably  averted 
for  the  time  being,  the  demand  for  wheat 
a  little  later  in  the  season  when  the 
lamentable  conditions  of  two  of  the  lar- 
gest exporting  countries  is  known  wi'.I 
call  for  a  sharp  advance.  For  the  pres- 
ent, purchases  at  this  level  for  quick  trad- 
ing look  the  best.

Chicago  Tribune:  "More  people  have 
been  fooled  on  big  crops  than  on  small 
ones,"  said  a  local  cash  man,  "and  I 
don't  believe  there  will  be  a  burdensome 
accumulatloa  of  corn  in  this  market.

ROCKEFELLER  IN 
THE  DRY  DOCK 


Be    There   Soon, 
Having  Arrived  at 
Two  Harbors. 

It  is  quite  likely  that  the  steamer 
Frank  Rockefeller,  which  was  stranded 
a  few  days  ago  at  Rainbow  cove.  Isle 
Royale,  will  be  in  this  harbor  today  or 
tomorrow.  Arrangements  arc  now  Ijcing 
made  for  Its  reception  at  the  dry  dock  in 
Superior.  She  will  at  once  be  i>ut  in  the 
dock,  for  she  is  leaking  and  is  kex»t  up 
only    by   hard   pumping. 

The  Rockefeller  is  now  In  Two  Harbors 
being  lightered,  and  will  discharge  about 
1.700  tons  of  iron  ore  which  she  still  had 
In  her  hold  when  she  arrived  there  yes- 
terday morning.  When  she  went  on  the 
bottom  at  Rainbow  cove  she  had  about 
4,500  tons  of  ore,  but  before  arrivins  at 
Two  Harbors  about  2,000  tons  of  it  had 
been  transferred  to  the  Maritana  and 
about  500  tons  had  been  jettisoned  to 
lighters. 

The  Rockefeller  Is  badly  damaged.  She 
is  leaking  on  the  bottom  and  the  stern 
has  been  put  in  bad  shape  by  her  con- 
sort running  into  her.  The  rudder  and 
wheel  are  both  carried  away  and  a  hole 
said  to  Ik'  eighteen  feet  in  circumference 
is   in    the   stern. 

The  Rockefeller  was  towed  into  Two 
Harbors  by  the  steamer  Maritana,  assist- 
ed by  the  Coralia  and  the  tug  BojTiton. 
She  was  met  yesterday  at  Two  Harbors 
by  President  Coulby  of  the  Pittsburg 
Steamship  company,  A.  B.  Wolvln  and 
H.  H.  Brown,  the  agent  of  the  comjiany 
at  Duluth.  Mr.  Coulby  then  returned  to 
Cleveland.  "*

SNOW  FLURRIES  DUE. 

They  Will  Be  Accompanied  By  a  Cold 
Brisk  Wind. 

If  the  predictions  of  the  government 
weather  forecaster  come  true,  Duluth  will 
be    treated    to    snow    flurries    and    some 

very  cool  breezes  this  evening. 

After  the  balmy  summer  atmosphere 
of  Sunday,  th«»  air  seemed  rather  chil- 
ly to  Duluthians  this  morning  and  now 
that  more  and  colder  winds,  accompanied 
by  some  snow  ire  forecasted,  they 
should  be  prepared  for  a  touch  of  some- 
thing like  winter. 

Brisk  breezes  are  scheduled  to  come 
from  the  Northeast  and  gradually  switch 
around  and  become  northwestern.  It  is 
thought,  however,  that  they  will  dimin- 
ish before  morning  and  that  tomorrow 
will  be  fair,  although  hardly  as  warm  as 
were   Friday,  Saturday  and  Sunday. 


NEW  UIKEJOODOO. 

Steamer   Peter    White    Acquires 
Record  Early  In  Career. 

Has  tlie  intcrlake  traffic  a  new  hoodoo 
ship?  That  Is  the  question  some  of 
the  men  who  sail  the  lakes  are  beginning 
to  ask  themselves  when  the  new  steamer 
Peter  White  comes  into  view.  This  dis- 
tinction and  doubtful  honor  has  been  held 
for  .some  time  by  the  William  P.  Rend  of 
Chicago.  The  Rend,  which  was  formerly 
tho  Hu.dley,  has  had  a  bad  record  ever 
since  she  and  the  whaleback  steamer 
Capt.  Thomas  Wilson  came  together  just 
outside  of  Duluth  harbor  a  few  seasons 
ago,  and  both  .sank.  "Hadley  "  finally  be- 
came such  a  hoodoo  name  that  it  was 
considered  advisable  to  change  the  handle, 
but  the  hoodoo  stuck  just  the  same. 
Since  a  little  mishap  at  tlie  first  of  tho 
season  during  which  the  Rend  went 
aground  and  was  pulled  off  with  some 
little  difficulty,  the  hoodoo  seems  to  have 
been  taking  a  vacation,  for  the  steamer 
is  behaving  very  well  and  is  apparently 
living  down  her  record. 

But  just  now  attention  is  attracted  to 
the  series  of  mLshaps  which  have  taken 
place  aboard  the  now  steamer  Peter 
^^'^^ite  of  the  Presque  Isle  Steamship 
company.  The  Peter  White  came  up  the 
lakes  only  a  short  time  agi>— for  the  first 
time  beading  for  Duluth.  She  was 
launchfHl  only  about  two  months  ago  and 
has  taken  one  cargo  since.  On  this  trip 
up  the  lakes,  while  just  off  Devils  i.sland, 
about  fifty-five  miles  out  of  Duluth,  she 
broke  her  shaft  and  drifted  about  .at  the 
will  of  the  wind.  Then  she  was  .sighted 
by  the  steamer  Troy  and  towed  into  i>ort. 
When  she  was  sighted  by  the  Troy  she 
was  headed  for  the  south  shore  .at  a 
pretty  fair  gait,  and  bid  fair  to  bring  up 
in  at  least  a  stranded  condition.  She 
was  brought  into  this  port  and  taken  to 
the  Superior  shipyards,  wliere  work  was 
commenced  on  her  shaft. 

A  few  days  ago  William  Smith,  assist- 
ant engineer  was  hurt,  and  now  lies  in 
St.  Luke's  ho.spital  quite  badly  Injured. 
Saturday  George  Kre.s.sim,  first  assistant 
engineer,  was  caught  in  some  of  the  ma- 
chinery and  fatally  injured,  dying  shortly 
afterwartls  in  St.  Luke's  hospital. 

The  White  h:is  now  started  down  the 
lakes,  but  with  such  a  chapter  of  acci- 
dents to  hor  discredit  on  the  very  first 
trip  to  the  Head  of  the  Lakes,  some  of 
the  sailors  on  steamers  here  and  about 
the  Head  of  the  Lakes  are  watching  her 
course  with  interest.  They  all  claim  that 
a  hoodoo  of  .some  kind  has  got  her  and 
will  continue  to  'knock"  until  .something 
happens  to  drive  it  away.  Sailors  are 
superstitious,  but  probably  not  any  more 
so  than  railroad  men,  for  the  latter  be- 
lieve that  locomotives  and  individual  cars 
get  hoodooed,  and  get  this  .so  firmly  fixed 
In  mind  th.at  they  will  lose  their  jobs 
rather  than  ride  on  one  of  these  hoodooed 
conveyances.  Sailors  believe  in  hoodoos 
and  should  the  Peter  White  make  many 
more  bad  breaks  such  as  she  has  started 
out  with,  it  Avould  not  be  surnrising  if 
her  owners  would  have  difficulty  in 
ting  men  enough  to  man  her.

ARE  NOT  LIABLE 

For     Assessments    on 

Stocks  Held  In  Other 

National  Banks. 

Washington,  Xov.  13. — The  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  today  af- 
firmed the  decision  of  the  circuit 
court  of  appeals  for  the  Eighth  circuit 
in  the  case  of  Thomas  R.  Shaw,  re- 
ceived of  the  First  National  bank  of 
Pembina,  N.  D.,  vs.  the  National  Ger- 
man-American bank  of  St.  Paul,  Minn. 

'  The  case  Involved  the  liability  of  na- 
tional banks  on  assessments  on  stock 
held  in  other  national  bank.s  as  an 
investment  of  surplus.  In  this  case 
the  St.  Paul  bank  held  thirty-seven 
shares  of  stock  in  the   Pembina  bank 

I  on  which  there  were  assessments  for 
their  full  value,  the  shares  having 
been  purchased  as  an  investment  of 
its  surplus  by  the  St.  Paul  bank.  The 
circuit  court  of  the  district  of  Minne- 
sota sustained  a  demurrer  filed  in  the 
case  by  the  St.  Paul  bank;  the  cir- 
cuit court  of  appeals  upheld  that  ver- 
dict, and  it  was  affirmed  by  today's 
decision.  The  decision  was  therefore 
favorable   to  the   St.    Paul    bank.

BIG     SAWDUST     HILL. 

Probably  tlie  largest  .sawdust  pile  in  the 
world  i-s  the  one  at  Cheboygan.  Mich., 
says  Woodcraft.  This  is  the  product  of 
one  mill.  Tlie  mill  being  run  by  water 
power  had  no  way  of  disposing  of  its 
sawdust.  The  company  was  nut  permit- 
ted to  dump  it  into  the  rivtr,  and  for 
a  few  years  an  attempt  was  made  to 
burn  it. 

Thert-  was  .so  much  smoke  that  the  vil- 
lage passed  an  ordinance  prohil»itinsf  that 
term  oi  destruction.  As  a  oonsetiuence 
it  was  simply  hauled  out  into  a  vacant 
tield  and  during  the  thirty  years  of  its 
growth  has  acnuired  monstrous  propor- 
tions. It  is  a  hill  l.oSO  feet  long.  S15  feet 
wide  and  ranges  from  2u  to  frJ  feet  in 
height. 

The  hill  covers  some  twelve  acres.  It 
is  almost  entirely  white  and  Norwav 
pme  sawdust,  because  this  mill  oid  not 
cut  hemlock,  except  for  the  last  two  or 
three  years  before  it  was  closed  down. 
The  pile  is  undoubtedlj-  rotting  a  little  at 
i  the .  bottom,    but    its    well    preserved    and

STATUE  OF  LIMITATION 


Does  Not  Protect  Stockholder  of  Failed 
National  Bank. 

Washington,  Nov.  13.— That  a  state 
statute  of  limitation  cannot  be  used  to 
protect  a  stockholder  of  a  failed  na- 
tional bank  against  liability  on  his 
stock  wJus  today  decided  by  the  su- 
preme court  of  the  United  States,  in 
an  opinion  delivered  by  Justice  Mc- 
Kenna.  in  the  case  of  George  C.  Ran- 
kin, receiver  of  the  Hutchinson  Na- 
tional bank  of  Hutchinson,  Kas.,  vs. 
Edward  E.  Barton,  a  stockholder  in 
the  bank.  In  this  instance  an  effort 
was  made  to  enforce  the  individual 
liability  requirement  of  the  national 
banking  laws  in  1900,  seven  years  after 
the  suspension  of  tlte  bank.  Barton 
took  the  case  into  the  Kansas  courts, 
pleading  the  state  statute  of  limita- 
tion, which  protects  a  'Btebtor  after 
three  years.

in  advance  payments,  and  a  future 
revenue  of  about  $500,000  has  been 
placed  oh  the  books  as  a  result  of  the 
state  lands  completed  Saturday.

They  claim  tliat 
the  ordinance  has  a  good  many  frills 
on  it,  that  will  add  to  the  cost  of  the 
building  and  will  not  materially  add  ;.o 
the  safety.

GERMANY  WILL  NOT  INTERFERE 

WITH  POLISH  RISING  IN  RUSSIA 


Berlin,  Nov.  14.— The  attention  of  the 
fort  Ign  office  was  called  today  to  the 
belief  hold  In  St.  Petersburg  that  mi 
agreement  exists  whereby  Germany 
and   Ausliia   would  assist   Rus.sla   if   it 

became  necessary  to  suppress  a  move- 
ment for  Polish  autojiomy.  The  foreifen 
office  says  nothing  of  the  kind  has  oc- 
curred and  that  nothing  of  that  nature 
"Will  occur.    Emperor  ^Nilliam  has  had 


no  communication  on  the  subject  with 
Emperor  Nicholas  or  the  Russian 
government.  The  Polish  question  po 
far  as  Gtrmany  is  concerned  does  not 
exist  outside  of  Germany.  If.  however, 
the  Russian  Poles  rise  up  and  the 
movement  for  Polish  autonomy  spreads 
to  the  Polish  provinces  of  Prussia,  tho 
latter  will  firmly  suppress  it  in  the 
Prussian  Polish  provinces.  Bttt  Rus.«i1a 
must  manage  her  own  ditficultiea  as  It 
is  the  fixed  policy  of  Germany  not  to 
interfere  In  the  internal  affairs  of  her 
neighbors.  % 


St.     Petersburg,      Nov.     14.— Emperor  ■ 
Nicholas     and   the     Russian   court  wilL 
not   come   to    St.    Petersburg   this    wl;i-i 
ter.  A  short  time  ago  it  was  announced 
that  the  emperor   was  alxiut   to  return

J'ho 
Pollsii  delegates  say  that  over  T.Oik) 
l^oii.sh  prisoners  are  langui.shing  in  Uvi 
jails  of  Warsaw. 

The  radical  press  today  is  nit  spar- 
ing in  their  denunciation  of  the  govern- 
ment's action  In  putting  all  Poland  uii- 
(jftr  martial  law.  declaring  that  it  Is  a 
plain  vlotation  of  the  spirit  of  the  re- 
form manifesto. 

It  is  evident  that  the  governnn  nt  has 
recovered  Its  nerve  and  Is  detrv,nined 
to  use  severe  measures  if  neces.sary  to 
restore  order.  Tiie  agitation  through- 
out the  country  at  the  exctptional 
powers  conferred  on  tho  aldes-di-camp 
of  the  emperor,  who  will  be  dlspatclic.l 
to  the  central  provinces,  ,  where 
agrarian  dLsorder-s  Is  spreading  Is  proof 
of  this.  At  tin?  .same  time  half  a  dozen 
governors,  Intludiug  the  goveiii<u"s  of 
Odes.sa,  Tomsk  and  Kazan,  who  sig- 
nally failed  to  prev<  nt  dLsordeis.  hav.i 
been  summariiy  dismissed  at  Count 
Witte's  instigation. 

The  clergymen,  with  other  classes, 
continue  their  Intercessions  lor  th^ 
Cronstadt  mutineers,  151  of  whom  are 
reported  to  have  been  condemnetl  t'»- 
death.  A  hundred  orthodox  prbsts.  at 
a  meeting  h»ld  at  the  residence  of  iha 
Metropolitan  Antonius,  formulated  and 
dispatclied  an  appeal  for  mercy  to  \.hv 
empei-or. 

A  number  of  army  officers.  Indignant 
at  the  action  of  IJeut.  Froloff  of  tho 
Imperial  Horse  guards,  who  recently 
sabred  Prof.  Tarle  of  the  Poiyicchnio 
institute,  have  joined  In  a  proposal  lo 
boycott  Froloff  and  all  the  other  offi- 
cers of  the  Hor.se  guard.s,  unh  ss  tho 
lieutenant  clears  himself  of  the  charge 
or  resigns  within  a  month.  They  havo 
addressed  a  letter  to  a  local  i>aper. 
asking  for  the  co-operation  of  their 
brother  officers-tTi  their  action.  The 
boycott  is  to  include  refusal  to  salute 
tho  officers  of  the  Hor.se  guards,  and 
the  exclusion  of  the  latter  from  all 
military  festivals  and  assembly  rooms.

the  statistical  cn^ps  correspond^!,  t^i, 
the  weather  bureau  and  for  otb.er  pui- 
po.ses.  The  country  has  been  dividO'l 
Into  six  .sections  with  especial  regarl 
to  climate  and  soils  and  the  seeds  vill 
be  sent  only  to  those  localities  in  whichi 
their  propagation  and  growth  is  be- 
lieved to  be  especially  adopted.  In  ad- 
dition to  tliose  of  the  vegetable  an*! 
flower  variety  the  department  .sendqi 
out  quantities  of  cotton  forage  and  llelj 
seeds  to  localities  to  which  thty  are 
best  suited  and  from  which  it  la 
thought  good  results  may  be  obtaiae4«

Set  the  time  and  the  length 
of  the  visit  you  desire,  and  ^pcak  your 
prettiest.  If  there  are  joint  hosts- 
husband  and  Avife.  father  and  daugh- 
ter, brother  and  sister— let  one  of  them 
not  omit  to  heartily  second  any  invi- 
tation the  other  gives.  To  fail  in  this 
is  a  declaration  that  the  guest  is  an- 
welcome  to  ono  member  of  the  family, 
and  only  extreme  provocation  woull 
justify  such  a  thing.  The  fault  is  one 
to  which  Mcmen  are  far  more  pron<' 
than  men.  Perhaps  because  they  are 
temperamentally  less  hospitable,  per- 
haps because  whatever  trouble  is  a.-s- 
sociated  with  hospitality  falls  upon 
their  shoulders.

Washington,  Nov.  14.— tSpeclal  to 
The  Herald.)— In  his  annual  report  to 
the  v.ar  lepartnient  for  the  Souihwest- 
ern  division,  Brig.  Gen.  Frank  D.  Bald- 
win fnakos  some  interesting  observa- 
tions on  rifle  practice  and  the  physical 
training  of  a  soldier.    He  says; 

"1  am  convinced  that  the  piiysical 
training  of  the  soldier  Is  not  only  as 
important  and  necessary  as  hia  train-  I 
Ing  in  target  practice,  but  succe.os  in  I 
the  latter  depends  upon  the  proi>or  ap- 
plication of  the  former.  For,  without 
the  proper  physical  condition,  the  koI- 
<licr  cannot  endure  the  hardships  Inci- 
dent to  a  campaign,  and  which  always 
precede  the  actual  combat,  nor  can  he 
stand  the  excitement  and  nervous  ten- 
sion boinid  to  be  encountered  In  the 
actual  cojillict.  So,  in  order  to  Imve  a 
sufficient  number  of  men  in  tho  iigliL- 
ing  line,  when  tho  occasion  dfmand.s 
the  same,  and  *hen  to  have  men  who 
can  .shoot  with  precision  and  accuracy, 
we  must  put  all  men  through  a  phy- 
sical training.  One  Is  as  impoiiant  as 
the  other  and  is  a  complement  of  the 
other." 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  said  that 
one  of  the  greatest  advantages  or  rillc 
practice  to  civilians  and  to  the  militia 
is  that,  beini?  neces.sarily  an  outdoor 
sport,  the  exerci.se  afforded  in  the  open  i 
air  is  of  great  personal 
indulging  in  it.

Poorhouse. 

Mankato,  .Nlinn.,  .\(.\.  14— One  of  the 
most  tragic  chapters  in  the  history  of 
Martin  county  was  closed  by  the  death 
of  t'arl  Kraft  at  Fairmont,  who,  for 
seme  time  has  been  a  county  charge.  He 
wa.-j    00    years    of    age. 

Ill   Deeember,  1S96,   he  v.-as  sentenced  to 
Stillwater  lor  a  term  of  twehe  years  ajjd  I 
f-ix  moiillis  for  the  murder  of  O.    E.   Wll- j 
bur,   the  terrible  deed  being   the  result   of  ; 
ji  alousy.     Kraft  .served  a  little  over   four 
\ears   of   the   time  and   was  then  let  out  | 
on  parole  as  he  was  sufflteriug  from  con- 
sumption and  his  life  seemed   to  be  near 
its  close.

Ho  claimea 
that  his  property  had  been  confiscated 
by  others  while  he  was  at  Stillwater  and 
he  instituted  a  suit  to  recover  for  the 
same,  but  It  has  never  come  to  trial,  and 
no  doubt  never  will. 

Kraft  married  an  adopted  daughter 
of  O.  E.  Wilbur  and  bocamf  possessed  of 
the  belief  that  Wilbur,  who  was  aliout

with  his  young  and  attractive  wife  for 
even  a  fond  fofiter  father,  la  the  fall

They  planned  to  escape  by  pene- 
trating the  ^lastf  r  and  metal  lath  cell- 
ing of  tlxe  <ell  wing  into  the  space  be- 
tween roof  and  i-eiling.  then  to  br*-ak 
through  the  roof  of  light  plank  and 
Blate,  and  by  using  electric  wlri-s  lorn 
up  from  above  tiie  plaster  to  drop  to  the 
ground.  They  were  provided  with  a 
short  iron  bar,  sharpened,  obtained  in 
a  manner  unknown,  and  .had  also  fur- 
nished themselves  with  pepper  to  use 
in  throwing  the  bloodhounds  off  the 
scent.

Pittsburg,  Nov.  14.— Confident  of  suc- 
cess, Roy  Knabenshue,  the  Toledo 
youth  who  first  steert-d  a  dirigible  bal- 
loon over  New  York  city,  is  building 
an  airship  here  for  a  flight  from  this 
city  across  the  mountains  to  Philadel- 
phia. KnabcMishue  expects  to  make 
his  experiment  taiiy  in  next  May,  and 
hopes  to  beat  the  best  time  of  the  fast- 
est expresses  between  the  two  cities.

MUST  HURRY 
NEWJREATY 

The  Present  Agreement 
With  Germany  Has  Near- 
ly Expired. 

Modus  Vivendi  May  Be 

Arranged  to  Prevent 

Rupture. 


Washington,  Nov.  14.— Secretary 
Root  is  giving  earnest  attention  to  the 
tarllt  relations  between  Germany  and 
the  United  States,  as  brought  into 
prominence  by  a  double  communica- 
tion from  tlie  German  foreign  office, 
rn;st  through  Ambassador  Sttrnberg 
here,  and,  second,  through  the  rej>re- 
stntations  made  directly  by  the  foreign 
office  to  Ambassador  Tower  in  Berlin. 
The  secretary  hopes  to  have  some  con- 
crete proposition  to  submit  to  congress 
during  tlie  apjiroaching  s<^sslon.  but  it 
IS  evident  that  it  cannot  be  presented 
much  before  the  iiext  calendar  year, 
as  a  number  of  conference&  will  proli- 
ably  be  necessary  between  the  execu- 
tive branch  and  individual  legislatcu's, 
as  a  preliminary  to  the  execution  of 
Secretary  Roofs  plan  to  submit  only 
such  a  treaty  or  proposal  as  is  reason- 
ably certain  to  secure  the  approval  of 
at  least  a  majority  in  congitss,  or 
perhaps  a  two-iliirds  vole  in  the  sen- 
ate. 

In  this  state  of  uncertainty  as  to  the 
date  upon  which  at  the  very  earliest 
final  approval  by  congress  of  the  ex^ 
ecutive  scheme  might  be  expected,  and 
the  fact  that*  but  106  days  remain  be- 
fore the  present  tariff  arrangements 
witii  Germany  will  expire  by  limitation 
and  be  replaced  by  maximum  tarift 
rates  on  American  Imports,  it  is  prob- 
able that  an  attempt  will  be  made  im- 
mediately to  reach  a  modus  vivendi, 
or  provisional  arrangeinciit,  which 
siiall  prevent  an  open  rupture  or  tariff 
war  between  the  two  commercial  glaiil 
nations  of  America  and  Germany, 
pending  the  conclusion  of  negotiations 
for  a  new  treaty.  Ordinarily  tiic  execu- 
tive branch  of  our  government  Is  very 
loath  to  enter  upon  such  semi-treaty 
relations,  because  of  .some  doubt  as  to 
the  constitutional  power  of  the  presi- 
dent to  d<)  so.  But  in  the  present 
instance  the  Germans  themselves  have 
pointed  out  that  another  dom-  Is  open 
i  111  tlie  .shape  of  Section  3  of  the  Dingiey 
j  act.

Mrs.  William  KInnifeck 

Witness  In  Biger- 

staff  Trial 

Tells  of  the  Quarrel  and 

Her  Husband's  Dying 

Moments. 


Garbed  in  rnounilngr,  with  a  black 
veil  which  partially  concealed  her  fea- 
tures, Mrs.  William  KInnifeck,  wife  of 
the  victim  of  the  Biwabik  shooting  af- 
fray, gave  her  testimony  for  the  state 
this  morning,  in  the  trial  of  Chester 
Bigcrstaff,  the  young  man  accused^of 
the  murder  of  her  husband.  Mrs.  KIn- 
nifeck was  on  the  stand  over  an  hour, 
and  her  testimony  was  devoid  of  any 
sensational  features. 

Among  the  other  witnesses  of  the 
morning  session  the  testimony  of 
Thomas  Hannlng,  bartender  for  Kinnl- 
[feck,  was  of  interest  in  that  he  testi- 
fied to  hearing  the  last  whispered 
!  words  of  KInnifeck  before  he  died. 

Aside  from  the  testimony  given  yes- 
terday by  Marshal  OHara.  to  the*  ef- 
fect that  Bigerstaff  told  him  KInnifeck 


witness  did  not  see  any  revolver.  Mrs. 
Hookinf?  lieard  Kinnifeok  and  Bigtrstaf? 
having  words  over  the  "Kelly  matter,  but 
she  paid  no  attention  to  what  was  said. 
After  the  shooting  she  went  to  the  bc-d- 
roora  to  put  the  liU'«  boy  to  sleep. 

Under  oross-exaii»inatlon.  Mrs.  Hock- 
ing said  BigerstalC  had  been  a  boarder 
at  her  place  about  two  months,  and 
was  not  more  tlwin  lU'-^day  or  two  be- 
hind on  his  board  wheA  the  trouble  oc- 
curred. She  did  not  know  wliethor  he 
was  working  or  was  out  of  employ- 
ment. The  witness  also  testifiod  tliat 
the  boarders  sometimes  sat  in  the 
kitchen   awaiting   placts   at   the   t.able. 

Mrs.  Hocking  was  qut■^stioned  closely 
by  Mr.  McPherrin  as  to  the  size  of  the 
bread  and  meat  knife  alleged  to  have 
been  on  the  kitchen  table.  She  ad- 
mitted that  there  might  have  been  a  re- 
volver on  the  table,  but  she  did  not  see 
any. 

Charles  W.  Swanaon,  witness  for  the

For  instance,  car  fact^tries  in  one  week  booked  orders 
for  3,000  box  cars  for  the  Northern  Pacific.  500  flat  cars 
for  the  Atchison,  1.000  box  cars  for  the  Norfolk  &  West- 
ern, besides  many  other  orders.  Wheat  and  flour  exports 
in  the  same  week  totalled  in  wheat  measurement  6,283.000 
bushels,  or  4,800.000  bushels  more  than  in  the  cor- 
responding week  of  last  year.  Pig  iron  stocks  are  at 
sn9h  a  low  ebb  owing  to  the  enormous  demand  that  it  is 
difficult  to  secure  quotations  of  prices  for  deliveries  next 
year.  Bank  clearings  are  enormous,  and  the  increases 
over  last  year  week  by  week  are  very  large.  October, 
for  instance,  exceeded  any  October  in  the  history  of  the 
country.  The  totals  outside  of  New  York  city  have 
never  before  been  so  large.  Railroad  traffic  far  exceeds 
the  capacity  of  the  railroads  to  handle  it.  In  copper  a 
constantly  increasing  demand  and  a  constantly  decreas- 
ing visible  supply  make  things  lively.     Railroad  earnings

In  reply  to  the  crltlclsm.s  that  have 
been  made  of  Its  attitude  in  regard  to 
the  franchise  for  the  suburban  trolley 
line,  the  A.  C.  Volk  company  made  the 
following  statement  to  the  council  last 
evening: 

"In  the  first  place,  permit  us  to  say 
that  «ur  object  in  seeking  this  fran- 
chise was  not  to  enter  railroad  build- 
ing and  operation  as  a  business,  nor 
was  It  for  the  purpose  of  speculating 
in  the  franchise,  but  to  secure  one  of 
the  means,  perhaps  the  most  Import- 
ant, to  develope  our  properties  when 
cheap  power  became  available,  and 
thus  give  to  Duluth  an  opportunity  to 
grant  favorable  conditions  for  greater 
Industrial  development.  The  first  ob- 
stacle with  which  we  had  to  contend  m 
securing  this  franchise  \\as  that  an- 
other company  held  a  franchise  over 
the  same  streets.  It  was  necessary  for 
us  to  secure  the  permission  of  this 
company  to  the  franchise  before  the 
council  would  consider  our  application. 
This  permission  we  secured.  The  sec- 
ond obstacle,  which  relates  to 
building  of  the  line,  was  the 
the  maturing  of  the  water  power  com- 
pany's plans.  This  delay  necessarily 
affected  our  plans.  It  compelled  the 
postponement  of  all  of  our  material 
developments.  We  would  add  that  an 
increase  of  only  267  people  in  the 
Eighth  ward,  from  1895  to  1905.  cer- 
tainly did  not  offer  inducements  to 
build  the  line. 

"In  the  second  place,  we  did  not 
consider  it  neces.sary  to  ask  the  council 
for  an  extension  of  the  franchise,  as 
there  has  been  no  material  necessity 
for  the  line  as  yet,  and  Its  building 
and  operation  was  dependent  upon  re- 
ceiving cheap  electric  power 
ther  that  the  franchise 
provision  that  the  line 
pleted  and  in  operation  on  or  before  the 
1st  dav  of  October,  1904,  provided  that 
the  streets  on  which  it  passes  shall 
have  been  graded  ninety  days  prior 
thereto,'  We  do  not  assume  to  know 
the  construction  the  council  will  put 
upon  thlp  provision.  In  the  past  the 
council  has  built  and  repaired  bridges 
and  roads  before  an  extension  of  the 
local  lines  was  ordered.  There  are  five 
bridges  on  the  line  of  railroad  from 
West  Duluth  to  New  Duluth,  all  of 
which,  with  the  possible  exception  of 
one,  will  have  to  be  rebuilf  before 
cars  will  be  run  over  them.  The  county 
road  from  the  intersection  of  Grand 
avenue  at  Smlthvilfe  to  t^e  intersection 
of  the  same  with  Commonwealth  ave- 
nue in  New  Duluth  Is  In  no  condition 
for  the  laying  of  tracks  at  this  time 
and  must  be  graded  and  repaired  be- 
fore a  line  can  be  built  thereon.

It 
has  really  all  been  brought  about  by 
the   season. 

Beef  that  Is  ordinarily  used  for  can- 
yliig  at  the  big  packing  houses,  is  be- 
ing put  on  the  market,  the  canning 
season  belnjj:  over.  That  which  ordi- 
narily reaches  the  table  in  the  shape  of 
dried  beef  and  in  other  forms  is  also 
being  placed  on  sale.  And  being  potir- 
er  qualities  of  beef,  the  prices  for  them 
are  lower.

Jeff  Marcottc  testified  that  ho  visited 
Bigerstafr's  room  the  night  before  the 
tragedy  at  the  iatter's  request  and  was 
shown  a  new  pearl-handled  revolver 
Blgerstaff  said  he  had  Just  purcha.sed. 
Before  they  went  to  the  room  they  had 
thi-t-e  drinks  together.  Marcotte 
ciuimed  BigersLaff,  or  Dempsey,  as  he 
had  always  known  the  defendant, 
made  the  remark  several  times  that 
he  "was  tip  against  it,"  but  the  wit- 
ness thought  at  the  time  It  was  noth- 
ing   more    than    "whisky    talk." 

The  next  lime  tlie  witness  saw  Blger- 
staff was  when  the  latter  was  being 
taken  to  the  village  lock-up,  following 
the  shooting.  Marcotte  was  a  boarder 
at  Kinnifeck's  boarding  house. 

Patrick  Hogan,  a  steam-shovel  en- 
gineer at  the  Hector  tnine,  corrobor- 
ated Marcolte's  testimony  relative  to 
seeing  the  revolver,  taking  the  drinks 
and  hearing  Blgerstaff  say  he  "was  up 
against  it."  He  was  Invited  to  Biger- 
stuff's  room  with  Marcotte.  The  wit- 
ness did  not  see  Blgerstaff  again  until 
the  latter  was  taken  to  the  lock-up, 
about  half  an  hour  later. 

John  Davis,  a  miner,  who  boarded  at 
Kinnifeck*.«i,  te  itified  that  he  was  at 
supper  when  he  heard  a  shot  tired  in 
the  kitchen.  He  said  he  pulled  back 
the  curtains  at  the  kitchen  and  saw 
Klnnifeck  sitting  on  the  woodbox,  cov- 
ered with  blood.  Mrs.  Kinnifeck,  the 
witness  said,  was  supporting  her  hus- 
bantl's  head.  He  did  not  see  anybody 
else  in  the  kitchen.  Davis  testified 
that  he  ran  down  to  the  barroom  and 
gave  the  alarm. 

Dr.  Charles  Bray,  a  Biwabik  phy- 
sician, testified  to  an  examination  of 
William  Kintiifeck's  body,  after  the 
shooting.  The  witness  said  Kinnifeck 
was  lying  0.1  a  woodbox  dead,  with  his 
head  on  Mrs.  Kinnifeck's  lap.  The  kit- 
chen was  spattered  with  blood,  some 
of  which  had  run  across  the  kitchen 
floor  into  the  dining  room.  Dr.  Bray 
"said  the  bullet  entered  KinnlfecK's  chin 
and  passed  through  to  the  back  of  the 
neck,  severing  an  artery  In  its  course. 
Death,  he  said,  resulted  from  hemor- 
rhage. 

The  witness  .«^aid  there  was  ah  abra- 
sion of  the  skin  over  one  of  the  dead 
man's  eyebrows,  such  as  might  have 
been  caused  by  a  fall.  Dr.  Bray  iden- 
tified the  bullet  taken  by  him  from 
Kinnifeck's  neck.  - 

William  O'Hara,  village  marshal  at 
Biwabik,  testified  to  measurements  he 
has  taken  of  the  kitchen  and  dining 
room  at  Kinnifeck's  house.  The  kit- 
chen, where  the  shooting  occurred,  is 
10  feet  6  inches  long  by  9  feet  5  inches 
wide.  Marshal  O'Hara  said  Blgerstaff. 
two  or  three  weeks  before  the  shooting, 
told  him  that  Kinnifeck  did  not  treat 
his  wife  right,  and  that  it  was  a 
shame.  j 

The  witness  further  testified  to  his  1 
arrest  of  Blgerstaff,  and  the  Iatter's 
admls.^ion  at  the  jail  that  he  had  shot 
Kinnifeck.  Marshal  O'Hara  said  Biger- 
staff's  clothes  were  well  saturated  with 
blood.  The  witness  said  Blgerstaff 
made  the  remark  that  he  "would  stand 
his  ground  like  a  man."  The  marshal 
Identified  the  bloody  clothing  taken 
from  liigerstaff  at  the  village  jail.  He 
said  he  talked  with  Blgerstaff  tiie  day 
following  his  arrest,  and  when  asked 
why  he  did  the  .shooting,  the  suspected 
man  answered  that  he  and  Kinnifeck 
were  having  an  argument,  when  Kinni- 
feck struck  him  a  glancing  blow  on  the 
face.  Blgerstaff,  the  witness  t>^>stified, 
said  he  stepped  back,  picked  up  a  re- 
revolver  from  the  table  and  shot  Kin- 
nifeck. Marshal  O'Hara  did  not  believe 
Blgerstaff  was  Intoicicated,  thotigh  he 
n>ight  have  been  drinking.

"In  the  Ohio  legislature  the  required 
three-fifths  vote  will  unquestionably 
be  secured,  for  all  the  Democratic  mem-  \ 
bers  are  pledged,  likewise  a  few  of  tlier 
Republicans,  and  no  one  in  public  office 
dares  to  openly  refuse  to  vote  to  sub- 
mit to  the  people  the  question  of 
whether  they  desire  to  terminate  ma- 
chine rule  by  establishing  their  own 
sovereignty.  In  the  Montana  legi.=-la- 
ture  of  one  year  ago  tlie  vote  was 
unanimous. 

"In  Mas.sachu.setts  last  year  the 
house  passed  a  bill  for  tho  establish- 
ment of  the  advisory  referendum  sy.t;- 
teni,  and  it  passed  second  reading  in 
the  senate,  but  on  third  reading  the 
monopolists  rallied  their  forces  and  de- 
feated it.

This  year 
i  the    Democratic    candidate    for    mayor, 
i  who  stood  strongly  for  the  referendum, 
was    elected    by    a    vote    of    30,472      as

401   as   against   28,871.      In   other   words 
1 10,000  citizens  out  of  67.<X»  voted  Inde- 
1  pendently  and  for  the  referendum  can- 
didate. 

"It  Is  clear,  from  the  above  and  other 
election  'Veturns,"  concludes  Mr.  Shib- 
ley,  "that  the  referendum  and  muni- 
cipal ownership  are  winning,  and  are 
doing  so  wherever  the  questions  arc 
brought  to  a  vote.  Furthermore,  these 
Issues  are  bemg  brought  forward  by 
the  systematic  questioning  of  candi- 
dates, as  we  have  seen,  while  the  ad- 
visory vote  system  Is  being  established 
by  mere  majority-vote  in  the  legis- 
lature or  city  council.  It  follows  that 
the  rising  tide  of  sentiment  against 
machine  rule  and  private  monopoly 
will  advance  and  with  giant  strides. 
The  party  machines  can  no  longer 
sidetrack  these  dominant  issues."

Not  Well  Received  and 

Mob  Pillages  and 

Fires  the  City. 

St.  Petersburg.  Niw'.  14.— The  up- 
heaval in  Russia  following  the  pro- 
mulgation of  the  reform  manifesto  has 
now  reached  VJadivostok  .  and  Yoni- 
selsk  and  other  estrone  portions  of 
the  empire.  Confirm""ation  has  been 
obtained  from  various  sources  of  the 
•cported  uprising  at  Vladivostok,  where! 

Is  quite  criti- 
cal. Many  persons  have  been  killed 
and  the  foreigners  have  taken  refuge 
on  the  ships  In  the  harbor.  Many  pub- 
lic buildings,  stores  and  houses  have 
been  pillaged  and  set  on  lire  by  the 
mob. 

1  lie  .\merlcan  embas.sy  Jias  received 
Irom  Consul  Greener  at  Valadivostok  de- 
tails of  tlie  outbreak  which  hegan  Sunday 
{ifternoori  immediately  alter  ilic  departure 
of  the  Ru.ssian  armored  cruisers  Gromo- 
boi  and  Ros.sia.  The  people  who  had 
f.ath<*<»d  in  great  crowas  in  the  streets 
became  excited  by  inflammatory  speeches. 
Mhiiy  soldiers  and  sailov.s  were  also  in 
ui'  angry  mood,  having  expected  to  go 
home    Willi    the   squadron. 

The  niijl>  began  to  bv<  uk  windows  and 
pillage  and  in  the  evening  set  tire  to  the 
theater,  the  Golden  Horn  hotel,  several 
blocks  of  Cliiuese  buildings  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  eiiy  and  to  the  otficer.s' 
residencfs  and  other  l>uildings  in  the 
eastern  quarter.  The  tires  burned  all 
night.  Seventy  buildings  were  burned. 
Troops  were  summoned  to  r»'Store  order 
and  Hred  freciuent  vollvys,  killing  many 
persons. 

Just  before  the  AnietifjEtn  consul  teje- 
giaph"d  tfMlay  the  coinniandant  of  the 
fortress  of  Vludivosjtokr  assisted  by 
priests  and  the  leader.s  of  the  working"- 
n.ens  organizations,  ad  l-essed  the  mob.

SEA   IS   OLD. 

Chicago  Cor.  New  York  World: 
Three  hnndred  and  seventy  million 
]  years  is  the  approximated  age  of  the 
oceans,  according  to  the  calculations 
of  Prof.  R.  D.  Salisbury  of  the  depart- 
ment  of  geologj-  of  the  University  of 
Chicago. 

"It  has  been  calculated,"  writes  Mr. 
Sallbburj-.  "that  if  the  salt  now  in  the 
sea  were  precipitated,  it  would  make 
something  like  8,500.000  cubic  miles. 
If  to  this  be  added  all  the  other  min- 
eral matter  in  solution  in  the  sea 
■water  the  amount  would  be  .swollen  to 
about   4, COO, 000  cubic  miles." 

Prof.  Salisbury  estimated  the  quan- 
tity of  salt  and  water  brought  to  the 
Sea  each  year  by  rivers,  and  on  this 
basis  obtains  370.000,000  as  the  esti- 
mated number  of  years  it  would  lake 
for  the  amount  of  salt  now  Iji  the 
sea  to  have  been  brought  to  it  by 
rivrs  at  the  present  rate.

RARE  ORCHIDS. 

Some  In  Thibet  Worth  $5,000.  But  Are 
Inaccessible 

Ovor  In  Thibet  ihcie  are  Jo.fJOO  orchids 
lying:  around  loose,  but,  you  risk  your 
liff  If  you  go  after  them.for  savase  hil! 
tribes  are  awaiting  the  enthusiastic 
collector,  or,  for  that  matter,  any  other 
foreigner  who  veuturcs  into  their  do- 
main. That  these  valuable  flowers  arc 
there  was  dfscovefed  by  the  British 
Thibet  cxpediiion.  This  plant  is  a  long- 
lost  orchid,  "(he  •Cyj)ripedium  Fair- 
rieanum.whidi  has  long  been  wanted 
at  the  rate  of  55,000  per  specimen. 

A  mercantile  lirm  has  been  advertis- 
ing that  reward  for  years  without  a 
chance  to  pay  it  mitll  now. 

Until  last  month,  as  J..oudon  Outlook 
says,  only  five  plants  existed  in  F.urope, 
one  belonging  to  Sir  Trevor  Lawrence 
and  four  In  the  collection  at  the  Luxem- 
bourg—all in  a  very  bad  way.  One  of 
the  latter  flowered  in  1903.  What  )»e- 
came  of  the  polhn  perhaps  Is  a  state 
seciet.  "Une  imagines  th'-  sllcut  con- 
c^•ntl■atcd  struggle  for  the.se  tiny 
globules.  It  w  ould  not  •  be  very  sur- 
prising to  learn  that  M.  Op.il*  ae.stroycd 
the  p'dlen.  Anyhow,  he  must  have  felt 
relief  when  rid  Of  it,  no  matter  by  what 
means. 

"Only  once  had  the  plant  rt^ached 
London— In  JS57;  but  filiccn  or  twenty 
years  afterwards  the  .<*ender  could  not 
be  indentilied.  On  Mtvrch  25,  1857.  Messrs. 
Stevens,  of  Covent  Garden,  sold  "a  con- 
signment of  orchids  from  Java,  Ave 
boxes  from  India,  with  d  new  Cypriped- 
I  lum  and  various  brgonfas.  ferns,  etc.* 
1  It  appears  now  that  Al.  Van  Hout:e 
I  rectived  a  few  about  the  same  time  in 
Belgium.  Those  w^r.e  fvtrwarded  by  an 
apotliecary  dwelliiifi:  at  Xowgong,  in 
Assam,  named  Simons.  In  October  sev- 
eral of  the  plants  t)0«frht  at  'Stevens' 
flowered  .and  Dr.  Lfndtey  bestowed  the 
name  after  Air.  Fa^rti'N'  of  Liverpool. 
For  a  while  the  prcC.lou^  tiling  abcjund- 
ed.  Mr.  Day  had  n  sniuiye  of  plants  and 
flowers  by  the  dozen.'.  There  was  a 
.specimen  at  Kew  three  feet  across. 
But  hybridists  wer*  few  then  and  not 
very  enterprising,  ahd  It  had  vanished 
when  their  succe.ssoVs  Vjought  to  la- 
crease  the  number  of  hybrids. 

"Gradually  Cypripedlum  Fairrieanum 
died  out  until,  in  1S76,  it  was  reckoiUMl 
among  the  "lost  orcliids.'  Messrs. 
Sanders,  of  St.  Albans  and  Bruges,  dis- 
patched .six  collector.<i  to  And  It.  and 
other  importing  firms  made  attempts.

TWO  BARGESWRECKED. 

B.  W.  Parker  and  Nellie  Mason  Strike 
Cleveland  Breakwater. 

Cleveland,  Nov.  14.— Two  \essels,  the  B. 
W.  Parker  and  Nellie  Mason,  were  dashed 
by  the  storm  upon  the  west  arm  of  the 
breakwater  yesterday  afternoon  and  their 
crews  were  only  saved  after  heroic  avoj-Ii 
on  the  part  of  the  life-savers  and  tug- 
men.  The  crew  of  the  Parker  manatred 
to  jump  onto  the  break wat.r  when  the 
vessels  stru<-k,  and  they  were  resc'ued  by 
the  tug  Abbott.  The  life-saving  crew 
saved  the  crew  from  t)ie  Mason.  The 
steamer  Lansing,  whicli  had  the  two 
boats  in  tow,  succeeded  in  making  the 
harbor  safely. 

The  three  boats  had  left  Cleveland  at 
noon  and  had  reached  a  point  twenty 
miles  ujj  the  lake  when  struck  by  the 
storm.  Unable  to  make  headway  with 
the  two  barges  in  tow,  the  Lansing  turned 
and  ran  back  for  tlie  h.irbor.  When  a 
short  distance  outside  the  piers  the  two 
vessels  were  dropped  by  the  steam.^r. 
Their  anchors  failed  to  h.tld.  however, 
and  before  tugs  could  rea.h  iheni  they 
were  carried  to  destruction  against  the 
breakwater  by  the  gigantic  s<a.s.  Both 
boats  are  now  sunk  and  will  be  a  total 
loss. 

Both  of  the  lost  vessels  are  old-timers 
and  were  not  insured.  The  Parktr  was 
own.-d  by  tlie  Gilchrist  Transportation 
Company  of  this  city,  and  F.  W.  Gil- 
christ of  Alpena  owned  the  Mason,  which 
was   loaded  with  coal   for  Ali>ena.
